REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

December  31,   1960 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  their  report  for  the  year  1960. 

On  March  8,  1960  the  Board  was  organized  with  Austin  C.  Bu- 
chanan, Chairman;  Harvey  M.  Hamilton,  Clerk;  and  Joseph  A.  Roberts, 
Third  Member. 

During  the  year  the  roof  of  the  Town  Hall  was  repaired  and  a  new 
door  was  installed  at  the  Police  Station  entrance.  Other  minor  repairs 
were  made  to  the  exterior  of  the  building.  No  major  expenditure  should 
be  necessary  on  the  Town  Hall  until  the  renovation  of  the  interior  is 
unde:  taken.  We  are  recommending  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to 
study  the  renovation  of  the  Town  Hall. 

The  issue  and  policing  of  Earth  Removal  Permits  has  at  times 
during  the  past  year  been  a  full  time  job.  With  respect  to  loam 
removal  the  Board  has  adopted  the  policy  of  requiring  the  loam  to  be 
piled  and  all  stripped  areas  to  be  covered  before  any  loam  is  declared 
surplus  and  available  for  removal. 

The  problem  of  Street  Lighting  in  connection  with  the  new  school 
has  been  studied  with  the  engineers  of  the  Boston  Edison  Company 
and  a  sum  has  been  included  in  the  Street  Lighting  request  for  1961. 

The  administration  and  dispatch  of  the  Town  Ambulance  has  been 
handled  most  satisfactorily  this  year  under  a  plan  adopted  late  in 
1959.  This  plan  places  the  operation  of  the  ambulance  under  the  res- 
ponsibility of  the  Chief  of  Police. 

To  those  who  have  contributed  so  generously  of  their  time  and 
expense  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town,  we  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  and  gratitude.

OFFICERS  TRAINING  SCHOOL 


Patrolman  Robert  W.  Brady  successfully  completed  the  four 
week  training  school  for  Police  Officers  at  the  Massachusetts  State 
Police  Academy  in  Framingham.  He  is  the  first  Medfield  Officer  to 
attend  this  school.   Another  Officer  will  attend  in  1961. 

During  1961  I  plan  to  extend  our  communications  system  by  tying 
in  with  the  Massachusetts  State  Police  Teletype  System  which  will 
give  Medfield  17  state  coverage.  I  would  like  to  have  a  Police  Station 
Building  Committee  appointed  to  decide  on  the  possibility  of  adding 
a  new  police  station  to  the  new  fire  station.  I  also  recommend  that  an 
officer  be  promoted  to  Sergeant  after  a  promotional  examination  has 
been  held. 

Due  to  an  increase  in  the  building  of  new  homes  in  the  outlying 
districts  and  to  the  fact  that  in  1963  the  Fire  Department  will  be  off 
our  Police  Radio  Network  and  on  their  own  I  feel  that  we  should  have 
another  officer  on  each  shift,  starting  with  one  new  man  this  year. 
Thus,  by  1963  we  should  have  an  adequate  Police  Department  which 
will  be  in  a  position  to  handle  both  the  Police  and  Fire  Communica- 
tions, efficiently  control  the  Fire  Alarm  System  and  keep  better  and 
more  complete  records  in  the  Police  Department. 


AUXILIARY  POLICE 

During  1960  Officer  E.  Nina  Iafolla  was  appointed  Lieutenant  in 
the  Auxiliary  Police  and  organized  20  young  men  into  a  working  unit. 
These  men   undertook   a  ten   week   training  course   in   First  Aid   in 
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Police  Rules  and  Procedure.  Their  instructors  were  persons  well 
known  and  well  qualified  in  the  field  of  police  work.  Several  times  in 
1960  these  men  assisted  at  fires  and  in  mock  disasters  in  conjunction 
with  a  plan  worked  out  with  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  and  proved 
that  they  are  conscientious.  I  would  like  to  recommend  that  shirts, 
hats  and  hat  badges  bearing  Civil  Defense  Insignia  be  purchased  for 
them  from  Civil  Defense  funds  or  by  a  small  additional  appropriation 
to  the  Civil  Defense  budget  so  that  these  men  may  outwardly  be 
identified  as  an  organized  unit. 

In  behalf  of  the  police  officers,  I  wish  to  thank  the  State  and  Local 
officials,  Town  of  Medfield  Department  heads  and  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  extended  to  me  and  the 
police  department  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  bur  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

The  Board  has  issued  licenses  to  dealers  selling,  buying  or  trans- 
porting Methyl  Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  preparation 
other  than  Shellac  or  Varnish;  the  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream;  and  a 
license  to  Funeral  Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining  of 
a  Funeral  Home. 

The  garbage  collection  contract  was  renewed  and  collections  were 
made  twice  a  week  during  the  summer  months  and  once  a  week  during 
winter  months. 

The  Medfield  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  is  held  at  the  Memorial  School.    All  elementary  school 
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children  were  examined  and  treatment  was  started  on  all  children 
desiring  work  at  the  clinic.

We  feel  certain  that  the  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Health  does  not  reflect  the  actual  number  of  cases. 
Please  bear  in  mind  that  according  to  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, "If  a  physician  knows  or  has  cause  to  believe  that  a  person 
whom  he  visits  is  infected  with  a  disease  declared  to  be  dangerous  to 
the  public  health  ...  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice  thereof, 
signed  by  him  ..."  and  when  a  householder  knows  that  a  person 
within  his  family  or  house  is  sick  with  a  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the 
Board  of  Health  in  the  manner  required  by  the  statute,  provided  how- 
ever, that  in  cases  where  a  physician  has  been  called  in,  the  physician's 
notification  will  be  accepted  in  place  of  the  householder. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  taken  care  of  by  the 
Board.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  AND  MOTH  DEPARTMENTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Depart- 
ments for  the  year  1960. 

During  the  past  year  the  usual  spraying  of  the  entire  roadside 
trees  for  the  control  of  the  Gypsy  Moth  and  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle 
was  performed.  Also  this  past  year  the  White  Oaks  were  sprayed 
for  the  control  of  the  Solitary  Oak  Leaf  Miner  which  was  so  damaging 
the  previous  year.  This  insect  does  not  seem  as  prevalent  as  it  was  in 
1959    and    will    not"  require    control   measures    this    coming    year.     I 
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recommend  that  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  Work 
for  1961. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  control  work  was  carried  out  with  the 
removal  of  approximately  fifty-one  (51)  dead  and  diseased  Elms  in 
1960,  also  eleven  stumps  were  removed.  Spraying  for  the  Elm  Bark 
Beetle  was  performed.  All  Elms  with  any  outward  symptoms  of 
Dutch  Elm  Disease  were  sampled  and  the  samples  were  sent  to  the 
State  Shade  Tree  Laboratory  in  Amherst.  I  recommend  that  $4,000.00 
be  appropriated  for  the  further  control  of  this  dread  disease. 

The  program  for  the  control  of  Poison  Ivy  was  carried  on  the 
same  as  in  previous  years.  The  results  of  our  spraying  has  been  very 
good  and  the  need  for  additional  spraying  is  lessening.  I  recommend 
the  sum  of  $200.00  be  appropriated  to  keep  this  nuisance  on  the 
decrease. 

Due  to  the  hurricane  this  fall  we  found  it  necessary  to  obtain  an 
additional  $2,500.00  to  clear  the  streets  of  debris  and  to  repair  the 
damage  to  our  roadside  shade  trees.  Although  most  of  the  work  has 
been  completed,  there  still  remain  a  lot  of  weakened  limbs  and  leaders 
that  will  require  attention  along  with  our  routine  work.  I  recommend 
$3,500.00  be  appropriated  for  1961. 

Our  tree  planting  program  was  resumed  this  past  year  with  the 
planting  of  70  trees  of  various  species  and  varieties.  I  recommend  that 
the  sum  of  $500.00  be  appropriated  for  this  work  in  1961.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  APPEALS  ON  ZONING, 
SUBDIVISION  CONTROL  AND  BUILDING  BY-LAWS 

January  9,  1961 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

and  Residents  of  Medfield: 

The  Board  of  Appeals  respectfully  submits  this  report  for  the 
year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

The  Board  was  organized  as  follows:  Herbert  B.  Burr,  Chairman; 
George  A.  Smith,  Clerk;  Francis  H.  Kingsbury,  Member;  and  Pauline 
Goucher,  Associate  Member. 

Ellen  P.  Crowell  resigned  her  position  as  Associate  Member  this 
year  and  the  Board  wishes  to  extend  their  appreciation  to  her  for  a 
job  well  done. 

Your  Board  of  Appeals  experienced  a  very  active  year,  hearing  and 
deciding  on  14  appeals.  These  appeals  can  be  classified  as  varied,  con- 
sisting of  many  types  and  requests  for  permits. 

The  Board  established  a  method  for  on  the  spot  investigation  of 
many  requests  for  zoning  variances  and/or  permits  to  substantiate  and 
establish  facts  in  rendering  a  fair  and  equitable  decision.  This  was 
accomplished  through  the  use  of  abutter  surveys,  photographs  and 
personal  visitation  on  the  part  of  the  members  of  the  Board. 

Some  appeals  warranted  modifications  and  restrictions  to  the 
petitioner's  original  requests,  directed  towards  the  elimination  of 
detrimental  conditions,  abutter's  rights,  and  the  general  public  welfare 
and  good. 

The  Board  experienced  a  rise  in  operating  costs  consisting  of 
an  increase  in  hearings  and  the  lawful  requisite  of  advertising  of  each 
hearing.  Therefore,  it  made  it  necessary  to  request  $200.00  in  addi- 
tional funds  for  its  continued  operation  in  1960  and  resulting  in  a 
total  expenditure  of  $650.00 

A  continuing  increase  in  appeal  hearings  is  anticipated  for  the 
year  1961,  staying  in  line  with  the  growth  of  the  town. 

The  Board  of  Appeals  gratefully  acknowledges  and  appreciates 
the  able   assistance   rendered   by  the   Board  of  Selectmen,   Park   and 
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Planning  Board,  Board  of  Assessors,  Town  Council,  Town  Accountant. 
Building  Inspector,  Marie  Burke,  and  the  Town  Clerk.  These  and 
others  made  our  work  so  much  more  pleasant  this  past  year.

REPORT  OF  C5VIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

There  has  been  more  activity  in  the  Civil  Defense  Department  this 
year  than  in  any  year  since  World  War  II.  This  we  believe  is  not 
entirely  due  to  the  world  situation  but  also  to  the  increase  of  natural 
and  man-made  disasters,  such  as  the  airline  crashes  which  have  been 
in  the  news  lately.  This  year  we  were  on  stand-by  alert  for  hurricane 
Donna. 

During  the  year  we  held  two  mock  disasters.  These  were  in  con- 
junction with  the  disaster  plan  set  up  with  the  Medfield  State  Hospital. 

E.  Nina  Iafolla  was  appointed  Lieutenant  in  charge  of  the  Auxiliary 
Police  unit.  We  now  have  twenty  active  members  who  have  had  the 
standard  First  Aid  course  and  have  received  certificates  from  the 
American  Red  Cross.  They  have  also  had  a  ten  week  course  in  Police 
Procedure  given  by  top  instructors  from  various  state  police  agencies. 
These  men  are  serving  as  volunteers,  without  pay.  During  the  year 
they  have  served  at  the  mock  disasters,  been  on  stand-by  alert  during 
the  hurricane  threat  and  rendered  assistance  at  two  bad  fires. 

Although  money  was  appropriated  for  radio  equipment  at  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting,  none  has  yet  been  obtained.  This  is  due  mainly 
to  the  changing  of  requirements  for  equipment  approved  for  federal 
matching  funds.  We  hope  to  acquire  during  1961  equipment  which 
will  serve  the  Civil  Defense  requirements  and  at  the  same  time  be  of 
use  to  the  Town  for  other  services. 
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The  Town  has  made  good  use  of  the  Surplus  Property  Program 
again  this  year.  All  Town  Departments  have  received  tools,  equipment 
and  materials  from  the  stock  pile  at  a  small  fraction  of  original  cost. 

We  distributed  over  fifteen-hundred  copies  of  the  "Family  Fallout 
Shelter"  booklet  to  the  residents  of  Medfield.  Additional  copies  for 
those  desiring  same  are  available  at  the  Town  Hall. 

We  wish  to  thank  all  of  those  who  have  volunteered  their  services 
and  time  to  the  local  Civil  Defense  effort.  Especially  those  homemakers 
who  came  forward  to  furnish  first  aid  skills  at  our  mock  disasters,  and 
to  the  pupils  of  the  Medfield  Schools  who  did  such  a  fine  job  as 
victims  in  these  exercises.  Cooperation  from  other  Town  Departments 
who  pitched  in  with  men  and  equipment  not  only  to  make  our 
exercise  a  success  but  to  learn  what  might  be  expected  from  them  in 
the  event  of  a  disaster.

REPORT  OF  PARK  AND  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  held  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and  Fourth  Thurs- 
days of  each  month  plus  several  special  meetings  for  hearings  and 
sub-division  plan  approvals.' 

Work  has  continued  on  a  complete  revision  of  our  Street  Construc- 
tion Specifications.  Members  of  the  Board  have  held  several  discussions 
among  themselves  relative  to  a  new  Building  Code. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  March,  the  Town  voted  to  estab- 
lish a  new  Park  Commission,  thereby  relieving  this  Board  of  the  care 
of  the  Town  Parks.  Prior  to  this,  Medfield  was  one  of  the  two  towns  in 
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Massachusetts    that    operated    under    the    Park    and    Planning    Board 
System. 

The  Board  has  adopted  a  new  system  with  respect  to  developers 
submitting  plans  showing  only  part  of  a  large  subdivision.  All  persons 
now  submitting  plans  for  subdivisions  in  sections  must  submit  with  the 
first  section  a  scaled  plan  of  the  entire  proposal  with  sufficient  topo- 
graphical data  so  that  the  Board  will  have  adequate  information  to 
evaluate  the  sections  as  they  are  submitted. 

Additional  shrubbery  was  planted  in  Baxter  Square.  This  year  the 
Town  Parks  were  kept  in  unusually  good  condition  due  to  the  diligent 
work  of  Mr.  Robert  Kennedy,  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Everett  Wills. 
The  Spade  and  Hoe  Garden  Club  provided  spring  bulb  plantings  which 
will  add  much  needed  color  to  Baxter  Square. 

The  tennis  court  is  in  need  of  a  surface  treatment.  The  steel  posts 
for  the  nets  need  to  be  straightened. 

Debris  was  removed  from  Baker's  Pond  by  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment crew. 

New  sub-divisions  were  inspected  at  frequent  intervals  in  the 
areas  of  Pine  Street,  Green  Street,  Nebo  Street,  Harding  Street,  South 
Street  and  Granite  Street.  All  sub-division  plans  were  reviewed  from 
an  engineering  viewpoint  and  alterations  made  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Board,  would  enhance  the  development  and  create  a  better 
street  layout  for  the  Town. 

Board  members  attended  hearings  held  by  the  Board  of  Appeals 
and  made  recommendations  regarding  zoning  variances. 

Members  of  the  Board  attended  several  Regional  Planning  Board 
Meetings  and  participated  in  discussions  regarding  the  scope  of  the 
Board's  work.  A  series  of  joint  meetings  is  presently  being  held  with 
neighboring  boards  to  study  a  proposed  new  location  for  Route  109. 

Approximately  50  plans  were  reviewed  by  the  Board  and  signed 
under  the  notation  "Approval  under  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  not 
required."

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  people  of  Medfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

Statistics 

Circulation:   Adult,  16,862;  Juvenile,  11,719;  Total,  28,581. 

New  Applicants:  335. 

Book  Acquisitions:   Adult,  424;  Juvenile,  297;  Total,  721. 

180  of  the  above  were  donations  which  include  14  volumes  of  the 
Illustrated  Encyclopedia  of  Gardening,  donated  by  the  Medfield  Garden 
Club;  5  books  in  memoriam,  2  of  them  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Luke, 
in  memory  of  their  parents;  2  by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Rhodes,  in  memory 
of  Mr.  Richard  Johnson;  and  1  by  the  Mt.  Nebo  Chapter  D.A.R.  in 
memory  of  Mrs.  Dana  B.  Jefferson.  A  New  Testament  was  also  given  by 
The  Holy  Name  Society  of  St.  Edward's  Church.  The  remainder  were 
individual  donations. 

Among  the  books  purchased  were  a  new  large  Webster's  Interna- 
tional Dictionary;  a  number  of  books  for  cooperation  with  the  schools, 
which  included  science  books,  history  books  for  the  history  department 
and  English  Literature  for  the  English  department.  There  were  also 
the  yearly  Book  of  the  Month  selections  as  well  as  those  of  Literary 
Guild  and  a  few  unusual  books  from  the  Antiques  Book  Society.  For 
the  children,  books  include  Landmark  Books  from  "Young  Readers  of 
America"  a  juvenile  division  of  Book  of  the  Month  Club,  and  books 
from  the  American  Heritage  Jr.  Library.  In  the  last  few  days  of  the 
year  4  outstanding  volumes  of  The  Great  Centuries  of  Painting  were 
acquired. 

Activities 

National  Library  Week  in  the  Spring  was  observed  by  an  arts  and 
crafts  exhibit  by  members  of  the  Hannah  Adams  Club,  featuring  books 
on  those  subjects  in  the  library. 

In  September,  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  together  with  some  of 
the  members  of  the  Spade  and  Hoe  Club  held  a  most  attractive  exhibit 
in  both  the  main  room  of  the  library  and  the  historical  room  for  adult 
displays,  and  in  the  children's  room  for  juvenile  flower  arrangements. 
Prizes  were  awarded  by  popular  acclaim. 
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United  Nations  Week  in  November  was  observed  by  an  appropriate 
display  arranged  by  the  League  of  Women  Voters. 

Vacation  reading  was  again  popular  this  year  in  the  children's 
department  during  July  and  August.  Prizes  were  awarded  in  the 
intermediate  group  (grades  4,  5  and  6)  to  Leslie  Ballou  and  Gretchen 
Schultz,  who  tied  for  first  place,  Gregory  Kennett  and  Elizabeth 
Larkin  and  in  the  primary  group,  (grades  1-3)  to  Billy  Kennett,  Libby 
Drake  and  Pamela  Ludlow. 

The  story  hour  was  well  attended  again  this  year  by  the  4-5  year 
olds,  and  was  sponsored  by  a  group  of  mothers  who  alternated  in 
supervising  the  hour. 

Metal  shelves  were  added  to  the  library  this  year,  in  the  basement. 
These  shelves  will  provide  additional  space  on  one  side  for  children's 
books  and  on  the  other  side  will  contain  books  formerly  on  the  old 
stacks  which  must  be  kept  for  reference  because  of  a  certain  value, 
even  though  they  are  no  longer  in  active  circulation. 

Through  the  generosity  of  the  Medfield  Historical  Society  in  co- 
operation with  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  library,  the 
historical  room  will  provide  a  reading  room  for  adults  who  wish  for 
quiet  and  concentrated  reading  or  study,  which  is  not  always  available 
to  them  in  the  main  room,  particularly  during  the  school  year.  This 
room  will  be  open  to  the  adult  public  from  6  to  8:30  P.M.  each  evening 
except  Monday. 

Our  grateful  appreciation  goes  to  all  who  have  served  the  library 
during  the  year  by  gifts  of  books,  flowers  or  personal  service,  including 
the  2  Girl  Scouts,  Melissa  McQuillan  and  Gale  Franke  who  report 
faithfully  each  week  to  perform  various  helpful  tasks  assigned  to  them; 
also  to  members  of  the  4-H  group  who  again  decorated  the  little  trees 
on  the  front  of  the  library  at  Christmas,  as  well  as  to  our  substitutes, 
Mrs.  Spencer,  Mrs.  Brown  and  Mrs.  Duncan,  whose  assistance  when 
needed  is  invaluable.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


During  the  year  1960  we  have  had  130  calls  classified  as  follows — 
(see  list).  Several  of  these  were  not  necessary  but  they  must  all  be 
investigated  at  once.  We  have  had  several  alarms  that  were  given  to 
the  operator  incorrectly,  or  misinterpreted,  such  as,  street  locations  by 
house  numbers.  As  we  have  no  street  index,  especially  on  long  streets 
as  Main,  North,  and  South,  serious  trouble  could  result  from  situations 
such  as  this. 

This  is  one  of  several  reasons  in  my  recommendations  I  feel  the 
town  should  have  a  permanent  Fire  Chief.  Also,  certain  other  records 
and  files  can  be  kept  as  recommended  in  the  New  England  Fire  Insur- 
ance Rating  Bureau's  check  of  the  town,  which  will  all  lead  to  a  reduc- 
tion in  the  fire  insurance  rate  on  all  property  in  the  town.  Other 
reasons    are    the   rapid    residential    growth,    increased    inspections    of 
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schools,  churches  and,  also,  oil  burner  and  gas  installations,  blasting 
permits,  rest  homes  and  others. 

My  recommendations  for  1961  are  as  follows: 

A  permanent  Fire  Chief. 

A  new  pumping  engine  to  replace  one  that  is  31  years  old. 

Also,  some  fire  hose  to  replace  hose  that  is  over  20  years  of  age. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Townspeople  for  their  cooperation  during  the 
past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  RECREATION  COMMISSION  —  1960 


To  the  Selectmen: 

During  1960  the  Recreation  Commission  elected  to  make  its 
primary  goal  the  construction  of  a  swimming  facility  and  accompanying 
recreation  area  for  the  citizens  of  Medfield. 

Our  Commission  met  frequently  to  discuss  this  project.  We  con- 
sidered many  sites  in  town  and  while  all  of  them  had  some  particular 
advantages,  certain  insurmountable  objections  presented  themselves  in 
each  case  but  one.  The  choice  which  finally  appeared  feasible  was  at 
the  location  of  the  old  Town  wells  located  at  Green  and  Brook  Streets. 
The  advantages  were  many,  and  led  us  to  believe  this  location  to  be  an 
outstanding  one. 

(a)  The  area  is  centrally  located. 

(b)  There  is  a  natural  water  supply. 

(c)  There  is  natural  drainage. 

(d)  This   is   already  Town-owned  land,   not   earmarked  for   any 
other  purpose. 

(e)  This  is  a  natural  site  for  further  recreational  development. 

(f)  There  is  sufficient  space  for  off-street  parking. 
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(g)  The  land  is  so  located  as  to  lend  itself  toward  quiet  enjoyment, 
with  a  minimum  of  nuisance  to  neighboring  land-owners. 

(h)  The   location   offers   the  resources   that  would   enable   us  to 
plan  a  low  cost  project. 


This  summer  one  of  our  meetings  was  attended  by  all  departments 
of  Medfield  government  in  order  to  visualize  the  whole  idea  in  its 
proper  perspective  and  to  investigate  the  possibilities  of  saving  money 
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through  the  dual  use  of  equipment  and  manpower.  Substantial  contri- 
butions to  our  thinking  were  made  at  that  meeting.  It  came  to  light 
through  our  Superintendent  of  Streets  that  valuable  information  and 
assistance  would  be  forthcoming  in  a  project  of  this  type  merely  for 
the  asking  from  two  governmental  agencies.  Through  Mr.  McCarthy's 
interest  we  subsequently  met  with  officials  from  these  agencies. 

The  Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Division  of  Forests  and 
Parks,  we  learned,  would  do  all  the  planning  for  a  recreation  area  such 
as  this,  and  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  Soil  Con- 
servation Service,  all  the  engineering.  We  met  with  representatives 
of  both  of  these  agencies  and  they  have  since  done  helpful  work  for 
us.  The  former  have  prepared  drawings  of  the  area  in  the  form  of  an 
artist's  conception  of  an  aerial  view  and  the  latter  have  given  us  a 
detailed  layout  and  have  investigated  the  substrata  in  the  area  in  three 
test  holes  that  were  excavated  under  their  direction,  the  results  of 
which  were  extremely  favorable. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  held  December  5,  1960,  the  Town  voted 
that  the  jurisdiction  over  this  parcel  of  land  comprising  16.48  acres  be 
transferred  to  the  Recreation  Commission  for  the  purposes  of  recrea- 
tional development.  We  propose  to  ask  the  Town  for  an  appropriation 
of  funds  in  March  for  the  construction  of  the  aforementioned  swimming 
pond. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  various  departments  of  Medfield  government 
and  the  representatives  of  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the 
Department  of  Natural  Resources,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
for  their  cooperation  and  advice  in  this  our  first  venture.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

January  10,  1961 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1960. 

A  total  of  thirty-eight  Old  Age  Assistance  Cases,  three  Aid  to 
Dependent  Children  cases,  four  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  four 
General  Relief  cases  were  administered  during  the  year  1960.  Sixteen 
applications  were  processed.  Nine  applicants  were  found  eligible  and 
so  were  granted  aid.  Seven  applicants  were  found  ineligible  and  so 
were  denied  aid. 

Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $43,017.58 

Medical  Aid  for  the  Aged  3,575.89 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  3,859.00 

Disability  Assistance  4,674.54 

General  Relief  2,700.00 

This  has  been  a  year  of  many  changes.  The  Medical  Care  Plan, 
a  plan  which  is  undergoing  changes  continuously,  is  providing  a  control 
system  at  the  local  level,  while  giving  our  aged  and  needy  adequate 
medical  care.  A  program  of  controlled  medication  has  been  added  to 
the  Medical  Care  Plan  this  year.  Our  hospital  costs  are  still  of  grave 
concern.  The  continued  rise  in  the  cost  of  this  service  is  a  problem  to 
all  but  particularly  to  Welfare  Departments  for  they  assist  the  aged 
and  ill. 

In  January,  1960  all  who  received  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Insurance 
(Social  Security)  Benefits  were  granted  an  increase  in  their  monthly 
award.  This  increase  was  deducted  as  an  added  resource  from  our 
recipients'  standard  budget. 

In  July  an  increase  of  five  percent,  a  Cost  of  Living  Adjustment, 
V3s  granted. 

As  of  October  1,  1960  a  new  category,  to  be  known  as  Medical 
Assistance  for  the  Aged,  was  created  by  our  Legislators  to  conform 
vith  and  take  advantage  of  an  Act  under  the  Social  Security  Law 
>assed  by  Congress  in  August,  1960. 

On  January  1,  1961  the  Transportation  Allowance  given  to  Old 
^ge  Assistance  recipients  will  be  increased  from  $2.50  to  $4.00  per 
tionth.    Recipients   of   Disability  Assistance   will,   for   the   first   time, 
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receive  a  Leisure  Time  Activities  grant  of  $4.00  and  a  Transportation 
Allowance  grant  of  $2.50  per  month. 

The  above  mentioned  are  major  changes  for  the  year  1960.  Minoi 
changes  too  numerous  to  mention  individually  have  increased  reports 
case  work,  recording  and  clerical  duties. 

From  time  to  time  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare 
sponsors  educational  training  courses  for  local,  district  and  state  per- 
sonnel. Such  courses  are  informative  and  advantageous  in  the  admin- 
istration of  this  program. 

As  administrators  of  local,  state  and  federal  funds  we  are  con- 
cerned with  the  rising  cost  of  aid  and  administration.  It  is  the  purpose 
of  those  directly  responsible  for  the  administration  of  this  Welfare 
program  that  adequate  service  be  rendered  to  our  recipients  according 
to  State  Standards,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  taxpayer. 

Helen  E.  Kennedy,  Senior  Clerk  and  Doris  M.  Carr,  Director  o: 
Public  Assistance  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
commendably.  For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the  Boarc 
wishes  to  publicly  thank  them. 

In  conclusion,  this  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciatior 
for  the  excellent  cooperation  given  this  Board  by  the  Town  Officials 
Doctors  and  private  business  men  and  to  extend  publicly  their  thanks.

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We  request  an  appropriation  of  $31,300,  which  includes  costs  for 
service  materials  and  labor  from  which  we  estimate  a  reimbursement 
of  $7,300. 

The  second  well  and  pump  went  into  service  in  August,  and  has 
been  operating  in  a  satisfactory  manner  since  that  time.  Peak  loads  in 
the  late  summer  could  not  have  been  met  without  this  additional 
pumping  capacity. 

For  the  Sewer  Department  we  request  an  appropriation  of  $3,450 
which  includes  $750  for  a  manhole  on  the  main  trunk  line  near  Frairy 
Street  and  an  amount  of  $300  for  additional  gravel  in  the  No.  3 
sewer  bed.

Effects  of  Increased  Enrollment 

All  Schools  re-opened  on  September  7,  1960,  with  an  enrollment  of 
1039,  which  was  a  net  gain  of  133  pupils  over  that  of  September,  1959. 
At  this  present  writing,  (December  1960)  the  enrollment  is  1060 — a  net 
gain  of  21  in  fifteen  weeks  of  school.  This  indicates  that  the  average 
increase  of  fifty  during  the  school  year  for  the  last  two  years  will 
probably  be  maintained  again  in  the  1960-1961  school  year. 

In  June,  the  School  Committee  agreed  that  all  available  facilities 
be  used  in  lieu  of  the  possibility  of  double  sessions.  As  a  result  of  this 
action,  two  sixth  grades  were  established  in  the  Memorial  School  Audi- 
torium, and  one  first  grade  in  the  Teachers'  Room.  The  sixth  grades 
will  be  rotated  so  that  each  will  have  the  opportunity  to  use  a  regular 
classroom  sometime  during  the  year.  Mrs.  Washburn  and  the  sixth 
grade  teachers  have  organized  the  "course  of  study"  in  such  a  way  that 
no  "loss"  will  be  experienced  by  the  children. 

Remedial  Reading  classes  have  been  held  in  the  Health  Rooms  of 
the  respective  schools. 

The  Junior  High  and  Senior  High  buildings  were  completely 
utilized.  Many  classes  in  subject  areas  were  over-subscribed,  but  in 
all  cases  the  curriculum  needs  have  been  met.  Driver  Training  classes 
have  been  conducted  during  after-school  hours. 

It  is  anticipated  that  with  the  opening  of  the  new  school,  all  of 
our  "space"  problems  will  be  solved  for  the  time  being. 
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Courses  of  Study  and  Curriculum 

A  new  course  of  study  in  Mathematics  was  introduced  in  the  Fall. 
This  will  be  followed  within  the  next  few  months  with  new  "guides" 
in  English  and  Business.  Elsewhere,  in  the  School  Report,  you  will 
find  comments  concerning  the  curriculum  area. 

Special  Program 

A  very  satisfactory  and  workable  arrangement  was  made  with  the 
Medfield  State  Hospital  Staff,  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  Donald 
Kenefick.  This  plan  provides  the  services  of  a  Psychologist  and 
Psychiatrist  one  day  each  week  for  the  purpose  of  special  testing  and 
counseling.  We  are  deeply  grateful  to  Dr.  Kenefick  and  his  staff  for 
this  program. 


Maintenance 

I  have  been  pleased  with  the  general  upkeep  of  the  buildings  and 
grounds  as  maintained  by  the  custodians.  In  addition  to  the  routine 
cleaning  and  general  upkeep,  the  following  was  accomplished: 

MEMORIAL  SCHOOL  — 

1.  Boilers  cleaned  and  oil  burners  serviced. 

2.  New  system  of  airfilter  replacement  for  all  unit  ventilators  was 
installed. 

3.  Oil  line  from  tank  to  burners  was  cleaned,  and  new  man-hole 
was  installed  over  oil  tank. 

4.  Major  water  leak  in  newer  section  was  discovered  and  repaired. 
This  involved  the  service  of  a  mason,  as  well  as  a  plumber. 

5.  Electric  motors  and  relays  in  the  boiler  room  were  repaired. 

NORTH  STREET  SCHOOL  — 

1.  Boiler  cleaned. 

2.  Exterior  wood  and  finish  completely  painted. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  — 

1.  Boilers  cleaned  and  oil  burners  serviced. 

2.  Exterior  doors  repaired  and  refitted. 

3.  Three  classrooms,  one  corridor,  and  two  toilets  painted. 

4.  Exterior  wood  and  finish  completely  painted. 

Federal  Funds 

Public  Law  874  provides  financial  assistance  for  those  communities 
which  have  pupils  whose  parents  are  employed  on  federally-owned 
property.    Medfield    again   qualified   for    this    aid,    and   was   granted 
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$4,194.96,  making  a  total  of  $8,241.96  for  the  two  years  of  participation. 
Part  of  this  sum  was  used  to  purchase  new  equipment  for  which  no 
appropriation  was  requested  in  1960.  This  represented  a  saving  of 
$5,254.78  to  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Public  Law  864,  Title  III  provides  for  the  strengthening  of  instruc- 
tion in  Science,  Mathematics,  and  Modern  Foreign  Language.  Under 
this  title,  Medfield  received  $195.75.  Title  V  of  the  same  law  provides 
for  Guidance,  Testing,  and  Counseling.  Under  this  title,  Medfield 
received  $584.80.  Federal  Funds  received  under  these  titles  must  be 
matched  with  local  funds.  Matching  for  1960  was  done  by  using  the 
Public  Law  874  fund.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  sixth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Junior- 
Senior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1960. 

Diplomas  were  awarded  to  36  seniors  in  the  Class  of  1960.  At  the 
time  of  this  report,  nine  are  in  the  armed  forces,  ten  are  gainfully 
employed,  and  seventeen  are  attending  schools  of  higher  education. 
Of  the  seventeen  attending  schools  of  higher  education,  eleven  are  in 
four-year  colleges,  four  are  in  two-year  schools  and  two  are  attending 
schools  of  nursing. 

At  Commencement  exercises  on  June  8,  1960,  the  following  awards 
were  made:  Ruth  Ann  Hardy  and  Judith  Flanagan,  American  Legion 
Girls'  State;  Richard  Warburton  and  Richard  Oja,  American  Legion 
Boys'  State;  Janet  Karle,  D.A.R.  Good  Citizens  Award;  Barbara 
Stevens,  Betty  Crocker  Homemaker  of  Tomorrow;  Richard  Warburton, 
Harvard  Prize  Book;  Carole  LaVerghetta,  Balfour  Plaque  and  Honor 
Key;  Beverly  Owen  and  Mary  Aylward,  Alton  H.  Hartford  Prizes; 
Carol  LaVerghetta,  Gregg  Achievement  Award. 

Scholarships  were  awarded  to  the  following  students:  Norma 
Baker,  American  Legion;  Frederick  Davis,  Hannah  Adams  Club;  Gail 
Gustavson,  Lions  Club;  Barbara  Stevens,  Parent-Teachers  Association. 

In  the  eighth  grade  this  year,  some  of  the  students  are  taking 
Algebra  I.  This  will  enable  them  to  take  more  advanced  math  by  their 
senior  year  of  high  school.  It  is  hoped  that  this  group  and  others  to 
follow  will  receive  other  advanced  courses,  which  will  aid  them  in 
gaining  admission  to  college.  Homogenous  grouping  in  grades  seven 
and  eight  has  worked  out  well.  There  has  been  some  homogenous 
grouping  in  the  high  school,  and  it  is  planned  to  institute  this  system 
wherever  possible  in  the  future. 

In  April  1960,  Medfield  High  School  was  host  to  a  Visiting  Com- 
mittee of  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary 
Schools.  The  function  of  this  committee  was  to  evaluate  our  school 
according  to  the  evaluative  criteria  of  the  National  Study  of  Secondary 
School  Evaluation.  The  school  faculty  had  conducted  a  self-evaluation 
the  previous  year.  The  report  of  the  Visiting  Committee  was  sent  to 
the  school,  and  a  copy  was  sent  to  the  New  England  Association.  At 
the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  New  England  Association  on  December  6, 
1960,  Medfield  High  School  was  voted  a  continuing  membership  in  the 
Association  on  the  basis  of  the  evaluation. 
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The  Junior-Senior  High  School  staff  has  been  organized  into 
committees  which  will  act  on  all  recommendations  made  by  the 
Visiting  Committee.  Committees  have  been  formed  in  the  areas  of 
Program  of  Studies,  Guidance,  Pupil  Activities  and  Staff  and  Adminis- 
tration. When  the  move  is  made  to  the  new  school,  many  recommenda- 
tions will  be  automatically  taken  care  of.  The  need  of  being  accredited 
by  the  New  England  Association  is  fast  becoming  more  and  more 
important  to  our  school  and  students,  especially  those  students  going 
on  to  college.  The  Town  of  Medfield  should  be  proud  that  their  High 
School  is  fully  accredited  by  this  Association. 

The  Fred  C.  Browne  Company  of  Walpole  made  available  the 
driver  education  car  again  this  year.  For  this  service  we  are  very 
grateful. 

Mrs.  Amos  C.  Kingsbury  renewed  the  subscription  to  the  Ameri- 
can Heritage  Series.  This  series  has  been  a  gift  from  Mrs.  Kingsbury 
for  several  years,  and  it  is  thoroughly  enjoyed  by  the  students. 

The  staff  at  Medfield  Junior-Senior  High  School  is  deeply  indebted 
to  many  people  and  organizations  for  their  contributions  in  helping 
to  make  the  past  year  a  successful  one.

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REPORT   OF  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY   SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Herewith,  I  give  to  you  my  sixth  annual  report  of  the  Memorial 
Elementary  School. 

A  year  ago  in  my  report  I  wrote  that  we  found  ourselves  bursting 
at  the  seams  on  the  opening  day  of  school.  This  past  September  on  the 
opening  day  we  really  had  burst  the  seams  and  had  to  insert  "patches" 
in  order  to  continue  to  work  for  the  ensuing  school  year  under  one 
roof  and  operating  with  one  session. 

We  began  the  first  day  with  the  thought  that  nothing  is  impossible 
of  realization  if  approached  with  determination  and  understanding. 
Let  me  say  in  honesty  that  the  year  is  progressing  most  satisfactorily 
in  every  way.  The  co-operation  of  the  parents  and  children  with  the 
teachers  is  to  be  commended.  This  wholehearted  "teamwork"  spells 
success. 

Two  sixth-grade  classes  are  being  held  in  the  auditorium,  a  first- 
grade  class  in  the  teachers'  room,  and  the  remedial  class  in  the  health 
room.  The  inner  office  is  being  used  as  the  teachers'  room.  This  school 
year,  as  in  the  previous  one,  we  do  not  have  the  use  of  the  assembly 
hall  for  school  activities.  However,  programs  for  the  various  special 
occasions  have  taken  place  in  the  individual  rooms,  with  other  classes 
invited  as  guests. 

Grades  five  and  six  are  having  excellent  weekly  television  pro- 
grams in  science,  plus  films  in  the  fields  of  science  and  social  studies. 

Last  June  we  marked  the  advance  of  the  sixth  graders  to  the 
seventh  grade  with  a  special  promotion-day  program  that  carried  out 
the  theme  of  the  promise  of  the  rainbow.  Every  pupil  had  a  part  that 
was  played  against  the  beautiful  setting  of  a  rainbow  across  the  rear 
wall  of  the  stage  and  a  flower  garden  on  the  stage  itself. 

Our  school  program  stresses  the  importance  of  homework  and 
the  responsibility  of  the  child  to  do  it  himself,  with  the  role  of  the 
parent  limited  to  that  of  supervision  and  checking.  Homework  given  to 
pupils  always  consists  of  material  that  has  already  been  covered  by 
the  teacher.   No  new  work  is  assigned. 

I  bring  to  your  attention  again  the  value  of  daily  reading  in  grades 
one  through  six,  in  addition  to  that  which  is  necessitated  in  connection 
with  homework.  If  a  child  learns  to  become  a  good  reader,  enjoying 
and  comprehending  what  he  reads,  he  is  paving  his  way  to  good  scho- 
larship in  the  following  years. 
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The  remedial  class  concerns  itself  with  assisting  the  classroom 
teacher  with  group  placement.  Diagnostic  tests  are  used  to  locate 
specific  difficulties  and  to  determine  the  level  of  instruction.  This 
plan  is  proving  most  worthwhile. 

The  act  of  listening  is  a  major  medium  of  learning,  and  if  parents 
and  teachers  take  time  to  help  the  child  to  develop  the  skill  for 
listening  he  will  improve  his  work  habits  and  produce  better  results, 
both  oral  and  written. 

Again  I  should  like  to  direct  notice  to  the  subject  of  marks  and 
report  cards.  I  plead,  as  I  have  before,  for  recognition  that  the  essen- 
tial fact  is  the  acquisition  of  knowledge  and  the  training  of  mind.  We 
as  teachers  and  you  as  parents  must  not  dwell  on  the  alphabetical 
letter  that  constitutes  a  mark,  but  on  the  attainment  of  sound  work 
habits  and  results. 

Parents  are  always  welcome  to  call  the  school  office  for  appoint- 
ments with  me  or  with  the  teachers.  If  you  have  problems,  small  or 
large,  we  want  to  know  about  them;  I  am  sure  we  can  reach  a  solution. 

This  report  affords  me  the  agreeable  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  personal  appreciation  and  thanks  to  the  school  committee,  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  to  all  of  the  school  personnel,  and  to  the 
parents  and  citizens  of  Medfield,  and  also  of  expressing  my  pleasure 
in  working  with  them  in  the  interest  of  our  young  people.

GUIDANCE  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

During  the  past  year  we  have  continued  to  expand  the  services 
and  facilities  of  the  Guidance  Department.  Under  the  conditions  of  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act  we  were  able  to  purchase  new  equip- 
ment for  use  in  the  guidance  office,  enlarge  to  a  great  extent  the  voca- 

65 


tional  information  files  in  the  office,  and  to  expand  the  achievement 
testing  programs  in  grades  8  and  10.  We  also  tested  grades  4,  6,  and  11 
for  achievement  with  the  testing  in  grades  6  and  11  being  done  as  part 
of  a  follow  up  to  the  testing  program  initiated  two  years  ago.  The 
results  of  this  testing  showed  that  the  weaknesses  observed  in  the 
initial  stage  had  been  relieved  and  further  efforts  to  eliminate  them 
completely  are  now  in  progress.  Grades  5  and  7  were  also  tested  for 
ability. 

A  five  year  follow  up  study  of  the  graduates  has  been  completed 
this  fall  and  the  results  show  that  Medfield  youngsters  are  well  pre- 
pared for  whatever  choices  they  make  after  high  school.  This  report 
showed  that  of  the  160  graduates  in  the  five  year  period  84  went  on  to 
some  type  of  further  schooling.  This  figure  breaks  down  as  follows: 
entered  four  year  colleges  59;  nursing  schools  8,  business  schools  4, 
vocational  schools  4,  junior  colleges  7,  and  preparatory  schools  2. 

Under  the  supervision  of  the  Guidance  Department,  Medfield  High 
School  participates  in  the  national  programs  of  Science  Research 
Associates  and  the  Educational  Testing  Service. 

An  effort  is  made  to  see  every  high  school  student  at  least  once 
each  year.  Members  of  the  Senior  and  Junior  classes  are  seen  more 
frequently  and  any  student  is  free  to  see  the  guidance  personnel  when- 
ever he  so  desires.  Every  effort  is  made  to  place  the  youngster  in  the 
course  best  suited  to  his  needs  and  abilities.  Special  attention  is  given 
to  Grade  11  in  planning  for  the  Senior  year  and  to  Grade  8  as  its 
members  prepare  for  high  school. 

We  were  most  fortunate  this  year  to  be  able  to  arrange  to  have 
some  youngsters  tested  and  advised  by  members  of  the  Medfield  State 
Hospital  Staff.  This  in  effect  has  given  Medfield  a  school  adjustment 
counselor  as  a  community  service,  a  service  not  often  available  to  a 
community  of  this  size. 

Guidance  personnel  arrange  numerous  conferences  at  all  levels 
with  parents  for  the  purpose  of  discussing  the  program  or  testing 
results  of  their  youngster.  Such  conferences  are  welcomed  by  the 
members  of  the  guidance  department  and  may  be  arranged  by  tele- 
phoning the  school  during  the  day.

6.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  State  Department  of  Dental 
Health  whereby  a  Dental  Hygienist  presented  an  illustrated  pro- 
gram on  dental  care  and  needs  to  all  children  through  the  junior 
high  grades. 

In  the  spring  a  Pre-School  Clinic  was  held  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  pupils  entering  school  for  the  first  time  in  September. 

Purpose  of  early  registration: 

1.  To  examine  the  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  and  to 
discuss  health  problems  with  parents. 

2.  To  give  the  parent  and  child  an  opportunity  to  become  acquainted 
with  the  school  personnel  and  surroundings. 

3.  To  help  the  School  Department  ascertain  and  plan  for  the  number 
of  children  entering  school  in  September. 

Most  of  the  pupils  were  found  to  be  healthy,  with  only  a  few 
needing  medical  follow  up.     The  major  needs  were  dental. 
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Vision  and  Hearing  tests  are  given  at  some  time  during  the  year 
to  all  pupils.  Notices  are  sent  to  parents  if  a  child  fails  to  pass  either 
of  these  tests.  These  tests  are  merely  a  screening  process.  If  any 
child  shows  symptoms  of  eye  difficulty  or  hearing  loss,  parents  should 
not  wait  for  the  next  school  examination,  but  have  medical  attention 
when  the  problem  is  discovered.

The  Norfolk  Tuberculosis  School  Clinic  performed  skin  testing  for 
tuberculosis  in  certain  grades.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Hospital  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Department,  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Associa- 
tion. The  purpose  of  this  testing  program  is  to  find  any  children  who 
have  been  infected  with  tuberculosis  and  to  give  advice,  when  neces- 
sary, how  best  to  combat  the  infection.  If  a  positive  reaction  is  found, 
necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  pupils  and  all  other  members  of 
the  family  to  be  examined  and  X-rayed.  Transportation  and  arrange- 
ments to  be  X-rayed  were  made  for  all  food  handlers,  and  school 
personnel  who  had  not  been  X-rayed  within  three  years.  They  were 
examined  at  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital. 

A  Dental  Clinic  is  conducted  at  the  Memorial  School  by  Dr.  Elliot 
Kirschbaum  and  the  School  Nurse  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health.  All  elementary  grade  pupils  are  examined  and  notices  sent 
home  when  defects  are  found. 

Because  of  the  continuing  growth  of  the  school  population  and 
the  necessity  for  more  and  more  detailed  record  keeping,  it  may  not 
be  possible  to  complete  all  of  the  above-mentioned  tests  before  the 
end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

On  the  whole,  the  children  are  healthy,  happy  and  well-adjusted. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  and  improve  the  health  of  the 
school  children. 

We  thank  everyone  who  helped  carry  out  the  above  program.

REPORT  OF  BOYS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  boys'  Physical  Education  classes  begins  at  Grade  4  and  ends 
in  Grade  12. 

In  grades  4,  5,  and  6  simple  games  and  stunts  are  taught.  Particular 
emphasis  is  placed  upon  co-ordinating  the  mind  with  physical  activity. 
Activities  that  bring  the  large  muscle  groups  into  play  such  as  running, 
throwing,  and  catching.  Lead  up  games  that  teach  the  fundamentals  of 
team  sports  are  also  a  part  of  the  program.  Tumbling  and  mat  work 
are  also  begun  at  this  grade  level. 

At  the  Junior  High  level  the  boys  learn  the  fundamentals  of  team 
games  such  as  football,  baseball,  basketball,  and  volleyball.  Also 
included  in  this  program  are  activities  such  as  badminton,  apparatus, 
including  work  on  the  parallel  bars,  side  horse,  and  mats.  Also  at  this 
level  some  co-educational  classes  in  folk  and  square  dancing  are  held. 

At  the  high  school  level  team  games  are  also  taught,  but  now  the 
emphasis  is  on  the  team  work  that  is  needed  for  the  successful  fulfill- 
ment of  the  skills  that  have  been  learned.  More  difficult  skills  on  the 
apparatus  and  tumbling  mats  are  also  taught. 

Each  year  in  co-operation  with  the  Presidents'  Council  on  Youth 
Fitness,  the  Amateur  Athletic  Union  Physical  Fitness  test  is  adminis- 
tered. It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  over  seventy  per  cent  of  those 
taking  the  tests  have  passed. 

Although  Physical  Education  is  primarily  concerned  with  the 
physical  well  being  of  the  students  such  as  posture,  health,  ability  to 
perform  in  specific  stunts  and  games,  it  also  concerns  itself  with  the 
social  side  of  life;  that  is,  it  helps  our  young  men  to  work  and  play 
successfully  and  live  harmoniously  with  our  neighbors.  It  also  attempts 
to  develop  the  qualities  of  courage,  initiative,  co-operation,  and  self- 
confidence.

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REPORT  OF  GIRLS'  PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Physical  Education  in  Grades  1  through  3  are  composed  of  mixed 
groups  of  boys  and  girls.  Grades  1  and  2  are  on  an  alternating  schedule 
participating  in  classes  every  other  week  for  a  twenty  minute  period. 
Grades  1  through  3  classes  are  of  short  duration  and  are  geared  to 
group  activities.  Basic  skills  are  learned  through  such  activities  as 
simple  rhythms,  quiet  and  active  group  games  and  are  aimed  at 
developing  good  co-ordination. 

At  the  fourth  grade  level  the  girls'  and  boys'  Physical  Education 
classes  are  separated  and  are  of  a  thirty  minute  duration.  They  are 
held  once  a  week. 

In  Grades  4,  5,  and  6  lead-up  games  are  introduced.  These  are 
conducive  to  the  further  development  of  co-ordination  and  to  learning 
the  essential  techniques  of  team  sports.  Folk  dancing,  square  dancing, 
field-ball,  basketball  and  softball  are  part  of  this  program. 

At  the  junior  high  school  level,  classes  are  held  once  a  week  and 
are  of  a  fifty  minute  duration.  Here  more  emphasis  is  placed  on  the 
basic  skills  and  techniques  essential  for  team  games  and  students 
receive  more  individual  attention. 

In  the  senior  high  school  classes  are  of  a  fifty  minute  duration  and 
are  held  twice  a  week.  Intensive  work  is  performed  in  perfecting 
skills  necessary  for  team  games.  Here  team  work  and  team  spirit  are 
sought  after.  Many  specialized  games  are  introduced  such  as  badminton, 
tennis  and  table  tennis. 

An  extra-mural  program  is  conducted  including  a  junior  cheer- 
leading  group  composed  of  eight  eighth  and  ninth  grade  girls,  a  senior 
cheerleading  group  composed  of  nine  tenth,  eleventh  and  twelfth 
graders;  a  junior  varsity  and  varsity  basketball  team  open  to  all  high 
school  girls  totaling  twenty-six  in  number;  and,  a  softball  team  of 
approximately  twenty  students.  All  of  the  above  extra-curricular 
activities  are  open  to  all  students,  and  they  are  selected,  after  an 
intensive  program  of  practicing  skills,  on  the  basis  of  ability. 

Each  year  a  physical  fitness  test  is  administered  to  all  girls  in 
Grades  5  through  Grades  12.  This  year  Grade  4  will  be  included  in 
this  program. 

When  the  new  school  is  completed,  it  is  hoped  that  an  intramural 
program  will  be  introduced  so  that  more  students  will  receive  special 
attention  in  necessary  activities. 
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In  conclusion,  the  Physical  Education  Department  will  strive  to 
improve  the  physical  well-being  of  all  students  through  participation 
and  to  develop  the  social  qualities  of  courage,  initiative,  honesty, 
co-operation  and  self-confidence.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MUSIC  SUPERVISOR 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

At  the  elementary  level,  the  music  program  is  designed  to  teach 
the  basic  fundamentals  of  singing,  rhythm,  and  the  reading  of  notes. 
Since  the  music  supervisor  meets  with  the  children  only  once  a  week, 
the  classroom  teacher  is  a  very  important  part  of  the  plan  and  her 
cooperation  is  greatly  appreciated. 

Fcr  those  children  who  do  not  grasp  the  fundamentals  quickly 
enough,  we  have,  for  the  past  two  years,  used  the  flutophone  which  is 
easy  to  master  and  affords  the  students  an  opportunity  to  produce 
melodies  with  little  effort.  Reading  of  notes  and  rhythmic  problems 
are  lessened  when  the  children  enjoy  while  they  are  learning.  The  aim 
of  music  at  the  elementary  level  is  to  prepare  the  youngsters  for  a 
more  meaningful  experience  at  the  secondary  level. 

Junior  high  school  offers  more  advanced  elements  of  music.  Here 
the  students  carry  on  their  singing  with  a  greater  amount  of  part 
music  in  preparation  for  glee  club  or  perhaps  outside  community 
groups  such  as  church  choirs. 

At  the  high  school  level,  music  is  completely  elective.  Students 
may  try  out  for  choral  singing  or  the  band  if  they  have  become  effi- 
cient enough  on  an  instrument.  These  groups  perform  in  school  as  well 
as  outside.  We  hope  to  see. more  public  performances  from  both  groups 
in  the  ensuing  years. 

Instrumental  instruction  is  given  throughout  the  system  at  no  cost 
other  than  the  rental  fee  for  the  instrument  and  the  small  amount  for 
the  lesson  book.   Private  lessons  are  given  for  those  who  require  them.

One  Selectman,  One  Assessor,  Two  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library, 
Two  Members  of  the  School  Committee,  One  Member  of  the  Board  of 
Health,  One  Cemetery  Commissioner,  one  Member  of  the  Water  and 
Sewerage  Board,  One  Member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare,  all  for 
three  years; 

One  Member  of  the  Planning  Board  for  five  years. 

QUESTION  OF  PUBLIC  POLICY 

An  amendment  to  Chapter  32-B,  General  Laws: 

Chapter  595,  Acts  of  1959  which  became  effective  December  13, 
1959: 

An  act  authorizing  certain  political  subdivisions  of  the  Common- 
monwealth  to  contribute  one-half  of  the  cost  of  certain  premiums  of 
insurance  of  retired  employees. 

Chapter  32-B  of  the  General  Laws  is  hereby  amended  by  inserting 
after  Section  9  the  following  section: 

Section  9-A.  A  county  by  vote  of  the  County  Commissioners,  a 
city  having  a  Plan  D  or  Plan  E  Charter  by  majority  vote  of  its  city 
council,  and  any  other  city  by  vote  of  its  city  council,  approved  by  the 
mayor,  and  a  district  by  vote  of  the  district  at  a  district  meeting,  may 
provide  that  it  will  pay  one-half  of  the  amount  of  the  premium  to  be 
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paid  by  a  retired  employee  under  the  provisions  of  the  first  sentence  of 
section  nine.  A  town  may  provide  for  such  payment  if  a  majority  of 
the  votes  cast  in  answer  to  the  following  question  which  shall  be 
printed  on  the  official  ballot  to  be  used  at  an  election  in  said  town  is 
in  the  affirmative: 

"Shall  the  town  pay  one-half  the  premium  costs  payable  by  a 
retired  employee  for  group  life  insurance  and  for  group  general  or 
blanket  hospital  surgical  and  medical  insurance?"

HILLCREST  ROAD:  that  portion  between  station  6  and  10 
and  14  and  57.57,  a  distance  of  approximately  850.  feet. 

Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public  way 
Pound  Street  which  extends  in  a  northeasterly  direction  from  South 
Street  for  a  distance  of  approximately  2270  feet  to  Main  Street  as 
relocated  by  the  Selectmen,  and  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled  "Plan  and 
Profile  of  Pound  Street,  Medfield,  Mass."  dated  January  11,  1960  and 
on  file  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
acquire  by  eminent  domain,  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  such  rights, 
titles  and  easements  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  such  purpose. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  reconstruction  of  Pound  Street,  or  do  or  act 
anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  as  a  public  way 
that  part  of  Dale  Street  from  Bridge  Street  to  Frairy  Street  which 
extends  in  an  easterly  direction  for  a  distance  of  approximately  2250 
feet  as  established  and  relocated  by  the  Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  a 
plan  entitled  "Plan  of  Dale  Street  between  Bridge  Street  and  Frairy 
Street"  and  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk's  Office,  and  to  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  acquire  by  eminent  domain,  purchase  or  otherwise 
acquire  such  rights,  titles  and  easements  as  may  be  necessary  to  accom- 
plish said  purpose,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 
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Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  construction  of  a  section  of  High,  South  and 
Spring  Streets  (Route  27);  said  money  to  be  used  with  funds  allotted 
by  the  County  and  State,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,300.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  second-hand  truck  chassis 
and  a  sand  spreader  to  be  mounted  on  the  same  and  authorize  the 
Selectmen  to  trade  or  sell  as  part  of  the  purchase  price  the  1934  White 
Truck  and  Sand  Spreader,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  ($4,000.00)  for  the  purpose  of  replac- 
ing the  culvert  on  Harding  Street  (Route  27)  connecting  North  Brook 
to  Mill  Pond,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto 

Article  13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  acquire  by  purchase,  eminent  domain,  or  otherwise  acquire 
such  rights,  titles  and  easements,  in  and  on  land  on  the  westerly  side 
of  Adams  Street  owned  by  Camille  E.  Roy  and  Donald  W.  Baker  for 
the  purpose  of  draining  water  from  the  High  School  Building  and 
Adams  Street,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  catch  basin  and  pipes  in 
Adams  Street  and  in  a  proposed  easement  on  the  westerly  side  of 
Adams  Street  in  the  vicinity  of  the  High  School  for  the  purpose  of 
disposing  water  from  the  roofs  of  the  school  building  and  the  street, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  installation,  on  the  northerly  side  of  Main 
Street  and  the  westerly  side  of  the  Railroad  Grade  Crossing,  of  a 
catch  basin  and  pipes  and  the  construction  of  a  sidewalk  for  a  distance 
of  50  feet,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  a  sum  of  money 
and  appropriate  it  to  the  Street  Improvement  Account;  said  funds  to 
be  expended  for  the  improvement  and  surfacing  of  Grove  Street  be- 
tween the  public  dump  and  West  Street  and  for  the  installation  of 
drainage  and  surfacing  of  Dale  Street  between  Bridge  and  Grove 
Street,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  and  transfer  a  sum  of  money  from  Article  22  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1959  (Curve  Street  Drainage)  for  the  installa- 
tion of  storm  water  drainage  on  Pleasant  Street,  and  Oak  Street  be- 
tween Pleasant  Street  and  Miller  Street,  or  do  or  act  anything  in 
relation  thereto. 
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Article  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Assessors  to  appoint  one  of  its  members  as  a  clerk,  or  do  or  act 
anything  in  relation  thereto.    (Assessors) 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  will  vote 
to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  85,  Section  11A  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  as  amended  pertaining  to  the  Registration  and 
Operation  of  Bicycles,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 
(Police) 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  will  take 
any  action  to  raise  the  pay  scale  of  Patrolmen  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment from: 

Minimum  $3,380.00  per  year  to  Minimum  $3,680.00  per  year 

Maximum  $4,300.00  per  year  to  Maximum  $4,600.00  per  year 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  will  take 
any  action  to  raise  the  pay  scale  of  the  Chief  of  Police  from: 

Minimum  $4,700.00  per  year  to  Minimum  $5,000.00  per  year. 

Maximum  $5,700.00  per  year  to  Maximum  $6,000.00  per  year. 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  the  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Police  Department  in  accordance  with  Article  25 
of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  10,  1958. 


RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  GOVERNING  THE 
MEDFIELD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

PREAMBLE 

There  shall  be  Police  Department  established  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  such  department  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  an 
officer  to  be  known  as  the  Chief  of  Police.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint 
a  Chief  of  Police  and  such  other  officers  as  they  deem  necessary  and 
fix  their  compensation,  not  exceeding,  in  the  aggregate,  the  annual 
appropriation  therefor. 

CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

Section  1.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  from  time  to  time  make  suit- 
able regulations  governing  the  Police  Department,  and  the  officers 
thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  provided, 
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that  such  regulations  shall  become  effective  without  such  approval 
upon  the  failure  of  the  Selectmen  to  take  action  thereon  within  30  days 
after  they  have  been  submitted  to  them  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Section  2.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  in  immediate  control  of  all 
town  property  used  by  the  Police  Department  and  of  the  Police  Offi- 
cers, whom  he  shall  assign  to  their  respective  duties  and  who  shall  obey 
his  orders. 

Section  3.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  the  chief  executive  officer 
of  the  Police  Department,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  its  discipline 
and  efficiency.  He  shall  see  that  all  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  the  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  the  execution  of  which  rests  upon  the 
Police  force  are  duly  observed  and  enforced  and  he  shall  also  promptly 
execute  all  orders  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  4.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  have  power  to  promulgate 
orders  to  the  Police  Force  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  the  By- 
Laws  of  the  Town.  Such  orders  shall  be  written  or  printed  and  all 
members  of  this  force  shall  observe  and  obey  them. 

Section  5.  The  Chief  of  Police  may  temporarily  suspend  from  duty 
any  member  of  the  department  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  days, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  429  of  the  Acts  of  1949, 
which  amended  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  pending  a  hearing 
which  shall  be  held  within  said  five  days  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen; 
and  the  pay  of  such  member  shall  not  be  allowed  during  the  period 
between  his  suspension  and  his  reinstatement  or  discharge,  unless  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  find  the  suspension  to  have  been  without 
just  cause. 

Section  6.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of 
the  business  of  the  department,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  such 
books  as  be  required. 

Section  7.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  found,  recovered,  and 
confiscated  property  held  at  the  Police  Department.  He  shall  be  res- 
ponsible for  the  legal  disposition  of  all  such  property  coming  into  his 
possession. 

Section  8.  He  shall  make  an  annual  written  report  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  his  department  with  recom- 
mendations as  to  the  same. 

Section  9.  He  shall  establish  definite  policies  with  reference  to: 
(a)  the  attitude  of  the  Department  toward  the  public,  other  officials, 
and  press  representatives;  (b)  the  detachment  of  police  officers  to  per- 
form other  than  prescribed  police  duties;  and  (c)  supplying  information 
to  official  and  unofficial  persons  or  organizations. 
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Section  10.  He  shall  submit  a  written  report  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  recommending  disciplinary  action  for  any  member  of  the 
department  when  he  feels  it  is  needed. 

Section  11.  He  shall  permit  no  change  to  be  made  in  the  organi- 
zation without  his  consent. 


PATROLMEN 

Section  1.  A  Patrolman  carrying  out  the  functions  of  the  depart- 
ment, including  the  preservation  of  life  and  property,  the  prevention  of 
crime,  the  arrest  and  prosecution  of  violators  of  the  law,  and  the 
proper  enforcement  of  laws  and  ordinances  of  which  the  Department 
takes  cognizance,  shall  constantly  direct  his  best  efforts  to  accomplish 
that  end  intelligently  and  efficiently  and  shall  hold  himself  in  readiness 
to  answer  the  calls  and  obey  the  orders  of  his  superiors. 

Section  2.  A  patrolman  shall  be  present  at  roll  call  and  attend  at 
the  Police  Station  at  the  time  appointed;  if  absent  without  leave  he 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Chief. 

Section  3.  A  Patrolman  going  out  on  duty  shall,  immediately  after 
roll  call,  proceed  to  his  post  of  duty.  He  shall  not  loiter  around  the 
station. 

Section  4.  A  Patrolman  on  duty  shall  be  permitted  to  suspend 
patrol  for  the  purpose  of  having  lunch,  but  only  such  period  of  time 
shall  be  allowed  therefor  as  is  reasonable  and  actually  necessary. 


GENERAL 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  drink  any  kind 
of  intoxicating  liquors  on  duty  or  at  any  time  while  in  uniform. 

Section  2.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  conform  to  and  abide 
by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Department  and  observe  the  laws 
and  ordinances  in  force  in  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Section  3.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  smoke  while  in 
uniform  and  in  public  either  on  or  off  active  duty. 

Section  4.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  apply  for  a 
Search  Warrant  or  other  warrant  nor  serve  such  warrants  without  the 
knowledge  and  approval  of  the  Chief. 

Section  5.  All  members  of  the  Department  concerned  in  cases 
before  the  courts  are  to  be  punctual  in  attendance.    They  shall  have 
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the  cases  in  which  they  are  interested  properly  prepared,  witnesses 
properly  subpoenaed  and  all  evidence  suitably  arranged  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  court. 

Section  6.  Any  member  of  the  Department  who  may  be  placed 
temporarily  in  the  position  of  a  member  of  higher  rank  by  proper 
authority  shall  exercise  the  authority  and  perform  the  duties  of  such 
higher  position  and  shall  be  held  responsible  in  like  manner  as  if 
regularly  appointed  to  such  higher  office.  He  shall  be  careful  not  to 
interfere  with  or  countermand  any  order  issued  by  the  member  whose 
place  he  temporarily  occupies,  except  when  the  expediency  of  police 
business  demands. 

Section  7.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  promptly  report  to 
the  Chief  any  accident  with  any  department  motor  vehicle  operated 
by  them  or  in  their  charge,  and  submit  a  written  report. 

Section  8.  Members  shall  not  be  absent  from  duty  without  per- 
mission. Members  shall  be  punctual.  Members  shall  arrive  at  the 
Police  Station  in  time  to  enable  them  to  go  on  duty  at  the  appointed 
hour.  They  must  be  in  uniform  and  ready  to  work  at  the  appointed 
hour. 

Section  9.  Members  shall  not  send  any  letter  relating  to  police 
business  unless  it  is  over  the  signature  of  the  chief. 

Section  10.  A  member  of  the  Department  shall  not  incur  a  lia- 
bility chargeable  against  the  Town  of  Medfield  unless  with  the  know- 
ledge and  consent  of  the  Chief. 

Section  11.  Members  of  the  Department,  individually  or  repre- 
senting police  organizations,  are  prohibited  from  issuing  to  persons 
other  than  members  of  the  Department,  on  the  active  or  retired  list', 
any  card,  button  or  other  device  which  assumes  to  grant  to  the  person 
holding  such  credentials  any  special  privilege  or  consideration  so  far 
as  police  business  is  concerned. 

Section  12.  A  Department  record  shall  not  be  removed  from  an 
office  or  the  building,  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Chief,  or 
under  due  process  of  law. 

Section  13.  All  appointments  to  the  regular  Police  Department 
and  all  disciplinary  actions  shall  be  made  in  conformance  with  Chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  14.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  Department  resigns, 
or  is  discharged,  or  vacates  his  office  in  any  way,  he  shall  surrender 
all  the  property  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Department. 

Section  15.  Members  shall  be  civil,  orderly,  courteous  and  quiet 
in  their  conduct.    They  shall  avoid  asking  or  answering  questions  in  an 
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abrupt   manner.    They   shall  refrain   from   using   obscene   or   profane 
language  while  on  duty  or  in  uniform. 

Section  16.  Members  shall  maintain  in  good  condition  their  own 
equipment  and  Town  equipment  issued  them.  They  shall  use  due  care 
in  handling  Department  property  and  shall  report  immediately  any 
Department  property  which  becomes  lost  or  damaged.  Roughness  or 
carelessness  in  the  handling  of  such  property  will  not  be  tolerated  and 
will  be  made  the  subject  of  charges. 

Section  17.  Except  when  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life  and 
property,  or  for  the  enforcement  of  law,  no  motor  vehicle  of  the 
Department  will  be  operated  by  a  member  of  the  Department  at  a  rate 
of  speed  greater  than  that  allowed  by  law. 

Section  18.  Department  vehicles  will  be  operated  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  enable  approach  to  the  scene  of  a  reported  crime  quietly. 
Operators  shall  not  use  sirens  unnecessarily  while  responding  to 
emergency  calls. 

Section  19.  Members  will  salute  the  National  Colors  and  National 
Anthem  as  individuals  if  not  in  formation.  If  in  formation  only  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  formation  will  tender  the  salute. 

Section  20.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  issued  a  complete 
uniform,  with  badges,  club,  handcuffs,  revolver  and  other  equipment 
when  appointed  a  permanent  officer.  Officers  shall  in  addition  receive 
fifty  dollars  per  year  toward  equipment  replacement. 

Section  21.  No  Member  shall  wear  a  uniform  or  any  of  its  com- 
ponent parts  which  differ  radically  in  design,  color  or  in  any  other 
way  with  the  uniform  in  current  use  by  the  Department. 

Section  22.  Members  of  the  Department  when  answering  the 
telephone  shall  be  civil  and  courteous  in  their  conversation.  They 
shall  state:   Police  Department  and  give  their  surname. 

Section  23.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  give  out  news 
or  information  to  the  press  or  other  unofficial  bodies  without  the 
approval  of  the  Chief. 

Section  24.  Subject  to  the  Provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the  rules  made  thereunder  any  member  of 
the  Department  may  be  punched  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  dis- 
charge, suspension  or  removal  upon  conviction  of  any  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing offences  to  wit: 

Intoxication 
Neglect  of  Duty 
Absence  without  leave 
Immoral  Conduct 
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Violation  of  the  Rules 
Neglect  or  Disobedience  of  Orders 
Conduct  Unbecoming  an  Officer 
An  offense  Against  the  Law 

Section  25.  All  Members  will  be  guided  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  by  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  by  the  latest 
edition  of  the  "Manual  for  the  Instruction  of  Applicants  for  the  Police 
Services"  (Commonly  called  the  Blue  Book). 


VACATIONS 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  granted  vacation 
leave  by  the  following  schedule: 

For  one  years  service  but  less  than  five  years  service— TWO 
CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

For  five  years  service  but  less  than  ten  years  service — THREE 
CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

For  ten  years  service  or  more — FOUR  CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

Section  2.  Employees  who  resign  in  good  standing  shall  receive 
compensation  equivalent  to  earned  vacation  allowance.  Earned  vaca- 
tion leave  with  pay  shall  not  be  granted  any  member  who  is  discharged 
or  suspended  for  cause. 

SICK  LEAVE 

Section  1.  All  members  of  the  Department  shall  be  entitled  to 
sick  leave  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  working  days  per  year.  For  the  pro- 
tection of  the  Town  a  doctor's  certificate  may  be  required  and  if 
deemed  advisable  the  Chief  of  Police  may  send  a  doctor  to  investigate 
any  absence  alleged  to  be  caused  by  illness.  A  Member  who  refuses  to 
submit  to  a  doctor's  examination  shall  not  be  entitled  to  sick  leave. 

The  word  "MEMBER"  as  used  in  these  rules  and  regulations  shall 
mean  a  person  duly  appointed  a  police  officer  in  the  Police  Department. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  pumping  engine  for  the  Fire 
Department,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Fire  Depart- 
ment) 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  hear  the  report  of  the 
Committee  appointed  under  Article  19  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
September  8.  1958,  and  authorize  it  to  prepare  and/or  secure  plans, 
specifications  and  estimated  costs  for  a  Fire  and  Police  Station. 
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Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  plan  and 
specifications  as  presented  for  a  Fire  and  Police  Station,  or  do  or  act 
anything  in  relation  thereto.    (Fire  Department) 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  to  build  a  Fire  and/or  Police  Station,  or  do  or  act 
anything  in  relation  thereto.    (Fire  Department) 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  8"  water  main  from 
its  present  terminus  in  Causeway  Street  approximately  300  feet  in  a 
southerly  direction,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Petition 
of  John  D.  Williams) 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
acquire  through  purchase,  eminent  domain,  or  otherwise,  rights,  titles 
and  easements  for  the  installation  and  maintenance  of  sewer  lines  and 
water  mains  in  a  private  way  between  Pound  Street  and  Main  Street 
known  as  Robert  Sproul  Road,  as  shown  on  a  plan  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  entitled  "Plan  of  Proposed  Easement 
to  be  acquired  by  the  Town  of  Medfield,  Mass."  dated  November  12, 
1959,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Water  and  Sewerage 
Board) 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate,  borrow  or  transfer 
a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  public  sewer  system 
from  its  present  terminus  in  East  Main  Street  easterly  to  Robert  Sproul 
Road,  so-called,  through  Robert  Sproul  Road,  and  thence  southerly  in 
Pound  Street  to  the  entrance  to  the  new  High  School,  a  total  distance 
of  about  1374  feet;  the  property  abutting  said  sewer  extension  to  be 
exempt  from  the  assessments  specified  in  Paragraphs  1  to  5  of  the 
Sewer  Assessment  Regulations  approved  on  October  19,  1959,  but  to 
be  subject  to  future  Connection  Charges  as  specified  in  Paragraph  6 
of  said  Regulations,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Water 
and  Sewerage  Board) 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate, 
borrow  and/or  transfer  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purpose  of  extending 
the  public  sewer  system  from  its  present  terminus  in  Dale  Street  (near 
North  Street)  to  a  point  on  North  Street  approximately  250  feet  north 
of  Pine  Street,  the  same  being  a  total  length  of  about  1100  feet,  or  do 
or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.    (Petition  of  Kenneth  E.  Lougee) 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Board  to  appoint  one  of  its  members  as  Water  Superin- 
tendent, or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.  (Water  and  Sewerage 
Board) 

Article  32.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Park  Com- 
mission consisting  of  three  members  to  be  elected  for  a  term  of  one, 
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two,  three  years  respectively  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  45,  Section  II  of  the  General  Laws,  or  do  or  act  anything  in 
relation  thereto.    (Park  and  Planning  Board) 

Article  33.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  Norwood  Mental  Health  Center.  (Board  of 
Health) 

Article  34.  To  hear  and  act  on  the  report  of  any  special  committee 
appointed  at  any  previous  Special  Town  Meeting  or  Annual  Town 
Meeting  or  appointed  by  the  Moderator  or  Selectmen  as  authorized  by 
the  vote  of  the  Town. 

Article  35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appoint  a  committee  of 
five  members  and  authorize  it  to  make  arrangements  and  to  spend 
money  appropriated  under  Article  3  for  the  observance  of  Memorial 
Day.    (Selectmen) 

Article  36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  grant  rights  of  way  to  the  Boston  Edison  Company  through 
certain  parcels  of  land  owned  by  the  Town  located  in  the  Town  of 
Walpole  and  shown  on  the  Walpole  Assessors  plans  as  Lots  312  and  315 
for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  maintaining  transmission  lines,  to 
receive  consideration  therefor  and  to  execute  the  necessary  easements, 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

Article  37.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Board  of 
Assessors  to  use  a  sum  of  money  from  Free  Cash  in  the  Treasury  for 
the  reduction  of  the  1960  Tax  Rate,  or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation 
thereto. 

Article  38.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Medfield 
Building  Laws  adopted  July  11,  1951  and  amendments  thereto  by 
adding  to  Article  X  the  following  new  section: 

Section   3.     Buildings   to  be  Used    or   Converted   for  Use   as 
Nursing,  Convalescent  and  Old  Age  Homes. 

Consisting  of  20  parts  as  prepared  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  filed  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and  attached  hereto. 
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ARTICLE  X 

Section  3 

BUILDINGS  TO  BE  USED  OR  CONVERTED 

for  Use  as 

NURSING,  CONVALESCENT  AND  OLD  AGE  HOMES 

1.  LICENSE  REQUHIED 

No  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home,  as  denned  in  section  2 
of  this  By-Law,  shall  be  operated  except  under  a  license  from  the 
Selectmen.  Such  license  shall  be  issued  for  one  year  from  the  date  of 
issue  and  shall  be  revocable  for  cause.  Application  for  license  shall  be 
made  on  the  form  provided  for  the  purpose  and,  where  deemed  neces- 
sary, shall  include  plans  showing  details  of  the  construction,  exit 
facilities  and  fire  protection  equipment.  No  license  shall  be  issued 
until  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  have  been  complied  with  and 
approval  has  been  obtained  from  the  Fire  Chief  and  Building  Inspector. 

2.  DEFINITIONS 

(a)  "A  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home"  shall  mean  a 
building  or  buildings  used  for  the  lodging,  boarding  or  nursing  care 
on  a  24-hour  basis  of  four  or  more  infants  or  children,  convalescents 
or  aged  persons,  but  shall  not  include  hospitals  and  mental  or  correc- 
tional institutions. 

(b)  "Approved"  shall  mean  accepted  by  the  enforcing  official  as 
a  result  of  his  investigation  and  experience,  or  by  reason  of  test,  listing 
or  approval  by  Underwriters'  Laboratories,  Inc.,  the  National  Bureau 
of  Standards,  the  American  Gas  Association  Laboratories  or  other 
nationally  recognized  testing  agencies. 

(c)  "Automatic  fire  detection  system"  shall  mean  a  system  which 
automatically  detects  a  fire  condition  and  actuates  a  fire  alarm  signal 
device. 

(d)  "Person"  shall  mean  and  include  person,  persons,  children, 
infants,  firm,  corporation  or  co-partnership. 

3.  OCCUPANCY 

(a)  The  number  of  persons  in  any  room  or  area  used  as  sleeping 
quarters  shall  not  exceed  the  proportion  of  one  adult  for  each  75  square 
feet,  one  child  for  each  50  square  feet,  one  infant  for  each  25  square 
^eet. 
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(b)  No  occupancy  not  under  the  control  of,  or  necessary  to,  the 
administration  of  a  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home  shall  be 
contained  in  any  building  used  as  sleeping  quarters  for  such  occupancy. 

(c)  The  basement  shall  be  considered  as  a  story  if  one-half  or 
more  of  its  clear  height  is  above  the  average  elevation  of  the  ground 
adjoining  the  building  on  all  sides.  An  unoccupied  attic  or  roof  space 
shall  not  be  considered  as  a  story. 

4.  FIRESTOPPING 

Exterior  walls  of  frame  construction  and  interior  stud  partitions, 
shall  be  fire-stopped  so  as  to  cut  off  all  concealed  draft  openings  both 
horizontal  and  vertical  between  any  cellar  or  basement  and  the  first, 
floor.  Such  firestopping  may  consist  of  suitable  non-combustible, 
material  or  of  wood  at  least  2  inches  thick. 

5.  HAZARDOUS  AREAS  AND  COMBUSTTOLE   STORAGE 

(a)  Heating  apparatus  and  boiler  or  furnace  rooms  shall  be 
separated  from  other  areas  by  construction  having  a  fire  resistance 
rating  of  not  less  than  1  hour. 

(b)  Hazardous  areas  such  as  basements  or  attics  used  for  the 
storage  of  combustible  material,  workrooms  such  as  carpenter  shops, 
paint  shops  and  upholstery  shops,  central  storerooms  such  as  for 
furniture,  mattresses  and  Miscellaneous  storage,  and  similar  occu- 
pancies intended  to  contain  combustible  materials  which  will  either 
be  easily  ignited,  burn  with  an  intense  flame  or  result  in  the  production 
of  dense  smoke  and  fumes,  shall  be  separated  from  other  areas  by 
construction  having  a  fire  resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  one  hour 
or  shall  be  protected  by  an  approved  automatic  fire  detection  or  auto- 
matic sprinkler  system. 

(c)  The  use  of  attics  or  basements  for  the  storage  of  unnecessary 
combustible  materials  shall  be  prohibited. 

6.     REQUIRED  EXIT  FACILITIES 

(a)  At  least  two  exit  ways,  remote  from  each  other,  shall  be 
provided  for  every  occupied  story  of  a  building. 

(b)  Exit  doorways  shall  be  of  such  number  and  so  located  that 
the  distance  of  travel  from  the  door  of  any  occupied  room  to  an  exit 
doorway  from  that  floor  shall  not  exceed  50  feet  in  an  unsprinklered 
building  nor  75  feet  in  a  sprinklered  building,  except  where  buildings 
are  constructed  and  protected  to  comply  with  all  requirements  appli- 
cable to  new  buildings  used  for  institutional  occupancy. 
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(c)  The  aggregate  width  of  exit  stairs  and  ramps  shall  be  such 
as  to  provide  sufficient  22-inch  exit  units,  at  the  rate  of  15  persons 
per  exit  unit,  for  the  maximum  number  of  persons  that  may  occupy 
any  floor,  except  where  buildings  are  constructed  and  protected  to 
comply  with  all  requirements  applicable  to  new  buildings  used  for 
institutional  occupancy. 

(d)  Each  occupied  room  shall  have  at  least  one  doorway  opening 
directly  to  the  outside,  or  to  a  corridor  leading  directly  or  by  a  stairway 
or  ramp  to  the  outside,  or  to  an  adjacent  room  which  has  such  access 
to  the  outside. 


7.  STAIRWAYS  AND  VERTICAL  OPENINGS 

(a)  Stairs  and  ramps  serving  in  required  exit  ways  shall  be  not 
less  than  36  inches  wide  in  existing  nursing,  convalescent  and  old  age 
homes  and  not  less  than  40  inches  wide  in  existing  buildings  hereafter 
converted  to  such  use. 

(b)  At  least  one  required  exit  doorway  from  each  floor  above  or 
below  the  first  floor  shall  lead  directly,  or  through  an  enclosed  corridor, 
to  the  outside.  A  second  or  third  required  exit  doorway,  where  a  more 
direct  exit  is  impractical,  may  lead  to  a  first  floor  lobby  having  ample 
and  direct  exits  to  the  outside. 

(c)  In  buildings  hereafter  converted  to  use  as  a  nursing,  conva- 
lescent or  old  age  home,  all  floor  openings,  such  as  interior  stairways, 
laundry  chutes  and  dumbwaiter  shafts,  extending  to  cellar  or  base- 
ment and  between  occupied  floors  shall  be  enclosed  in  partitions  having 
a  fire-resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  one  hour,  except  that  in 
sprinklered  buildings  such  enclosures  may  be  of  any  construction 
having  a  fire-resistance  rating  of  not  less  than  one-half  hour  or  may 
be  wired  glass  in  metal  framework. 

(d)  In  existing  buildings  used  for  nursing,  convalescent  or  old- 
age  homes  all  floor  openings  shall  be  enclosed  as  required  by  section 
7  (c),  except  that  stairway  enclosures  may  be  either  at  the  head  or 
foot  of  each  stairway  from  one  floor  to  another. 

8.  CORRIDORS  AND  PASSAGEWAYS 

(a)  Corridors  and  passageways  in  a  required  exit  way  shall  be  at 
least  36  inches  wide. 

(b)  Corridors  and  passageways  in  a  required  exit  way  shall  be 
unobstructed  and  shall  not  lead  through  any  room  or  space  used  for 
a  purpose  that  may  obstruct  free  passage.  Corridors  and  passageways 
which  lead  to  the  outside  from  any  required  stairway  shall  be  en- 
closed as  required  for  stairways. 
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9.  DOORWAYS 

(a)  Exit  doorways  shall  be  at  least  30  inches  wide. 

(b)  All  doorways  to  stairways,  vertical  openings,  passageways  or 
hazardous  areas,  which  are  required  to  be  enclosed,  shall  be  provided 
with  fire  doors  or  self-closing  smoke  resistive  doors — see  section  10  (b). 

10.  DIVISION  OF  FLOOR  OPENINGS 

(a)  In  buildings  of  other  than  fire-resistive  (fireproof  or  semi- 
fireproof)  construction,  all  floors  above  the  first  floor  occupied  by 
persons  under  care  and  exceeding  3,000  square  feet  in  area  shall  be 
divided  into  separate  areas  by  smoke  barriers  so  located  as  to  provide 
ample  space  on  each  side  for  the  total  number  of  beds  on  the  floor. 
Doors  provided  in  such  smoke  barriers,  shall  be  smoke-resistive  doors, 
as  described  in  section  10  (b),  so  installed  that  they  may  normally  be 
kept  in  open  position,  but  will  close  automatically  or  may  be  released 
manually  to  self-closing  action. 

(b)  Smoke  barriers  shall  have  a  fire-resistance  rating  of  not  less 
than  V2  hour.  Metal,  metal-covered  or  1%-inch  thick  solid  core  flush- 
type  wood  doors,  so  hung  as  to  be  reasonably  smoke-tight,  may  be 
accepted  as  smoke-resistive  doors.  Openings  in  either  smoke  barriers 
or  smoke-resistive  doors  shall  be  glazed  with  wired  glass. 

11.  EXIT  SIGNS 

Signs  bearing  the  word  "Exit"  in  plain  legible  block  letters  shall 
be  placed  at  each  exit  doorway,  except  at  doors  directly  from  rooms  to 
corridors  or  passageways  and  except  at  doors  leading  obviously  to  the 
outside  from  the  entrance  floor.  Additional  signs  shall  be  placed  in 
corridors  and  passageways  wherever  necessary  to  indicate  the  direction 
of  exit.  Letters  of  signs  shall  be  at  least  6  inches  high,  except  that  the 
letters  of  internally  illuminated  exit  signs  may  be  not  less  than  4% 
inches  high.  All  exit  and  directional  signs  shall  be  maintained  clearly 
legible  by  electric  illumination  or  other  acceptable  means  when 
natural  light  fails. 

12.  INTERIOR  FINISH  AND  DECORATIVE  MATERIALS 

(a)  Wall  and  ceiling  surfaces  of  all  occupied  rooms  and  of  all 
exit  ways  therefrom  shall  be  of  such  material  or  so  treated  as  not  to 
have  a  flame  spread  classification  of  more  than  75  according  to  the 
method  for  the  "Fire  Hazard  Classification  of  Building  Materials"  of 
Underwriters'  Laboratories,  Inc.,  unless  the  building  is  sprinklered. 

(b)  All  combustible  decorative  and  acoustical  material,  including 
textile  floor  coverings  and  curtains  located  in  corridors,  passageways 
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or  stairway  enclosures  and  in  lobbies  or  other  rooms  or  spaces  for  use 
by  occupants  or  visitors,  shall  be  rendered  and  maintained  flame- 
resistant.  A  material  shall  be  deemed  to  be  flame-resistant  if  it  will 
not  ignite  and  allow  flame  to  spread  over  the  surface  when  exposed  to 
a  match  flame  test  applied  to  a  piece  removed  from  the  material  and 
tested  in  a  safe  place.  The  piece  shall  be  held  vertically  and  the  bottom 
edge  exposed  to  a  flame  from  a  common  match  held  in  a  horizontal 
position,  one-half  inch  underneath  the  piece,  and  at  a  constant  loca- 
tion for  a  minimum  of  15  seconds. 

13.  HEATING,  LIGHTING  AND  OTHER  SERVICE  EQUIPMENT 

(a)  The  heating  of  buildings  occupied  as  nursing,  convalescent  or 
old  age  homes  shall  be  restricted  to  steam,  hot  water  or  warm  air 
systems  employing  central  heating  plants  with  installation  such  as  to 
safeguard  the  inherent  fire  hazard.  The  use  of  portable  heaters  of  any 
kind  is  hereby  prohibited. 

(b)  Installation  of  heating  and  ventilating  systems  and  equipment 
in  accordance  with  the  Code  for  the  Installation  of  Heat  Producing 
Appliances,  Heating,  Ventilating,  Air  Conditioning,  Blower  and 
Exhaust  Systems  recommended  by  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Under- 
writers shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  compliance  with  the 
requirement  that  installation  be  such  as  to  safeguard  the  inherent  fire 
hazard. 

(c)  Lighting  shall  be  restricted  to  electricity.  Electric  wiring, 
motors,  and  other  electrical  equipment  shall  be  installed  in  accordance 
with  nationally  recognized  safe  practice.  Compliance  with  the  Standards 
of  the  National  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  known  as  the  National 
Electrical  Code  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  of  compliance 
with  nationally  recognized  safe  practice. 

14.  EXTINGUISHING  EQUIPMENT 

Approved-type  extinguishers  shall  be  provided  on  each  floor,  so 
located  that  a  person  will  not  have  to  travel  more  than  100  feet  from 
any  point  to  reach  the  nearest  extinguisher.  An  additional  extinguisher 
shall  be  provided  in,  or  adjacent  to,  each  kitchen  or  basement  storage 
room.  - 

15.  AUTOMATIC  SPRINKLER  PROTECTION 

(a)  Buildings  which  are  not  of  fire-resistive  (fireproof  or  semi- 
fireproof)  construction  shall  be  protected  throughout  by  an  approved 
automatic  sprinkler  system. 

(b)  Sprinkler  systems  shall  be  provided  with  an  approved  water 
flow  alarm. 
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16.     ALARM  SYSTEMS 

(a)  A  manually  operated  fire  alarm  system  shall  be  provided, 
except: 

1.  Where  the  entire  building  is  protected  by  an  automatic  sprinkler 
system  equipped  with  a  water  flow  alarm;  or 

2.  Where  the  entire  building  is  protected  by  an  automatic  fire- 
detection  system. 

(b)  Fire  alarm  systems  shall  be  of  approved  type.  At  least  one 
fire  alarm  sending  station  shall  be  provided  on  each  story,  located  at 
a  readily  accessible  point  in  the  natural  path  of  escape  from  fire.  The 
system  shall  be  so  arranged  that  the  operation  of  any  sending  station 
will  sound  an  alarm  which  is  audible  throughout  the  building,  or  where 
advisable  because  of  the  type  of  occupancy,  the  system  may  be  so 
arranged  that  the  initial  alarm  signal  will  sound  only  at  some  central 
point  where  24-hour  service  is  maintained. 

(c)  Automatic  fire-detection  systems  shall  be  approved  supervised 
systems.  Where  fixed  temperature  devices  are  used  they  shall  be  con- 
structed to  operate  at  165  degrees  Fahrenheit  or  less,  except  that  in 
spaces  where  high  temperature  is  normal  devices  having  a  higher  oper- 
ating point  may  be  used.  Operation  of  a  thermostat  device  shall  cause 
an  alarm  which  is  audible  throughout  the  building,  or  where  advisable 
because  of  the  type  of  occupancy,  the  system  may  be  so  arranged  that 
the  initial  alarm  signal  will  sound  only  at  some  central  point  where 
24-hour  service  is  maintained — See  section  5  (b). 


17.     ATTENDANTS 

Every  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home  shall  have  at  least 
one  attendant  on  duty,  awake  and  dressed  therein  at  all  times,  and, 
in  addition,  one  stand-by  attendant  within  hearing  distance  and  avail- 
able for  emergency  service.  These  attendants  shall  be  at  least  18  years 
of  age  and  capable  of  performing  the  required  duties  of  evacuation. 
No  person  other  than  the  management  or  a  person  under  management 
control  shall  be  considered  as  an  attendant. 


18.     EVACUATION  PLAN 

(a)  Every  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age  home  shall  formulate 
a  plan  for  the  protection  of  all  persons  in  the  event  of  fire  and  for 
their  evacuation  to  areas  of  refuge  and  from  the  builidng  when  neces- 
sary. All  employees  shall  be  instructed  and  kept  informed  respecting 
their  duties  under  the  plan — See  also  section  10. 

Ill 


(b)  Every  mattress  shall  be  provided  with  strong  canvas  or 
leather  handles  so  that  it  may  serve  as  a  stretcher  when  necessary  for 
evacuation. 

19.  SMOKING 

Smoking  may  be  permitted  in  nursing,  convalescent  or  old  age 
homes  only  where  proper  facilities  are  provided.  Smoking  shall  not 
be  permitted  in  sleeping  quarters,  except  at  such  times  as  supervision 
is  provided. 

20.  INSPECTIONS 

Every  building  coming  within  the  scope  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
inspected  periodically  by  representatives  of  the  agencies  named  in 
section  1  in  order  to  insure  proper  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
this  ordinance.

Voted  unanimously  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in 
anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1960,  and  to  issue  note  or  notes  thereof  payable  within  one  year  and 
to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than 
one  year,  in  accordance  with  Chapter  44,  Section  17,  General  Laws. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all  means  in  the 
collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might  if  elected  to  that  office. 

Article  6.  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  as  public  ways  the  fol- 
lowing named  private  ways  on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk's  Office,  and

Article  9.  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  as  a  public  way  that  part 
of  Dale  Street  from  Bridge  Street  to  Frairy  Street  which  extends  in  an 
easterly  direction  for  a  distance  of  approximately  2250  feet  as  estab- 
lished and  relocated  by  the  Selectmen  and  as  shown  on  a  plan  entitled 
"Plan  of  Dale  Street  between  Bridge  Street  and  Frairy  Street"  and  on 
file  in  the  Town  Clerk's  Office,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
acquire  by  eminent  domain,  purchase  or  otherwise  acquire  such  rights, 
titles  and  easements  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  said  purpose. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for 
the  construction  of  a  section  of  High,  South  and  Spring  Streets 
(Route  27)  said  money  to  be  used  with  funds  allotted  by  the  County, 
and  State. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  pur- 
chase of  a  second-hand  truck  chassis  and  sand  spreader  and  to  meet 
said  appropriation  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  from  the  unexpended 
balance  of  Article  27  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  1959  and 
raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00.  The  Selectmen  are  authorized 
to  trade  or  sell  the  1934  White  Truck  and  Sand  Spreader  as  part  of  the 
purchase  price.

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $305.80  for 
the  purpose  of  installing  a  catch  basin  and  pipes  in  Adams  Street  and 
in  a  proposed  easement  on  the  westerly  side  of  Adams  Street  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  High  School  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  water  from  the 
roofs  of  the  School  Building  and  the  street,  also  to  transfer  the  sum 
of  $200.00  from  the  unexpended  amount  voted  under  Article  7  of  the 
Town  Meeting  of  April  28,  1958  and  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $494.20  from 
the  unexpended  amount  appropriated  under  Article  4  of  the  Town 
Meeting  of  November  30,  1953  to  meet  said  purpose. 

Article  15.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  for  the  installation  of  a  catch  basin  and  pipes  on 
the  northerly  side  of  Main  Street  and  the  Westerly  side  of  the  Railroad 
and  also  the  construction  of  50  feet  of  sidewalk. 

Article  16.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $5,000.00 
for  the  Street  Improvement  Account;  said  funds  to  be  expended  for  the 
improvement  and  surfacing  of  Grove  Street  between  the  public  dump 
and  West  Street  and  for  the  installation  of  drainage  and  surfacing  of 
Dale  Street  between  Bridge  and  Grove  Street. 

Article  17.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  and 
transfer  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  the 
amount  appropriated  under  Article  22  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of 
1959  for  the  purpose  of  installing  storm  water  drainage  on  Pleasant 
Street,  and  Oak  Street  between  Pleasant  Street  and  Miller  Street. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  appoint 
one  of  its  members  as  a  clerk. 

Article  19.  Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  85,  Section 
11 A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  as  amended  pertaining  to 
the  Registration  and  Operation  of  Bicycles. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  raise  the  pay  scale  of  Patrolmen  in  the 
Police  Department  from: 

Minimum  $3,380.00  per  year  to  Minimum  $3,680.00  per  year. 
Maximum  $4,300.00  per  year  to  Maximum  $4,600.00  per  year. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  raise  the  pay  scale  of  the  Chief  of  Police 
from: 

Minimum  $4,700.00  per  year  to  Minimum  $5,000.00  per  year. 
Maximum  $5,700.00  per  year  to  Maximum  $6,000.00  per  year. 
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Article  22.  Voted  to  accept  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the 
Police  Department  in  accordance  with  Article  25,  of  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  of  March  10,  1958: 

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS  FOR  GOVERNING  THE 
MEDFIELD  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

PREAMBLE 

There  shall  be  a  Police  Department  established  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  such  department  shall  be  under  the  supervision  of  an 
officer  to  be  known  as  the  Chief  of  Police.  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint 
a  Chief  of  Police  and  such  other  officers  as  they  deem  necessary  and 
fix  their  compensation,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate,  the  annual 
appropriation  therefor. 

CHIEF  OF  POLICE 

Section  1.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  from  time  to  time  make 
suitable  regulations  governing  the  Police  Department,  and  the  officers 
thereof,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen;  provided, 
that  such  regulations  shall  become  effective  without  such  approval  upon 
the  failure  of  the  Selectmen  to  take  action  thereon  within  30  days  after 
they  have  been  submitted  to  them  by  the  Chief  of  Police. 

Section  2.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  in  immediate  control  of 
all  town  property  used  by  the  Police  Department  and  of  the  Police 
Officers,  whom  he  shall  assign  to  their  respective  duties  and  who  shall 
obey  his  orders. 

Section  3.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  be  the  Chief  Executive  Offi- 
cer of  the  Police  Department,  and  shall  be  responsible  for  its  discipline 
and  efficiency.  He  shall  see  that  all  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth, 
and  By-Laws  of  the  Town,  the  execution  of  which  rests  upon  the 
Police  Force  are  duly  observed  and  enforced  and  he  shall  also  promptly 
execute  all  orders  from  the  Board  of  Selectmen. 

Section  4.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  have  power  to  promulgate 
orders  to  the  Police  Force  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  and  the 
By-Laws  of  the  Town.  Such  orders  shall  be  written  or  printed  and  all 
members  of  this  force  shall  observe  and  obey  them. 

Section  5.  The  Chief  of  Police  may  temporarily  suspend  from 
duty  any  member  of  the  Department  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five 
days,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chapter  429  of  the  Acts  of 
1949,  which  amended  Chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws,  pending  a  hear- 
ing, which  shall  be  held  within  said  five  days  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
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men;  and  the  pay  of  such  member  shall  not  be  allowed  during  the 
period  between  his  suspension  and  his  reinstatement  or  discharge, 
unless  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  find  the  suspension  to  have  been 
without  just  cause. 

Section  6.  The  Chief  of  Police  shall  keep  a  complete  record  of  the 
business  of  the  Department,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  such  books 
as  be  required. 

Section  7.  He  shall  be  the  custodian  of  all  found,  recovered,  and 
confiscated  property  held  at  the  Police  Department.  He  shall  be  res- 
ponsible for  the  legal  disposition  of  all  such  property  coming  into  his 
possession. 

Section  8.  He  shall  make  an  annual  written  report  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  his  department  with  recom- 
mendations as  to  the  same. 

Section  9.  He  shall  establish  definite  policies  with  reference  to: 
(a)  the  attitude  of  the  Department  toward  the  public,  other  officials, 
and  press  representatives;  (b)  the  detachment  of  Police  Officers  to 
perform  other  than  prescribed  Police  Duties;  and  (c)  supplying  infor- 
mation to  official  and  unofficial  persons  or  organizations. 

Section  10.  He  shall  submit  a  written  report  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  recommending  disciplinary  action  for  any  member  of  the 
Department  when  he  feels  it  is  necessary. 

Section  11.  He  shall  permit  no  change  to  be  made  in  the  organiza- 
tion without  his  consent. 


PATROLMEN 

Section  1.  A  Patrolman  carrying  out  the  functions  of  the  Depart- 
ment, including  the  preservation  of  life  and  property,  the  prevention 
of  crime,  the  arrest  and  prosecution  of  violators  of  the  law,  and  the 
proper  enforcement  of  laws  and  ordinances  of  which  the  Department 
takes  cognizance,  shall  constantly  direct  his  best  efforts  to  accomplish 
that  end  intelligently  and  efficiently  and  shall  hold  himself  in  readiness 
to  answer  the  calls  and  obey  the  orders  of  his  superiors. 

Section  2.  A  Patrolman  shall  be  present  at  roll  call  and  attend  at 
the  Police  Station  at  the  time  appointed;  if  absent  without  leave  he 
shall  be  reported  to  the  Chief. 

Section  3.  A  Patrolman  going  out  on  duty  shall,  immediately 
after  roll  call,  proceed  to  his  post  of  duty.  He  shall  not  loiter  around 
the  station. 
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Section  4.  A  Patrolman  on  duty  shall  be  permitted  to  suspend 
patrol  for  the  purpose  of  having  lunch,  but  only  such  period  of  time 
shall  be  allowed  therefor  as  is  reasonable  and  actually  necessary. 


GENERAL 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  drink  any  kind 
of  intoxicating  liquors  when  on  duty  or  at  any  time  while  in  uniform. 

Section  2.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  conform  to  and  abide 
by  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Department  and  observe  the  laws 
and  ordinances  in  force  in  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Section  3.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  smoke  while  in 
uniform  and  in  public  either  on  or  off  active  duty 

Section  4.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  apply  for  a 
search  warrant  or  other  warrant  nor  serve  such  warrants  without  the 
knowledge  and  approval  of  the  Chief. 

Section  5.  All  members  of  the  Department  concerned  in  cases 
before  the  courts  are  to  be  punctual  in  attendance.  They  shall  have 
the  cases  in  which  they  are  interested  properly  prepared,  witnesses 
properly  subpoenaed  and  all  evidence  suitable  arranged  for  presenta- 
tion to  the  court. 

Section  6.  Any  Member  of  the  Department  who  may  be  placed 
temporarily  in  the  position  of  a  member  of  higher  rank  by  proper 
authority  shall  exercise  the  authority  and  perform  the  duties  of  such 
higher  position  and  shall  be  held  responsible  in  like  manner  as  if  regu- 
larly appointed  to  such  higher  office.  He  shall  be  careful  not  to  inter- 
fere with  or  countermand  any  order  issued  by  the  member  whose  place 
he  temporarily  occupies,  except  when  the  expediency  of  Police  business 
demands. 

Section  7.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  promptly  report  to 
the  Chief  any  accident  with  any  department  motor  vehicle  operated 
by  them  or  in  their  charge,  and  submit  a  written  report. 

Section  8.  Members  shall  not  be  absent  from  duty  without  per- 
mission. Members  shall  be  punctual.  Members  shall  arrive  at  the 
Police  Station  in  time  to  enable  them  to  go  on  duty  at  the  appointed 
hour.  They  must  be  in  uniform  and  ready  to  work  at  the  appointed 
hour. 

Section  9.  Members  shall  not  send  any  letter  relating  to  Police 
Business  unless  it  is  over  the  signature  of  the  Chief. 
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Section  10.  A  Member  of  the  Department  shall  not  incur  a  lia- 
bility chargeable  against  the  Town  of  Medfield  unless  with  the  know- 
ledge and  consent  of  the  Chief. 

Section  11.  Members  of  the  Department,  individually  or  repre- 
senting Police  Organizations,  are  prohibited  from  issuing  to  persons 
other  than  members  of  the  Department,  on  the  active  or  retired  list, 
any  card,  button  or  other  device  which  assumes  to  grant  to  the  person 
holding  such  credentials  any  special  privilege  or  consideration  so  far 
as  Police  Business  is  concerned. 

Section  12.  A  Department  record  shall  not  be  removed  from  an 
office  or  the  building,  except  with  the  permission  of  the  Chief,  or  under 
due  process  of  law. 

Section  13.  All  appointments  to  the  Regular  Police  Department 
and  all  disciplinary  actions  shall  be  made  in  conformance  with  Chapter 
31  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts. 

Section  14.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  Department  resigns,  or 
is  discharged,  or  vacates  his  office  in  any  way,  he  shall  surrender  all 
the  property  in  his  possession  belonging  to  the  Department. 

Section  15.  Members  shall  be  civil,  orderly,  courteous  and  quiet 
in  their  conduct.  They  shall  avoid  asking  or  answering  questions  in  an 
abrupt  manner.  They  shall  refrain  from  using  obscene  or  profane 
language  while  on  duty  or  in  uniform. 

Section  16.  Members  shall  maintain  in  good  condition  their  own 
equipment  and  Town  Equipment  issued  them.  They  shall  use  due  care 
in  handling  Department  property  shall  report  immediately  any  Depart- 
ment property  which  becomes  lost  or  damaged.  Roughness  or  care- 
lessness in  the  handling  of  such  property  will  not  be  tolerated  and  will 
be  made  the  subject  of  charges. 

Section  17.  Except  when  necessary  for  the  protection  of  life  and 
property,  or  for  the  enforcement  of  law,  no  motor  vehicle  of  the 
Department  will  be  operated  by  a  member  of  the  Department  at  a  rate 
of  speed  greater  than  that  allowed  by  law. 

Section  18.  Department  vehicles  will  be  operated  in  such  a  man- 
ner as  to  enable  approach  to  the  scene  of  a  reported  crime  quietly. 
Operators  shall  not  use  sirens  unnecessarily  while  responding  to  emer- 
gency calls. 

Section  19.  Members  will  salute  the  National  Colors  and  National 
Anthem  as  individuals  if  not  in  formation.  If  in  formation  the  officer 
in  charge  of  the  formation  will  tender  the  salute. 

Section  20.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  issued  a  complete 
uniform,  with  badges,  club,  handcuffs,  revolver  and  other  equipment 
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when  appointed  a  permanent  officer.  Officers  shall  in  addition  receive 
fifty  dollars  per  year  toward  equipment  replacement. 

Section  21.  No  member  shall  wear  a  uniform  or  any  of  its  com- 
ponent parts  which  differs  radically  in  design,  color  or  in  any  other 
way  with  the  uniform  in  current  use  by  the  Department. 

Section  22.  Members  of  the  Department  when  answering  the 
telephone  shall  be  civil  and  courteous  in  their  conversation.  They  shall 
state:   Police  Department  and  give  their  surname. 

Section  23.  Members  of  the  Department  shall  not  give  out  news 
or  information  to  the  press  or  other  unofficial  bodies  without  the 
approval  of  the  Chief. 

Section  24.  Subject  to  the  Provisions  of  Chapter  31  of  the  General 
Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  the  rules  made  thereunder  any  member  of 
the  Department  may  be  punished  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  dis- 
charge, suspension  or  removal  upon  conviction  of  any  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing offenses  to  wit: 

Intoxication 

Neglect  of  Duty

Section  25.  All  Members  will  be  guided  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties  by  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  and  by  the  latest 
edition  of  the  "Manual  for  the  Instruction  of  Applicants  for  the  Police 
Services"  (commonly  called  the  Blue  Book). 


VACATIONS 

Section  1.     Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  granted  vacation 
leave  by  the  following  schedule: 

For  one  years  service  but  less  than  five  years  service — TWO 
CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

For  five  years  service  but  less  than  ten  years  service — THREE 
CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

For  ten  years  service  or  more — FOUR  CALENDAR  WEEKS. 

Section  2.     Employees  who  resign  in  good  standing  shall  receive 
compensation  equivalent  to  earned  vacation  allowance.    Earned  vaca- 
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tion  leave  with  pay  shall  not  be  granted  any  member  who  is  discharged 
or  suspended  for  cause. 


SICK  LEAVE 

Section  1.  All  Members  of  the  Department  shall  be  entitled  to  sick 
leave  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  working  days  per  year.  For  the  protection  of 
the  Town  a  doctor's  certificate  may  be  required  and  if  deemed  advis- 
able the  Chief  of  Police  may  send  a  doctor  to  investigate  any  absence 
alleged  to  be  caused  by  illness.  A  Member  who  refuses  to  submit  to  a 
doctor's  examination  shall  not  be  entitled  to  sick  leave. 

The  word  "MEMBER"  as  used  in  these  rules  and  regulations  shall 
mean  a  person  duly  appointed  a  Police  Officer  in  the  Police  Depart- 
ment.

(3)  No  dwelling  shall  be  erected 
in  a  "C"  Residence  District  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  eighty 
thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  twenty-five  feet 
wide  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  at 
the  time  of  this  amendment  to  the  by-law  is  adopted  is  separately 
owned  and  contained  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  square  feet  and 
not  less  than  one  hundred  fifty-feet  wide  and  provided  that  one 
dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  on  June  29,  1953,  was 
separately  owned  and  contained  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  square 
feet  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  twenty  feet  wide  and  also  pro- 
vided that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  was  sepa- 
rately owned  on  April  21,  1938.  Street  and  side  line  set-back  require- 
ments as  heretofore  established  for  "AA"  and  "A"  Residence  District 
shall  be  applicable  to  "C"  Residence  District.  (Park  and  Planning

MEDFIELD  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

1960-1961 


The  Finance  Committee  is  combining  its  annual  report  and  its 
recommendations  for  the  fifth  straight  year  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  on  March  13,  1961. 

The  Finance  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  recommends 
that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $981,575.57  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  This  is  to  be  compared  to  departmental  requests 
totalling  $1,033,766.70. 

The  School  Department's  budget  is  $63,553.00  over  last  year  due 
principally  to  the  salary  account  caused  by  the  necessity  of  additional 
teachers  for  the  new  school.  Janitorial  services  are  also  increased  for 
the  same  reason. 

The  Highway  Budget  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year,  with  the 
exception  of  the  snow  and  sanding  account.  This  is  increased  by  almost 
$8,000.00  due  to  the  severity  of  the  weather.  Similar  to  previous  years, 
money  is  allocated  for  the  Street  Improvement  Fund,  to  systematically 
replace  our  dirt  roads  with  hard  surfaced  roads.  Paving  our  dirt  roads 
will  eliminate  a  lot  of  future  upkeep  expense. 

The  Police  Budget  is  based  on  granting  to  the  force  their  normal 
step  increment  and  is  increased  $2,815.00  over  last  year's  expense.  No 
additional  salary  increases  are  contemplated  for  this  year.  The  normal 
step  raise  follows  the  police  schedule  voted  on  and  accepted  at  the 
1958  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

In  a  special  article,  the  purchase  of  a  new  Fire  Engine  is  requested. 
This  will  cost  approximately  $16,000.00  and  was  delayed  at  the  last 
Annual  Meeting  until  the  new  Fire  Station  was  completed.  This 
engine  is  a  necessity,  in  view  of  the  age  and  condition  of  our  present 
fleet. 

At  the  end  of  1960  the  Town's  cash  reserves  were,  while  still  at  a 
low  ebb,  in  better  shape  than  in  previous  years,  and  accordingly  it  is 
recommended  that  no  more  than  $40,000.00  be  appropriated  out  of  free 
cash  to  lower  the  tax  rate. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  reductions  in  various 
budgets  as  well  as  dismissal  of  several  special  articles,  but  in  spite  of 
that  fact,  our  town  is  faced  with  serious  financial  problems.  The  budget 
requests  under  Article  3  alone  exceed  the  1960  appropriations  by 
$69,649.00  and  the  1959  appropriations  by  a  staggering  $301,130.00  The 
only  solution  for  substantial  reductions  in  our  exceedingly  high  tax 
rate  is  a  reduction  in  the  services  rendered  by  some  of  our  Town 
Departments. 


Your  Finance  Committee  endeavors  to  make  a  complete  and 
thorough  study  of  each  request  for  funds  which  is  submitted  for  their 
attention  and  approval.  The  Committee  only  emphasizes  that  two 
main  requirements  be  followed: 

a.  The   presentation   of   a   complete    and   realistic   budget   or 
article. 

b.  That  an  honest  effort  be  made  to  live  within  that  budget 
or  request. 

In  cases  where  departments  make  no  effort  to  follow  these  basic 
rules,  it  is  natural  that  there  will  be  criticism  and  suggested  adjust- 
ments. Discussion  will  be  encouraged  by  your  Finance  Committee. 

A  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  your  Finance  Com- 
mittee has  been  held  to  consider  the  probable  tax  rate.  After  con- 
sidering all  facts  and  figures  which  were  available  at  the  time,  it  is  our 
estimate  that  the  1961  Tax  Rate  will  be  approximately  $81.00,  providing 
all  of  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendations  are  followed.  It  should 
also  be  pointed  out  that  between  the  writing  of  this  report  and  the  date 
of  the  Annual  Meeting,  every  effort  will  be  made  by  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee to  find  further  means  of  reducing  the  Tax  Rate.

tained not  less  than  twenty-thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than 
one  hundred  twenty-feet  wide,  and  also  provided  that  one  dwelling 
may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  was  separately  owned  on  April  21, 
1938.  The  width  requirements  of  this  by-law  shall  be  satisfied  if 
the  lot  has  the  required  width  at  any  of  the  following  places:  (1)  At 
the  street  frontage  is  a  straight  line.

In  every  case  a  lot  shall  have  frontage  on  a  public 
way  of  at  least  twenty  (20)  feet.  (3)  No  dwelling  shall  be  erected 
in  a  "C"  Residence  District  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  eighty 
thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  twenty-five  feet 
wide  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  at 
the  time  of  this  amendment  to  the  by-law  is  adopted  is  separately 
owned  and  contained  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  square  feet  and 
not  less  than  one  hundred  fifty-feet  wide  and  provided  that  one 
dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  on  June  29,  1953,  was 
separately  owned  and  contained  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  square 
feet  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  twenty  feet  wide  and  also  pro- 
vided that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  was  sepa- 
rately owned  on  April  21,  1938.  Street  and  side  line  set-back  require- 
ments as  heretofore  established  for  "AA"  and  "A"  Residence  District 
shall  be  applicable  to  "C"  Residence  District.  (Park  and  Planning 
Board)

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  AND  MOTH  DEPARTMENTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Depart- 
ments for  the  year  1961. 

We  satisfactorily  controlled  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  and  other  leaf 
feeding  insects  on  our  roadside  trees  this  past  year.  I  recommend  that 
$1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  work  for  1962. 
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Dutch  Elm  Disease  took  fewer  of  our  Elms  this  past  year  than  it 
lias  for  several  years.  Continuation  of  our  spray  and  sanitation  pro- 
gram will  tend  to  keep  this  dread  disease  at  a  low  rate  of  increase.  I 
recommend  that  $4,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  further  control  of 
this  disease  for  1962. 

Poison  Ivy  is  becoming  noticably  less  and  with  continuous  spraying 
we  will  be  able  to  keep  it  under  control.  I  recommend  the  sum  of 
$200.00  be  appropriated  for  Poison  Ivy  Control  for  1962. 

Trees  along  several  miles  of  roadsides  were  pruned  this  past  year 
and  some  of  our  older,  dangerous  trees  were  removed.  When  neces- 
sary the  stumps  also  were  removed.  I  recommend  that  $3,500.00  be 
appropriated  for  1962. 

Our  tree  planting  program  kept  rolling  along  with  the  planting  of 
65  trees  of  mixed  species.  I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $500.00  be 
appropriated  for  this  work  in  1962.

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During  1961  the  Medfield  Police  Department  tied  into  the  Massa- 
chusetts State  Police  Teletype  System.  Information  received  and  ease 
of  communication  by  this  medium  has  been  of  great  assistance  in  the 
work  of  the  police  department. 

We  were  fortunate  to  have  the  loan  of  a  radar  timer  for  a  week 
and  believe  this  piece  of  equipment  would  facilitate  our  work  when 
and  if  it  is  admissable  as  evidence  in  our  Courts. 

Patrolman  E.  Nina  Iafolla  successfully  completed  the  four  week 
course  at  the  training  school  for  Police  Officers  at  the  Massachusetts 
State  Police  Academy  in  Framingham.  He  was  the  second  Medfield 
Officer  to  attend  and  it  is  planned  to  send  one  Officer  a  year  until  all 
have  attended. 

Due  to  increase  in  the  development  of  the  Town,  both  business  and 
residential,  the  increase  in  the  amount  of  motor  vehicle  traffic,  the 
increase  in  the  number  of  records  and  reports  kept  by  the  Department 
(partly  due  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  classification  of  our 
department  as  an  Urban  Department),  and  to  the  fact  that  the  Fire 
Department  by  law  must  be  off  the  Police  Radio  Band  and  on  their 
own  in  1963  I  again  urge  that  an  additional  officer  be  added  to  each 
shift  so  that  eventually  we  may  adequately  handle  the  Fire  and  Police 
Communications  and  the  Fire  Alarm  System. 


AUXILIARY  POLICE 

During  1961  Officer  E.  Nina  Iafolla  and  his  Auxiliary  Police  Unit 
attended  an  eight  week  course  in  Police  Procedures  held  in  Franklin, 
Mass.  The  Unit  raised  their  own  funds  to  purchase  their  uniforms  and 
may  now  be  outwardly  identified  as  an  organized  unit.  They  assisted 
regular  police  over  the  long  holiday  weekends  on  traffic  duty,  and  over 
the  4th  of  July  and  Hallowe'en  helped  keep  vandalism  to  a  minimum. 
It  is  hoped  that  in  the  ensuing  year  they  will  receive  some  cooperation 
from  the  citizens. 

On  behalf  of  the  police  officers,  I  wish  to  thank  the  State  and 
Local  Officials,  Town  of  Medfield  Department  Heads,  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town,  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  extended  to  me  and  the 
Police  Department  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


The  Board  of  Selectmen  respectfully  submit  to  the  citizens  of  the 
Town  their  report  for  the  year  1961. 

On  March  6,  1961  the  Board  was  organized  with  Austin  C. 
Buchanan,  Chairman;  Joseph  A.  Roberts,  Clerk;  and  Joseph  L.  Mar- 
cionette,  Third  Member. 

During  the  year  the  Board  attended  several  meetings  held  in 
Westwood  in  regards  to  a  proposed  relocation  of  Route  109.  These 
meetings  were  held  with  representatives  from  all  Towns  effected  by 
this  proposal.  As  this  type  of  a  proposal  takes  time  and  study,  the 
results  will  be  slow  in  developing. 

Several  meetings  were  held  with  the  Officials  of  the  Town  of  Sher- 
born  at  Death  Bridge,  Route  27.  State  Representative  Thomas  M.  White 
of  Norfolk  District  and  Representative  Colona  of  Middlesex  District 
joined  us  at  the  Bridge  and  were  made  aware  of  the  necessity  of  such  a 
proposal.  This  project  is  presently  on  the  first  priority  list  in  the 
Department  of  Public  Works  and  early  reconstruction  and  relocation 
of  this  bridge  will  depend  on  favorable  budget  requests  by  the  Legis- 
lature. 
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Final  hearings  with  the  County  Commissioners  were  held  on  the 
widening  and  relocation  of  Harding  and  Philip  Streets. 

The  Board  is  investigating  a  proposed  Master  Plan  for  Medfield. 
This  Plan  is  to  incorporate  the  Town's  needs  in  the  growth  and  devel- 
opment of  various  departments.  Fire,  Police  and  School  Departments, 
growth  and  requirements  of  Sewer  and  Water  istallations,  drainage 
and  use  of  available  lands.  In  general  a  guide  for  the  growth  and 
development  for  the  future. 

The  Board  is  extremely  aware  of  the  need  for  Off  Street  Parking 
in  the  center  of  Town  and  feel  that  a  committee  should  be  appointed 
to  study  this  problem  again  and  report  at  the  next  Town  Meeting  for 
action. 

We  again  bring  to  the  attention  of  the  Voters  the  need  of  replacing 
the  guard  rails  at  the  Curve  Street  Rail  Road  overpass  and  feel  that 
this  should  be  accomplished  this  year. 

The  Board  attended  several  seminars  held  at  Concord  and  New 
Bedford  sponsored  by  the  University  of  Massachusetts  Bureau  of 
Government  Research. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  all 
those  who  have  contributed  so  generously  of  their  time  and  expense 
to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Medfield.

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  our  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

The  Board  has  issued  licenses  to  dealers  selling,  buying  or  trans- 
porting Methyl  Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  prepara- 
tion other  than  Shellac  or  Varnish;  the  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream; 
and  a  license  to  Funeral  Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintain- 
ing of  a  Funeral  Home. 

The  garbage  collection  contract  was  renewed  and  collections  were 
made  twice  a  week  during  the  summer  months  and  once  a  week  during 
the  winter  months. 

The  Medfield  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  is  held  at  the  Memorial  School.  All  elementary  school 
children  were  examined  and  treatment  was  started  on  all  children 
desiring  work  at  the  clinic. 

There  has  been  one  patient  at  the  Norfolk  County  Sanitorium  this 
year.

Please  bear  in  mind  that  according  to  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, "If  a  physician  knows  or  has  cause  to  believe  that  a  person 
whom  he  visits  is  infected  with  a  disease  declared  to  be  dangerous  to 
the  public  health  ...  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice  thereof, 
signed  by  him  ..."  and  when  a  householder  knows  that  a  person 
within  his  family  or  house  is  sick  with  a  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the 
Board  of  Health  in  the  manner  required  by  the  statute,  provided  how- 
ever, that  in  cases  where  a  physician  has  been  called  in,  the  physician's 
notification  will  be  accepted  in  place  of  the  householder. 
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During  the  year  several  complaints  were  taken  care  of  by  the 
Board. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  were  called  when  necessary  and  appoint- 
ments for  the  agents  of  the  Board  were  made  at  that  time.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  COMMISSION  —   1961 


To  the  Selectmen: 

During  1961  the  Recreation  Commission  and  the  newly  formed 
Park  Commission  were  combined  by  a  vote  of  the  Town.  This  combi- 
nation was  accomplished  by  the  fact  that  the  members  of  the  Recre- 
ation Commission,  who  had  previously  been  appointed  by  the  Moder- 
ator, ran  in  the  annual  election  as  Park  Commissioners,  and  were  duly 
elected  by  the  voters.  The  new  Park  Commission  carried  on  the  work 
which  its  members  had  planned  in  1960,  namely  the  construction  of  a 
swimming  facility  and  accompanying  recreation  area.  At  the  same 
time,  it  took  over  the  duties  regarding  the  care  of  the  Town  Parks, 
formerly  handled  by  the  Park  and  Planning  Board,  which  during  1961 
divested  itself  of  such  duties  and  became  simply  the  Planning  Board. 

Work  on  the  Town  Parks  and  Bakers  Pond  was  done  under  the 
direction  of  Mr.  Everett  A.  Wills,  who  was  appointed  by  the  Commis- 
sion to  be  its  Inspector  of  Parks. 

The  Spade  &  Hoe  Garden  Club  provided  geranium  plants  for 
Baxter  Park  prior  to  the  Memorial  Day  ceremonies. 

Some  work  was  done  on  the  Tennis  Court,  but  further  improve- 
ments will  be  needed  in  1962,  as  it  is  apparent  that  dampness  has  found 
its  way  beneath  the  surface  of  the  Court,  causing  the  cracks  which  had 
been  very  carefully  repaired,  to  reopen. 

Work  on  the  Swimming  Pond  began  early  in  1961,  immediately 
following  the  Town  Meeting.  The  actual  digging  was  accomplished 
during  July  and  the  early  days  of  August,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture.  During  the  Fall,  additional  work  was 
done  to  develop  a  parking  area  for  100  cars,  and  to  grade  the  land 
immediately  surrounding  the  pond  itself,  preparatory  to  seeding  early 
in  1962.  A  drain  was  placed  at  one  end  of  the  pond,  and  it  became 
evident  prior  to  the  freezing  weather  that  more  than  a  sufficient  flow 
of  water  was  present  for  the  purpose  for  which  the  pond  was  designed. 

The  Commission  was  assisted  in  the  creation  of  the  pond  by  many 
of  the  volunteer  and  service  organizations  in  Town,  including  the 
American  Legion,  the  V.F.W.,  the  Lions  Club  and  both  troops  of  Boy 
Scouts.  Help  was  also  received  from  the  employees  of  the  various 
departments  of  the  town  government,  working  in  their  spare  time. 
During  the  Fall  the  Lions  Club  donated  pine  trees  to  surround  the 
area,  and  sufficient  labor  for  their  planting. 

For  1962  it  has  been  planned  to  bring  in  sand  for  the  proposed 
beach  during  the  winter  months,  in  order  that  it  might  be  distributed 


on  the  slopes  and  on  the  ice,  and  sink  evenly  to  the  bottom  in  the 
warmer  weather.  The  Commission  plans  to  build  a  bath  house  and 
toilet  facilities  during  the  Spring,  as  well  as  docks  projecting  out  into 
the  water  to  create  controlled  swimming  areas. 

The  Commission  has  worked  closely  with  the  American  Red  Cross 
under  whose  guidance  the  life-guard  and  swimming  instruction  pro- 
gram will  be  organized  when  the  pond  opens  in  1962.  A  special  in- 
tensive course  of  study  and  instruction  was  given  by  the  Red  Cross 
at  the  Vincent  Palumbo  pool  and  later  at  the  Ross  Holt  pool,  and  it  is 
the  hope  that  all  of  the  young  people  in  Medfield  who  applied  for  this 
work  will  be  able  to  qualify  next  Spring. 

In  1961  the  Commission  was  instrumental  in  enabling  the  forma- 
tion of  four  new  projects  toward  the  advancement  of  recreation  in 
Medfield: 

1.  Tennis  Lessons. 

2.  The  Medfield  Baton  Twirling  and  Drill  Team  for  Girls. 

3.  Volleyball  Play. 

4.  Committee  for  the  Proper  Pursuit  of  Hunting. 

The  Commission  has  met  regularly  at  the  Town  Hall  throughout 
the  year  on  the  second  Thursday  of  each  month.  Townspeople  are 
reminded  that  the  meetings  are  open  to  the  public,  and  that  anyone 
interested  in  this  work  will  be  welcomed. 

A  vote  of  thanks  belongs  to  all  who  have  helped  the  Commission 
in  its  efforts  during  1961.

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961.

Outstanding  acquisitions  by  the  library  in  1961  include  a  new  set 
of  Encyclopedia  Americana,  The  American  Heritage  Picture  History 
of  the  Civil  War,  2  new  LaRousse  Encyclopedias,  one  of  The  Earth,  the 
other  Geography — Europe.  We  also  have  a  large  percentage,  both 
fiction  and  non-fiction,  of  books  on  the  best  seller  lists,  gathered  from 
all  over  the  United  States,  especially  those  which  have  remained  on  the 
lists  over  a  period  of  many  weeks.  Most  in  demand  among  these  were 
"The  Rise  and  Fall  of  the  Third  Reich",  "To  Kill  a  Mockingbird", 
"Hawaii",  "Advise  and  Consent",  "The  Incredible  Journey",  "The 
Agony  and  the  Ecstasy",  "The  Edge  of  Sadness",  "The  Winter  of  Our 
Discontent"  and  "The  Making  of  the  President". 

An  unusually  large  number  of  books  were  added  to  the  children's 
collection  this  year,  as  well  as  several  books  on  essays,  drama  and 
history,  in  cooperation  with  teachers  of  those  subjects  in  the  High 
Schools. 
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Activities 

In  the  Spring  of  1961,  National  Library  Week  was  observed  by  an 
exhibition  of  paintings  by  a  group  of  local  artists,  which  attracted 
much  favorable  attention  and  brought  many  people  to  the  Library. 

In  September,  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  held  a  delightful  and 
well  attended  Flower  Show  in  the  Library. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  featured  a  display  appropriate  to 
United  Nations  Week  on  one  of  the  library  tables. 

The  Children's  story  hour  continued  over  into  the  spring  of  1961 
and  will  be  continued  again  this  year  about  mid- January. 

In  July  and  August  the  children  from  grades  1  through  6  enjoyed 
their  usual  summer  reading  program. 

We  missed  our  Girl  Scout  helpers  this  year,  the  majority  of  whom 
volunteered  for  work  at  the  new  High  School  Library  and  the  State 
Hospital  Library.  One  girl,  Linda  Walker,  remained  with  us  through- 
out the  year  and  is  still  with  us,  for  which  we  are  most  grateful. 

Additions  and  Repairs 

A  new  sign  has  recently  been  erected  on  the  grounds  for  informa- 
tion purposes  regarding  the  library,  and  late  in  the  Fall,  extensive 
repairs  were  made  to  the  roof  and  other  parts  of  the  exterior  of  the 
building. 

We  wish  to  extend  our  appreciation  to  all  who  have  contributed 
to  the  Library  during  the  year,  by  gifts  of  books,  flowers  or  personal 
service;  to  our  substitutes,  Mrs.  Spencer,  Mrs.  Brown  and  Mrs.  Duncan; 
and  to  the  members  of  the  4-H  group  who  again  arranged  the  Christ- 
mas lighting  on  the  exterior  of  the  library,  as  they  have  done  for  the 
past  two  or  three  years.

occupied  since  May  1961  and  for  the  new  750  gallon  Seagrave  Pumper 
which  went  into  service  in  October  1961.  We  now  have  excellent 
quarters  and  five  pieces  of  apparatus  in  good  condition.  However,  I 
strongly  recommend  the  purchase  of  a  suitable  ladder  truck  very  soon. 

The  Assembly  Room  at  the  Station  is  being  used  as  a  meeting 
place  for  two  organizations,  the  Auxiliary  Police  and  a  Brownie  troop. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  for  a  20-hour  course  in  all  phases 
of  Fire  Fighting  under  the  direction  of  a  captain  in  the  Boston  Fire 
Department. 

During  the  year  department  personnel  visit  the  schools  and  de- 
liver fire  safety  talks  in  the  belief  that  children  who  understand  fire 
hazards  will  do  a  great  deal  to  reduce  fire  losses  in  the  future. 

The  rapid  growth  of  Medfield  will  definitely  soon  justify  the 
appointment  of  a  permanent  chief  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  townspeople 
will  give  this  matter  serious  consideration.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

January  9,  1962 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1961. 

Early  in  1961  it  was  necessary  for  Lawton  B.  Kingsbury  to  resign 
as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare.  At  this  time  this  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  expresses  to  Mr.  Kingsbury  the  thanks  of  the  towns- 
people of  Medfield  for  his  long,  faithful  and  competent  service  during 
his  many  years  as  a  Board  member.  Right  after  his  election  to  his 
fourth  term  as  a  Board  member,  William  S.  Farmer  passed  away.  We 
express  to  his  family  the  appreciation  of  the  townspeople  for  his 
faithful  and  competent  service.  Mr.  Theodore  B.  Pederson,  a  former 
member  of  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  Mr.  Edwin  S.  Mitchell 
were  appointed  to  serve  until  the  Annual  Town  Election. 

A  total  of  thirty-one  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  three  Aid  to  De- 
pendent Children  cases,  three  Disability  Assistance  cases,  fifteen  Medi- 
cal Aid  for  the  Aged  cases  and  five  General  Relief  cases  were  admin- 
istered during  the  year.  Nineteen  applications  for  aid  were  received 
and  processed.  Sixteen  applicants  were  found  eligible  and  were 
granted  aid.  Three  applicants  were  found  ineligible.

Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $23,943.83 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  26,370.10 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  3,364.23 

Disability  Assistance  5,076.09 

General  Relief  3,369.89 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged,  a  category  of  aid  effective  Octo- 
ber 1,  1960  and  still  in  its  infancy  in  1961,  introduced  a  completely  new 
trend  in  the  assistance  field,  with  new  and  different  eligibility  require- 
ments. 

The  Medical  Care  Plan  with  its  numerous  fee  schedules  is  func- 
tioning in  a  systematic  manner,  providing  a  control,  but  giving  to  our 
aged  and  ill,  adequate  medical  care.  The  high  cost  of  medical  care  is 
and  has  been  of  concern  to  your  Welfare  Department. 

Early  in  1961  our  Legislators  liberalized  the  Aid  to  Dependent 
Children  program  by  reducing  some  eligibility  requirements  and  by 
eliminating  others.  Families  with  unemployed  fathers  were  given 
added  consideration. 

This  year  a  smaller  group  of  Old  Age  and  Survivors  Disability 
Insurance  recipients  received  increases  as  of  September  1st.  As  an  ad- 
ded resource  to  some  of  our  recipients,  these  increased  Old  Age  and 
Survivors  Disability  Insurance  grants  reduced  some  grants. 

The  above  mentioned  changes  for  the  year  1961  have  been  a  major 
factor  in  increased  administrative  case  work,  recording  and  clerical 
duties,  plus  the  increase  in  periodic  reporting,  so  essential  to  this 
program. 

During  1961  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  conducted 
several  educational  training  courses  which  were  of  great  benefit  to  our 
personnel. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  those  directly  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion of  this  Welfare  Program  that  adequate  service  be  rendered  to 
recipients,  according  to  the  State  Standards,  always  keeping  in  mind 
the  taxpayer. 

Helen  E.  Kennedy,  Senior  Clerk  and  Doris  M.  Carr,  Director  of 
Public  Assistance  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare commendably.  For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the  Board 
wishes  to  publicly  thank  them. 
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In  conclusion,  this  Board  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation 
for  the  excellent  cooperation  given  this  Board  by  the  Town  Officials, 
Doctors  and  private  business  men  and  to  extend  publicly  their  thanks.

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1961    REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and 
fourth  Wednesdays  of  each  month.  In  addition,  there  were  several 
special  meetings  for  hearings  and  subdivision  plan  approvals. 

A  revision  of  the  "Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Subdivision  of 
Land  in  Medfield"  was  affected. 

A  zoning  change  with  respect  to  minimum  frontage  requirements 
was  passed. 

Subdivisions: 

There  are  at  least  ten  separate  subdivisions  now  being  developed 
in  this  town.  A  considerable  number  of  inspections  were  made  of  the 
street  construction  in  these  subdivisions  and  the  builders  were  required 
to  correct  any  discrepancies  that  were  noted.  Several  builders  were 
called  in  to  account  for  their  not  finishing  the  street  construction  with- 
in the  two-year  time  limit.  In  two  cases,  the  work  was  finally  com- 
pleted and  the  streets  accepted  by  the  town.  The  other  cases  still 
require  some  modification.  At  present,  the  approval  of  two  subdivi- 
sions is  being  withheld  until  certain  errors  are  corrected. 

It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Board  that  serious  consideration  be  given 
to  the  reconstruction  and  widening  of  Pound  Street.  This  area  is  very 
heavily  traveled  due  to  the  new  Junior  and  Senior  High  School  and  at 
present  there  are  no  sidewalks  for  use  by  the  students  and  the  traveled 
way  is  entirely  inadequate  for  the  traffic  now  using  the  street. 

The  Board  has  met  with  the  Planning  Boards  of  adjacent  towns  in 
an  effort  to  have  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Works  relo- 
cate and  build  a  new  Route  109. 

Liaison  has  been  maintained  with  the  Park  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission and  members  of  the  Planning  Board  have  regularly  attended 
the  meetings  of  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeals. 

Work  has  been  completed  on  assigning  house  numbers  to  all  houses 
in  the  subdivisions  that  have  been  approved  in  the  last  few  years. 

A  complete  new  set  of  Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  removal  of 
earth  and  rock  has  been  formulated  and  we  are  asking  that  the  towns- 
people consider  the  adoption  of  them  as  part  of  the  By-Laws  of  the 
town. 
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It  is  the  firm  conviction  of  this  Board  that  in  order  to  plan  for  the 
future  in  an  intelligent  manner,  it  will  be  necessary  to  begin  to  assem- 
ble a  set  of  general  plans  that  will  include  the  following: 

(a)  Contour  plan  of  the  town  (from  aerial  survey). 

(b)  Extension  of  the  Sewerage  System  and  the  Sewage  Dis- 
posal to  include  the  entire  town. 

(c)  Assessors'  plans  brought  up  to  date  to  compliment  the 
present  re-evaluation  study  that  was  made  several  years 
ago. 

(d)  A  study  of  the  extension  of  the  water  system. 

(e)  A  study  of  the  town  drainage  to  include  its  extension  and 
disposal. 

(f)  A  study  of  proposed  streets  to  include  new  locations  of 
traveled  ways  and  relocation  of  existing  ways. 

(g)  Land  Use  Plans  to  include  off-street  parking  in  the  center 
of  the  town,  rezoning  to  enlarge  the  business  district,  con- 
servation of  marsh  lands,  and  a  study  for  proposed  recre- 
ation areas. 

We  also  urge  the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws,  Chapter  40,  Section  8C.  "Conservation  Commissions; 
Establishment,  Powers  and  Duties:"  and  thus  create  a  conservation 
commission  to  act  for  the  benefit  of  the  town.

REPORT  ON  TOWN  OF  MEDFIELD  SEAL 


The  first  quarter  of  the  shield  contains  an  accurate  drawing  of  the 
first  book  of  the  records  of  the  town  in  its  present  condition. 

The  book  is  opened  at  the  second  page,  at  the  middle  of  which 
commences  the  "Compact  of  1649,"  as  it  is  known,  the  signatures 
thereto  being  on  the  opposite  page.  The  opening  lines  of  the  compact 
are  as  follows:  "For  as  much  for  the  further  promulgation  of  the 
Gospell,  the  subdueing  of  this  part  of  the  earth  amongst  the  rest  given 
to  the  sonnes  of  Adam  and  the  enlargemt  of  the  bounds  of  the  habita- 
tions formerly  designed  by  God  to  some  of  his  people  in  this  wilder- 
ness," etc. 

Facsimiles  of  the  word  "For  as"  appear  on  the  book  as  drawn  on 
the  shield. 

The  second  quarter  contains  thirteen  Puritan's  heads  placed  in 
heraldic  order  and  symbolizing  the  thirteen  settlers  of  the  town. 

The  third  quarter  contains  a  garrison  house,  with  Noon  Hill  in  the 
distance,  surmounted  by  an  heraldic  sun.  The  garrison  house  was 
sketched  by  Mr.  Monks  from  an  illustration  in  the  library  of  the 
Genealogical  Society,  and  is  no  doubt  similar  in  appearance  to  those 
which  were  built  in  Medfield.  Noon  Hill  is  said  to  have  been  so  named 
by  the  early  settlers  for  the  reason  that  the  sun  appeared  to  them  to 
stand  directly  above  its  summit  at  noon. 

The  fourth  quarter  contains  a  torch  and  a  tomahawk,  symbolizing 
King  Philip's  War  and  the  attempted  destruction  of  the  town.  They 
are  placed  "in  saltier,"  or  crossed,  in  recognition  of  the  religious  ele- 
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ment  in  the  character  of  the  founders  of  the  town.  For  a  divider  in  the 
ribbon  of  the  seal  the  Committee  have  used  the  rhododendron. 

As  in  heraldry  quarterings  represent  a  uniting  of  families,  so  on 
the  shield  of  the  accompanying  design  they  represent  a  uniting  of 
events,  showing  in  the  first  quarter  the  beginning  of  the  town  by  the 
signing  of  the  compact;  in  the  second  quarter,  the  arrival  of  the  original 
settlers  on  the  land;  in  the  third  quarter,  the  building  of  garrison 
houses  to  protect  the  land;  and,  in  the  last  quarter,  the  attempt  of  the 
Indians  to  burn  and  destroy  what  the  settlers  had  made.

Effects  of  Increased  Enrollment 

All  schools  re-opened  on  September  11th  with  an  enrollment  of 
1167,  which  is  a  net  gain  of  128  pupils  over  that  of  September  1960.  As 
of  December  22nd  the  enrollment  was  1206 — a  net  gain  of  39  during 
the  first  15  weeks  of  school. 

The  opening  of  the  new  school  has  temporarily  relieved  the  mount- 
ing pressures  of  increasing  enrollment.  Grades  7  to  12  moved  into  this 
fine  new  building  with  a  minimum  effort.  The  facilities  have  been 
appreciated  and  respected  by  the  students  as  well  as  the  teachers. 

Memorial  School  has  reverted  to  its  normal  capacity  of  20  class- 
rooms for  Grades  1  through  4.  The  experience  of  having  two  sixth 
grades  in  the  Auditorium  during  the  past  school  year  was  not  the  most 
happy  way  to  conduct  classes,  but  it  did  prove  that,  by  mutual  co- 
operation, a  good  job  could  be  done. 

In  September,  Grades  5  and  6  moved  into  the  old  high  school 
(presently  being  referred  to  as  the  Dale  Street  School)  and  are  using 
seven  classrooms.  Mrs.  Washburn  is  supervising  this  building  in  addi- 
tion to  Memorial  School. 

With  your  approval,  North  Street  School  has  been  closed  since 
June.  It  was  felt  that  all  other  classroom  facilities  could  accommodate 
the  school  population  for  the  1961-1962  year.  Heat,  water  and  elec- 
tricity have  been  kept  in  operation  and  daily  inspections  have  been 
maintained. 

All  figures,  whether  actual  or  projected,  indicate  that  Medfield  is  a 
long  distance  from  a  "leveling-off"  period  in  school  population.  The 
immediate  needs  are  in  the  elementary  area,  and  it  is  highly  recom- 
mended that  the  plan  for  creating  four  additional  classrooms  in  the 
Dale  Street  School  be  approved  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  in  1962. 
The  plan  involves  renovating  the  Shop  into  two  classrooms;  the  home 
economics  room  and  typewriting  room  can  well  be  converted  into 
classrooms.  This  would  permit  the  moving  of  4  fourth  grades  to  this 
building  in  September  1962. 

The  very  minimum  number  of  elementary  rooms  needed  for  1962 
will  be  31,  and  at  present  we  have  27  available.   North  Street  School 
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contains  7  classrooms  and  it  is  barely  possible  that  these  could  be  used; 
however,  I  do  not  recommend  that  these  rooms  are  entirely  suitable 
for  elementary  use.  This  building  is  presently  being  inspected  and 
examined  by  structural  engineers.  A  report  of  its  condition  and  possi- 
bility for  conversion  will  have  much  to  do  with  any  decision  concern- 
ing its  use. 

It  has  been  my  pleasure  to  meet  with  the  School  Needs  Committee 
many  times,  and  I  am  confident  that  its  report  will  be  a  source  of 
enlightenment  as  to  all  our  school  needs  for  the  foreseeable  future. 


Special  Program 

The  services  provided  by  the  Medfield  State  Hospital  Staff,  under 
the  direction  of  Dr.  Donald  Kenefick,  proved  to  be  highly  successful 
and  very  acceptable.  As  a  result,  the  following  policy  was  approved 
by  the  School  Committee: 

In  an  attempt  to  provide  increased  services  in  educational,  emo- 
tional and  psychological  areas  with  respect  to  our  young  people  for 
their  better  well-being,  the  following  plan  of  procedure  is  in  effect: 

Referrals  are  welcomed  from  parents,  teachers,  outside  agencies 
(such  as  members  of  the  clergy  or  police  officials),  or  from  the  students 
themselves. 

Referrals  include  problems  of  an  emotional,  disciplinary  or  moral 
nature,  or  pertain  to  unsatisfactory  achievement. 

A  definite  pattern  is  to  be  followed  whereby  in  each  referral  the 
School  Principal  and  the  Superintendent  are  to  be  notified  in  advance 
of  the  conference  and  advised  as  to  the  results.  Conferences  may  in- 
clude the  School  Principal,  Vice-Principal,  Guidance  Director,  teachers, 
School  Nurse  and/or  School  Psychologist.  Depending  upon  the  re- 
quirements, the  conferences  may  result  in  one  or  a  combination  of 
the  following:  Student  conference  with  the  Psychologist;  Parental 
conference  (which  would  be  initiated  in  all  cases  by  the  School  Princi- 
pal); Testing  or  other  special  handling  of  the  student,  with  Parental 
consent  a  requirement. 

A  schedule  is  in  effect  whereby  the  School  Psychologist  is  avail- 
able twice  a  month  for  conferences  with  faculty  members  at  both  the 
elementary  and  secondary  school  levels.

Federal  Funds 

Medfield  again  qualified  for  aid  under  Public  Law  874  which  pro- 
vides assistance  for  those  communities  which  have  pupils  whose 
parents  are  employed  on  federally-owned  property. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  $4,335  was  received.  From  this  fund 
$102.  was  spent  for  printing  new  Courses  of  Study,  $565.60  for  new 
equipment,  $51.98  for  trophies,  $1,036.74  for  band  uniforms,  $85.96  for 
cheerleader  uniforms,  $991.85  for  matching  funds  received  under  Public 
Law  864,  Titles  III  and  V.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR-SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  principal  of  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

At  Commencement  exercises  on  June  14,  1961,  diplomas  were 
awarded  to  51  seniors.  At  the  present  time  three  of  these  graduates 
are  in  the  Armed  Forces,  one  is  married,  thirteen  are  gainfully  em- 
ployed and  twenty-nine  are  attending  schools  of  higher  education.  Of 
these  last-mentioned  twenty-nine  graduates,  twenty-three  are  attend- 
ing four-year  universities  and  colleges,  two  are  in  nursing  schools  and 
iour  are  in  academies.

Award;  Richard  Warburton,  Bausch  and  Lomb  Science  Award;  Judith 
Stubblebine,  Faculty  Award  of  Merit;  George  Oja,  Balfour  Honor  Key; 
Carol  Holt,  Alton  H.  Hartford  Prize  and  the  Gregg  Achievement 
Award. 

Scholarships  were  awarded  to  the  following  students:  Edna  Col- 
cord,  American  Legion;  Judith  Flanagan,  Hannah  Adams  Club;  Paula 
Hurd,  Parent-Teachers  Association;  Richard  Oja,  Medfield  Lions  Club; 
Joanne  Wright,  Medfield  Teachers  Club. 

The  highlight  of  this  school  year  was,  of  course,  moving  into  the 
new  Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  High  School.  This  school  was  the  answer 
to  many  of  our  problems.  In  April  of  1960  a  Visiting  Committee  of  the 
New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  evaluated 
Medfield  High  School.  Most  of  the  Visiting  Committee's  recommenda- 
tions have  been  complied  with  by  opening  the  new  school..  Because 
of  the  additional  space  we  were  able  to  add  the  following  subjects  to 
the  program  of  studies:  Business  Math,  Personal  and  Business  Law, 
Economics,  Personal  Typing,  Retail  Sales,  Spanish  and  Latin  III. 

An  accelerated  section  of  our  ninth  grade  is  taking  Plane  Geome- 
try and  Biology  this  year.  This  program  will  permit  the  taking  of 
advanced  science  and  math  courses  in  the  senior  year  of  high  school. 
Many  of  our  ninth  graders  are  taking  French  I,  which  will  enable  them 
to  have  studied  four  years  of  French  by  the  time  they  graduate.  A 
number  of  colleges  are  now  suggesting  that  incoming  students  have 
four  years  of  one  language.  The  class  of  ninth  graders  taking  Plane 
Geometry  is  being  taught  the  "new  math",  better  known  as  the  Yale 
Math  Program.  This  is  a  new  method  of  presenting  mathematics  to 
students  and  this  group  has  been  selected  to  introduce  the  Yale  Math 
to  Medfield  High  School.  This  is  the  first  step  in  re-evaluating  our 
Mathematics  program  and  keeping  up  with  current  trends.  Four  of 
the  teachers  are  now  attending  an  In-service  mathematics  program 
where  they  are  learning  the  Yale  method  under  the  direction  of  an 
expert.  This  will  allow  us  to  expand  the  program. 

The  departmentalization  of  the  teachers  of  English  went  into 
effect  in  September  1961.  Under  the  very  capable  leadership  of  Mrs. 
Elaine  Pederzini,  the  English  Department  has  made  great  strides  in 
coordinating  all  phases  of  our  English  course  of  study.  Plans  have 
been  discussed  and  formulated  for  the  departmentalization  of  other 
academic  areas  in  the  near  future.  As  the  enrollment  figures  grow, 
organizing  departments  will  be  essential,  if  we  are  to  continue  offering 
the  type  of  education  of  which  we  can  be  proud. 

Another  facility  in  the  new  school  which  has  proved  most  valuable 
is  the  school  library.    This  has  helped  our  over-all  educational  devel- 
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opment  immeasurably.  At  the  time  of  this  report  we  have  over  800 
volumes  on  hand  with  many  more  forth-coming.  Student  and  teacher 
use  of  the  library  has  passed  all  expectations  and  each  month  shows 
a  steady  increase  in  the  number  of  students  using  it  and  the  number 
of  books  being  used.  The  American  Heritage  Series  given  by  Mrs. 
Amos  C.  Kingsbury  again  this  year  has  been  placed  in  the  school 
library. 

Each  year  this  report  gives  me  the  opportunity  to  express  my 
gratitude  not  only  to  the  School  Committee,  Superintendent  and 
teachers,  but  to  the  many  parents  and  organizations  who  have  given 
their  continued  cooperation  and  many  hours  of  their  time  to  help  make 
our  school  a  success.

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REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  AND  DALE  STREET 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  seventh  annual  report  as  Elementary  School 
Principal  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1961. 

By  this  past  September,  our  elementary  school  population  had 
become  so  large  that  it  was  necessary  to  house  grades  five  and  six  in 
the  former  high  school,  now  known  as  the  Dale  Street  School.  All 
business,  including  the  handling  of  telephone  calls,  is  taken  care  of  at 
the  Memorial  School;  a  direct  telephone  service  connects  the  two 
buildings.   I  am  in  both  buildings  daily. 

All  seven  classrooms  of  the  Dale  Street  School  and  several  in  the 
Memorial  School  had  to  be  set  up  entirely  anew  in  September.  It  was 
the  same  in  effect  as  a  moving  day.  On  the  Wednesday  following  Labor 
Day  the  doors  were  opened  for  the  teachers'  workshop.  For  the  rest 
of  the  week  much  was  accomplished  in  the  way  of  arranging  the  class- 
rooms and  preparing  the  individual  lesson  assignments,  group  meetings 
and  the  like. 

The  following  Monday  morning,  September  11th,  the  classrooms 
were  ready.  The  walkers,  bicycle  riders  and  bus  riders  arrived  suc- 
cessively from  seven-fifty  to  eight-thirty  A.M.  In  addition,  many 
children,  especially  our  entering  first-graders  were  escorted  by  their 
parents.  At  the  very  beginning  of  the  new  school  day,  everyone  had 
settled  down  to  work  in  a  quiet  and  business-like  manner. 

The  autumn  was  saddened  by  the  illness  and  untimely  death  of 
Mrs.  Joan  Rehm,  a  young  first-grade  teacher  who  had  come  to  the 
Medfield  schools  this  September.  A  teacher  of  ability  and  experience, 
she  conducted  her  classes  effectively  and  won  the  affection  of  her  small 
students. 

The  old-fashioned  but  ever-new  program  of  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic  is  essential  in  the  school  along  with  English,  history,  geo- 
graphy and  science.  With  respect  to  instructions  in  writing,  we  are 
receiving  very  good  results  using  the  Rinehart  System.  We  do  teach 
and  drill  on  the  basic  subjects,  stressing  the  importance  of  a  firm 
foundation  on  which  to  work. 

Because  of  the  large  enrollment  in  our  schools,  our  supervisors 
in  art,  music  and  physical  education  cannot  visit  the  classrooms  as 
often  as  they  would  like.  But  the  individual  teachers  are  carrying  on 
in  these  subjects  as  a  part  of  the  weekly  teaching  program. 
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As  a  supplement  to  instruction  in  the  classroom,  the  various 
classes  last  spring  took  field  trips.  Directed  toward  the  same  ends  are 
the  special  programs  that  enliven  the  routine  now  and  then  throughout 
the  year. 

It  is  vital  that  our  boys  and  girls  listen  to  directions,  work  with 
accurate  performance,  and  complete  the  work  to  be  done  in  the  allotted 
class  time.  Children  must  not  get  the  idea  that  work  can  be  finished 
at  home  and  that  therefore  class  time  is  not  as  important  as  it  would 
otherwise  be.  Good  working  habits  must  begin  in  Grade  one  and  con- 
tinue through  the  grades. 

Homework  for  grades  four  through  six  is  an  academic  necessity. 
It  is  the  child's  responsibility  to  do  the  homework  and  bring  it  to 
school  the  next  morning.  Homework  for  the  first  three  grades  is 
assigned  only  upon  occasion;  in  a  few  instances  the  teacher  gives  an 
assignment  specifically  to  some  individuals  who  may  profit  by  it. 

Parents  should  encourage  the  children  to  read  by  surrounding 
them  with  good  reading  material.  This  can  be  done  by  supplying  them 
with  books  for  a  personal  library  or  by  leading  them  to  draw  books 
from  the  public  library.  Reading  at  home  is  for  enjoyment  and  should 
not  take  the  form  of  a  "lesson",  for  then  it  would  become  laborious 
and  less  interesting,  and  the  desire  to  read  would  be  lost. 

These  school  and  home  habits  of  work  must  be  well  grounded  in 
preparation  for  the  years  of  higher  learning. 

If  in  the  middle  of  a  marking  period  a  child  is  failing  a  subject, 
the  parents  will  be  notified  by  the  office.  If  they  wish,  a  conference 
with  the  teacher  will  be  arranged. 

Parents  are  free  to  call  the  school  and  ask  for  a  conference  at  any 
time  they  desire  to  do  so. 

At  this  time  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  to  say  "thank 
you"  on  behalf  of  the  faculty  and  myself,  to  all  who  have  helped  to 
make  the  past  year  a  rewarding  one.

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GUIDANCE  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1961-1962. 

As  was  the  case  last  year,  the  continuance  of  the  National  Defense 
Education  Act  has  enabled  us  to  further  expand  the  services  and  facili- 
ties of  the  Guidance  Department.  This  includes  equipment,  testing, 
reference  materials,  and  vital  guidance  information  of  an  occupational 
nature. 

We  shall  continue  our  testing  program  and  also  expand  this  area 
as  much  as  possible.  Testing  will  cover  achievement,  ability  and  inter- 
est. Used  in  proper  focus,  tests  can  enable  us  to  better  place  students 
into  proper  courses  and  levels,  commensurate  with  his  abilities. 

As  has  been  true  in  the  past,  every  effort  will  be  made  to  see  each 
student  at  least  once  during  the  school  year.  When  the  need  arises, 
a  student  may  visit  the  Guidance  Office  at  any  time.  Parents  are  like- 
wise invited  to  visit  the  Guidance  Office.  When  parents,  faculty  and 
guidance  personnel  work  together  on  a  particular  problem,  much  can 
be  accomplished  in  the  educational,  social  and  emotional  interests  of  a 
student.  The  number  of  parents  who  have  already  visited  this  office 
has  been  most  gratifying. 

This  school  year  has  already  seen  a  close  working  relationship 
established  with  personnel  of  the  Medfield  State  Hospital.  This  is  a 
fortunate  situation  enabling  our  school  system  to  have  guidance  that 
provides  greater  depth  in  its  counseling  services,  a  situation  not  always 
found  in  every  community. 

Plans  are  in  the  formative  stage  for  the  school  to  enter  into  a 
cooperative  venture  with  Northeastern  University,  whereby  we  will 
have  a  series  of  vocational  career  days  with  selected  speakers  who  will 
present  the  latest  developments  in  eighteen  different  vocational  areas, 
professional  and  non-professional.  In  addition,  a  collection  of  voca- 
tional career  tapes  will  be  made  a  permanent  resource  of  this  office, 
with  teachers  and  guidance  personnel  using  this  means  to  still  further 
broaden  the  horizons  of  our  students. 

A  follow-up  study  will  be  made  of  our  graduates  at  regular  inter- 
vals in  order  that  we  may  ascertain  what  additional  services  and  assist- 
ance may  be  provided  them.  Such  a  procedure  as  this  can  be  of  ines- 
timable help  in  evaluating  and  improving  our  guidance  program,  and 
very  often  returns  information  of  value  for  curriculum  modification. 
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The  role  of  guidance  should  be  the  systematic  attempt  to  help 
students  solve  their  problems  and  make  adjustments  to  various  situa- 
tions which  they  meet. 

One  closing  item  that  I  think  important.  Throughout  our  land 
today  there  is  a  demand  that  educators  uncover  and  identify  the  able 
student.  To  this  idea  we  subscribe,  and  efforts  will  be  made  in  this 
direction.  However,  one  concept  held  by  guidance  personnel  here  is 
the  adherence  to  the  concept  of  individual  worth,  regardless  of  ability, 
background  or  adjustment.  Therefore,  we  shall  make  ourselves  res- 
ponsible for  stimulating  maximum  development  of  the  student  of 
average  or  below  average  ability.

REPORT  OF  THE  MEDFIELD  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

FOR  1961 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  planning  the  school  health  program  we  have  tried  to  improve 
and  maintain  the  health  of  all  children  within  the  school  system. 

Duties  of  the  School  Health  Personnel: 

1.  Physical  examinations  of  the  new  pupils  and  pupils  not  having 
had  a  physical  examination  within  three  years.  Also,  frequent 
examinations  of  children  with  continuing  problems. 

2.  Consultations  with  the  faculty  on  psychological  problems  and 
emotional  problems  which  keep  the  child  from  having  good 
social  adjustments. 

3.  Helping  with  the  handicapped  children  and  children  who  need 
special  handling  due  to  varying  degrees  of  retardation. 
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4.  Control  of  communicable  diseases,  rendering  First  Aid;  estab- 
lishing good  personal  hygiene  among  the  pupils  and  making 
home  visits  when  necessary. 

5.  Tuberculin  Tests  of  selected  grades  were  made  by  the  school 
physician. 

6.  Arrangements  were  made  with  the  State  Department  of  Dental 
Health  whereby  a  State  Dental  Hygienist  presented  an  illus- 
trated program  on  dental  care  and  needs  to  all  children  through 
the  Junior  High  grades. 

In  the  spring  a  Pre-School  Clinic  was  held  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  pupils  entering  public  school  for  the  first  time  in  Sep- 
tember. 


Purpose  of  early  registration: 

1.  To  examine  the  children  entering  school  for  the  first  time  and 
to  discuss  health  problems  with  parents. 

2.  To  give  the  parent  and  child  an  opportunity  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  school  personnel  and  surroundings. 

3.  To   help   the   School   Department   ascertain   and   plan   for  the 
number  of  children  entering  school  in  September. 

Most  of  the  pupils  were  found  to  be  healthy,  with  only  a  few 
needing  medical  follow  up.    The  major  needs  were  dental. 

Vision  and  Hearing  Tests  are  given  at  some  time  during  the  year 
to  all  pupils.  Notices  are  sent  to  parents  if  a  child  fails  to  pass  either 
of  these  tests.  The  tests  are  merely  a  screening  process.  If  any  child 
shows  symptoms  of  eye  difficulty  or  hearing  loss,  parents  should  not 
wait  for  the  next  school  examination,  but  have  medical  attention  when 
the  problem  is  discovered. 

The  Norfolk  Tuberculosis  School  Clinic  performed  skin  testing  for 
tuberculosis  in  certain  grades.  This  was  made  possible  by  the  Norfolk 
County  Hospital  in  cooperation  with  the  School  Department,  the  Board 
of  Health  and  the  Norfolk  County  Tuberculosis  and  Health  Associa- 
tion. The  purpose  of  this  testing  program  is  to  find  any  children  who 
have  been  infected  with  tuberculosis  and  to  give  advice,  when  neces- 
sary, how  best  to  combat  the  infection.  If  a  positive  reaction  is  found, 
necessary  arrangements  are  made  for  pupils  and  all  other  members 
of  the  family  to  be  examined  and  x-rayed.  Transportation  and 
arrangements  to  be  x-rayed  were  made  for  all  food  handlers,  and 
school  personnel  who  had  not  been  x-rayed  within  three  years.  They 
were  examined  at  the  Norfolk  County  Hospital. 
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Arrangements  were  made  this  year  for  the  Mobile  Tuberculosis 
Unit  to  come  to  the  Medfield  School.  All  the  school  personnel  who  had 
not  been  x-rayed  within  three  years  were  x-rayed  at  this  time. 

A  Dental  Clinic  is  conducted  at  the  Memorial  School  by  Dr.  Elliot 
Kirschbaum  and  the  School  Nurse  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health.  All  elementary  grade  pupils  are  examined  and  notices  sent 
home  when  defects  are  found. 

Because  of  the  continuing  growth  of  the  school  population  and  the 
necessity  for  more  and  more  detailed  record  keeping,  it  may  not  be 
possible  to  complete  all  of  the  above-mentioned  tests  before  the  end 
of  the  fiscal  year. 

On  the  whole,  the  children  are  healthy,  happy  and  well-adjusted. 
Every  effort  is  being  made  to  maintain  and  improve  the  health  of  the 
school  children. 

We  thank  everyone  who  helped  carry  out  the  above  program.

No 
dwelling  shall  be  erected  in  an  "AA"  Residence  District  on  a  lot  con- 
taining less  than  thirty  thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than  one 
hundred  fifty  feet  wide  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on 
any  lot  which  at  the  time  this  amendment  to  the  By-law  is  adopted, 
is  separately  owned  and  contained  not  less  than  twenty  thousand 
square  feet  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  twenty  feet  wide,  and  also 
provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  was 
separately  owned  on  April  21,  1938.

(3)  No  dwelling  shall  be 
erected  in  a  "C"  Residence  District  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  eighty 
thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  twenty-five  feet 
wide  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  at 
the  time  of  this  amendment  to  the  By-law  is  adopted  is  separately 
owned  and  contained  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  square  feet  and  not 
less  than  one  hundred  fifty  feet  wide  and  provided  that  one  dwelling 
may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  on  June  29,  1953,  was  separately 
owned  and  contained  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  square  feet  and  not 
less  than  one  hundred  twenty  feet  wide  and  also  provided  that  one 
dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  was  separately  owned  on 
April  21,  1938.

Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of  money 
was  sought  for  the  use  of  the  committee  referred  to  in  Article  23. 
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Article  25.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  where  acceptance 
of  a  Police  Pay  Scale  was  sought. 

Article  26.  Voted  to  accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  147,  Section 
17 A  of  the  General  Laws  of  Massachusetts  as  amended  entitled  "Addi- 
tional Days  Off  or  Pay  for  Holidays". 

Article  27.  Voted  to  adopt  the  following  By-law  as  amended  in 
accordance  with  Chapter  40,  Section  21A  of  the  General  Laws  (Ter. 
Ed.)  "Any  regular  full-time  Police  Officer  shall  be  granted  sick  leave 
aggregating  not  more  than  fifteen  (15)  working  days  per  year  without 
loss  of  pay.  Sick  leave  shall  be  accumulative  up  to  45  days  and  any 
sickness  claim  of  over  three  (3)  days  shall  be  validated  by  a  doctor's 
certificate.

Voted  to  authorize  the  Cemetery  Commissioners  to 
appoint  one  of  its  members  as  Superintendent. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Health  to  appoint  one 
iOf  its  members  as  Agent  for  the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  38.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Assessors  to  appoint 
<one  of  its  members  as  Clerk. 

Article  39.  Voted  that  this  article  pass  as  there  were  no  reports 
to  be  heard. 

Article  40.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Moderator  to  appoint  a  com- 
mittee which  shall  include  one  member  of  the  Finance  Committee  to 
study  and  bring  in  plans  for  the  renovation  of  the  Town  Hall. 

Article  41.  Voted  that  the  Moderator  appoint  a  committee  of  five 
(5)  and  authorize  it  to  make  arrangements  and  to  spend  money  appro- 
priated under  Article  3  for  the  observance  of  Memorial  Day.  The 
Committee  thus  appointed  by  the  Moderator  was  Joseph  Marcionette, 
Philip  Burr,  William  Mann,  Donald  Mailing  and  Ralph  Baker.

No  dwelling  shall  be  erected  in  an  "A"  Residence 
District  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  twenty  thousand  square  feet  and 
not  less  than  one  hundred  twenty  feet  wide,  or  in  a  "B"  Residence 
District,  or  in  a  Business  District,  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  twelve 
thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  feet  wide,  provided 
that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot,  which,  at  the  time  this 
By-Law  is  adopted,  is  separately  owned.  (November  26,  1956.)  No 
dwelling  shall  be  erected  in  an  "AA"  Residence  District  on  a  lot  con- 
taining less  than  thirty  thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than  one 
hundred  fifty  feet  wide  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on 
any  lot  which  at  the  time  this  amendment  to  the  By-Law  is  adopted,  is 
separately  owned  and  contained  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  square 
feet  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  twenty  feet  wide,  and  also  provided 
that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  was  separately 
owned  on  April  21,  1938.  The  width  requirements  of  this  By-Law  shall 
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be  satisfied  if  the  lot  has  the  required  width  at  any  of  the  following 
places:  (1)  At  the  street  frontage  in  a  straight  line.  In  the  event  that 
the  street  line  is  not  a  straight  line,  it  will  be  measured  on  a  straight 
line  between  the  points  where  the  side  lines  of  the  lot  intersect  the 
street  line.  (2)  At  the  required  building  set  back  line  or  at  the  pro- 
posed location  of  the  building  on  said  lot  to  be  measured  by  a  straight 
line  which  shall  be  most  parallel  to  the  street.  If  the  street  line  is  not 
a  straight  line,  then  the  set  back  line  or  line  of  proposed  location  of 
the  building  shall  be  measured  by  a  line  parallel  with  a  straight  line 
drawn  between  the  point  where  the  side  lines  of  the  lot  intersect  the 
street  lines.  In  every  case  a  lot  shall  have  a  frontage  on  a  public  way 
of  at  least  twenty  (20)  feet.  (3)  No  dwelling  shall  be  erected  in  a 
"C"  Residence  District  on  a  lot  containing  less  than  eighty  thousand 
square  feet  and  not  less  than  two  hundred  twenty-five  feet  wide 
provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  at  the  time 
of  this  amendment  to  the  By-Law  is  adopted  is  separately  owned  and 
contained  not  less  than  thirty  thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than 
one  hundred  fifty  feet  wide  and  provided  that  one  dwelling  may  be 
erected  on  any  lot  which  on  June  29,  1953,  was  separately  owned  and 
contained  not  less  than  twenty  thousand  square  feet  and  not  less  than 
one  hundred  twenty  feet  wide  and  also  provided  that  one  dwelling 
may  be  erected  on  any  lot  which  was  separately  owned  on  April  21, 
1938.  Street  and  side  line  set-back  requirements  as  heretofore  estab- 
lished for  "AA"  and  "A"  Residence  District  shall  be  applicable  to  "C" 
Residence  District. 

Article  43.  Voted  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield,  Mass.  adopted  April  21,  1938,  as  amended  to  December  31, 
1959,  by  changing  "Section  VII.  AREA  REGULATIONS,  Paragraph  5, 
Lot  Size,  Sub-Paragraph  (2)"  to  read  as  follows: 

(2)  At  the  required  building  set-back  line  or  at  the  proposed 
location  of  the  building  on  said  lot  to  be  measured  by  a  straight  line 
which  shall  be  most  parallel  to  the  street.  If  the  street  line  is  not  a 
straight  line,  then  the  set-back  line  or  line  of  proposed  location  of  the 
building  shall  be  measured  by  a  line  parallel  with  a  straight  line  drawn 
between  the  point  where  the  side  lines  of  the  lot  intersect  the  street 
lines.  In  every  case  a  lot  shall  have  a  frontage  at  the  street  line  of  at 
least  eighty  percent  of  the  aforesaid  width  requirements.  Any  Deed 
or  Plan  recorded  in  the  Registry  of  Deeds  prior  to  September  29,  1960 
(Date  of  Publication  of  the  Notice  of  hearing  on  this  Zoning  change) 
shall  be  exempt  from  these  width  requirements  in  that  they  shall  not 
be  deemed  in  violation  if  they  have  a  minimum  frontage  on  a  public 
way  of  at  least  20  feet.

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REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

Civil  Defense  in  Medfield  will  request  an  appropriation  of  $1,000.00 
in  the  warrant  for  the  coming  annual  town  meeting  so  that  when  the 
shelter  survey  is  made  and  the  basic  information  is  available,  there 
will  be  funds  with  which  to  work  to  build  up  plans  for  survival. 

Within  the  next  three  weeks,  the  engineering  firm  of  Edwards  and 
Kelcey  of  Boston,  designated  by  the  Army  Engineers,  will  be  in  town 
making  a  survey  of  public  buildings  and  their  shelter  capabilities. 
Very  soon  the  enemy  capabilities  factors  will  be  released  and  a  new 
plan  involving  Medfields  role  in  the  shelter  program  and  over  all 
defense  plans  will  have  to  be  v/ritten.  This  plan  is  very  detailed, 
covering  distribution  of  existing  food  and  medical  supplies,  shelter, 
transportation,  rescue,  engineering,  continuity  of  Town  government, 
fire  and  police  operations  and  many  other  phases  which  are  taken  for 
granted  during  normal  times. 

The  activities  of  the  Medfield  Civil  Defense  department  have  been 
many  and  varied  to  date.  Under  the  direction  of  A.  C.  Buchanan, 
director;  Francis  Chick,  deputy  director,  and  E.  Nina  Iafolla,  Lieut,  of 
the  Auxiliary  Police,  a  small  group  of  interested  citizens  giving  freely 
of  their  time  and  talents  are  the  mainstay  of  the  department. 

Participating  in  disaster  exercises  held  with  the  Medfield  State 
Hospital  and  the  American  Red  Cross  staffs,  training  has  been  gained 
so  that  the  nucleus  of  a  disaster  organization  is  always  available.  First 
aid,  transportation,  mass  feeding,  shelter,  protection  of  persons  and 
property,  as  well  as  mutual  aid  to  other  communities. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  unit  of  20  men  under  the  command  of  Lieut 
Iafolla  are  unpaid,  like  all  other  civil  defense  personnel.  They  are 
trained  in  reporting,  first  aid,  court  procedure  and  law  pertaining  to 
the  duties  of  policemen.  Some  of  these  men  have  specialties  such  as 
skin  diving,  operation  of  heavy  equipment,  rescue  techniques  and  air 
search. 

The  civil  defense  unit  has  two  mobile  radio  units  which  can  be 
installed  in  any  automobile  in  minutes  and  become  part  of  the  CD 
communications  system.  Money  for  these  units  came  from  the  last 
appropriation  made  by  the  town  in  1960.  Over  $6,000  of  surplus  mate- 
rials have  been  obtained  by  town  departments  through  the  activities 
of  the  CD  department,  thus  making  the  town  eligible  to  receive  surplus 
property.  The  return  dollar  for  dollar  in  civil  defense  appropriations 
is  better  than  six  to  one. 

Mr.  Buchanan  has  attended  many  meetings  with  local,  state  and 
Federal  officials  in  an  effort  to  determine  the  overall  thinking  and 
planning  of  the  shelter  program. 
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The  P.T.A.  and  the  Legion  Auxiliary  have  held  open  meetings 
when  films  on  fallout  and  shelter  construction  were  shown  by  the 
director  and  a  general  discussion  held  on  protective  methods  followed. 

The  above  would  indicate  that  the  town  is  better  prepared  for 
civil  defense  than  many  others  its  size.

MEDFIELD  FINANCE  COMMITTEE 

1961-1962 

The  Finance  Committee  is  combining  its  annual  report  and  its 
recommendations  for  the  sixth  straight  year  for  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  on  March  12,  1962. 

The  Finance  Committee,  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  recommends 
that  the  Town  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,116,009.11  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  This  is  $188,846.44  less  than  the  departmental 
requests  which  total  $1,304,855.55. 

The  largest  single  expense  request  once  again  this  year  is  the 
School  Budget,  which  is  $109,445.62  over  the  amount  actually  spent 
last  year,  principally  due  to  the  salary  account  caused  by  the  necessity 
of  additional  teachers  for  the  new  school.  The  transportation  account 
has  also  been  increased  substantially. 

The  Finance  Committee's  recommendations  for  the  Highway 
Budget  remains  about  the  same  as  last  year,  caused  principally  by  our 
recommendation  that  there  be  no  general  increase  for  the  Highway 
employees  during  the  year  1962.  Similar  to  previous  years,  money  is 
allocated  for  the  Street  Improvement  Fund,  to  systematically  replace 
our  dirt  roads  with  hard  surfaced  roads.  This  year,  additional  money 
is  provided  for  this  account  in  order  that  Cross  Street  may  be  com- 
pleted in  one  year's  time. 

The  Police  Budget  is  based1  on  granting  to  the  members  of  the 
Department  their  normal  step  increases,  combined  with  economies  in 
such  items  as  an  extra  police  cruiser  etc.  The  step  increments  follow 
the  Police  Schedule  which  was  voted  on  and  accepted  by  the  town  at 
a  previous  Annual  Meeting. 

In  a  special  article,  the  purchase  of  a  new  fire  engine  is  requested, 
at  a  cost  of  $31,000.00.  This,  in  the  Finance  Committee's  considered 
opinion,  is  not  an  absolute  necessity  and  therefore  should  not  be  pur- 
chased at  this  time. 

In  another  special  article,  $55,000.00  is  requested  for  the  remaking 
of  Pound  Street.  This  street  was  delayed  last  year,  and  it  is  felt  that 
now  this  street  must  be  widened  and  resurfaced. 

The  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  reductions  in  various 
budgets  as  well  as  dismissal  of  several  special  articles,  but  in  spite  of 
that  fact,  our  Town  is  faced  with  serious  financial  problems.  The 
budget  requests  under  Article  3  alone  exceed  the  1961  appropriations 
by  $128,375.18,  and  the  1960  appropriations  by  a  staggering  $400,000.00. 
The  only  solution  for  any  reduction  in  our  exceedingly  high  tax  rate 


is  for  economies  to  be  practiced  by  all  our  Town  Departments,  and 
by  a  reduction  in  services  rendered  by;  some  of  the  departments. 

At'a  meeting  with  the  Board  of  Assessors  and  your  Finance  Com- 
mittee it  was  mutually  agreed  to  use  $50/000.00  from  free  cash  for  the 
purpose  of  reducing  the  anticipated  1962  tax  rate.  After  considering 
all  facts  and  figures  available  at  the  time  of  the  meeting,  it  is  our 
estimate  that  the  Tax  Rate  for  1962  will  be  approximately  $75.00,  based 
on  last  year's  assessments.  As  everyone  undoubtedly  is  aware,  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts  has  found  that  the  proper  method 
of 'assessment:  is  t©  assess  real  estate  at  100%.  This  means  that  the 
tax  rate  would  be  $30.14  for  1962.  The  amount  you  must  pay  however, 
may  be  judged  from  the  following:  Last  year  a  $25,000.00  home  was 
assessed  for  $10,000.00,  and  the  tax  payer  had  to  pay  $720.00.  This 
year  this  same  home  is  assessed  for  $25,000.00,  and  the  tax  payer  will 
have  to  pay  approximately  $750.00,  providing  the  recommendations  of 
the  Finance  Committee  are  followed.  If  the  Departmental  requests  are 
allowed,  the  tax  payer  would" have  to  pay  approximately  $940.00  on  his 
825,000.00  home. 

It  should  be  pointed  out  that  your  Finance  Committee  endeavors 
to  make  a  complete  and  thorough  study  of  each  request  for  funds 
which  is  submitted  for  their  attention  and  approval.  The  Committee 
only  emphasizes  that  two  main  requirements  be  followed: 

a.  The  presentation  of  a  complete  and  realistic  budget  or  article. 

b.  That  an  honest  effort  be  made  to  live  within  that  budget  or 
request. 

In  cases  where  departments  make  no  effort  to  follow  these  basic 
rules,  it  is  natural  that  there  will  be  criticism  and  suggested  adjust- 
ments. Discussion  will  be  encouraged  by  your  Finance  Committee.

REPORT  OF  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the  following 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

On  April  27,  our  Chairman  Clifford  W.  Bosselman  passed  away 
suddenly  of  a  heart  attack  and  Mr.  Bosselman  as  a  person  and  his 
abilities  as  a  Commissioner  were  sorely  missed.  As  the  planning  for  the 
current  year  had  been  completed,  the  Commission  felt  that  for  the  best 
interest  of  the  Town,  the  two  years  remaining  of  his  term  could  best  be 
filled  at  the  annual  elections  in  1963. 

We  were  limited  in  our  ability  to  advance  in  our  program  of  new 
development,  and  are  aware  that  this  condition  cannot  be  set  aside 
much  longer.  We  have  some  progress  in  rebuilding  the  banking  around 
the  pond  which  has  erroded  approximately  18  feet  in  the  past  20  years. 
This  type  of  work  was  not  in  the  current  plans  but  we  felt  it  advisable 
to  take  advantage  of  the  situation  caused  by  the  great  amount  of  ledge 
encountered  in  the  construction  of  Cross  and  Pound  Streets.  Approxi- 
mately 30  feet  of  banking  along  the  inlet  brook  and  75  feet  of  the  Pond 
edge  has  been  installed.  Basing  progress  on  funds  available  for  this 
type  of  work  it  will  probably  take  three  to  six  years  to  complete  this 
project. 

We  are  again  sponsoring  an  article  to  raise  a  sum  of  money  to 
begin  a  program  of  surfacing  the  drives  in  the  Cemetery.  About 
$700.00  was  expended  on  these  roads  this  year.  There  has  been  an  in- 
crease in  traffic  over  these  drives  due  to  many  people  using  them  as  a 
short  cut  to  the  Dump  and  to  the  Dale  Street  School  area. 

Due  to  the  prolonged  dry  spell  this  season,  crab  and  witch  grass 
have  made  serious  inroads  in  our  grass  lands  and  it  is  felt  that  approxi- 
mately 40%  of  this  damaged  area  will  not  come  back  in  the  Spring.  To 
correct  this  an  additional  expense  in  fertilizer  and  seed  will  be  required 
to  regain  this  lost  grass. 

We  had  3133  hours  of  labor  at  a  cost  of  $6,097.93  in  1962.  We  con- 
template an  increase  in  this  account  and  in  the  fertilizer  and  seed 
accounts  for  1963. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  various  depart- 
ments for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  1962  and  particularly 
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to  the  employees  of  the  Highway  Department  for  their  extra  effort  in 
our  behalf.

Two  companies  have  been  established  in  the  Straw  Shop  buildings 
and  one  concern  closed  out  there  and  reestablished  on  Spring  Street 
in  the  building  formerly  owned  and  occupied  by  The  Medfield  Lumber 
Company  who  closed  out  their  business. 

A  small  factory  has  been  built  on  Adams  Street  opposite  the  Walker 
Manufacturing  plant,  and  we  hope  it  will  start  operation  in  a  short 
time. 

We  have  had  several  inquiries  from  prospective  manufacturers 
who  are  prospecting  for  locations  to  establish  factories  and  we  have 
worked  with  all  parties  involved  trying  to  get  them  together  on  their 
establishment  in  Medfield. 

We  feel  the  prospect  of  getting  business  to  locate  here  is  very 
encouraging.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  AND  MOTH  DEPARTMENTS 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Depart- 
ments for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

We  satisfactorily  controlled  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetle  and  other  leaf 
feeding  insects  on  our  roadside  trees  this  past  year.  I  recommend  that 
$1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  Moth  work  for  1963. 

There  were  forty-eight  town  Elms  found  infected  with  the  Dutch 
Elm  Disease.  These  trees  have  since  been  removed.  Continuation  of  our 
sanitation  and  spray  program  will  tend  to  keep  this  dread  disease  under 
control.  I  recommend  that  $4,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  control  of 
this  disease  in  1963. 

Poison  Ivy  is  becoming  noticeably  less  and  with  continuous  spray- 
ing we  will  be  able  to  keep  it  under  control.  I  recommend  the  sum  of 
$200.00  be  appropriated  for  Poison  Ivy  Control  for  1963. 

Trees  along  several  miles  of  roadsides  were  pruned  this  past  year 
and  some  of  our  older,  dangerous  trees  were  removed.  When  necessary 
the  stumps  also  were  removed.  I  recommend  that  $3,500.00  be  appro- 
priated for  1963. 

Our  tree  planting  program  kept  rolling  along  with  the  planting  of 
47  trees  of  mixed  species.  I  recommend  that  the  sum  of  $600.00  be 
appropriated  for  this  work  in  1962.

TRAFFIC: 

During  1962  a  request  was  made  to  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Works  for  a  preliminary  survey  to  be  made  of  Traffic  Light  Control 
between  Pound  and  Causeway  Streets  on  Main  Street.  I  would  like  to 
recommend  that  this  be  further  investigated  due  to  the  heavy  flow  of 
traffic  on  our  route  roads,  (D.P.W.  latest  count  puts  it  at  3,190,000 
vehicles  on  Route  109  and  800,000  on  Route  27  in  1962),  and  there 
being  at  least  three  intersections  where  traffic  is  slowed  during  the 
peak  hours.  In  preparation  for  this  I  have  suggested  that  Chapter  409 
of  the  Acts  of  1962  (Pedestrian  Control)  be  accepted  by  the  Town. 

RADAR: 

We  are  requesting  that  the  Town  purchase  a  Radar-Timer  for  use 
by  the  Police  Department.  In  conjunction  with  this  it  is  recommended 
that  Route  109,  route  27  and  several  of  the  more  dangerous  secondary 
roads  be  posted  with  speed  limit  signs. 

TRAFFIC  LINES: 

In  1962  lines  were  painted  on  the  route  roads  and  on  several  of  the 
secondary  roads  with  dangerous  curves.  It  is  my  opinion  that  these  lines 
are  a  very  important  safety  measure  and  feel  that  more  of  our  sec- 
ondary roads  should  be  marked,  at  least  with  a  center  strip. 

CRUISER: 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  cruiser  to  be  used 
by  the  Police  Department  and  that  the  present  1961  vehicle  be  kept  as 
a  second  car.  A  new  engine  was  recently  installed  in  this  vehicle  and 
while  I  do  not  feel  that  a  2  year  old  vehicle  would  last  another  year 
under  constant  operation  I  do  feel  that  it  will  last  as  a  second  car. 

It  is  again  urged  that  due  to  the  constant  growth  of  the  Town  in  a 
widespread  area  that  another  officer  be  added  to  each  shift  over  the  next 
few  years.  There  is  a  continual  increase  in  the  number  of  records  and 
reports  to  be  made  and  at  present  we  are  handicapped  in  continuing 
investigations  which  often  require  an  officer  to  go  to  another  city  or 
community  to  question  a  suspect. 

AUXILIARY  POLICE: 

During  1962  Auxiliary  Police  under  Officer  E.  Nina  Iafolla  assisted 
the  regular  police  during  the  holiday  seasons  on  traffic  duty  and  other- 
wise. They  also  assisted  in  several  searches  for  missing  persons  includ- 
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ing  the  child  lost  in  Medway.  They  also  attended  an  eight  week  course 
on  Radiological  Detection  and  Monitoring. 

On  behalf  of  the  police  officers,  I  wish  to  thank  the  State  and 
Local  Officials,  Town  of  Medfield  Department  Heads  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town,  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  extended  to  me  and  the 
Police  Department  during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

We  hereby  respectfully  submit  our  Report  of  the  Board  of  Health 
for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

The  Board  has  issued  licenses  to  dealers  selling,  buying  or  trans- 
porting Methyl  Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  preparation 
other  than  Shellac  or  Varnish;  the  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream;  and  a 
license  to  Funeral  Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining  of 
a  Funeral  Home. 

The  garbage  collection  contract  was  renewed  and  collections  were 
made  twice  a  week  during  the  summer  months  and  once  a  week  during 
winter  months. 
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The  Medfield  Dental  Clinic  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board 
of  Health  and  is  held  at  the  Memorial  School.  All  elementary  school 
children  were  examined  and  treatment  was  started  on  all  children 
desiring  work  at  the  clinic. 

There  were  a  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported  to  the 
Board  of  Health. 

We  feel  certain  that  the  number  of  communicable  diseases  reported 
to  the  Board  of  Health  does  not  reflect  the  actual  number  of  cases. 
Please  bear  in  mind  that  according  to  the  General  Laws  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, "If  a  physician  knows  or  has  cause  to  believe  that  a  person 
whom  he  visits  is  infected  with  a  disease  declared  to  be  dangerous  to 
the  public  health  ...  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice  thereof, 
signed  by  him  ..."  and  when  a  householder  knows  that  a  person 
within  his  family  or  house  is  sick  with  a  disease  dangerous  to  the 
public  health,  he  shall  immediately  give  written  notice  thereof  to  the 
Board  of  Health  in  the  manner  required  by  the  statute,  provided  how- 
ever, that  in  cases  where  a  physician  has  been  called  in,  the  physician's 
notification  will  be  accepted  in  place  of  the  householder. 

In  cooperation  with  the  Department  of  Public  Health,  Medfield 
School  department  and  the  Board  of  Health,  the  Sabine  Oral  Vaccine 
was  given  to  children  ranging  from  the  age  of  three  months  through  the 
twelfth  grade.  There  were  eight  clinics  held  at  the  schools  for  the 
distribution  of  Sabine  Oral  Vaccine  Type  I  and  Type  III.  Type  II  Sabine 
Oral  Vaccine  will  be  given  in  March  of  1963. 

There  were  2312  doses  of  vaccine  given,  and  only  eleven  in  the 
school  system  who  did  not  want  the  vaccine. 

The  Board  of  Health  has  had  several  meetings  with  the  Selectmen, 
Highway  Department,  the  Dump  Committee  and  Town  Counsel  for  the 
purpose  to  draw  up  Rules  and  Regulations  regarding  the  Town  Dump. 

During  the  year  several  complaints  were  taken  care  of  by  the 
Board. 

Meetings  of  the  Board  were  called  when  necessary  and  appoint- 
ments for  the  agents  of  the  Board  were  made  at  that  time.

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REPORT  OF  PARK  COMMISSION  —  1962 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

During  1962,  the  activity  of  this  Commission  was  directed  primarily 
toward  the  development  and  final  completion  of  the  Town  Swimming 
Pond  located  at  Green  and  Brook  Streets.  This  was  successfully  accom- 
plished in  June  and  the  Pond  opened  for  operation  on  the  25th  of  that 
month.  It  is  noteworthy  that  a  great  deal  of  the  work  of  completion 
was  done  by  interested  individuals,  organizations  and  other  depart- 
ments of  the  Town  Government,  all  of  whom  gave  freely  of  their  time, 
materials,  equipment  and  advice.  It  was  through  the  efforts  of  such 
people  that  the  Commission  was  able  to  keep  the  project  in  the  low- 
cost  category. 

The  use  of  the  Pond  for  free  swimming,  Red  Cross  instruction,  and 
diving  extended  from  June  25  through  Labor  Day.  Approximately  3500 
persons  registered  to  use  the  facilities  and  were  given  numbered  wrist- 
bands as  a  means  of  identification.  Rules  and  regulations  were  put 
into  effect  by  the  Commission  and  the  citizens  of  the  Town  cooperated 
in  an  outstanding  manner,  contributing  to  the  success  of  the  first 
season.  Registration  fees  were  $1.00  for  those  16'  years  of  age  and  over 
and  50c  for  those  under  16,  and  such  fees  produced  $2,700.00  in  reve- 
nues, reducing  the  amount  that  will  have  to  be  raised  from  taxes  in 
1963  for  the  operation  of  the  Pond.  Some  upward  revision  in  these  fees 
for  1963  is  contemplated  in  order  to  bring  this  project  a  step  further 
toward  being  self-supporting  in  1964. 

The  Commission  was  fortunate  in  having  the  services  of  Mrs.  Frank 
J.  McWilliams  of  Medfield,  to  head  up  its  swimming  instruction  pro- 
gram. Under  her  direction  approximately  750  children  and  some  adults 
were  given  Red  Cross  Instruction  by  members  of  our  own  Life  Guard 
staff  and  volunteers,  all  of  whom  were  fully  qualified  by  the  Greater 
Boston  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross.  The  swimming  program 
was  very  successful  and  resulted  in  329  certifications  of  swimmers  in 
various  categories,  which  according  to  a  report  of  the  Red  Cross,  was 
the  largest  number  to  be  certified  by  any  city  or  town  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Greater  Boston  Chapter  during  1962. 

In  another  phase  of  the  program,  Mr.  Robert  D.  Long,  who  was 
retained  as  Chief  Life  Guard  and  Water  Front  Director,  organized  a 
swimming  team  which  took  part  in  several  meets  as  the  newest  partici- 
pant in  a  swimming  league  including  Canton,  Needham,  Wellesley, 
Sherborn  and  Walpole.  Mr.  Long's  experience  as  an  instructor  with  the 
National  Red  Cross  Aquatic  School  served  him  well  in  that  he  knew 
the  proper  channels  through  which  to  pursue  such  activities.  According 
to  the  Red  Cross  and  coaches  of  the  other  teams  in  the  league,  Med- 
field's   performance   under   Mr.   Long's   coaching  was   outstanding.   In 
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addition  a  local  meet  was  held  in  which  hundreds  of  Medfield  children 
participated.  Mr.  Long  and  Mrs.  McWilliams  collaborated  to  put  on  two 
aquatic  shows,  one  on  July  4th  as  part  of  a  dedication  program,  and 
one  on  Labor  Day  to  bring  the  season  to  a  close.  A  special  vote  of 
thanks  is  owed  to  Mr.  Walter  Lincoln,  Acting  Water  Safety  Director 
of  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  American  Red  Cross  for  the  assistance  he 
and  his  staff  gave  us  in  1962. 

The  Pond  was  proven  clean  and  practically  devoid  of  harmful 
bacteria  approximately  every  two  weeks  during  the  season.  Algae 
formed  frequently  in  the  water,  and  while  this  matter  is  harmless  it 
was  nevertheless  a  nuisance  to  swimmers.  Measures  will  be  taken  in 
1963  to  try  to  overcome  this  problem. 

To  further  improve  the  area  during  1963,  the  Commission  contem- 
plates the  installation  of  additional  docks,  turnboards  on  existing  docks, 
resurfacing  the  Parking  Area,  and  possibly  the  installation  of  a  limited 
amount  of  picnic  facilities. 

Work  on  the  Town  Parks  and  Bakers  Pond  was  done  as  usual  under 
the  direction  of  Everett  Wills,  acting  as  the  Commission's  Inspector  of 
Parks.  Special  attention  will  be  given  during  1963  to  a  more  thorough 
cleaning  out  of  Bakers  Pond. 

An  important  project  being  pursued  by  the  Commission  for  1963 
is  the  construction  of  up  to  four  tennis  courts  at  the  site  of  the  new 
Junior-Senior  High  School.  Although  it  might  have  been  considered 
desirable  to  construct  such  courts  at  the  site  of  the  swimming  pond,  it 
was  finally  agreed  that  building  them  at  the  School  might  encourage 
the  formation  of  tennis  teams  at  the  secondary  level,  which  would  be 
an  exceedingly  desirable  outcome. 

It  is  planned  to  ask  the  Town's  approval  at  the  Annual  Town 
Meeting  in  March,  1963,  to  increase  the  Commission's  membership  at 
large  chosen  by  the  electorate,  to  five  members.  The  Commission  meets 
regularly  at  the  Town  Hall  throughout  the  year,  on  the  second  Thurs- 
day of  each  month.  Townspeople  are  reminded  that  the  meetings  are 
open  to  the  public  and  that  anyone  interested  in  this  work  will  be 
welcomed. 

The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  all  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for 
their  support  of  its  work.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 

To  the  Honorable  Selectmen 
and  the  people  of  Medfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

Statistics 

Circulation:  Adult,  17,423;  Juvenile,  16,067;  Total  33,490. 

This  was  an  overall  increase  of  3,829  over  the  previous  year;  the 
largest  increase  being  in  the  children's  department  where  it  increased 
3,209.  394  new  people  applied  for  library  cards  during  the  year. 

675  new  books  were  purchased  in  1962,  of  which  391  were  adult, 
284  juvenile.  A  new  World  Book  Encyclopedia  was  also  purchased  for 
the  children's  room.  In  addition  198  books  were  donated,  making  a  total 
of  873  books  added  to  the  library  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  books  withdrawn  from  the  library  through  the 
process  of  "weeding"  which  is  required  periodically  of  all  libraries 
was  294.  Many  of  the  adult  fiction  books  were  given  to  the  Medfield 
State  Hospital,  in  particular,  westerns,  mysteries  and  light  romances. 
Some  of  the  non-fiction  books  which  were  duplicates  of  those  already 
in  the  library  were  given  to  the  new  High  School  library. 

We  are  appreciative  of  all  books  donated  to  the  library  if  they  are 
in  good  condition  and  of  suitable  material  for  a  public  library  collec- 
tion. Some  of  our  donors  give  new  books  in  memory  of  relatives  or 
friends,  such  as  books  on  the  arts,  music,  history  and  biography,  which 
is  an  excellent  way  of  contributing  to  the  library  collection. 

This  year  for  the  first  time,  the  library  started  to  acquire  a  record 
collection,  both  for  the  main  library  and  the  children's  department.  In 
the  adult  group,  the  records  are  for  the  most  part  of  the  educational 
type,  though  we  hope  to  add  some  outstanding  music  records  in  the 
future.  The  children's  records  are  composed  of  favorite  children's 
stories,  fairy  tales  and  poetry,  some  of  them  with  music. 

Activities 

National  Library  Week  in  the  Spring,  featured  a  collection  of  dolls 
belonging  to  Mrs.  Amos  Kingsbury,  which  proved  quite  an  attraction. 

As  usual,  the  League  of  Women  Voters  presented  an  appropriate 
display  on  one  of  the  library  tables  during  United  Nations  Week.  In  the 
early  Fall,  the  "Garden  Pioneers",  Mrs.  Bois's  4-H  group  did  a  few 
flower  arrangements  for  the  desk;  they  were  Bob  Bois,  Vicki  and 
George   Sauer,  Jimmy  Fraser   and   Leslie  Ballou.   During  the   winter 
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months,  Mrs.  Copithorne,  the  children's  librarian  had  a  story  hour  for 
4-5  year  olds  once  a  week. 

Beginning  in  the  Fall,  with  the  opening  of  the  schools,  due  to 
increased  circulation  and  the  many  new  friends  using  the  library  daily, 
the  staff  was  increased  on  three  days  a  week;  our  substitutes,  Mrs. 
Spencer  and  Mrs.  Blinn  assisting  Mrs.  Ripley  in  the  afternoons  and 
your  librarian  in  the  evening.  In  the  children's  department,  Mrs.  Justice 
replaced  Mrs.  Brown  as  assistant  to  Mrs.  Copithorne,  while  Gale 
Franke  and  Linda  Walker,  High  School  students  acted  as  pages  there. 

For  a  week  in  December  also>  a  group  of  High  School  girls  and 
boys,  who  are  studying  library  science  with  Mr.  Hogan,  the  High  School 
librarian,  at  his  request  helped  out  at  the  library.  The  student  helpers 
were  Darlene  Palumbo,  Patricia  White,  Charlene  Daniel,  Regina  Tim- 
merman,  Robert  Souza,  Peter  Johnson  and  John  Preston. 

In  addition  to  our  appreciation  of  donors  of  books  to  the  library, 
we  wish  also  to  thank  the  faithful  friends  who  share  their  garden 
flowers  with  us  at  the  desk,  and  also  the  young  people  and  their  fathers 
who  provide  the  Christmas  lighting  on  the  outside  of  the  library.  These 
young  people  are  a  4-H  group  called  the  "Norfolk  Short  Circuits"  and 
include  Paula  Adam,  Stephen  Alley,  Jimmy  Chaison,  Bobby  Hudson 
and  Mark  and  Rick  Scheele.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1962. 

In  April,  the  Department  was  saddened  by  the  sudden  death  of 
Clifford  Bosselman  who  had  been  a  popular  and  efficient  member  for 
sixteen  years.  His  absence  will  always  be  felt  by  those  who  served 
with  him. 

During  the  summer,  a  thirty  hour  course  in  all  phases  of  Fire 
Fighting  was  conducted  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education. 
Twenty-five  local  Firefighters  received  Certificates  of  Completion.  The 
instructors  were  officers  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department  under  the 
direction  of  Captain  Cornelius  Finnegan,  B.F.D.  Training  Division. 
Plans  are  now  being  completed  for  a  twelve  hour  course  in  the  detec- 
tion and  handling  of  radio-active  materials. 

With  few  personnel  changes  during  the  year,  the  Department  now 
stands  well  trained  with  five  pieces  of  apparatus  in  good  condition. 
However,  the  need  for  a  new  ladder  truck  is  urgent.  When  one  con- 
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siders  the  size  of  the  buildings  in  our  square,  plus  five  churches,  four 
schools,  two  nursing  homes  and  the  State  Hospital,  one  of  our  main 
responsibilities  with  hundreds  of  elderly  and  incapacitated  patients, 
it  is  readily  seen  that  to  wait  from  ten  to  twenty  minutes  for  Mutual 
Aid  to  arrive  is  a  dangerous  situation.  The  purchase  of  this  truck  will 
definitely  lower  the  insurance  rates  of  the  town,  possibly  enough  to 
equal  the  increase  in  the  tax  rate. 

The  present  Mutual  Aid  system  has  all  surrounding  towns  ready 
to  assist  instantly  and  with  ordinary  precautions  being  taken  by  young 
and  old  alike,  our  fire  losses  can  be  held  to  a  minimum.  Safety  is  being 
stressed  continuously  in  the  Public  Schools  and  will  definitely  show 
results  in  the  future. 

Small  local  groups  including  the  Auxiliary  Police  and  Girl  Scouts 
are  using  our  Assembly  Room  for  regular  meetings  and  find  it  well 
suited  to  their  needs. 

The  Basement  Recreation  room  is  also  used  often  by  the  members, 
thus  providing  an  instant  response  to  alarms  quite  frequently.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

January  9,  1963 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1962. 

A  total  of  thirty-one  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  nineteen  Medical 
Assistance  for  the  Aged  cases,  six  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases, 
two  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  four  General  Relief  cases  were 
administered.  Eighteen  applications  for  aid  were  received  and  pro- 
cessed. Fourteen  applicants  were  found  eligible  and  received  aid.  Four 
applicants  were  found  ineligible. 

Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $22,364.82 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  32,362.65 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  10,368.28 

Disability  Assistance  2,873.91 

General  Relief  1,434.64 

On  February  1,  1954  a  plan  for  intensified  service  to  Aid  to  De- 
pendent Children  families  was  put  into  effect  by  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare,  under  the  direction  of  the  United  States  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  In  the  early  summer  of  1962  Social 
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Services  for  Public  Assistance  families  was  further  emphasized  by 
direction  from  the  United  States  Department  of  Health,  Education  and 
Welfare  by  setting  goals  for  achievement  in  working  with  public  assist- 
ance families  through  the  improvement  of  social  services  to  strengthen 
family  life,  safeguard  children  in  hazardous  situations  and  to  strive  to 
reduce  dependency  through  an  effective  program  of  rehabilitation 
services.  As  full  and  complete  an  understanding  of  the  family  unit  as 
possible,  through  a  close  and  strong  relationship  in  all  phases  of  family 
life  is  emphasized.  All  resources  available  will  be  implemented  to  help 
establish  in  the  community,  social  and  economical  stability  of  the 
family.  This  plan  indicates  the  new  direction  for  Public  Welfare  pro- 
grams on  the  national  level,  through  our  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  to  the  local  level. 

Added  Social  Services  for  the  Aged  and  Disabled  to  assist  the 
Public  Welfare  recipient  to  maintain  or  restore  himself  as  a  useful, 
productive  individual  by  assisting  him  to  become  self-sufficient  and 
independent,  with  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  community  life. 

Evaluation  through  Social  Study  and  recipient  classification  will 
lead  to  better  understanding  and  more  complete  plans  for  treatment 
and  services.  To  this  end,  early  in  1963  a  training  program  with  em- 
phasis on  social  services  will  be  conducted  by  the  State  Department  of 
Public  Welfare,  attendance  being  mandatory  for  all  social  work  staff. 

Added  services  require  added  administrative  duties,  through  case 
recording  and  fiscal  and  statistical  reporting.  Recent  amendments  to 
Public  Law  87-543  (the  Social  Security  Act)  provide  for  Federal  reim- 
bursement for  certain  administrative  expenses  up  to  75%. 

Medical  costs  are  again  a  grave  problem  to  your  Board  of  Public 
Welfare.  Costs  in  this  field  continue  to  soar. 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  is  on  the  increase. 

Legislation  to  assist  in  locating  deserting  parents  has  been  imple- 
mented and  renewed  emphasis  in  this  area  tends  to  strengthen  family 
life. 

Our  Legislature  increased  the  Transportation  Allowance  to  Old 
Age  Assistance  recipients  from  $4.00  to  $5.00  per  month  as  of  Septem- 
ber 1,  1962. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  those  directly  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Welfare  Program  that  adequate  service  be  rendered  to  reci- 
pients, according  to  the  State  Standards,  always  keeping  in  mind  the 
taxpayer. 

Doris  M.  Carr,  Director  of  Public  Assistance  and  Helen  E.  Kennedy, 
Senior  Clerk  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare 
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commendably.  For   their   able  assistance   during  the   year  the  Board 
wishes  to  publicly  thank  them. 

In  conclusion,  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  acknowledge 
its  appreciation  for  the  excellent  cooperation  given  this  Board  by  the 
Town  Officials,  Physicians  and  private  business  men  and  to  extend 
publicly  their  thanks.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  March  of  1962  the  Board  was  organized  with  Joseph  A.  Roberts, 
Chairman,  Austin  C.  Buchanan,  Clerk  and  Joseph  L.  Marcionette,  Third 
Member. 

During  the  year  many  problems  were  encountered,  and  have,  to 
the  best  interest  of  the  town  been  successfully  met  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen.  The  accomplishments  of  this  administration  is,  in  a  large 
way,  due  to  the  cooperative  effort  of  all  town  employees  and  officials 
who  have  contributed  their  talents  and  time  regardless  of  financial  or 
personal  prestige. 

The  administration  has  been  faced  with  several  controversial 
issues  in  all  phases  of  municipal  government,  from  zoning  to  the  issuing 
of  licenses  and  appointments  of  committees  and  personnel  and  have 
dealt  with  them  in  an  unbiased  manner  to  the  best  interest  of  the 
Town. 

We  have  made  satisfactory  progress  in  relocations  and  layouts  of 
several  streets  and  the  pertinent  drainage  and  slope  easements.  We  are 
especially  pleased  with  the  progress  made  in  regard  to  the  relocating 
and  construction  of  the  bridge  at  the  Medfield-Sherborn  Town  Line 
known  as  Dearth  Bridge. 

To  the  Highway  Department,  we  again  wish  to  express  our  appre- 
ciation for  the  excellent  way  they  have  maintained  our  streets  and  side- 
walks in  a  safe  condition.  We  feel  that  our  low  ration  of  accidents  have 


been  due  to  the  manner  they  employ  to  keep  our  streets  free  from  ice 
and  snow.  This  type  of  service  will  show  on  the  family  budget  in  low 
repair  bills  to  their  cars  and  loss  of  work  from  personal  injuries. 

We  have  a  long  way  to  go  and  the  method  of  our  growth  is  going 
to  be  apparent  to  each  of  us  personally  as  time  will  show,  the  coopera- 
tion of  all  town  officials,  departments,  committees  and  most  important 
the  responsible  citizens  of  the  Town. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  feels  sure  that  the  various  elements  that 
make  up  a  "Town"  will  unite  to  the  best  interest  of  Medfield. 

The  inter-departmental  relations  have  been  on  a  high,  constructive 
level  and  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Town. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  those  who  have  con- 
structively contributed  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of  Medfield.

1962   REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  weekly  meetings  on  Wednesday 
evenings  throughout  the  year.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  meetings 
was  due  to  the  additional  work  load  imposed  by  the  studies  and  surveys 
in  drafting  specifications  for  our  Master  plan. 

Master  Plan  Program: 

In  September  at  a  Special  Town  Meeting,  the  Town  voted  to  under- 
take this  comprehensive  community  plan  and  the  Planning  Board  was 
authorized  to  file  a  request  through  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Commerce  for  Federal  Aid.  We  were  notified  on  December  28,  1962 
that  our  request  had  been  approved  and  at  present  we  are  engaged  in 
consumating  the  contract  negotiations  between  the  Town  of  Medfield 
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and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Commerce.  Our  planning  con- 
sultant for  this  project  is  the  firm  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  and  the  total  cost 
will  be  $21,000.00.  The  Town's  share  of  this  amount  is  $7,000.00. 

A  survey  of  the  Town  was  conducted  by  the  Planning  Board  in 
order  to  determine  the  desires  of  the  townspeople  to  participate  in  the 
various  advisory  committees  necessary  to  assist  in  preparing  our 
Master  Plan. 

Subdivisions: 

During  the  past  year  there  has  been  building  activity  in  nine  sub- 
divisions throughout  the  Town.  Two  additional  subdivisions  have  been 
approved  this  year  but  building  has  not  yet  begun. 

All  subdivisions  have  been  inspected  by  the  Planning  Board  at 
regular  intervals  and  the  developers  notified  of  any  observed  de- 
ficiencies. 

This  Board  met  with  the  Planning  Boards  of  the  towns  of  Norfolk 
and  Dover  relative  to  two  subdivisions  adjacent  to  their  respective  town 
lines. 

Three  public  hearings  were  held  during  the  year  in  accordance 
with  the  General  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  discuss  new  subdi- 
visions. 

During  the  year,  approximately  thirty  plans  were  signed  under 
"Approval  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required". 

At  present  the  Planning  Board  is  reviewing  its  "Rules  and  Regula- 
tions Governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land"  in  order  to  bring  them  up-to- 
date  with  respect  to  current  legislative  action  and  to  modify  them  due 
to  experiences  over  the  past  two  years. 

Zoning: 

Three  public  hearings  were  held  regarding  zoning  changes.  These 
hearings  were  held  in  accordance  with  the  statutes  of  the  Common- 
wealth. 

The  Planning  Board  members  were  in  regular  attendance  at  hear- 
ings of  the  Board  of  Appeals. 

At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  in  March  1962,  the  Town  voted 
to  adopt  our  article  which  created  a  "Conservation  Commission".  Our 
new  set  of  "Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Removal  of  Earth" 
were  accepted  at  this  same  meeting. 

The  Zoning  Map  and  the  "Zoning  By-Law"  of  the  Town  were 
revised  and  reprinted. 
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Parks  and  Recreation: 

Our  representative  to  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  worked 
with  this  group  throughout  the  year. 

The  Planning  Board  wishes  to  express  their  appreciation  for  the 
cooperation  of  the  various  town  departments  throughout  the  year  and 
for  the  interest  and  support  of  the  townspeople.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Medfield  Conservation  Commission  was  brought  into  being  by 
a  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting.  No  appropriation 
was  voted  at  that  time,  so  our  work  has  been  limited  to  exploratory 
work. 

The  Commission  has  gathered  information  concerning  our  natural 
resources  and  has  made  maps  that  depict  our  present  conservation 
status.  We  have  met  with  several  Town  committees  and  have  also 
attended  meetings  with  groups  in  other  towns  in  our  general  area.  At 
all  of  these  meetings,  we  have  found  that  one  of  our  most  precious 
natural  resources  is  water.  We  feel  that  as  a  Town,  we  must  protect  our 
water  ways  and  water  table. 

We  have  found,  that  the  best  way  to  protect  this  property  is  to  own 
as  much  of  the  property  abutting  the  water  ways  as  possible.  A  long 
range  plan  has  been  mapped  out  that  will  enable  the  Commission  to 
accept  property  that  might  be  donated  to  the  Town  by  present  land- 
owners. It  will  also  be  the  task  of  the  Commission  to  impress  upon  the 
townspeople  and  present  land-owners  of  property  along  these  water- 
ways, the  importance  of  this  program. 
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The  Town  of  Medfield  needs  this  type  of  program  so  that  it  will  not 
be  completely  engulfed  with  buildings.  We  are  asking  for  funds  at  the 
annual  Town  Meeting  that  will  enable  us  to  register  land  that  might 
be  donated  to  the  Town  and  also  to  try  and  obtain  twelve  lots  that  are 
now  or  will  shortly  be  in  the  process  of  foreclosure.  Also,  we  are  asking 
that  a  Conservation  Fund  be  established  so  that  in  the  future,  the  Town 
may  buy  and  create  a  protected  green  belt  in  the  Town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

The  School  Committee  wishes  to  report  satisfaction  with  the 
progress  made  by  our  school  system  toward  higher  educational  stand- 
ards and  achievement  during  1962.  The  trend  became  particularly 
apparent  from  the  excellent  scholastic  showing  of  Medf ield  students  in 
comparison  with  those  in  other  communities  at  the  sixth  grade  level, 
and  from  the  outstanding  performance  of  a  number  of  our  High  School 
Juniors  in  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Corporation  Qualifying  Test, 
all  of  which  was  made  public  last  fall. 

Our  administrators  and  staff  members  have  carried  out  their  duties 
and  responsibilities  in  an  excellent  manner.  One  has  only  to  page 
through  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Princi- 
pals to  observe  the  meticulous  care  which  is  exercised  in  the  operation 
of  our  school  system. 

Evident  also  from  these  reports  is  the  problem  of  the  enormous 
growth  in  our  school  population  with  which  Medfield  continues  to  be 
faced.  After  a  temporary  respite,  occasioned  by  the  first  and  very 
successful  year  of  operation  of  the  new  Junior-Senior  High  School,  the 
immediate  outlook  is  toward  space  requirements  at  the  elementary 
level.  It  is  hoped  that  the  new  addition  to  Dale  Street  School  will  be 
completed  this  coming  fall,  before  any  emergency  measures  need  to  be 
put  into  operation.  The  problem  is  one  demanding  a  great  deal  of  atten- 
tion and  one  which  goes  far  beyond  the  completion  of  the  new  addition. 
The  School  Committee  is  gratified  in  knowing  that  the  School  Planning 
and  Building  Committee  recognized  the  situation  as  one  not  to  be  dealt 
with  sparodicaliy  but  on  a  continuing  basis.  Our  compliments  go  to  that 
committee  for  the  excellent  start  it  has  made. 

We  are  grateful,  also,  to  the  townspeople  for  their  solid  support  of 
what  we  believe  to  be  a  fine  school  system,  ably  run  by  outstanding 
people.  For  the  future  may  we  urge  and  encourage  our  administrators, 
our  teachers,  other  staff  members  and  school  committees  of  the  future 
not  to  let  up  for  a  moment,  but  to  go  on  toward  further  improvement.

Enrollment  Effects 

As  of  October  1,  1962  a  gain  of  118  pupils  was  noted  over  the  final 
•enrollment  figure  of  June  1962.  This  is  following  the  pattern  of  the  past 
five  years,  and  I  anticipate  that  the  net  gain  for  the  School  year  will  be 
150. 

The  renovation  of  the  Dale  Street  School  added  four  rooms  so  we 
now  have  31  classrooms  at  the  elementary  level,  housing  828  pupils. 
Class  size  ranges  from  26  to  29  per  room. 

Presently  under  construction,  the  addition  of  10  rooms  to  the  Dale 
Street  School  should  satisfy  our  elementary  needs  until  1965.  However, 
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any  decided  increase  in  new  home  construction  will  seriously  affect 
this  prediction. 

In  September  1963  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  will  have  at  least 
9  sections  of  junior  high  students.  Their  program  is  not  as  flexible  as 
the  senior  high  group;  consequently,  in  any  one  given  subject  period, 
more  space  must  be  allotted  to  their  class  needs  than  at  the  senior  high 
level.  This  pressure  will  not  lessen  since  all  future  incoming  seventh 
grades  have  enrollments  well  over  125  pupils. 

It  is  evident  that  immediate  action  must  be  taken  to  plan  additional 
facilities  at  the  secondary  level.  Enrollment  data  compiled  by  the 
School  Planning  and  Building  Committee  indicate  that  the  Town  will 
need  these  facilities  by  September  1965. 

Since  1957  our  school  population  has  increased  by  602  children,  and 
during  that  period  of  time  we  have  added  enough  spaces  to  just  about 
accommodate  our  present  enrollment.  There  is  every  indication  that 
the  next  five  year  period  will  see  a  higher  percentage  enrollment  in- 
crease, so  we  must  be  constantly  conscious  of  our  school  needs  in  order 
to  avoid  over-crowding  or  multiple  sessions. 


SALARY  SCHEDULE  FOR  THE  INSTRUCTIONAL  STAFF 

A  new  Salary  Schedule  for  the  instructional  staff  was  adopted  and 
made  effective  on  September  1,  1962. 

The  Purposes  of  this  Salary  Schedule: 

1.  To  set  up  a  salary  policy  designed  to  secure  and  hold  competent, 
qualified  teachers  for  the  Medfield  Public  Schools. 

2.  To  furnish  the  School  Committee  with  a  uniform,  business-like 
plan  for  paying  the  instructional  staff. 

3.  To  provide  the  staff  with  the  financial  means  and  incentives  to 
keep  alert  and  informed  of  new  developments  in  the  science 
and  art  of  teaching. 

Basic  Salary  Plan 

The  Plan  shall  commence  on  September  1,  1962,  and  shall  become 
fully  effective  over  a  three  year  period.  Thus,  as  of  September  1,  1964, 
all  members  of  the  staff  will  be  on  the  new  schedule.  In  applying  this 
Plan,  the  following  conditions  shall  prevail,  and  these  conditions  shall 
apply  to  newly  employed  personnel  as  well  as  to  present  members  of 
the  staff. 
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1.  Minim  urns  and  Maximums

2.  Initial  Increments  for  Teachers  With  No  Previous  Experience 

Annual  increments  at  the  rate  of  $150  shall  be  payable  to  teachers 
not  yet  on  tenure  following  their  first  and  second  years  and  $200 
following  their  third  year  when  elected  to  Tenure. 

3.  Qualification  for  Tenure 

To  qualify  for  Tenure,  a  teacher  must  have  completed  a  ininimum 
of  one  2-credit  course  during  the  probationary  period. 

4.  Course  Credits 

Course  credits  will  be  granted  under  this  plan.  One  2-credit  course, 
without  payment  for  same,  shall  be  required  in  order  to  attain 
Tenure.  After  Tenure,  the  minimum  requirement  shall  be  two  2- 
credit  courses  in  each  three  year  period.  Payment  for  courses  shall 
be  made  at  the  annual  rate  of  $50  for  each  2-credit  course  satis- 
factorily completed  up  to  six  credits  per  year.  In  the  event  that 
the  minimum  requirements  are  not  met,  no  annual  increments  will 
be  granted  until  such  time  as  these  minimum  course  requirements 
have  been  satisfied.  It  is  expected  that  the  courses  taken  will  be 
part  of  an  approved  college  or  university  program  leading  to  an 
advanced  degree,  but  in  any  case,  the  courses  selected  shall  be 
approved  by  a  committee  as  outlined  in  Section  28  of  Chapter  m 
of  the  By-Laws  approved  January  2,  1959,  as  amended. 

o.    Annual  Increments  for  Experienced  Teachers 

Increments  for  teachers  having  three  or  more  years  of  experience 
::_  the  Medfield  Public  Schools  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $200  per 
year  if  granted  by  the  School  Committee,  acting  upon  the  advice 
and  recommendation  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  when  the 
performance  of  the  teacher  has  been  deemed  satisfactory.  Such 
increments  shall  be  paid  until  the  appropriate  maximum  for  the 
degree  held  has  been  reached,  providing  that  the  requirements  of 
Paragraph  TV  of  this  Schedule  have  been  satisfied. 

6.    Credit  for  Experience — Teachers  from  Other  Systems  Only 

For  teachers  coming  into  the  system  with  previous  experience 
earned  elsewhere,  the  Salary  Schedule  attached  hereto  (excluding 
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course  credit  allowances)  shall  be  used  to  determine  starting  salary 
if  the  teaching  experience  was  completely  consecutive  to  the  time 
of  employment.  If  such  is  not  the  case,  and  lapses  in  teaching 
experience  have  occurred,  then  the  following  conditions  shall 
apply: 

A.  Lapse  of  teaching  experience — 1  year — full  value  of  the  regu- 
lar annual  increments  according  to  the  Plan. 

B.  Lapse  of  teaching  experience — 2  to  5  years — %  of  the  amount 
of  the  regular  annual  increments  which  would  have  been 
earned  under  the  Salary  Schedule  shall  apply. 

C.  Lapse  of  teaching  experience — 6  to  10  years — %  of  the  amount 
of  the  regular  annual  increments  which  would  have  been 
earned  under  the  Salary  Schedule  shall  apply. 

D.  Lapse  of  teaching  experience  in  excess  of  10  years — %  of  the 
amount  of  the  regular  annual  increments  which  would  have 
been  earned  under  the  Salary  Schedule  shall  apply. 

7.    Credit  for  Earning  Advanced  Degrees 

A.  Payment  at  the  rate  of  $500  per  year  shall  be  made  to  a  teacher 
in  the  system  with  a  Bachelor's  Degree  who  earns  a  Master's 
Degree. 

B.  Payment  at  the  rate  of  $500  per  year  shall  be  made  to  a  teacher 
in  the  system  with  a  Master's  Degree  who  earns  30  credits 
beyond  a  Master's  Degree. 

(These  rate  increases  will  be  paid  beginning  September  1  of 
the  same  year  in  which  the  degree  is  attained.) 

C.  For  teachers  who  are  new  to  the  Medfield  Public  Schools  and 
hold  degrees  beyond  the  Bachelor's  Degree,  full  degree  credit 
will  be  given  in  accordance  with  the  Plan. 

D.  As  of  the  date  of  acceptance  of  the  Plan,  for  non-degree 
teachers  only,  ten  years  of  experience  will  be  the  equivalent  of 
a  Bachelor's  Degree.  This  applies  only  as  of  the  date  of 
approval  of  the  Plan;  further  experience  after  acceptance  of 
the  Plan  will  not  be  considered  as  degree  equivalent. 


Memorial  School  Damage 

On  March  15,  1962  the  mal-function  of  an  oil  valve  in  one  of  the 
oil  burners  caused  a  smoke  fire  in  the  boiler.  .When  the  Custodian 
opened  the  building  in  the  early  morning  he  found  that  the  oily  and 
sooty  smoke  had  traveled  throughout  the  building. 
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It  was  necessary  to  suspend  school  sessions  until  the  entire  build- 
ing could  be  cleaned  and  repainted. 

The  insurance  adjustor  made  immediate  arrangements  with  a  pro- 
fessional building  cleaning  company  which  began  work  on  March  16th, 
washing  all  ceilings,  walls,  windows,  floors,  equipment  and  furnishings. 

All  interior  walls  and  many  ceilings  were  repainted.  All  floors 
were  waxed.  All  air  ducts  and  heat  convectors  were  thoroughly 
vacuumed  and  cleaned.  Stage  drapes  were  cleaned. 

The  total  cost  amounted  to  $9,683.,  much  of  which  was  covered  by 
insurance.  Since  all  monies  coming  to  the  Town  must  be  entered  in  the 
ITree  Cash  Account  and  since  action  by  a  Special  Town  Meeting  would 
be  necessary  to  transfer  money  from  the  Free  Cash  Account,  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  in  order  to  expedite  payment  to  the  cleaning  contractor, 
requested  that  the  School  Committee  pay  the  warrant  of  $3,683.  from 
its  current  school  budget.  It  was  agreed  that  a  transfer  of  this  amount 
from  Free  Cash  to  the  School  Committee  would  be  made  at  the  next 
Special  Town  Meeting.  This  was  accomplished  on  September  17th. 

In  addition  to  the  above  work,  the  School  Committee  approved  the 
entire  re-wiring  and  installation  of  additional  safety  devices  on  both 
oil  burners.  The  cost  of  $1,498.  was  paid  from  the  regular  School 
Budget. 

Obsolete  Equipment 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  of  September  17th  gave  permission  to 
the  School  Committee  to  dispose  of  publicly  owned  equipment  which 
had  been  removed  from  the  shop  and  home  economics  rooms  in  the 
Dale  Street  School. 

A  sale  was  publicly  advertised  and  the  equipment  was  displayed  at 
North  Street  School.  Offers  were  accepted  and  awards  were  made  to 
the  highest  individual  proposal. 

The  proceeds,  amounting  to  $388.65  were  deposited  with  the  Town 
Treasurer. 


Dale  Street  Renovation 

The  Annual  Town  Meeting  approved  and  appropriated  $14,000  for 
the  renovation  of  the  Dale  Street  School. 

Four  rooms  were  added  to  the  original  seven  by  (1)  partitioning 
the  shop  with  cinder  block  and  enclosing  the  overhead  door  area  with 
bricks,  thus  making  two  rooms,  (2)  the  home  economics  room  and  the 
business  room  were  converted  into  two  classrooms. 
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Floor  tile  was  set  in  three  rooms  and  acoustical  ceiling  tile  was  in- 
stalled in  all  classrooms.  All  classrooms  were  equipped  with  fluorescent 
lighting  fixtures. 

The  two  shop  rooms  were  completely  repainted  and  touch-up 
painting  was  done  in  other  areas.  The  entire  interior  wall  areas  were 
cleaned  by  professional  cleaners. 

The  four  additional  rooms  were  completely  furnished  with  pupil 
seating,  bookcases,  chalkboards  and  tackboards. 


Maintenance 

In  addition  to  the  routine  cleaning  and  general  upkeep,  the  fol- 
lowing was  accomplished: 

Memorial  School 

1.  Boilers  cleaned  and  oil  burners  serviced. 

2.  Roof  drain  installed  in  auditorium  section. 

3.  Air  vent  installed  in  boiler  room  ceiling. 

4.  Exterior  walls  of  all-purpose  room  waterproofed. 

5.  Exterior  completely  re-painted. 

Dale  Street  School 

1.  Boilers  cleaned  and  oil  burners  serviced. 

2.  Slate  roof  completely  repaired  and  gutters  over-hauled. 

3.  Concrete  sidewalk  constructed  in  front  of  building. 

Junior- Senior  High  School 

1.  Boilers  cleaned  and  oil  burners  serviced. 

2.  Vacuum  system  installed  in  woodworking  shop. 


Federal  Funds 

Medfield  qualified  for  aid  under  Public  Law  874  which  provides 
assistance  to  those  communities  which  have  pupils  whose  parents  are 
employed  on  federally-owned  property. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  $1455.  was  received.  This,  added  to  a 
balance  of  $3961.35,  provided  a  fund  of  $5416.35  from  which  a  total  of 
$3200.  was  expended  for  equipment  and  matching  funds  for  Public 
Law  864,  Title  III  and  Title  V. 

Under  Public  Law  864,  Title  V,  the  amount  of  $159.50  was  received.

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REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR- SENIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

The  first  year  in  the  new  Amos  Clark  Kingsbury  School  was  a 
most  successful  one.  The  new  facilities  were  enjoyed  and  used  to  their 
best  advantage.  The  school  library,  under  the  competent  direction  of 
Mr.  Daniel  Hogan,  has  become  the  educational  center  of  our  school.  As 
of  December  31,  1962  there  were  2800  different  titles  available.  The 
library  also  has  available  for  class  work  209  filmstrips  covering  many 
different  areas.  Student  use  of  the  school  library  has  averaged  210  per 
day.  The  interest  displayed  by  the  students  is  evident  in  the  fact  that 
there  are  50  student  assistants  to  the  librarian.  Instruction  on  the  use  of 
the  library  is  given  on  a  scheduled  program.  We  would  like  to  express 
our  sincere  thanks  to  the  many  individuals  for  their  gifts  to  the  library 
during  the  past  year. 

A  pilot  course  on  Communism  was  instituted  into  the  school  pro- 
gram this  year.  The  title  of  the  course  is  "Communism  vs.  Democracy.'^ 
It  was  made  available  for  high  school  students  so  that  they  might  better 
understand  the  world  wide  struggle  between  Communism  and 
Democracy. 

In  September  of  1962  all  teachers  were  serving  on  committees  to 
revise  and  develop  the  entire  high  school  curriculum.  The  weekly 
meetings  held  by  these  committees  are  instrumental  in  keeping  our 
curriculum  up  to  date.  The  committees  are  recommending  course 
changes,  as  well  as  revising  present  study  guides.  This  has  been  planned 
as  a  two  year  project. 

The  Medfield  Garden  Club  was  most  generous  in  providing  for  the 
landscaping  of  the  courtyard.  We  would  like  to  express  our  sincere 

thanks  to  the  members. 

At  graduation  exercises  on  Wednesday,  June  13,  1962,  diplomas 
were  awarded  to  39  seniors.

Book,  Cameron  Daley;  D.A.R.  Good  Citizen  Award,  Margaret  Frick;

REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  AND  DALE  STREET 
ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Herewith  I  submit  my  eighth  annual  report  as  Elementary  School 
Principal  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1962. 

We  are  certainly  experiencing  the  "age  of  space" — not  outer  space, 
in  this  instance,  but  the  need  for  space  at  hand.  However,  something 
new  is  being  added — an  addition  of  ten  rooms  to  Dale  Street  School 
(the  old  high  school)  which  is  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  September, 
1963.  This  will  solve  our  "space  problem"  temporarily,  and  I  might 
stress  only  for  the  present. 

This  year  two  fourth  grades,  five  fifth  grades,  and  four  sixth  grades 
are  housed  in  Dale  Street  School.  Grades  one,  two,  three,  and  three 
fourth  grades  are  at  the  Memorial  School.  A  total  of  835  children  are 
in  both  buildings. 

My  time  is  spent  in  observing,  working,  and  directing  in  the  two 
buildings.  A  full-time  secretary  is  in  each  building  to  attend  to  the 
many  and  varied  records  and  details. 

The  elementary  school  is  where  we  give  our  children  the  funda- 
mentals in  all  areas.  The  foundation  of  the  learning  process  is  just  as 
essential  as  the  foundation  of  a  building.  Our  children  are  given  the 
rudiments  of  learning  and  working,  with  the  teacher  observing  and 
guiding  each  step  the  pupil  makes.  The  creation  of  the  basis  for  study 
skills  is  an  elementary-school  responsibility. 

We  do  feel  pleased  with  and  proud  of  the  work  our  pupils  produce 
from  the  long-used  but  ever-modern  method  of  drill  and  repetition. 
There  is  no  time  for  the  frills  as  the  essentials  fill  a  school  day  to 
overflowing. 

Our  classrooms  as  well  as  auditoriums  are  used  for  the  extra  work 
in  various  classes  through  the  aid  of  slides  and  movies.  New  encyclo- 
pedias and  special  reference  books  have  been  added  to  give  further  help 
to  the  pupils. 

New  books  are  being  added  to  individual  classroom  libraries.  We 
are  most  grateful  for  a  gift  of  one  hundred  dollars  from  the  P.T.A.  for 
the  purchase  of  library  books  for  independent  reading. 

We  cannot  emphasize  enough  the  importance  of  reading,  since  it 
is  the  first  and  greatest  tool  for  continued  growth.  We  want  children 
to  be  able  to  read — to  want  to  read — and  to  read  for  their  own  pleasure, 
for  their  own  growth.  A  child's  reading,  speaking,  writing,  and  even 
thinking  are  to  a  large  extent  conditioned  by  his  vocabulary.  Reading 
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develops  vocabulary.  Although  children  differ  greatly  in  word  power, 
vocabulary  can  be  built.  Vocabulary  is  the  common  denominator  of  the 
language  arts. 

Reading  aloud  to  children  is  one  way  to  increase  their  apprecia- 
tion of  books  and  reading  and  to  contribute  to  vocabulary  growth  and 
good  writing. 

May  I  take  the  opportunity  to  impress  again  the  responsibility  of 
the  child  to  listen,  follow  directions,  and  work  with  the  class  and  the 
teacher.  The  child  must  perform  required  duties  at  the  allotted  time 
and  not  at  a  later  time.  Good  working  habits  are  indispensable. 

Homework  is  another  "must"  in  grades  four,  five,  and  six  daily. 
Pupils  in  the  first  three  grades  are  given  homework  at  the  discretion 
of  the  teacher;  however,  they  should  read  nightly.  It  has  been  said  that 
"A  child  educated  only  at  school  is  an  uneducated  child."  Homework 
provides  essential  practice  in  needed  skills,  trains  pupils  in  good  work 
habits,  helps  to  teach  the  budgeting  of  time,  and  promotes  growth  in  the 
sense  of  responsibility. 

This  past  year  the  classroom  teacher  continued  with  the  practice 
of  giving  weekly  instruction  in  music,  art,  and  physical  education,  as 
time  did  not  permit  the  supervisors  to  visit  the  classrooms  regularly. 

Annual  field  trips  were  taken  by  the  various  grades  last  spring 
for  the  purpose  of  enjoyment  and  information. 

It  is  the  consensus  among  educators  that  the  place  to  hold  back 
children  is  in  the  first  three  grades.  Therefore,  if  a  pupil  is  having 
trouble  in  keeping  on  his  grade  level  it  seems  wise  that  another  year 
be  spent  in  one  of  these  grades.  Many  times  a  child  is  not  ready  men- 
tally or  physically  for  promotion  to  the  next  grade,  so  another  year  in 
the  same  grade  would  seem  advisable.  It  pays  dividends  in  future  years. 
We  who  work  with  the  child  have  the  opportunity  to  be  the  best  judges 
of  the  situation. 

The  teachers  and  I  are  asked  the  question  time  and  time  again, 
"How  can  I  help  my  child?"  I  would  like  to  give  my  answer  by  quoting 
the  first  stanza  of  Henry  Wadsworth  Longfellow's  poem,  "The  Chil- 
dren's Hour": 

Between  the  dark  and  the  daylight, 

When  the  night  is  beginning  to  lower, 

Comes  a  pause  in  the  day's  occupations, 
That  is  known  as  the  Children's  Hour. 
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I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Medfield, 
the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Blake,  and  the  faculty  for  the  help  and  en- 
couragement they  have  given  me.

REPORT  OF  THE  GUIDANCE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  school  year  1962-1963. 

A  follow-up  of  the  class  of  1961  has  been  made  and  the  return 
(better  than  75%)  has  been  most  gratifying.  Already,  information  is 
available  from  the  students  reporting  back,  which  is  meaningful  and 
can  be  used  in  a  manner  which  will  be  most  helpful  in  our  future 
curriculum  plans  and  improved  guidance  services.  This  follow-up  will 
be  on  a  first,  third  and  fifth  year  after  graduation  basis.  That  is,  each 
graduating  class  will  be  polled  three  times.  Such  a  plan  works  both  to 
the  advantage  of  the  graduate  and  of  course  the  school. 

Mr.  James  McCarthy  of  the  Junior  High  School  is  currently  coun- 
seling all  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  and  will  assist  in  the  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  the  Guidance  program. 

We  have  been  successful  in  setting  up  a  pilot  program  in  conjunc- 
tion with  Northeastern  University's  Occupational  Information  Center. 
Two  speakers  have  already  talked  to  Juniors  and  Seniors.  This  pro- 
gram will  continue  through  March.  Northeastern  University  also  pro- 
vides vocational  tapes  which  can  be  most  helpful  within  the  classroom, 
making  possible  further  depth  to  the  Guidance  program  by  means  of 
classroom  career  discussions. 

We  are  using  as  many  measuring  devices  as  possible  to  provide 
ability  grouping.  Therefore,  use  is  made  of  appropriate  tests,  report 
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cards,  the  student's  pattern  of  progress  and,  perhaps  as  significant  as 
any  one  device,  the  considered  opinion  of  the  teachers. 

Our  testing  program  for  grades  7  through  12  includes  additional 
tests  to  those  already  used  last  year.  They  will  serve  as  the  basis  for 
ability,  achievement  and  interest.  All  grades  (7  through  12)  will  be  ad- 
ministered tests  for  certain  specific  purposes,  (e.g.  High  School  Place- 
ment Test  for  8th  graders  entering  high  school;  the  use  of  Algebra  and 
Latin  Prognosis  tests  for  pupils  electing  such  subjects).  The  National 
Educational  Development  test,  the  National  Merit  Scholastic  Qualify- 
ing test,  and  Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  test  will  be  administered 
where  appropriate  and  where  the  student  specifically  requests  it.  These 
tests  are  good  predictors  of  success  in  terms  of  further  education  be- 
yond high  school,  but  are  used  for  guidance  purposes,  as  well. 

We  are  proud  of  the  success  many  of  the  seniors  have  had  in  gain- 
ing admission  to  college.  Colleges  that  admitted  our  seniors  were: 
Parsons,  Drew,  Tufts,  Children's  Hospital,  Bowdoin,  Springfield,  For- 
syth School  of  Dental  Hygiene,  Beloit,  Buffalo,  Northeastern,  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire,  Rockford,  University  of  Mass.,  Wheaton, 
Syracuse,  Abilene  Christian,  Wentworth  Institute.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  HEALTH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  I  submit  my  first  report  as  full  time  nurse  in 
the  Medfield  Public  Schools. 

We  are  continually  striving  to  prevent  illness,  to  detect  and  correct 
physical  defects  that  the  students  may  have,  and  to  instruct  all  in  the 
teaching  and  practicing  of  normal  emotional,  physical,  and  mental 
well-being. 
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Dr.  Stagg  gives  physical  examinations  to  all  students  in  the  High 
School  who  are  engaged  in  competitive  sports  and  also  to  students  who 
are  due  for  their  three  year  examinations.  The  parents  are  notified 
when  and  if  a  defect  is  encountered.  After  this  notice  has  been  sent 
home,  the  nurse  later  checks  to  make  sure  that  medical  attention  has 
been  given.  It  is  our  hope  that  eventually  these  examinations  may  be 
given  by  the  family  doctor  and  the  results  brought  to  school  and  made 
a  part  of  the  health  record. 

1.  The  Pure  Tone  Audiometer  test  is  given  to  all  students  during 
the  year.  Retests  are  also  given  in  the  case  of  failure.  If  these 
tests  are  not  passed,  the  parents  are  consulted,  advised  of  the 
possible  defect,  and  suggestions  are  made  to  them  to  have  the 
student  attended  to  by  an  ear  doctor. 

2.  The  Vision  test  is  done  by  the  Titmus  Vision  Tester.  The  Titmus 
testing  apparatus  is  most  compact  and  has  self-contained  units. 
Notices  are  sent  to  parents  if  a  student  fails  to  pass  the  test. 
This  test  is  merely  a  screening  process.  If  any  student  shows 
symptoms  of  eye  difficulty,  parents  should  not  wait  for  the 
next  school  examination,  but  have  medical  attention  when  the 
problem  is  discovered. 

The  Mantoux  Test  (Tuberculin)  has  been  given  to  most  members 
of  the  Junior  Class  and  Seniors  who  happened  to  miss  the  test  last  year. 

The  Dental  Clinic  is  conducted  at  the  Memorial  School  by  Dr. 
Elliot  Kirschbaum  and  the  School  Nurse  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Board  of  Health.  All  elementary  grade  pupils  through  the  fourth  grade 
are  examined  and  notices  sent  home  when  defects  are  found. 

This  is  the  second  year  of  the  "Future  Nurses'  Club"  in  the  Med- 
field  High  School  for  all  girls  who  are  interested  in  becoming  a  nurse. 
This  year,  field  trips  were  made  to  the  Open  House  of  Beth  Israel  Hos- 
pital, to  the  Children's  Hospital  and  Framingham  Union  Hospital. 
These  field  trips  give  the  girls  an  opportunity  to  talk  with  the  student 
nurses  and  ask  questions  about  nursing;  they  also  had  a  chance  to  tour 
the  hospitals  and  the  nurses'  homes. 

Pre-school  clinic  is  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  children 
entering  school  for  the  first  time  and  to  discuss  health  problems  with 
parents.  It  also  gives  the  parent  and  child  an  opportunity  to  become 
acquainted  with  the  school  personnel  and  surroundings  and  to  help  the 
School  Department  ascertain  and  plan  for  the  number  of  children 
entering  school  in  September.

Voted  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of 
the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1962,  and  to 
issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor,  payable  within  one  year  and  to  renew 
any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year, 
in  accordance  with  Chapter  44,  Section  17,  General  Laws. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all  means  in  the 
collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might  if  elected  to  that  office. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,900.00  for 
the  reconstruction  of  a  section  of  High,  South  and  Spring  Streets 
(Route  27),  and  Main  Street  (Route  109),  said  money  to  be  used  with 
funds  allotted  by  the  County  and  State. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $55,000.00  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  reconstruction  of  Pound  Street  and  to  meet  said  appro- 
priation the  sum  of  $5,000.00  be  transferred  from  the  Stabilization  Fund 
and  that  the  Town  Treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $50,000.00  and  to  issue 
bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  therefor,  in  accordance  with  Section  7, 
Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  providing  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be 
paid  in  not  more  than  ten  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond 
or  note. 

(359  voted  in  favor  of  passage — 2  voted  against  passage.) 

Article  8.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $15,000.00  for 
the  Street  Improvement  Account,  said  funds  to  be  expended  for  the 
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reconstruction  of  Cross  Street,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum 
of  $4,968.09  be  transferred  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  an  appro- 
priation made  under  Article  29  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March 
14,  1960  and  the  sum  of  $10,031.91  be  raised  and  appropriated  from  the 
1962  tax  levy. 

Article  9.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for 
the  purpose  of  installing  Guard  Rail  Posts  and  Cable  Fence  on  the 
easterly  side  of  the  overhead  railroad  crossing  on  Curve  Street,  a  dis- 
tance of  approximately  150  feet. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  amend  Article  19  of  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing of  1961  by  deleting  the  words  "on  Route  109  and  Route  27"  from 
the  vote  which  reads  as  follows: 

"Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  pur- 
pose of  painting  the  white  lines  on  Route  109  and  Route  27." 
and  substitute  the  words  "public  ways"  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

"Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  the  pur- 
pose of  painting  the  white  lines  on  public  ways." 

Article  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,200.00 
for  the  purchase  of  a  Sidewalk  Tractor  and  Plow  for  the  use  of  the 
Highway  Department. 

Article  12.  Voted  unanimously  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $17,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  Front-End  Loader  for  the  Highway 
Department  and  to  meet  said  appropriation,  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  be 
transferred  from  the  Stabilization  Fund  and  that  the  Town  Treasurer, 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  bor- 
row the  sum  of  $12,000.00  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town 
therefor,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  7,  Chapter  44  of 
the  General  Laws,  providing  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid  in  not 
more  than  five  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond  or  note. 

Article  13.  Voted  to  accept  two  drainage  easements,  the  first 
being  a  grant  of  easement  by  William  S.  Blanchard  and  Gertrude  C. 
Blanchard  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  by  instrument 
dated  October  15,  1959,  and  recorded  with  Norfolk  Deeds  in  Book 
3774  at  page  248,  the  second  being  a  grant  of  easement  by  Herbert  P. 
Crump  and  Dorothy  C.  Crump  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Med- 
field by  instrument  dated  October  16,  1959,  and  recorded  with  said 
Deeds  in  Book  3774,  Page  247. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,300.00 
for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  drainage  in  an  easement  off  Bridge 
Street  for  a  distance  of  350  feet. 
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Article  15.  Voted  to  increase  the  term  of  office  of  the  Town 
Treasurer  from  one  (1)  year  to  three  (3)  years,  said  three-year  term  of 
office  to  commence  in  the  year  1963. 

Article  16.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  for  the  purpose  of  renovating  the  Town  Hall. 

Article  17.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed,  wherein  adoption 
of  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  97,  relating  to 
the  operation  of  the  Police  Department  was  suggested. 

Article  18.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed,  wherein  adoption 
of  the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  97A,  relating  to 
the  operation  of  the  Police  Department  was  suggested. 

Article  19.     Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed,  wherein  accept- 
ance of  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41,  Section  108E  of  the  General  Laws 
as  amended  pertaining  to  the  minimum  annual  compensation  of  Police 
Officers  was  petitioned. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of  money 
for  the  purchase  of  a  75  foot  Aerial  Ladder  Truck  for  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment was  sought. 

Article  21.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $750.00 
for  the  purchase  of  500  feet  of  2%"  hose  for  the  Fire  Department. 

Article  22.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,735.00  for 
the  purpose  of  changing  the  radios  of  the  Fire  Department  with  the 
Base  Station. 

Article  23.  Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $5,500.00 
from  the  Stabilization  Fund  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  truck  for  the 
Tree  and  Moth  Departments  and  authorize  the  Tree  Warden  to  trade  or 
sell  the  existing  tree  truck  as  part  of  the  purchase  price. 

Article  24.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Board  to 
appoint  one  of  its  members  as  Water  Superintendent. 

Article  25.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $4,300.00  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  a  truck  chassis  and  a  utility  body  to  be 
mounted  on  the  same  for  the  use  of  the  Water  and  Sewerage  Depart- 
ment, and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $4,300.00  be  trans- 
ferred from  the  unexpended  balance  of  an  appropriation  made  under 
Article  29  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  14,  1960  and  that  the 
Water  and  Sewerage  Board  be  authorized  to  sell  or  trade  as  part  of  the 
purchase  price,  the  present  1951  truck. 

Article  26.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  an 
engineering  survey  for  the  possible  extension  and  improvement  of  the 
Town  Water  System  was  suggested. 
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Article  27.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $321.82  for 
retirement  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  708,  Acts  of  1941,  as 
amended  and  Chapter  419,  Acts  of  1943,  as  amended,  relative  to  teach- 
ers entering  Military  Service. 

Article  28.  Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $14,000.00 
from  the  Stabilization  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  renovating  various  areas 
/in  the  Dale  Street  School  and  to  equip  four  (4)  classrooms  and  the 
cafeteria. 

Article  29.  Voted  to  establish  a  Permanent  School  Planning  and 
Building  Committee  to  be  composed  of  five  members  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Town  Moderator.  Such  a  committee  to  consist  of  one  member  of 
the  School  Committee  and  four  members  at  large.  Term  of  member- 
ship shall  be  for  three  years  except  that  the  initial  appointments  shall 
be  made  as  follows:  One  member  for  a  term  of  one  year,  two  members 
for  a  term  of  two  years  and  two  members  for  a  term  of  three  years, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  this 
committee  and  to  authorize  said  committee  from  time  to  time  to  make 
application  to  the  United  States  of  America  for  a  financial  advance  and 
assistance  under  the  provisions  of  Public  Law  560  of  the  83rd  Congress 
for  securing  an  option  on  an  appropriate  site,  preliminary  and  final 
plans,  specifications  and  construction  bids  for  the  construction  of  addi- 
tional school  building  facilities,  and  any  vacancies  in  said  committee  to 
be  filled  by  the  Moderator.

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,800.00 
for  the  purpose  of  operating  and  maintaining  the  swimming  pond 
located  at  Green  and  Brook  Streets. 

Article  39.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00  for 
the  purpose  of  development  and  maintenance  of  the  Little  League  play- 
ing area. 

Article  40.  Voted  not  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Zoning 
Map  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  for  a  certain  parcel  of  land  situated  on 
the  southerly  side  of  Main  Street  as  described  in  this  article.

Rules  and  Regulations 
Governing  the  Removal  of  Earth  in  the  Town  of  Medfield 

The  removal  of  earth  from  all  zoning  districts  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield  shall  be  deemed  a  non-conforming  use  of  premises.  Such  uses 
shall  be  permitted  only  after  special  permission  of  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  and  under  these  rules  and  regulations.  The  Board  of  Select- 
men shall  grant  no  such  permit  as  would  in  their  opinion  adversely 
affect  the  scheme  of  growth  laid  down  in  the  Zoning  By-Law  or  else- 
where, or  the  economic  status  of  the  town,  or  tend  to  impair  the  beauty 
of  the  town,  or  of  the  district  most  immediately  affected,  or  develop 
health  or  other  hazards. 

All  applications  for  approval  or  endorsement  for  the  removal  of 
earth  in  the  Town  of  Medfield  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
rules   and   regulations   hereinafter   set   forth. 

Before  an  applicant  can  obtain  a  permit  for  the  purpose  of  remov- 
ing earth  in  the  Town  of  Medfield,  he  shall  present  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  an  original  and  five  copies  of  a  plan  made  by  a  Registered 
Engineer  or  Registered  Land  Surveyor,  which  shall  show  in  detail  the 
following  information: 

(1)  All  the  property  where  earth  is  to  be  removed  with  the  boundaries 
shown  in  detail. 

(2)  All  buildings  on  said  property  and  buildings  within  one  hundred 
feet  of  said  property  lines. 

(3)  All  adjacent  roads,  their  elevations,  and  established  grades. 

(4)  All  adjacent  waterways,  brooks,  swamps  and  their  elevations. 

(5)  Contour  lines  for  the  entire  property  at  two-foot  intervals  showing 
existing  and  proposed  elevations. 

(6)  Any  and  all  easements  existing  and  proposed,  public  or  private. 

(7)  Any  and  all  bench  marks. 

(8)  All  land  shall  be  divided  into  five-acre  grids. 

The  plan  shall  be  drawn  to  a  scale  of  1"  equals  40'.  All  profiles 
shall  be  drawn  to  a  scale  of  1"  equals  8'. 
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The  Board  of  Selectmen,  hereinafter  called  the  Board,  after  study, 
may  make  such  corrections  and  revisions  as  it  deems  advisable  in  the 
public  interest. 

Section  I.     General  Requirements 

In  approving  the  plan  the  Board  will  require  that  the  land  shall 
be  suitable  for  the  removal  of  earth  without  danger  to  health  and  life 
and  that  proper  steps  are  taken  so  as  not  to  hinder  or  danger  traffic  on 
public  ways.  The  Board  may  require,  at  its  discretion  that  police  con- 
trol of  the  traffic  be  provided  by  the  applicant  at  his  expense.  Only 
under  special  circumstances  will  the  Board  approve  a  plan  for  the 
removal  of  earth  where  intentions  are  shown  for  excavation  below  an 
already  existing  public  way. 

Section  II.     Procedure 

The  Board  will  act  upon  application  for  approval  of  earth  removal 
only  when  proper  plans  have  been  submited  with  all  information  that 
is  required  clearly  shown. 

Before  approval  is  granted,  a  public  hearing  shall  be  held  by  the 
Board,  notices  of  which  shall  be  sent  by  certified  or  registered  mail 
with  return  receipt  to  mortgagees,  if  any,  of  the  applicant's  property 
and  to  all  owners  of  property  as  appearing  on  the  most  recent  tax  list, 
any  part  of  which  lies  within  one  hundred  feet  of  the  property  of  the 
applicant. 

The  applicant  shall  arrange  and  pay  for  such  publications  and 
notices  and  shall  deliver  a  list  of  said  mortgagees,  property  owners, 
return  receipts,  and  a  copy  of  the  paper  containing  the  notice  of  the 
hearing  to  the  clerk  of  the  Board  at  least  twenty-four  hours  prior  to 
the  hearing. 

The  notice  shall  appear  in  a  paper  of  general  circulation  within 
the  Town,  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  the  hearing. 

The  word  "applicant"  as  used  in  these  rules  and  regulations  shall 
mean  the  owner  of  the  property  or  his  legal  representative  or  persons 
authorized  by  owner. 

Corporations  shall  file  with  the  Board  a  list  of  their  officers  and 
designate  their  authority  to  sign  legal  documents. 

Before  approval  of  any  plan,  and  in  order  to  insure  the  fulfillment 
of  the  following  requirements,  the  Board  will  require  a  proper  bond, 
deposits  of  money,  or  negotiable  securities  on  a  scale  of  not  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  per  acre,  the  exact  amount  to  be  set  by  the  board. 

Said  bond  or  security  to  be  held  by  the  Town  of  Medfield  until  all 
requirements   of   the   Specifications    have   been    complied    with.     The 
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Board  shall  be  the  agent  to  enforce  compliance  with  these  rules  and 
regulations,  and  upon  satisfactory  completion  will  release  the  security. 

Only  under  exceptional  circumstances  will  any  applicant  be 
allowed  to  work  more  than  one  five-acre  grid  at  any  one  time. 

Section  III.     Specifications 

All  work  shall  be  done  in  accordance  with  the  following  speci- 
fications: 

(1)  Trees  to  be  cut  (not  bull-dozed). 

(2)  All  trees,  brush  and  stumps  to  be  brrned  or  chipped  on  the  site, 
unless  removed  for  commercial  purposes. 

Note:    Before  any  burning  is  done,  a  fire-burning  permit  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Fire  Chief  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

(3)  All  loam  and  subsoil  must  be  bulldozed  into  piles  for  future  re- 
spreading.  No  loam  or  subsoil  may  be  removed  from  the  property. 

(4)  Earth  may  be  removed  only  to  contours  as  specified  by  the  Board. 
In  earth  removal  areas,  ledge  shall  not  be  left  exposed  above  the 
approved  grade  and  boulders,  when  encountered,  shall  be  buried  at 
least  such  that  their  tops  are  six  feet  below  the  approved  grade 
and  in  the  event  that  ledge  is  encountered,  prior  to  reaching  the 
approved  grade,  a  revision  of  the  approved  grade  plan  must  be 
immediately  obtained. 

(5)  After  the  earth  has  been  removed  from  the  first  five-acre  grid,  and 
before  proceeding  to  the  next  five-acre  grid,  excavation  shall  be 
graded  to  the  approved  grade  and  all  loam  and  subsoil  shall  then 
be  respread  over  the  excavation,  except  in  such  areas  as  are  re- 
quired in  subsequent  operations. 

(6)  Rye  grass  shall  be  seeded  on  this  reloamed  area  at  the  rate  of 
two  hundred  pounds  per  acre. 

(7)  Fingerling  fir  or  other  approved  trees  shall  be  planted  over  the 
entire  area,  five  or  six  feet  on  centers. 

(8)  Upon  completion  and  approval  by  the  Board  of  a  five-acre  grid, 
the  security  may  be  released  in  part  or  in  whole  or  it  may  be 
advanced  to  the  next  grid. 

Removal  of  earth  which  is  not  intended  as  a  business,  but  for  the 
improvement  of  a  person's  property  and  does  not  include  large  acreage, 
will  be  allowed  on  a  weekly  permit  upon  such  conditions  and  terms  as 
specified  by  the  Board.  This  type  of  permit  must  be  renewed  every 
seven  days  at  a  time  and  place  set  by  the  Board. 
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In  every  case,  whether  it  be  a  large  or  small  earth  removal 
operation,  if  any  violation  occurs,  the  permit  shall  be  revoked  forth- 
with and  will  not  be  renewed  until  the  violation  has  been  corrected  to 
the  satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

These  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  removal  of  earth  in  the 
Town  of  Medfield  shall  not  apply  to  operations  that  were  in  progress 
and  operated  on  land  owned  by  the  applicant  prior  to  April  9,  1938, 
except  that  the  final  grade  of  the  land  shall  be  approved  by  the  Board 
immediately  upon  the  approval  of  this  by-law. 

The  Board  shall  designate  authority  to  inspect  the  earth  removal 
operations  under  these  rules  and  regulations. 

The  Board  shall  reserve  the  right  to  limit  the  days  and  hours  of 
operation  and  may  require  antidust  treatment  in  those  areas  that  in 
the  Board's  opinion  require  such  treatment. 

The  Board  may  also  require  additional  surety  to  cover  the  cost  of 
drainage  to  existing  town  roadways  or  clean-up  requirements  caused 
by  the  earth  removal  operation.

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator  at  7:55  P.M.  The  delay  was  necessitated  by  the  fact 
that  everyone  entering  the  hall  was  checked  off  the  voting  list  as  being 
a  registered  voter.  Interest  in  five  important  articles  brought  out  nearly 
800  voters  thus  making  this  one  of  the  largest  town  meetings  ever  held 
in  Medfield.  After  reading  the  warrant  notice  and  the  Constables' 
return  the  following  action  was  taken  on  the  articles: 

Article  1.  Voted  that  the  Town  accept  the  gift  of  $200.00  made  by 
Dr.  Richard  H.  Wright  of  Milton,  Massachusetts  in  behalf  of  himself; 
his  brother,  the  Most  Reverend  John  H.  Wright  of  Pittsburgh,  Penn- 
sylvania; and  the  other  children  and  grandchildren  of  the  late  John  J. 
Wright  who  was  born  in  Medfield  on  February  5,  1881,  and  that  this 
gift  be  placed  in  a  special  account  to  be  known  as  "The  Special  Park 
Commission  Fund";  that  the  Town  will  express  its  gratitude  to  the 
Wright  family  for  their  generosity  to  the  Town  of  Medfield  by  author- 
izing the  Park  Commission  to  transmit  to  Dr.  Wright  under  seal  of  the 
Town  a  true  copy  of  the  article  and  the  vote  taken  thereunder. 

Article  2. .  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $288.00  from  the  Road 
Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Operating  Account  to  defray  the 
expense  of  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  Highway  Machinery.

Voted  to  transfer  to  the  Medfield  Memorial  Library  the 
sum  of  $1,505.25  received  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  760,  Acts  of  1960,  an  act  providing 
State  Aid  for  public  libraries,  which  monies  have  been  applied  for  by 
the  Library  in  accordance  with  said  act. 

Article  5.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $9,683.00  be  appropriated  to  the 
School  Department  for  the  purpose  of  this  article,  and  that  to  meet 
said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $8,937.10  be  transferred  from  the  reserve 
for  School  Fire  Loss  Account  and  that  the  further  sum  of  $745.90  be 
transferred  from  Available  Funds  in  the  Treasury,  said  sum  of  $9,683.00 
having  heretofore  been  advanced  by  the  School  Department  out  of  its 
annual  appropriation,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  to  pay 
the  charges  arising  from  the  smoke  and  soot  damage  to  Medfield 
Memorial  School. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  authorize  the  School  Committee  to  dispose  of 
by  sale  or  other  means,  the  following  publicly  owned  school  equipment:

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $515,000.00  be  raised  and  appro- 
priated for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  fur- 
nishing a  New  Elementary  School  on  land  presently  owned  by  the 
Town  of  Medfield  and  lying  between  North  Street,  Dale  Street  and 
Adams  Street,  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  Treasurer,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen,  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  borrow 
the  sum  of  $515,000.00  under  the  provisions  and  authority  of  Chapter 
645  of  the  Acts  of  1948,  as  amended,  and  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the 
Town  of  Medfield  therefor  payable  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  so  that  the  whole  loan  shall  be  paid 
in  not  more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue  of  the  first  bond 
or  note.

Article  9.  Voted  that  the  Permanent  School  Planning  and  Build- 
ing Committee  authorized  and  appointed  under  Article  29  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1962  shall  constitute  and  be  the  School  Building  Com- 
mittee and  hereby  are  authorized  in  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Medfield, 
to  construct,  furnish  and  originally  equip  a  New  Elementary  School  on 
land  presently  owned  by  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  lying  between 
North  Street,  Dale  Street  and  Adams  Street;  that  they  be  authorized 
to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  same  including  final  plans  and  drawings 
therefor;  to  approve  bills  for  payment  in  connection  therewith;  to 
determine  the  location  of  the  building  on  said  land;  to  accept  the 
building  when  completed  and  to  transact  all  manner  of  business  with 
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the  Massachusetts  School  Building  Assistance  Commission  and  any 
other  appropriate  governmental  agency  in  connection  with  the  project 
and  to  do  or  act  any  and  all  manner  of  business  necessary  or  incidental 
to  the  foregoing  purposes.

Article  12.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  an  amount 
of  money  for  the  purchase  of  additional  school  equipment  was  sought, 
also  it  was  suggested  that  action  on  this  matter  be  taken  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  in  1963. 

Article  13.  Voted  that  a  Master  Plan  Committee  consisting  of 
three  members  at  large  plus  one  member  each  from  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee and  the  School  Building  and  Needs  Committee  be  appointed  by 
the  Moderator.  Said  Committee  is  to  work  with  the  Planning  Board  in 
the  making  of  a  Master  Plan  of  the  Town.

Article  14.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $7,000.00  be  appropriated  to  the

Plaza  Corp.,  all  as  shown  on  plan  of  land  entitled  "Plan  of 
Land  in  Medfield,  Mass.,  Pilling  Engineering  Co.,  Inc."  dated 
May  12,  1961,  and  on  file  with  the  Planning  Board.

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Article  17.  Voted  not  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  wherein  a 
certain  parcel  of  land  owned  by  Vincent  Palumbo  on  the  southerly  side 
of  Main  Street  would  have  been  changed  from  Residence  District  Uses 
to  Business  District  Uses.

The  proposed  amendment  imposes  no  new  taxes  but  gives  the 
General  Court  the  power  to  pass  an  income  tax  at  graduated  or  propor- 
tioned rates  and  is  a  change  in  the  constitutional  limitations  now  in 
effect  on  the  power  of  the  General  Court  to  pass  tax  measures.  The  pro- 
posed amendment  would  add  a  new  Article  to  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  by  which  full  power  and  authority  is  granted  to  the 
General  Court,  in  the  alternative  to  the  power  and  authority  to  tax 
incomes  in  the  manner  provided  in  Article  XLIV  of  the  Amendments  to

We  were  unable  to  participate  in  National  Library  Week  this 
year  as  the  library  was  about  to  undergo  repairs  to  the  main  room. 
However,  the  League  of  Women  Voters  had  an  exhibit  in  the  library 
during  United  Nations  Week,  and  there  was  an  exhibit  of  photography 
by  Mr.  Richard  Fenton  in  November  and  December. 

The  story  hour  for  four  and  five  year  olds,  given  in  the  children's 
room  by  Mrs.  Copithorne,  the  children's  librarian,  has  been  more 
popular  than  ever  this  year,  so  much  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  limit 
applications  due  to  lack  of  space.  The  story  hour  will  continue  into 
Spring  1964. 

The  library  has  become  increasingly  overcrowded  this  past  year 
and  plans  are  being  formulated  by  the  Trustees  and  staff  to  relieve  this 
situation  if  possible,  by  limiting  student  hours,  as  there  has  been  con- 
siderable criticism  by  the  adult  population  that  there  is  no  room  left 
in  the  library  for  them  to  sit  down  and  read  newspapers  and  maga- 
zines, once  the  student  group  takes  over.  New  regulations  governing 
student  behavior  are  also  being  prepared  and  we  hope  to  have  them  in 
effect  by  the  time  this  report  goes  to  print,  so  that  the  library  may 
become  a  place  which  all  may  enjoy  in  a  reasonably  quiet  and  restful 
atmosphere. 
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This  year  a  new  cork  tile  floor  was  laid  in  the  main  room,  the 
old  one  having  been  in  continuous  use  since  the  library  was  built  in 
1917.  All  the  tables  and  the  main  desk  were  refinished  at  considerable 
expense,  the  tables  having  been  badly  scarred  by  the  carving  of 
initials  by  students  using  the  library  over  a  period  of  years. 

Our  main  problem  at  present,  and  it  is  increasing  yearly,  is  lack  of 
space  for  the  volumes  we  now  have  and  those  which  we  must  have  in 
the  future  as  the  population  of  the  town  increases.  Extra  help  has 
been  added  to  the  library  staff  this  year  to  assist  the  regular  librarians 
during  the  peak  hours  of  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

To  all  who  have  so  thoughtfully  given  donations  of  books  or 
flowers  to  the  library  our  grateful  appreciation  is  extended.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  AND  MOTH   DEPARTMENTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Tree  and  Moth  Depart- 
ments for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

Our  roadside  trees  were  kept  green  throughout  the  growing  season 
with  timely  sprays  of  insecticides  chosen  for  their  least  harmful  effects 
on  wildlife.  I  recommend  that  $1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  continua- 
tion of  our  program  for  Moth  work  for  1964. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  program  continued  with  a  decline  of  in- 
fected trees  from  48  Elms  in  1962  to  33  Elms  in  1963.  This  decline  could 
be  contributed  to  any  one  or  several  factors.  These  infected  trees  have 
been  removed  while  other  healthy  Elms  have  been  pruned  and  sprayed 
to  further  decrease  the  spread  of  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  in  our  roadside 
Elms.  I  recommend  that  $4,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  program  for  1964. 

Poison  Ivy  is  actually  becoming  hard  to  find  on  the  majority  of  our 
roadsides.  With  a  decrease  of  $50.00  in  this  appropriation  I  feel  we  will 
still  have  adequate  control.  I  recommend  the  sum  of  $150.00  be  appro- 
priated for  the  control  of  Poison  Ivy  in  1964. 

Our  program  for  the  Care  of  Trees  other  than  Elms  along  our 
roadsides  progressed  well  throughout  the  year.  Although  we  had 
several  small  windstorms  in  the  course  of  the  year,  damage  was  slight. 
By  continuing  our  program  of  removing  dead  trees,  dead,  dying  or 
weak  leaders  and  limbs,  we  hope  to  improve  the  condition  of  our  trees 
even  more.  Starting  in  1964  any  supervision  of  utility  line  work  by  the 
Tree  Warden  will  have  to  be  paid  by  the  Town  instead  of  by  the  utility 
as  in  the  past,  however  all  monies  paid  by  the  Town  for  these  services 
will  be  reimbursed  by  the  utility  involved.  Therefor,  I  recommend 
$4,700.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Care  of  Trees  for  1964. 

During  the  1963  season,  61  trees  of  various  varieties,  such  as 
Norway  Maple,  American  Linden,  Moraine  Locust,  Crimson  King, 
Maple,  and  Horsechestnut  to  name  a  few,  were  planted  at  many  loca- 
tions throughout  the  town.  Most  of  these  trees  were  planted  behind 
the  sidewalk  or  well  off  the  street,  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  utility 
lines  or  snow  removal.  This  not  only  keeps  the  trees  back  from  the 
traveled  way  but  beautifies  the  adjoining  property.  I  recommend  the 
sum  of  $700.00  be  appropriated  for  the  continuation  of  this  program  in 
1964.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1963. 

First  of  all,  please  note  that  Fire  Alarms  for  1963  increased  more 
than  30%  over  those  in  1962.  This  is  only  the  beginning.  We  are  not 
any  longer  a  small  village.  We  are  a  rapidly  expanding  suburban  town 
and  are  facing  increased  expenses  for  Fire  Protection.  The  appointment 
of  a  permanent  fire-fighting  force  must  be  considered  in  the  near 
future. 

Many  new  developments  are  locating  at  points  a  considerable 
distance  from  our  station,  necessitating  runs  of  up  to  five  miles,  in  some 
cases  traveling  through  adjoining  towns. 

Due  to  other  municipal  expenditures  which  have  created  a  tax 
burden,  action  on  Fire  Department  appropriations  has  recently  been 
"wait  until  next  year".  I  feel  strongly  that  considering  the  increasing 
need  for  replacements  and  some  new  equipment,  immediate  action 
should  be  taken. 

The  combination  pump  and  emergency  squad  truck  has  been  in 
service  since  1941  and  it  is  understandable  that  further  repairs  are  poor 
economy.  I  am  requesting  a  replacement  for  this  piece  of  equipment. 
I  am  also  requesting  for  the  third  time  a  ladder  truck  which  is  more 
necessary  than  ever  due  to  increased  building;  residential,  business, 
and  industrial,  apartment  buildings,  homes  for  the  aged  and  the  State 
Hospital  with  hundreds  of  elderly  and  incapacitated  patients  in  four- 
story  buildings. 

During  the  year  twenty  fire-fighters  completed  a  twelve  hour 
course  dealing  with  the  detection  and  handling  of  radio-active 
materials,  under  the  direction  of  Lieut.  Charles  Frieberg,  Radiological 
Officer  of  the  Boston  Fire  Department.  Plans  are  underway  for  more 
State-sponsored  courses  in  the  future. 

A  Fire  Safety  program  is  being  carried  on  in  the  public  schools 
and  is  showing  excellent  results. 

The  Fire  Station  is  being  used  five  afternoons  a  week  by  Girl 
Scouts,  and  evenings  by  other  groups,  including  Auxiliary  Police  and 
various  community  committees.

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1963   REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION   COMMISSION 

Your  Conservation  Commission  has  held  ten  meetings  during  1963 
and  simply  wishes  to  make  our  report  of  progress.  Each  and  every 
member  makes  no  claim  to  being  an  expert  in  the  field,  but  all  are 
truly  interested  and  devoted  to  doing  the  best  job  possible.  We  still 
feel  that  the  best  way  to  protect  the  waterways  and  water  table  is  to 
own  or  control  as  much  of  the  land  abutting  the  waterways  as  possible. 
With  this  as  a  starting  point,  the  Commission  proceeded  to  scale  the 
existing  lots  along  the  Charles  River,  Stop  River  and  Millbrook,  and  a 
search  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  locating  the  owners  of  this 
property.  It  was  found  that  some  of  the  lots  had  been,  or  were  about 
to  be  taken  for  tax  title.  The  Town  Counsel  was  contacted  in  this  re- 
gard and  we  are  presently  waiting  for  a  disposition  by  the  town  and 
will  then  take  immediate  steps  to  acquire  said  land.  It  is  the  hope  of 
our  Commission  to  control  land  up  to  the  130'  level  along  the  water- 
ways, and  many  of  the  known  owners  of  this  property  have  already 
been  contacted  with  regard  to  the  deeding  or  selling  to  the  town.  The 
three  basic  ways  the  Commission  can  obtain  land  for  Conservation 
purposes  are  by  direct  purchase,  by  gifts  through  grants  or  wills,  and 
by  easements. 

We  are  also  investigating  flood  plane  zoning  and  would  hope  that 
a  report  of  same  could  be  made  public  in  the  near  future. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  we  are  sponsoring 
a  program  on  Conservation  for  the  benefit  of  the  Townspeople  to  be 
held  in  the  Jr.-Sr.  High  School  on  April  8  at  8  P.M.  We  hope  everyone 
will  avail  themselves  of  this  opportunity  to  gain  valuable  knowledge 
from  an  authority  in  this  field  and  will,  as  a  result,  support  and  help 
promote  our  plans  for  the  future. 

Our  Commission  understands  that  an  advisory  committee  of  the 
master  planner  will  be  making  its  report  in  1964,  and  we  are  planning 
to  study  their  recommendations  and  will  attempt  to  incorporate  those 
which  seem  feasible,  into  our  long  range  program. 

We  invite  all  interested  individuals,  or  representatives  of  various 
clubs  and  boards,  to  attend  any  of  our  meetings.  Suggestions  are  always 
welcome  and  appreciated,  as  it  is  felt  an  interchange  of  ideas  will  not 
only  publicize  the  work  of  the  Commission  but  also  assist  us  in  expe- 
diting our  ultimate  objectives.

TRAFFIC: 

It  is  estimated  that  traffic  on  Route  109  increased  by  a  half  million 
vehicles  per  year  in  1963  (3,650,000)  and  a  considerable  increase  is 
expected  in  1964.  In  my  opinion  Traffic  Control  Lights  should  be  in- 
stalled at  the  several  intersections  through  the  Business  District, 
preferably  before  the  resurfacing  of  Route  109  is  completed,  and  also 
suggest  that  the  Pedestrian  Control  Act  be  accepted.  I  would  also 
suggest  that  Routes  109  and  27  be  zoned  for  Speed  Control  and  I  have 
requested  that  appropriate  articles  be  inserted  in  the  Annual  Town 
Warrant. 

RADAR: 

I  have  again  requested  that  the  Town  purchase  a  Radar-Timer  for 
use  by  the  Police  Department  in  conjunction  with  speed  zone  signs. 
In  my  opinion  it  would  assure  that  all  motorists  were  treated  fairly 
as  the  only  system  we  have  at  this  time  is  estimated  speed. 

TRAFFIC  LINES: 

In  1963  all  the  main  routes,  business  district,  as  well  as  many  of  the 
worst  sections  of  secondary  roads  were  painted  with  traffic  markings. 
There  are  still  several  heavily  travelled  secondary  roads  which  remain 
unmarked  but  which  we  hope  to  be  able  to  do  in  1964.  I  feel  that  these 
safety  and  traffic  markings  are  a  definite  aid  and  safety  factor  for 
motorists. 

CRUISER: 

It  is  again  recommended  that  the  Town  purchase  a  new  cruiser  to 
be  used  by  the  Police  Department  and  that  the  present  1963  vehicle  be 
kept  as  a  second  car.  I  feel  that  two  cruisers  are  now  a  necessity  and 
do  not  feel  that  I  or  the  other  Officers  should  have  to  use  our  personal 
vehicles  for  Police  Work.  My  Insurance  Agent  definitely  states  that 
my  vehicle  is  not  insured  for  this  work.  Each  year  hereafter  we  would 
trade  the  oldest  vehicle. 

PERSONNEL: 

It  is  again  urged  that  due  to  the  constant  growth  of  the  Town,  the 
increase  in  records  and  reports  (local,  state  and  federal),  and  an  in- 
crease in  investigations   to   be   made   that   consideration   be   given   to 
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adding  another  Officer  to  each  shift  over  the  next  few  years.  It  might 
be  added  that  the  Fire  Department  is  now  on  their  own  radio  fre- 
quency and  unless  the  Officer  on  duty  happens  to  be  in  the  station 
there  is  no  way  of  the  Police  knowing  what  is  going  on  or  coordination 
between  the  two  services.  An  additional  Officer  each  shift  could  mean 
a  dispatcher  for  both  services  as  well  as  an  Officer  to  keep  the  books 
and  records. 

STATE  POLICE  SCHOOL: 

Officer  William  Griffin  successfully  and  very  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted the  six  week  course  at  the  State  Police  Academy  in  Framing- 
ham.  It  is  expected  that  another  Officer  will  attend  in  1964.  It  is  also 
requested  that  a  sum  of  money  be  appropriated  to  permit  Officers  to 
attend  special  FBI  seminars  which  are  held  on  a  variety  of  subjects 
pertaining  to  modern  police  methods. 

AUXILIARY  POLICE: 

During  1963  Auxiliary  Police  Officers  under  Officer  Nina  Iafolla 
assisted  regular  Police  by  volunteering  their  time  for  traffic  duty  over 
long  weekends  and  during  the  Christmas  Season.  They  also  policed  the 
Little  League  Baseball  Games  and  attended  at  the  Disaster  Drill  held 
in  conjunction  with  the  Medfield  State  Hospital.  It  is  planned  for  them 
to  take  additional  training  courses  on  various  subjects  in  1964. 

On  behalf  of  the  Police  Officers,  I  wish  to  thank  the  State  and 
Local  Officials,  Town  of  Medfield  Department  Heads  and  the  Citizens 
of  the  Town,  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  extended  to  me  and  the 
Police  Department  during  the  past  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Licenses  have  been  issued  to  dealers  selling  or  transporting  methyl 
alcohol  or  wood  alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  preparation  other  than 
shellac  or  varnish,  the  manufacturing  of  ice-cream,  and  a  license  to 
Funeral  Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining  a  Funeral 
Home. 

The  garbage  contract  was  renewed.  Collections  were  made  twice 
a  week  in  summer  and  once  a  week  in  winter. 

In  addition  to  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Health,  many 
special  meetings  were  attended  with  the  "Special  Dump  Committee", 
with  the  Selectmen,  Town  Counsel  and  the  Finance  Board. 

Improvement  of  the  Town  Dump  has  consumed  a  great  many 
meetings,  as  well  as  hiring  an  efficient  custodian,  planning  for  the  new 
fence  and  gate,  and  resident  stickers  to  keep  non-residents  from  using 
the  Medfield  Dump. 

Reported:  Communicable  diseases  and  premature  babies  to  the 
Board  of  Health  and  to  the  State  Department. 

Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  Town  Dump  have  been  approved  by 
the  Board.  Stickers  for  Medfield  will  be  available  when  the  gate  and 
fence  are  installed. 

The  Framingham  Pest  Exterminators  and  Control,  Inc.  have  been 
in  operation  since  May  1,  1963,  and  control  of  the  rodents  has  been 
great. 

Fill  has  been  put  in  at  intervals  during  the  year. 

During  the  year,  complaints  of  the  Dump  were  handled  by  the 
Board. 

The  Board  is  asking  $5,500.00  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Dump 
for  the  remainder  of  the  year.

The  Board  of  Appeals  held  fourteen  hearings  during  the  year,  the 
appeals  and  action  for  which  include  the  following  subjects:

February  7 — Petition  for  variance  for  2  two  family  houses  in  an  "A" 
Residence  District.    Appeal  denied. 

March  28 — Appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  in  deny- 
ing building  permit  for  addition  to  a  non-conforming  stable  in  a 
"AA"  Residence  District.   Permission  granted  for  addition. 

May  2 — Appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Building  Inspector  in  denying 
building  permits  for  2  single  family  houses  in  an  "A"  Residence 
District.  Decision  of  Building  Inspector  affirmed  because  of  town 
vote  on  date  of  plan  filing. 

May  2  and  23 — On  adoption  of  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Appeals.   Adopted  May  23,  1963. 

May  23 — Petition  for  a  Special  Permit  to  operate  an  antique  business 
in  an  "A"  Residence  District.  Dismissed  without  prejudice. 

June  6 — Petition  for  Special  Permit  for  filling  station  at  corner  of 
North  and  Main  Streets.  Dismissed  without  prejudice.  (This  deci- 
sion taken  to  court  by  petitioner.) 

June  13 — Petition  for  Special  Permit  to  change  the  occupancy  of  a 
two  family  house  to  a  three  family  house  in  an  "A"  Residence 
District.  Petition  denied. 

September  26 — Petition  for  permission  to  build  a  dwelling  on  a  lot 
leaving  existing  building  until  completion  of  the  new  building  in 
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an  "A"  Residence  District.   Permission  granted  for  use  of  existing 
building  for  one  year  provided  its  site  is  properly  cleared.

During  1963  the  Commission's  attention  was  directed  in  the  fol- 
lowing channels:

c.  Baker's  Pond  area 

d.  Tennis  Court 

e.  Green  Street  property,  including  Swimming  Pond 

2.  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  a  bathing  beach  and  a  swim- 
ming instruction  program. 

3.  The  investigation  and  establishment  of  "Teen  Activities"  pro- 
gram for  the  young  people  of  the  Town. 

4.  Tennis  instruction  through  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harold 
Soule  working  under  the  New  England  Lawn  Tennis  Asso- 
ciation. 

The  upkeep  of  our  properties  was  ably  handled  by  Mr.  Merlon  A. 
Spender,  and  would  like  to  say  in  this  connection  that  we  received 
nothing  but  compliments  for  the  meticulous  care  with  which  he  did 
his  work. 

In  its  swimming  program,  the  Town  was  once  again  fortunate  in 
having  the  services  of  the  two  people  who  were  responsible  for  making 
a  success  of  the  Commission's  efforts  in  this  direction  in  the  previous 
year,  Mrs.  Frank  Mc Williams,  who  was  in  charge  of  instruction  and  Mr. 
Robert  D.  Long,  Waterfront  Director.  Mrs.  McWilliams  and  her  staff, 
all  Red  Cross  trained  and  certified  were  described  by  the  Boston 
Metropolitan  Chapter  of  the  Red  Cross  as  among  the  toughest  and  the 
best  staffs  operating  under  its  wing.  It  is  of  interest  that  309  persons 
were  granted  certificates  in  the  various  swimming  categories,  which 
was  the  largest  number  certified  by  any  beach  area  in  any  city  or  town 
in  the  Boston  Metropolitan  District.  In  the  light  of  the  strictness  of  our 
staff  instruction  this  was  an  extremely  worthy  accomplishment.  Mrs. 
McWilliams  pointed  out  in  fact,  that  "we  were  not  trying  to  outdo 
anyone,  but  were  trying  only  to  teach  with  quality." 

Mr.  Long  and  his  waterfront  staff  consisting  of  Assistant  Director 
Marc  Scheele  and  four  life  guards  did  an  outstanding  job  once  again. 
We  had  in  use  for  the  first  time  in  1963  the  resuscitator  given  to  the 
Commission  by  Dr.  and  Rev.  Wright,  and  it  was  used  successfully  on 
one  occasion,  preventing  a  possible  disaster.  The  staff  was  compli- 
mented by  many  townspeople  and  the  Red  Cross  for  its  able  handling 
of  an  emergency.  The  Police,  the  ambulance,  and  a  doctor  were  all  on 
the  scene  within  a  matter  of  a  few  moments  and  the  victim  was  being 
properly  treated  upon  their  arrival. 

The  ten-week  bathing  program  saw  3,300  registrants  who  paid 
$2,500.00  in  fees  which  were  returned  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  making 
the  Swimming  program  37%  self-supporting.  Some  upward  adjustment 
in  registration  rates  can  be  expected  in  1964  to  help  make  the  program 
self-supporting  to  a  higher  degree. 
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The  Commission  wishes  to  thank  the  Hannah  Adams  Club  for  the 
seven  picnic  tables  it  donated  to  the  Pond  area  last  summer.  These 
tables  were  assembled  by  men  and  boys  from  Boy  Scout  Troop  No.  89. 
The  Commission  was  motivated  thereby  to  create  a  picnic  grove  at  the 
site  with  the  help  of  Explorer  Post  No.  113,  Medfield. 

The  Teen  Activities  Committee,  with  the  Commission's  Mr. 
Herbert  E.  Johnson  officiating,  came  into  being  late  in  1963.  As  the 
year  came  to  a  close,  a  committee  of  young  people  had  been  formed 
to  plan  the  activities  of  the  group  and  to  formulate  a  suitable  set  of 
by-laws  by  which  it  would  operate.  The  group  has  the  support  of  the 
Churches  and  Service  Organizations  in  Town. 

The  Commission  is  indebted  to  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  American 
Red  Cross  for  its  help  in  running  its  swimming  program,  and  to  the 
various  departments  of  the  Town  and  the  service  organizations  for  the 
assistance  they  gave  to  the  Commission  during  the  year  in  all  of  its 
activities.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

January  17,  1964 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1963. 

A  total  of  twenty-eight  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  thirty-one 
Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  cases,  fourteen  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren cases,  six  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  six  General  Relief  cases 
were  administered.  Forty-four  applications  for  aid  were  received  and 
processed.  Twenty-seven  applicants  were  found  eligible  and  receive i 
aid.  Eleven  applications  were  denied;  one  application  was  withdrawn; 
five  applications  are  pending. 
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Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $21,035.73 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  26,639.14 

Aid  to  Dependent  Children  9,818.93 

Disability  Assistance  2,226.07 

General  Relief  2,775.57 

Early  in  1963,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  conducted 
an  intensified  training  program,  concentrating  specifically  on  the  Aid 
to  Dependent  Children  families,  but  including  all  categories.  Services 
to  Welfare  recipients  are  emphasized  on  the  Federal,  State  and  Local 
levels  that  through  this  added  service,  family  life  may  be  strengthened; 
children  in  hazardous  situations  may  be  more  adequately  cared  for; 
the  health  of  recipients  may  be  improved;  social  standards  may  be- 
come more  stabilized;  and  the  economic  conditions  improved.  Public 
Welfare  has  taken  a  new  look  at  its  goals.  Through  achievement  in 
service,  Public  Welfare  is  striving  to  eliminate  that  recipient  known  as 
the  "hard  core  case"  or  the  "third  generation  dependent". 

Our  Medical  expenses  continue  to  increase.  Hospital  care  for  our 
recipients  has  increased  this  year  from  $1.00  to  $5.00  per  day. 

Leisure  Time  Activities  was  increased  by  our  Legislature  from 
$4.00  to  $5.00  per  month  this  year,  for  those  recipients  receiving  Old 
Age  Assistance. 

Increased  activity  requires  increased  administration  in  fiscal  re- 
porting, statistical  reviews  and  case  recording. 

Elimination  of  poverty  is  the  ultimate  goal  of  the  Department  of 
Health,  Education  and  Welfare.  To  this  end  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
has  become  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children. 

It  is  the  purpose  of  those  directly  responsible  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Welfare  Program  that  adequate  service  be  rendered  to  reci- 
pients, according  to  State  Standards,  always  keeping  in  mind  the 
taxpayer. 

Doris  M.  Carr,  Director  of  Public  Assistance  and  Helen  E.  Ken- 
nedy, Senior  Clerk  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Wel- 
fare commendably.  For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the  Board 
wishes  to  publicly  thank  them. 

In  conclusion,  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  acknowledge 
its  appreciation  for  the  excellent  cooperation  given  this  Board  by  the 
Town  Officials,  Physicians  and  private  business  men  and  to  extend 
publicly  their  thanks.

REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

January  15,  1964 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  each  month  throughout 
the  year  according  to  the  following  schedule: 

1st  and  3rd  Wednesdays  Master  Plan  Business 

2nd  and  4th  Wednesdays  Regular  Planning  Board  Business 

Subdivisions: 

During  the  past  year  the  Planning  Board  has  approved  the  pre- 
liminary plans  of  "Garland  Estates",  "Harding  Estates",  and  "John 
Donnelly  &  Sons",  and  the  definitive  plans  of  "Gun  Hill  Park"  and 
"Harding  Estates". 

There  has  been  building  activity  in  seven  of  the  subdivisions 
throughout  the  town  and  considerable  time  was  spent  by  the  Board 
inspecting  street  construction  so  that  streets  could  be  completed  satis- 
factorily and  in  accordance  with  the  town's  specifications.  As  a  result 
of  these  efforts,  the  Board  was  able  to  recommend  for  acceptance  the 
following  streets  or  portions  thereof: 

Alder  Road  Hearthstone  Drive 

Arnold  Drive  Kenney  Road 

Cedar  Lane  Maplewood  Road 

Clark  Road  Marlyn  Road 

Emerson  Road  Rolling  Lane

Also,  during  the  year,  approximately  twenty-two  plans  were  re- 
viewed and  signed  under  "Approval  of  the  Subdivision  Control  Law 
Not  Required". 

Zoning: 

The  Zoning  Map  was  brought  up  to  date  and  reprinted. 

Several  Zoning  By-Law  changes  have  been  proposed  by  members 
of  the  Board  but  action  has  been  deferred  until  recommendations  have 
been  made  through  the  Master  Plan  Study. 

Members  of  the  Board  attended  the  hearings  held  by  the  Board 
of  Appeals. 
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Building  Code: 

The  Board  set  up  a  committee  to  study  and  revise  the  town's  build- 
ing code.  This  committee  has  held  regular  weekly  meetings  and  has 
made  reports  of  their  propress  to  the  Planning  Board. 

General: 

The  Board  has  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  several  times  to 
discuss  problems  regarding  gravel  removal  operations. 

Master  Plan  Program: 

On  January  18,  1963,  the  Planning  Board  consumated  the  contract 
between  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Commerce  for  the  purpose  of  making  a  Master  Plan  Study.  The  firm 
of  Metcalf  and  Eddy  was  selected  for  this  study. 

Citizen  Advisory  Committees  were  formed  to  assist  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Consultant  in  making  this  study.  These  committees  were 
as  follows: 

1.  Land  Use  and  Zoning 

2.  Streets  and  Subdivisions 

3.  Central  Business  District 

4.  School 

5.  Recreation 

6.  Public  Buildings 

7.  Utilities 

8.  Financing 

9.  Public  Relations 

Throughout  the  past  year  each  committee  made  investigations  and 
studies  of  their  assigned  category  and  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board 
tentative  recommendations  for  the  Board's  and  the  Consultant's  con- 
sideration for  inclusion  in  the  Master  Plan  Program.  In  making  these 
studies,  local  town  departments  were  consulted  for  their  recom- 
mendations. 

The  Board  held  twenty-one  public  meetings  for  this  purpose. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters,  in  conjunction  with  the  Planning 
Board  and  the  Consultant,  circulated  a  questionnaire  throughout  the 
town  for  the  purpose  of  securing  pertinent  information  to  assist  the 
Board  and  the  Consultant  with  this  program.  Returns  of  this  question- 
naire were  tabulated  by  the  League.

To  The  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  the  annual  report  for  the  Operation  and  Main- 
tenance of  the  Town  of  Medfield  Ambulance  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1963. 

Ambulance  made  111  trips  in  1963.  Mileage  on  ambulance:  14,382 
miles. 

Total  amount  billed  in  1963  $1,855.00 

Receipts  for  1963  bills  1,049.00* 

Outstanding  bills  1963  806.00 
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Outstanding  bills  1962  235.00 

Outstanding  bills  1961  75.00 

Outstanding  bills  1960  260.00 

Outstanding  bills  1955-1959  585.00 


TOTAL  OUTSTANDING  $1,961.00 

includes  1  $15.00  abatement. 

I  have  submitted  a  budget  for  1964  of  $1,313.00  of  which  $1,020.00 
is  for  Salaries  and  Administrative  costs  and  $293.00  for  other  expenses. 
I  have  requested  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  purchase  a  property 
damage  insurance  policy  for  the  ambulance  as  the  vehicle  is  on  private 
property  and  out  of  the  Town  limits  when  being  used.  In  1963  a  set  of 
inflatable  plastic  splints  were  purchased  and  used  several  times  with 
many  favorable  comments  from  the  patients  and  doctors. 

I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  remind  the  citizens  that 
the  present  ambulance  was  purchased  in  1958  and  was  a  Mercury 
Sedan  which  was  converted  to  an  ambulance.  While  this  serves  the 
general  purpose  it  is  not  in  the  best  interests  for  the  safety  and  comfort 
of  the  patients.  There  were  many  times  in  the  past  year  when  it  was 
necessary  to  administer  oxygen  or  to  have  a  doctor  ride  with  the 
patient  to  the  hospital  and  there  is  definitely  not  any  head  room  or 
length  in  which  to  work.  The  safety  factor  in  emergency  runs  is  not 
there  as  ambulance  is  top  heavy  and  sways  considerably.  As  the  am- 
bulance is  five  years  old,  and  a  light  vehicle  to  begin  with  it  is  my 
opinion  that  in  the  next  year  or  so  the  maintenance  costs  will  increase 
considerably.  I  feel  that  I  must  request  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  ask 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  investigate  the  need  and  purchase  of 
a  more  suitable  vehicle.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

We  hereby  submit  our  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 
1963. 

The  routine  work  has  been  carried  on  in  the  Vine  Lake  Cemetery 
as  has  been  done  in  previous  years. 

The  rebuilding  of  the  bank  around  the  pond  has  progressed  favor- 
ably due  to  the  fine  cooperation  received  from  the  Highway  Supt.  and 
his  personnel.  We  could  never  have  afforded  the  necessary  equipment 
otherwise.  We  estimate  that  an  equal  amount  of  ledge  and  boulders 
could  be  used  when  available  at  the  same  costs. 

The  road  program  is  moving  slowly  due  to  the  preparation  neces- 
sary before  a  hard  surface  can  be  applied. 

The  capital  expenditures  next  year  will  be  greater,  as  we  need  to 
replace  one  (1)  machine  of  the  30  inch  type  plus  two  (2)  smaller  type 
mowers.  The  trimmers  and  general  maintenance  equipment  will  be 
adequate  except  for  repairs. 

The  program  next  year  will  be  concentrated  around  the  pond  and 
the  surfacing  of  the  drive. 

The  cost  increases  each  year  for  labor  and  machinery  as  the  area 
to  maintain  increases  and  services  broaden. 

There  will  necessarily  be  a  slight  increase  in  the  overall  budget 
request  for  1964.

ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  1,  1963  a  gain  of  153  pupils  was  noted  over  the  en- 
rollment figure  of  October  1,  1962.  This  has  been  relatively  the  same 
net  increase  for  each  of  the  past  six  years. 

When  school  opened  in  September  it  was  necessary  to  schedule 
two  fourth  grade  sections  at  Memorial  School.  One  used  a  spare  room 
and  the  other  was  established  in  the  auditorium. 

The  Dale  Street  School  Addition  was  ready  for  full  operation  on 
November  18th  and  the  re-assigning  of  all  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth  grades 
to  that  building  was  accomplished  within  a  week. 

Memorial  School  presently  houses  grades  one,  two  and  three, 
numbering  506  pupils.  Nineteen  of  the  twenty  rooms  are  being  used. 

Dale  Street  School  now  has  twenty-one  rooms  with  fifteen 
presently  being  used  for  grades  four,  five  and  six,  numbering  423 
pupils. 

At  this  writing  there  are  558  students  in  the  Kingsbury  Junior- 
Senior  High  School.  This  school  has  a  rated  capacity  of  700  and  since 
60  are  expected  to  graduate  in  June  1964  and  some  150  are  expected  to 
enter  grade  7  in  September  1964,  it  is  evident  that  some  program  areas 
will  be  crowded. 

It  is  most  necessary  that  the  Town  give  early  approval  of  a  bond 
issue  so  that  construction  of  an  addition  to  the  Junior-Senior  High 
School  may  be  started  in  the  Spring  of  1964.   If  added  facilities  are  not 
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ready  for  September  1965,  there  is  no  question  but  that  some  curtail- 
ment and/or  modification  of  the  present  educational  policies  will  have 
to  be  made. 

It  is  evident  that  more  elementary  rooms  will  also  be  needed  and 
it  is  unfortunate  that  both  elementary  and  secondary  needs  should 
come  at  the  same  time.  It  seems  logical  to  provide  the  secondary  area 
first  for  it  will  be  possible  to  enroll  the  entire  sixth  grade  at  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  for  a  year  or  two.  In  the  meantime,  plans 
and  specifications  for  another  elementary  school  can  be  in  process. 

At  the  moment  it  does  not  seem  feasible  to  construct  elementary 
facilities  before  providing  at  the  secondary  level  due  to  the  fact  that  it 
is  practically  impossible  to  program  a  junior-senior  high  curriculum 
into  an  elementary  building.  A  sixth  grade  program  can  be  fitted  into 
a  junior-senior  high  school  building  without  losing  any  of  the  funda- 
mental educational  provisions. 


ADULT  EDUCATION 

Evening  classes  for  adults  were  established  in  October  as  a  result 
of  a  survey  made  a  year  ago.  Choices  for  courses  were  many  and 
varied.  The  School  Committee  agreed  to  offer  the  four  basic  courses 
in  which  the  greatest  interest  was  shown — typing,  woodworking, 
sewing  and  art. 

A  registration  fee  of  $5.00  was  charged  each  student  and  no  re- 
fund was  permitted.  The  fees  were  deposited  by  the  Town  Treasurer 
in  a  revolving  account  from  which  expenses  will  be  paid. 

Registrations  were  restricted  to  persons  of  17  years  of  age  or  over 
who  are  not  attending  private  or  public  secondary  schools  and  who  are 
residents  of  Medfield. 

Materials,  with  the  exception  of  typing  paper,  were  supplied  by 
the  students. 

A  minimum  of  20  students  was  necessary  to  establish  a  typing  class 
and  12  students  each  for  art,  sewing  and  woodworking.  The  maximum 
number  for  each  class  was  arranged  by  the  Director.  A  limit  of  two 
classes  per  week  for  any  course  was  set. 

Mr.  John  Cuoco  was  appointed  Director  of  Adult  Education  and, 
under  his  supervision,  registration  was  held  on  October  10th.  The  total 
number  of  registrants  necessitated  holding  two  classes  per  week  in 
each  course.  Tuesdays  and  Thursdays  were  selected  as  school  nights. 
Classes  met  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  beginning  the  week  of 
October  21st.

DALE  STREET  SCHOOL  ADDITION 

The  addition  was  finished  in  accordance  with  the  contract  date  on 
November  15th.  The  new  section  includes  ten  classrooms,  kitchen  and 
cafeteria,  activity  room,  health  room,  teachers'  room  and  adminis- 
trative offices. 

In  the  original  building  some  alterations  were  made  which  have 
already  proven  to  be  valuable.  The  space  formerly  occupied  by  the 
cafeteria  and  kitchen  was  converted  into  a  regular  classroom  and  a 
library.  The  cloak  room  is  now  used  for  remedial  work.  Offices  in  the 
locker  room  area  have  been  converted  to  music  practice  rooms.  Larger 
office  space  for  the  Superintendent  and  his  staff  has  been  provided. 

Mr.  Belcher,  the  teachers  and  the  pupils  have  been  very  pleased 
with  the  functional  aspects  and  simplicity  of  the  enlarged  school. 


BIBLE  READING  AND  PRAYERS 

On  August  13th  the  School  Committee  voted  to  eliminate  Bible 
Reading  and  Prayers  from  the  daily  opening  exercises.  This  action  was 
in  accordance  with  a  ruling  handed  down  by  the  United  States 
Supreme  Court. 

Each  of  our  schools  now  begin  the  day  with  the  Oath  of  Allegiance 
and  thirty  seconds  of  silent  meditation. 


CONDUCT  ON  SCHOOL  BUSES 

The  School  Committee  has  adopted  a  policy  with  regard  to  conduct 
associated  with  school  transportation. 

Beginning    September    5,    1963    the    following    regulations    were 
effective: 

A.     Procedures  For  All  Drivers  and  Parents: 

1.    In  case  of  any  misconduct  on  any  bus,  the  incident  should  be 
called  to  the  attention  of  the  school  principal.   He  or  she  shall 
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report  the  incident  in  writing  to  the  parent  concerned  and  send 
a  copy  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools. 

2.  In  case  of  a  same  or  similar  offense  again  by  the  same  pupil, 
the  principal  shall  suspend  the  child  from  transportation  facili- 
ties with  written  notice  to  the  parent  to  report  at  once  with  the 
child  to  the  superintendent's  office. 

3.  After  a  second  offense  and  a  conference  with  the  Superin- 
tendent, if  a  third  such  incident  occurs,  bus  privileges  shall  be 
forthwith  denied  the  pupil  and  the  responsibility  for  convey- 
ance shall  then  rest  with  the  parent. 

B.  Loading  and  Unloading: 
1.    At  Bus  Stops: 

a.  Riders  must  be  on  time.   The  bus  will  not  wait. 

b.  Riders  will  enter  or  leave  the  bus  at  regular  stops  only. 

c.  Orderly    behavior    and    respect    for    private    property    are 
demanded. 

d.  Instructions  and  directions  of  the  driver  must  be  followed 
by  the  riders  when  entering  or  leaving  the  bus. 

C.  Required  Conduct  Aboard  the  Bus: 

1.  Riders  must  remain  in  seats  or  in  place  when  the  bus  is  in 
motion. 

2.  Whistling,  shouting  and  singing  are  not  permitted. 

3.  Profanity  and  obscene  language  are  forbidden. 

4.  Smoking  is  prohibited. 

5.  The  following  disturbances  are  prohibited: 

a.  Pushing  or  wrestling. 

b.  Annoying    other    passengers    or    their    possessions    in    any 
manner. 

c.  Talking  to  the  driver. 

d.  Throwing  objects  in  the  bus  or  out  of  windows. 

e.  Climbing  over  seats. 

f .  Opening  or  closing  windows. 

g.  Leaning  out  of  windows, 
h.    Littering  the  bus. 
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6.    Parents  will  be  held  responsible  for  any  defacing  or  damaging 
of  the  bus. 


PUBLIC  USE  OF  SCHOOL  PROPERTY  (Revised) 

Section  1 

Priority  for  the  use  of  school  facilities  shall  be  given  to  school 
functions. 

Section  2 

Use  of  school  property  outside  of  school  hours  when  it  does  not 
conflict  with  a  school  activity  will  be  allowed  by  the  Committee  to 
various  organizations  or  individuals  for  educational,  recreational, 
social,  civic,  philanthropic  and  like  purposes. 

Section  3 

Such  use  will  be  limited  to  the  following  parts  of  the  property  and 
the  School  Committee  reserves  the  right  to  approve  or  disapprove  any 
request: 

a.  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  auditorium 

b.  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  cafeteria 

c.  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  gymnasium 

d.  the  Dale  Street  School  auditorium-gymnasium 

e.  the  Dale  Street  School  cafeteria 

f.  the  Memorial  School  all-purpose  room 

g.  the  Memorial  School  auditorium 

h.  the  athletic  fields 

i.     such  other  facilities  as  may  be  mutually  agreed  upon  by  the 
School  Committee  and  the  School  Administration. 

Arrangements  may  be  made  for  the  use  of  the  School  gymnasiums 
by  organized  basketball  teams  under  proper  supervision  and  at  times 
which  do  not  interfere  with  their  use  for  regular  school  activities. 

The  Junior-Senior  High  School  gymnasium  shall  not  be  used  for 
banquets  or  dances. 

The  rental  of  any  cafeteria  does  not  include  the  use  of  any  school 
kitchen  equipment,  such  as  dishes,  silverware,  kitchen  utensils,  ovens, 
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slicers,  refrigerators  and  mixers — these  articles  shall  not  be  rented  or 
used,  except  as  specifically  authorized  by  action  of  the  School 
Committee. 

Rubbish,  all  furniture  and  any  other  materials  used  by  any  group 
must  be  removed  within  24  hours  if  the  activity  is  held  on  a  Friday  or 
Saturday  evening  and  immediately  thereafter  for  any  other  evening. 
In  the  event  that  such  clean-up  is  not  completed  within  one  hour  after 
the  close  of  the  event  custodian  fees  will  be  charged  at  the  rate  of 
$2.00  per  hour  until  such  clean-up  is  completed. 

There  shall  be  no  smoking  in  any  of  the  school  facilities  except  in 
designated  areas.  Smoking  may  be  permitted  in  a  cafeteria  if  it  is  used 
for  a  banquet  or  for  the  serving  of  refreshments,  provided  permission 
is  received  in  advance  and  ashtrays  are  provided  by  the  group  using 
the  cafeteria. 

A  minimum  of  fifty  (50)  persons  shall  be  required  in  order  for 
facilities  to  be  used  for  public  meetings. 

Section  4 

Reservations  for  the  use  of  school  property  are  to  be  made  at  the 
Superintendent's  office  and  should  be  made  as  far  ahead  of  the  pro- 
posed date  as  possible.  The  Superintendent's  office  will  assign  the  use 
of  the  various  rooms  and  any  fees  shall  be  payable  to  Medfield  High 
School. 

Section  5 

School  facilities  shall  be  made  available  on  the  following  basis: 

a.  There  shall  be  no  rental  charges  or  custodian  fees  for  Town 
Department  activities,  local  Parent-Teacher  Associations,  any 
Medfield  Schools  affiliated  groups,  any  organizations  which 
devote  their  entire  profits  to  the  benefit  of  the  Medfield  Public 
Schools  and  other  Medfield  organizations  running  non-profit 
educational  or  recreational  activities  for  the  first  four  hours. 
After  four  hours  a  charge  of  $2.00  per  hour  will  be  made  for 
custodian  services. 

b.  No  school  facility  shall  be  available  unless  a  school  custodian 
is  in  attendance. 

c.  There  will  be  a  custodian  charge  for  any  Medfield  non-profit 
organization,  other  than  those  noted  in  paragraph  a.  above, 
which  sells  tickets  or  accepts  monetary  donations  for  any  affair 
the  profits  from  which  benefit  the  local  organization. 

d.  All  other  groups  or  individuals  shall  pay  rental  and  custodian 
charges. 
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e.    Rates: 

1.  Junior-Senior  High  School  Auditorium,  Gymnasium  or 
Cafeteria — $50.00. 

2.  Dale  Street  Auditorium-Gymnasium — $35.00. 

3.  Dale  Street  Cafeteria— $20.00. 

4.  Memorial  All-purpose  Room — $15.00. 

5.  Memorial  Auditorium — $35.00. 

6.  Any  school  kitchen — $10.00. 

7.  Custodian  fee  is  a  minimum  of  $5.00  for  any  part  of  four 
hours,  plus  $2.00  per  hour  for  any  time  over  four  hours. 

8.  An  additional  fee  of  $2.00  per  hour  per  man  shall  be  charged 
for  setting-up  and  taking-down  auditorium  seats  at  Dale 
Street  School. 

9.  When  a  kitchen  is  to  be  used,  arrangements  must  be  made 
through  the  cafeteria  manager  to  have  a  member  of  the 
school  cafeteria  staff  in  charge.  A  fee  of  $5.00  is  to  be  paid 
by  the  organization  using  the  kitchen.  This  rule  applies  even 
though  no  fee  is  charged  for  the  use  of  the  building,  and 
payment  must  be  made  directly  to  the  person  involved. 

Section  6 

No  refreshments  (including  candy)  are  to  be  served  in  any  of  the 
buildings  except  in  the  cafeteria. 

Section  7 

Buildings  shall  not  be  used  after  12:00  midnight  except  by  vote 
of  the  School  Committee. 

Section  8 

School  activities  should  be  limited  as  far  as  possible  to  evenings 
that  do  not  precede  a  day  when  school  will  be  in  session. 

Section  9 

Any  Sunday  activities  must  be  of  an  educational  or  religious 
nature. 

Section  10 

When  the  schools  are  closed  for  holidays  or  vacation  periods  there 
shall  be  no  use  of  the  buildings  except  by  special  vote  of  the  Com- 
mittee. (Use  for  Town  Meetings  or  Memorial  exercises  excepted.) 
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Section  11 

School  equipment  such  as  projectors,  public  address  facilities, 
scenery,  stage  lights,  etc.,  are  reserved  for  school  use  only.  By  special 
arrangement  with  the  Superintendent  such  facilities  may  be  borrowed, 
but  to  operate  projectors,  public  address  facilities  or  stage  lights  a 
qualified  person  must  be  appointed  by  the  High  School  principal  and 
this  person  must  be  paid  by  the  borrowing  organization  at  a  flat  rate 
of  $5.00. 

Section  12 

Organizations  using  school  facilities  are  responsible  for  damage  to 
the  buildings  or  any  furnishings  or  equipment. 


SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

The  State  Agency  for  Surplus  Property,  a  division  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  regularly  advises  public  schools  of  govern- 
ment property  which  is  available  for  use  in  the  schools. 

During  the  year  Medfield  Public  Schools  spent  $195.07  to  obtain 
$6,265.39  worth  of  usable  items,  among  which  was  a  half-ton  pick-up 
truck.

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FEDERAL  FUNDS 


Public  Law  874 


Medfield  failed  to  qualify  under  this  Law  for  the  second  year  in 
succession.  Consequently,  only  a  percentage  of  the  original  qualifying 
funds  were  paid.  The  final  payment  was  $796.  Total  amount  in  this 
account  in  1963  was  $4,872.61. 

During  the  year,  expenditures  from  this  account  amounted  to 
$3,030.56  leaving  a  balance  of  $1,842.05.  Expenses  involved  Dale 
Street  renovation,  library  books,  desk  tops  and  matching  funds  for 
Title  III  and  Title  V  of  Public  Law  864. 

Public  Law  864 

Title  V  (Guidance)  received  $304.20.  This  was  used  for  the  pur- 
chase of  reference  materials  and  a  vocational  education  library. 

Title  III  (Mathematics,  Science  and  Foreign  Language)  received 
$970.51.   This  was  used  for  the  purchase  of  equipment.

REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  submit  my  ninth  annual  report  as  principal  of 
the  Memorial  School  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1963. 

There  are  now  five  hundred  and  six  pupils  in  grades  one,  two,  and 
three  in  the  Memorial  School.  The  learning  processes  in  the  primary 
grades  are  as  essential  to  future  learning  as  are  the  primary  colors  to 
the  making  of  all  other  colors.  You  can  see  that  we  must  fashion  the 
necessary  tools  with  which  to  work.  Phonics,  reading,  arithmetic,  and 
writing  must  be  mastered.  The  goal  of  every  member  of  the  Memorial 
School  faculty  is  to  strive  unceasingly  for  the  improvement  of  the 
educational  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  our  children. 

The  main  purpose  of  elementary  education  in  American  democracy 
is  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  all  children  of  elementary  school 
age.  The  major  educational  needs  common  to  all  are:  to  develop  pro- 
ficiency with  tools  of  learning;  to  gain  knowledge  of  one's  environ- 
ment; to  attain  knowledge  and  appreciation  of  cultural  background;  to 
develop  appreciation  of  the  beautiful;  to  prepare  for  a  future  career; 
to  make  social  adjustments;  to  use  leisure  effectively;  to  achieve  and 
maintain  sound  mental  and  physical  health.  Teachers  of  children  of 
elementary  school  age  are  expected  to  motivate  and  assist  them  to 
attain  desirable  educational  objectives. 

Children  of  the  first  three  grades  demonstrate  the  roots  of  growth. 
Human  growth  cannot  be  hurried;  every  child  has  his  own  pattern  of 
growth.   Children  develop  at  varied  degrees  through  guidance. 
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Emphasis  must  be  put  on  results  of  a  day's  work  that  is  completed, 
not  left  incomplete;  neatly  written,  not  poorly  done.  A  pupil's  lesson 
must  be  done  at  the  assigned  time,  under  the  supervision  of  the  teacher. 
Some  parents  are  prone  to  think  that  the  lesson  may  be  brought  home 
and  completed.  This  causes  a  child  to  become  careless  and  slow  to 
work,  forming  poor  working  habits  in  general. 

We  wish  our  system  of  reporting  grades  to  be  as  fair  and  accurate 
as  possible.  A  committee  of  teachers  is  now  studying  a  revision  of  our 
present  type  of  report  card. 

The  teaching  of  reading  is  one  of  our  big  jobs.  Reading  is  the  basic 
tool  with  which  children  work  in  all  grades.  All  elementary  teachers 
are  trained  for  this  phase  of  work.  Children  should  be  encouraged  to 
want  books,  to  care  for  books  as  if  they  were  human,  and  to  think  of 
them  as  friends.  A  book  can  be  put  into  the  hands  of  a  very  young 
child,  and  I  believe  here  lies  the  key  to  opening  the  door  to  a  child's 
desire  to  read.  He  will  learn  at  this  young  age  that  there  is  something 
interesting  within  the  cover  of  a  book;  his  curiosity  and  emotions  will 
be  aroused.  Beginning  reading  is  being  approached  with  the  develop- 
ment of  auditory  and  visual  discrimination  and  a  knowledge  of  letters 
and  their  sounds.  The  formal  reading  program  is  started  after  the  pre- 
liminary training  in  phonics.  This  beginning  approach  will  help  to 
eliminate  many  of  the  difficulties  and  confusions  on  the  earliest 
primary  level. 

The  handwriting  program,  Rinehart  Functional  Handwriting  Sys- 
tem, that  has  been  in  effect  in  the  elementary  grades,  has  been  adopted 
through  grade  six.  By  means  of  this  program  teachers  as  well  as  pupils 
benefit  through  instruction  in  modern  methodology  of  handwriting.  It 
is  believed  that  such  a  procedure  is  contributing  much  in  terms  of 
legibility,  speed,  and  neatness,  toward  the  improvement  of  hand- 
writing skill  in  our  school. 

The  schedule  of  our  school  is  a  working  one,  with  special  events 
heightening  it  at  intervals.  In  the  spring  we  have  our  field  trips  and 
our  art  and  music  festival.  In  October  there  are  a  Halloween  parade 
and  party  which  only  take  an  hour  of  the  school  day.  At  Christmastide 
we  stage  a  school  program  of  song  and  verse  depicting  the  story  of  the 
season,  a  visit  from  Santa,  and  then  a  party — again,  an  hour  taken  from 
the  school  day.  Our  Memorial  Day  and  other  programs  are  included 
in  the  school  schedule. 

We  follow  the  same  arrangement  as  in  past  years  in  calling  the 
parents  for  a  conference  with  the  teacher  if  a  child's  mark  falls  below 
a  C.  Parents  may  call  the  office  for  an  appointment.  The  development 
of  teacher-parent  conferences  on  each  grade  level  has  t^ened  the  v/cy 
for  more  effective  means  of  communication  and  for  ,'  -■''  :  tyi:  g  of 
individual  strengths  and  weaknesses  of  children  in  the  primary  grades. 
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The  mutual  efforts  of  parents  and  teachers  in  the  interest  of  a  child 
can  create  gratifying  results.  Indeed,  the  success  of  our  educational 
activity  is  dependent  on  the  wholehearted  cooperation  of  all  those 
involved  in  it.  May  I  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  appreciation 
for  the  cooperation,  understanding,  and  help  given  me  by  the  School 
Committee,  Superintendent,  Memorial  personnel  and  parents,  in  car- 
rying out  my  responsibilities  as  principal  of  the  Memorial  School.

REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  I  submit  my  first  annual 
report. 

The  period  from  August,  1963,  to  December,  1963,  has  been  a  most 
interesting  and  educationally  rewarding  one  to  me.  The  development 
of  the  Dale  Street  School  into  a  new  and  separate  administrative  unit, 
the  completion  and  occupancy  of  the  Dale  Street  Addition,  the  com- 
pletion of  alterations  to  the  existing  building,  and  the  excellent  spirit 
of  professional  enthusiasm  exhibited  by  the  school  staff  are  especially 
noteworthy.  The  Dale  Street  School  is  growing  not  only  in  regard  to 
the  number  of  students  enrolled,  but,  more  important,  in  the  educa- 
tional opportunities  available  to  the  student. 

The  Program 

During  the  past  few  months,  the  faculty  began  an  intensive  study 
of  the  present  curriculum  in  order  to  prepare  a  curriculum  guide  in  all 
subject  areas  for  each  grade.  In  keeping  with  our  objective  of  constant 
inspection  and  evaluation  of  all  areas  of  the  instructional  program, 
a  study  has  begun  of  available  texts  in  the  various  subject  areas  as  a 
prelude  to  recommendations  for  new  curriculum  materials.  As  a  result 
of  a  map  survey  initiated  in  September,  1963,  each  classroom  now  has  a 
complete  set  of  up-to-date  maps  and  globes  suitable  to  the  subject 
areas  taught  in  that  grade. 
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The  faculty  is  voluntarily  studying  a  Modern  Mathematics  Pro- 
gram developed  by  Science  Research  Associates  which  is  based  on  the 
Greater  Cleveland  Mathematics  Program.  This  is  a  year-long  project 
and  the  staff  meets  once  weekly  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Duffus, 
who  taught  the  material  as  it  was  being  developed  for  a  number  of 
years.  This  study  has  a  twofold  purpose: 

1.  To     familiarize     the     staff     with     the     modern     approach     to 
mathematics. 

2.  To  enable  the  staff  to  intelligently  determine  the  worth  and/or 
need  for  the  program  in  our  school. 

An  Ungraded  Reading  program  for  grades  4-6  will  be  started  as 
soon  in  1964  as  is  educationally  sound.  Children  will  be  grouped 
according  to  the  following  criteria  regardless  of  present  grade  place- 
ment. 

1.  Reading  Achievement  scores  on  a  standardized  reading  test. 

2.  Teacher  recommendations. 

3.  Past  reading  achievement  records. 

In  addition  to  the  grouping  of  the  children,  new  reading  materials, 
including  new  reading  texts  (and  reading  laboratories)  for  each  group, 
were  purchased. 

Finally,  plans  are  being  formulated  to  departmentalize  the  major 
subject  areas  for  the  start  of  school  in  September,  1964. 

Library 

The  Dale  Street  School  Library  will  open  shortly  after  the  Christ- 
mas holidays.  With  the  able  assistance  of  Mr.  Daniel  Hogan,  the  High 
School  Librarian,  many  volumes  of  fine  books  were  purchased.  Areas 
of  interest  selected  were  many  and  varied  and  included  History, 
Science,  Mathematics,  Fiction,  Music,  Art,  Autobiography,  and  many 
others  on  all  reading  levels.  Through  the  cooperation  of  a  few  PTA 
mothers  and  Mr.  Hogan,  the  books  are  being  catalogued,  indexed,  and 
readied  for  student  use. 

Cafeteria 

After  two  and  one-half  months  of  cold  lunches  our  cafeteria  was 
opened  on  Monday,  November  25.  This  was  a  red-letter  day  for  the 
children,  and  I  imagine,  for  their  parents  as  well.  Whereas  the  school 
lunch  program  is  an  entirely  self-supporting  endeavor,  and  a  balanced 
nutritious  meal  such  as  is  served  cannot  be  prepared  at  home  for 
twenty-five  cents,  we  would  like  to  see  more  of  the  children  partici- 
pating in  the  program. 
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Building 

Special  mention  must  foe  made  of  the  fine  work  done  by  the  school 
custodians  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Walter  Reynolds.  Mr.  John 
Grover  has  been  most  cooperative  and  helpful  during  many  difficult 
and  trying  times. 

The  opening  of  the  fine  new  addition  was  anxiously  awaited  by  all 
who  were  to  live  and  work  in  it.  The  tremendous  task  of  moving 
equipment  and  children  into  their  appointed  areas  was  carried  out 
with  a  minimum  of  confusion  or  interruption  of  the  educational  pro- 
gram. This  was  due  to  the  splendid  cooperation  of  the  pupils,  teachers 
and  custodians. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for  their  interest  in  and 
support  of  the  school  program  and  the  members  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee, the  Superintendent,  and  the  school  staff  for  the  assistance  and 
cooperation  they  have  given  me.

REPORT  OF  THE  AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  gives  me  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to  submit  my  ninth  annual 
report  as  principal  of  the  junior-senior  high  school  for  the  year  ending 
December  31,  1963. 

In  September  of  1962  committees  were  formed  in  every  depart- 
ment to  revise  and  develop  curriculum  guides  for  every  area.  The 
entire  curriculum  was  studied  and  certain  additions  and  changes  have 
been  made.  By  June  of  1963  all  departments  had  at  least  a  preliminary 
outline  to  a  complete  course  of  study  guide.  In  September  1963  the 
School  Committee  voted  to  dismiss  the  student  body  for  one  half  day 
each  month.  After  the  students  are  dismissed  at  11:30  A.M.,  the  faculty 
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meet  in  their  designated  committee  rooms  from  12  noon  to  4:00  P.M. 
to  work  at  completing  the  course  of  study  guides.  It  is  planned  to  have 
complete  course  of  study  guides  by  June  1964. 

Because  of  revisions  made  in  the  curriculum  four  years  ago, 
several  members  of  the  junior  class  will  have  completed  four  years  of 
high  school  math  and  science  by  June  1964.  This  will  afford  them  the 
opportunity  to  elect  an  advanced  math  and/or  science  in  their  senior 
year.  Also,  several  members  of  the  junior  class  will  be  taking  French 
IV  next  school  year  as  they  are  completing  their  third  year  of  that 
language. 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  New  England  Association  of  College 
Admission  Directors,  the  writer  learned  that  Medfield  High  School 
enjoys  a  good  reputation  in  the  colleges  of  New  England.  The  graduates 
have  established  an  excellent  record  at  the  various  colleges.  (See 
Guidance  Director's  Annual  Report.) 

On  June  10,  1963  fifty-six  seniors  graduated  from  the  Amos  Clark 
Kingsbury  High  School.  Of  the  56  graduates,  38  went  on  to  further 
education. 

The  following  scholarships  were  awarded  at  graduation:  Medfield 
Parent-Teachers  Association  Scholarship  to  Melissa  McQuillan  who  is 
attending  Radcliffe;  The  Medfield  Lions  Club  Scholarship  to  Nancy 
McGary  who  is  attending  the  University  of  New  Hampshire;  The 
American  Legion  Beckwith  Post  No.  110  to  Cameron  Daley  who  is 
attending  Northeastern;  The  Hannah  Adams  Club  Scholarship  to  Gale 
Franke  who  is  attending  the  University  of  Massachusetts;  and  the 
Medfield  Teachers  Club  Scholarship  to  Nancy  Kennedy  who  is  attend- 
ing Pembroke  College. 

The  following  awards  were  made  at  graduation:  The  Harvard 
Prize  Book  to  Jeffrey  Cook;  The  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution 
Good  Citizens  Award  to  Nancy  McGary;  The  Bausch  &  Lomb  Science 
Award  to  Melissa  McQuillan;  American  Legion  Medals  to  Margaret 
Stubblebine  and  Joanne  Duff  us;  and  the  Alton  H.  Hartford  Prizes  to 
Marjorie  Owen  and  Mary  Sheridan. 

This  past  fall  many  members  of  the  junior  class  went  on  a  trip  to 
the  United  Nations.  This  is  the  second  year  that  we  have  participated 
in  this  venture  and  again  found  it  to  be  very  worthwhile. 

Medfield  High  School  was  represented  in  Chicago  at  a  national 
science  conference  by  Mrs.  Julia  Warburton,  teacher  of  Chemistry  and 
Physics,  and  Beverly  Pederson  a  junior.  The  three  day  conference  was 
sponsored  and  financed  by  the  Boston  Edison  Company. 
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George  Sauer,  a  sophomore,  was  selected  by  The  National  Associa- 
tion of  Teachers  of  Science  to  attend  a  three  day  conference  in  Boston. 
George  was  one  of  25  boys  from  New  England  to  be  selected.  He  and 
Mr.  Stephen  Rudin,  the  Biology  teacher,  attended  the  conference. 

In  September  1963  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Corporation 
announced  that  Victoria  Sauer  was  a  National  Merit  Semi-finalist. 
There  were  some  13,000  Semi-finalists  chosen.  These  13,000  Semi- 
finalists  constitute  less  than  two-thirds  of  one  per  cent  of  the  nation's 
graduating  secondary  school  senior  population.  Richard  Souza  received 
a  Letter  of  Commendation  for  his  high  achievement  on  the  National 
Merit  Scholarship  Examinations. 

This  report  would  not  be  complete  without  mentioning  the  work 
done  by  the  Medfield  Chapter  of  the  National  Honor  Society,  the  Stu- 
dent Council  and  the  student  librarians;  Mrs.  Olive  Potter  and  Mr. 
Daniel  Hogan  respectively  have  done  a  marvelous  job  with  these 
organizations. 

The  Honor  Society  has  conducted  opening  exercises,  dispatched 
school  news  to  the  newspapers  and  is  presently  investigating  the 
feasibility  of  conducting  unsupervised  honor  study  halls. 

The  Student  Council  has  the  never-ending  task  of  acting  as  the 
representative  of  the  students  and  assisting  the  school  administrators. 
The  Council,  among  other  accomplishments,  has  scheduled  and  con- 
ducted an  assembly  every  month. 

The  Student  Librarians  have  acted  as  assistant  librarians  every 
period  of  every  school  day.  While  the  importance  of  this  task  is  some- 
times overlooked  by  others,  the  students  perform  a  very  vital  service 
in  the  operation  of  the  school. 

The  administration,  faculty  and  students  of  the  junior-senior  high 
school  wish  to  express  their  sincere  gratitude  to  all  persons  and 
organizations  who  have  so  graciously  given  gifts,  time  and  effort  to 
making  ours  a  better  school.

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GUIDANCE  REPORT 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1963-64: 

The  heart  of  the  guidance  program  is  the  counseling  of  students. 
This  aspect  of  guidance  was  expanded  with  the  additional  assistance  of 
Mr.  James  McCarthy,  who  has  devoted  much  time  to  counseling  with 
grades  7  and  8  pupils.  Daily  interviews  took  place  throughout  the 
school  year  covering  all  grades,  7  through  12.  Much  of  the  effort  was 
devoted  to  areas  of  program  selection,  future  education,  vocational 
choices  and  any  personal  assistance  requested.  Many  parents  found 
that  it  was  helpful  to  visit  the  guidance  office  in  order  to  be  a  part  of 
the  counseling  process.  This  will  be  encouraged  in  order  that  home 
and  school  will  be  in  direct  communication  with  each  other.  This  aspect 
of  guidance  is  gratifying  since  a  team-work  approach  is  possible  and 
is  to  be  desired. 

Our  testing  program  is  working  toward  the  goal  of  better  under- 
standing the  pupils'  strengths  and  weaknesses,  thus  enabling  guidance, 
administration  and  faculty  to  assess  each  student  objectively  but  al- 
ways in  cooperation  with  the  teachers'  observations  and  recommenda- 
tions. Our  testing  program  consists  of  various  tests  used  to  assist  us  in 
measuring  ability  and  achievement.  All  grades  (7  through  12)  are 
tested  for  specific  purposes.  That  is,  the  High  School  Placement  Test 
for  the  8th  grade  entering  high  school,  the  use  of  Algebra  and  Latin 
Prognoses  tests  for  pupils  electing  such  subjects  and  to  determine  the 
feasibility  of  students  continuing  these  subjects.  The  National  Educa- 
tional Development  test,  the  National  Merit  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test 
are  administered  where  appropriate  and  where  the  student  specifically 
requests  it.  Likewise  many  colleges  are  interested  in  the  results  of 
these  tests  noted  above,  since  they  are  good  predictors  of  success  in 
terms  of  education  beyond  high  school;  they  are  used  for  guidance 
purposes  as  well,  e.g.  the  making  of  a  wise  choice  of  a  college  for  each 
student. 

Our  students  have  been  successful  in  gaining  admission  to  colleges 
and  other  institutions  of  higher  education.  More  significant  is  the  fact 
that  over  an  eight  year  period,  our  students  have  entered  59  different 
colleges  and  universities.  The  number  entering  college  was  114.  Of  the 
114  students,  17  left  the  school  in  which  they  enrolled  as  freshmen.  Of 
the  17,  four  left  to  be  married,  2  left  because  of  ill  health,  4  students 
have  transferred  to  other  schools  and  7  left  for  academic  reasons.  Of 
these  7,  two  re-entered  leaving  a  total  of  5  students  out  of  114  who 
have  left  for  academic  reasons.  This  figure  represents  4%  of  all  stu- 
dents entering  college  from  Medfield  High  School. 
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A  follow-up  of  our  graduates  is  being  conducted  this  year  using 
j    a  new  form  of  questionnaire  and  we  are  confident  that  the  information 
returned  to  us  will  be  invaluable  in  terms  of  an  ever-continuing  effort 
to  provide  the  best  educational  services  possible. 

Mr.  McCarthy  is  counseling  all  7th  and  8th  grade  pupils  and  assist- 
ing in  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  entire  guidance  program. 

We  are  continuing  the  vocational  career  program  in  conjunction 
with  the  Occupational  Information  Center  of  Northeastern  University. 
Already  a  vocational  career  assembly  has  been  presented  for  grades 
9-12  and  two  speakers  have  visited  our  school  to  discuss  two  specific 
vocational  areas  with  Juniors  and  Seniors.  This  program  continues 
through  the  month  of  March. 

Approximately  20  schools  and  colleges  have  been  invited  to  visit 
our  school.  As  a  result,  admissions  officers  from  schools  and  colleges 
and  our  school  will  be  in  close  contact.  Much  value  should  be  derived 
from  these  visits  as  they  relate  to  admission,  scholarships  available, 
admission  requirements,  and  most  important,  we  will  be  able  to  tell 
about  our  school  and  its  program. 

Personnel  from  the  Norwood  Employment  Security  Office  have 
been  invited  to  visit  our  school  to  administer  the  General  Aptitude  Test 
Battery  to  the  students  of  the  business  department,  thereby  increasing 
their  opportunities  for  immediate  employment. 

A  work  study  program  is  being  explored  for  both  educational  and 
vocational  reasons.  National  statistics  indicate  that  the  drop-out  trend 
in  High  School  is  causing  national  leaders  and  educators  more  than 
a  little  concern.  Such  a  program  will  help  us  to  keep  the  drop-out  rate 
here  well  below  the  national  level.

The  health  of  the  pupils  in  the  Elementary  School  has  been  very 
good,  with  the  exception  of  a  small  percent  having  contagious  diseases. 

Physical  examinations  were  done  on  all  pupils  in  the  fourth  grade 
and  to  all  new  pupils  entering  our  school  system.  Children  entering 
the  first  grade  were  examined  by  the  school  physician  or  by  their  own 
physicians.

We  have  had  minor  injuries  in  the  High  School  and  only  one  pupil 
was  taken  to  the  hospital  because  of  an  accident  that  occurred  in 
school.  Several  of  the  pupils  have  been  involved  in  accidents  outside 
of  school,  and  it  was  necessary  for  them  to  be  in  school  with  crutches. 

Most  of  our  absentees  have  been  of  short  duration,  due  to  mumps, 
german  measles,  and  tonsillectomy.  Two  pupils  had  to  remain  home 
because  of  slight  cases  of  anemia.  In  April  we  had  many  pupils  who 
had  German  Measles.  It  seemed  as  if  every  other  week  a  different 
class  was  smaller  because  of  this  disease.  However,  by  graduation  and 
final  examinations,  all  students  were  back  in  school.  It  is  very  hard 
to  say  how  many  did  have  German  Measles  because  of  the  Doctor's 
Certificate;  but  known  cases  were  apparently  148.

Eighty-six  of  the  school  per- 
sonnel were  X-Rayed.  One  teacher  preferred  to  have  the  X-Ray  done 
privately. 

The  Future  Nurses  Club  has  been  very  active  this  year  and  I  am 
very  happy  to  relate  that  ten  of  the  members  were  accepted  to  Schools 
of  Nursing.  The  Club  held  meetings  twice  a  month  this  year;  instead 
of  a  meeting  every  time,  they  would  go  to  an  Open  House  at  a  Hospital. 

Some  of  the  activities  of  the  club  were  Medical  Career  Day  at  the 
Medfield  State  Hospital,  Open  House  at  Framingham  Union  Hospital, 
helping  at  the  Sabin  Vaccine  Clinic,  and  Pre-school  registration. 
Several  of  the  girls  gave  a  party  to  a  group  of  patients  at  the  Medfield 
State  Hospital  during  one  of  the  vacations. 

The  Future  Nurses  Club  was  honored  to  have  two  representatives 
from  Burbank  Hospital  School  of  Nursing  at  Fitchburg.  They  showed 
slides  and  talked  about  the  nursing  career  at  the  Hospital.  The  girls 
from  the  Freshman  Class  through  Grade  12  were  invited  to  attend  this 
meeting. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  the  appreciation  of  the 
Health  Department  and  myself  to  those  persons  who  have  helped  to 
make  this  school  year  a  successful  one.

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SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

In  planning  the  School  Lunch  Program  we  have  tried  to  maintain 
a  nutritional  adequate  lunch  for  all  ages  in  the  school  system.  We 
strive  to  provide  a  lunch  which  is  attractive  and  tempting  to  the  chil- 
dren, by  having  many  of  the  familiar  foods  as  well  as  introducing  new 
foods.  Participation  in  the  program  has  been  above  last  year's  figures, 
with  an  increase  in  the  sale  of  milk.  We  are  striving  constantly  to 
improve  our  percentage  of  participation. 

The  number  of  cafeteria  workers  has  been  increased,  as  well  as  the 
length  of  the  working  day.  One  new  item  has  been  the  introduction, 
on  a  limited  scale,  of  hot  rolls  prepared  from  U.S.D.A.  donated 
products. 

The  School  Cafeteria  has  continued  to  share  in  the  Government 
Reimbursement  Program  and  as  such  the  menu  must  meet  certain 
standards  established  by  the  Government.  They  are  as  follows: 
2  ounces  of  lean  meat,  poultry,  fish  or  cheese;  %  cup  fruit  and/or 
vegetable;  a  good  source  of  Vitamin  C  must  be  served  every  day; 
a  serving  of  fruit  or  vegetable  rich  in  Vitamin  A  must  be  included 
twice  a  week;  a  slice  of  whole  grain  or  enriched  bread,  or  a  serving  of 
corn  bread;  2  teaspoons  of  butter;  and  8  ounces  of  whole  milk.  There  is 
no  dessert  required  for  the  Type  A  meal,  but  we  believe  it  is  desirable 
to  have  one.  Therefore,  our  menus  are  planned  to  include  some  type 
of  dessert. 

On  December  2,  1963,  the  Dale  Street  Cafeteria  opened  with  a  98% 
participation  of  students  eating  lunch.  It  is  with  regret  that  one  of  the 
familiar  faces  in  the  Dale  Street  Cafeteria,  Mrs.  Yankee,  tendered  her 
resignation  due  to  ill  health.   She  will  be  missed  by  all. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  school  personnel  who 
have  been  so  helpful  to  me  and  especially  the  cafeteria  personnel  who 
are  doing  such  a  tremendous  job  to  make  the  School  Lunch  Program 
a  success.

The  term  of  office  of  members  of  the  Personnel 
Board  shall  be  three  years;  initial  appointments  to  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  shall  be  for  the  periods  of  one  year,  two  years 
and  three  years  respectively.  No  elected  or  appointed  officer 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  no  person  employed  by  the  Town 
of  Medfield  shall  be  eligible  for  service  upon  the  Personnel 
Board.

titles  and  easements,  including  drainage  easements,  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  accomplish  such  purpose.  (Arnold  Drive  not  accepted  because 
of  question  of  specification  conditions). 

Article  2.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,505.25  to  the  Medfield 
Memorial  Library,  said  amount  having  been  received  from  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter  760,  Acts 
of  1960. 

Article  3.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,920.00  from  the  Road 
Machinery  Fund  to  the  Highway  Operating  Account. 

Article  4.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,600.00  for  the 
Snow  and  Ice  Account,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of 
$732.45  be  transferred  from  the  unexpended  balance   of   the   Curve 
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Street  Guard  Fence  Account  voted  under  Article  11  of  1963  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  the  sum  of  $392.55  be  transferred  from  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  Spring  Street  Land  Damage  Account  and  the  sum  of 
$5,475.00  be  raised  and  appropriated. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $4,043.00  from  the  High- 
way Payroll  Account  to  the  Highway  Materials  and  Supplies  Account. 

Article  6.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  estab- 
lishment of  a  rate  for  re-imbursement  to  Town  Employees  for  the  use 
of  their  own  cars  was  sought. 

Article  7.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  the  sale 
of  Lot  264  by  the  Town  to  the  Unitarian  Church  was  contemplated. 

Article  8.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  funds  for 
the  purchase  of  a  bulldozer  for  the  Town  Dump  was  asked. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  to  build  a  shelter  for  a  bulldozer  and  truck  at  the 
Town  Dump. 

Article  10.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,468.00  for  the 
purchase  and  erection  of  approximately  781  feet  of  10  foot  high  Chain 
Link  Fence  with  suitable  gates  therefor  at  the  Town  Dump,  and  to 
meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $250.00  be  transferred  from  the 
unexpended  balance  of  the  Public  Dump  Gates  Account  voted  under 
Article  52  of  the  1963  Annual  Town  Meeting,  and  the  sum  of  $3,218.00 
be  raised  and  appropriated.  Said  project  to  be  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Board  of  Health. 

Article  11.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $620.00  for 
the  improvement  and  maintenance  of  the  Town  Dump  through  the  first 
two  months  of  1964.     The  Board  of  Health  to  supervise  the  work. 

Article  12.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,620.00 
for  the  installation  of  an  extension  to  the  water  main  on  Adams  Street 
in  a  northerly  direction  for  a  distance  of  180  feet  more  or  less.  Said 
installation  to  be  under  the  provisions  of  the  Water  Betterment  Act. 

Article  13.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  the  sum 
of  $60,000.00  was  asked  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  plans,  specifica- 
tions, etc.  for  an  addition  to  the  present  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

Voted  that  the  meeting  be  dissolved  at  9:45  P.M.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  March  of  1963,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  organized  with 
Austin  C.  Buchanan,  Chairman,  Edward  R.  Perry,  Clerk,  and  Joseph 
L.  Marcionette,  Third  Member. 

With  respect  to  the  issuance  of  earth  removal  permits,  we  have 
had  a  number  of  discussions  with  Atlantic  Brick  Company,  their  attor- 
ney, Town  Counsel  and  the  abutters  interested  in  the  problem  of 
establishing  a  grade,  and  reducing  the  depth  of  the  pit  at  the  corner  of 
Bridge  Street  and  West  Street.  The  profile  of  the  proposed  County 
relocation  of  West  Street  will  help  to  provide  the  solution  to  this 
problem. 

It  has  been  our  duty  under  the  conflict  of  interest  law  to  classify 
all  municipal  employees.  We  feel  our  decisions  were  in  the  best  inter- 
ests of  the  Town. 

The  Development  and  Industrial  Commission  has  been  revitalized, 
and  their  number  increased. 

We  have  made  a  study  of  the  parking  regulations  in  the  business 
district  and  are  considering  establishing  additional  time  zones.  We 
would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  point  out  to  the  townspeople 
that  consideration  must  be  given  to  improving  municipal  parking  in  the 
central  business  district. 

We  are  now  insured  under  a  Public  Institution  Policy  with  respect 
to  fire  insurance,  and  this  has  resulted  in  a  substantial  saving  of 
premium  to  the  Town. 

Hearings  have  been  held  with  the  County  Commissioners  consider- 
ing the  relocation  of  Hospital  Road,  Harding  Street,  West  Street, 
Bridge  Street,  and  West  Mill  Street. 

The  resurfacing  of  Main  Street  from  Pound  Street  to  Brook  Street 
has  been  completed  and  we  anticipate  resurfacing  Main  Street  through 
to  Spring  Street  in  1964.  The  Highway  Department  again  deserves  to 
be  commended  for  a  job  well  done  on  this  project  as  well  as  main- 
tenance of  our  roadways. 

The  backhoe  attachment  for  the  older  front  end  loader  was  pur- 
chased this  year  and  has  been  a  tremendous  asset. 

We  have  added  2.66  miles  of  roadway  in  1963,  making  a  total  of 
49  miles  of  public  ways  in  the  Town. 

The  Town  will  have  approximately  3,000  feet  of  new  roadway 
approaching  the  new  bridge  and  location  at  the  Medfield-Sherborn 
line.   This  is  presently  under  construction  and  will  be  completed  late 
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next  summer.  Its  completion  will  provide  greater  convenience  and 
safety  for  all  who  use  Route  27.  The  construction  of  the  bridge  and 
the  approaches  is  being  built  with  Federal  and  State  funds 

In  order  to  fill  vacancies  on  the  Board  of  Assessors,  School  Board 
and  Park  Commission,  we  voted  with  the  remaining  members  of  the 
various  boards  involved  to  elect  qualified  persons  to  fill  these 
vacancies. 

We  appreciate  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  various  town  de- 
partments and  find  the  inter-departmental  relations  to  be  of  great 
value  to  the  well-being  of  the  Town. 

We  also  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  who  have 
generously  contributed  their  time  and  effort  to  the  general  welfare  of 
the  Town  of  Medfield.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1964 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen 
and  the  People  of  Medfield: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1964.

*Total  number  of  books  in  library  at  end  of  1964— approximately  11,000. 
According  to  population  statistics  we  should  have  approximately  15,000 
books  in  this  library,  but  even  if  our  budget  would  permit  purchasing 
that  number,  we  have  no  present  available  space  in  which  to  house  them. 
Space  is  the  library's  most  pressing  problem  and  unless  or  until  library 
facilities  can  be  expanded  our  collection  will  remain  under  par.  Each 
year  as  the  population  increases,  the  library's  need  of  space  will  increase. 

Activities 

National  Library  Week  in  1964  was  observed  by  an  exhibit  of  antiques 
featuring  books  on  that  subject  owned  by  the  library.  The  exhibit  was  an 
excellent  one,  held  in  the  Historical  Room  and  featured  antiques  of  all 
kinds  loaned  from  the  private  collections  of  townspeople,  but  was  not 
nearly  as  well  attended  as  we  had  hoped,  whether  due  to  lack  of  suffi- 
cient advertising  or  lack  of  interest  is  not  known. 
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Story  Hour  for  tots  4-5  years  old,  presided  over  by  Mrs.  Copithorne, 
the  children's  librarian  was  the  most  important  activity  in  the  children's 
department  and  it  is  growing  in  popularity  each  year,  so  that  there  is  not 
always  sufficient  room  to  accommodate  all  the  children  who  would  like 
to  attend.  It  has  become  necessary  to  register  children  in  advance,  and 
this  year  the  limit  was  set  at  85,  though  all  do  not  attend  at  any  one  time. 
From  October  1963  to  mid  April  1964  637  children  of  this  age  group  at- 
tended. At  the  end  of  the  season  in  April,  a  party  was  given  for  the 
children  by  Troup  5  of  the  Cadettes  whose  leader  was  Mrs.  Rulfs.  Story 
Hour  is  currently  in  session  from  October  1964  to  April  1965. 

United  Nations  Week  a  group  of  women  from  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  had  an  effective  display  of  materials  relating  to  United  Nations  on 
one  of  the  library  tables. 

New  rules  governing  student  use  of  the  library  went  into  effect  at  the 
library  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year,  which  seem  to  be  working  out 
very  well,  the  students  for  the  most  part  are  cooperating.  The  rules  in 
effect  are  as  follows: 

It  is  understood  that  the  library  is  to  be  used  for  reading  and 
study  only  and  not  as  a  social  gathering  place. 
Students  using  the  library  sign  in  at  the  desk  for  a  certain  seat  at 
one  of  the  tables  which  they  are  supposed  to  keep  while  they  are 
in  the  library. 

Order  must  be  maintained  at  all  times  if  a  student  wishes  to 
remain  in  the  library,  and  defacing  or  destroying  of  library  prop- 
erty or  furnishings  will  automatically  result  in  suspension  of  li- 
brary privileges. 

Due  to  overcrowding  of  the  library  tables,  it  is  recommended  that 
Junior  High  students  use  the  library  in  the  afternoon  and  Senior 
High  in  the  evening.  Recently  one  table  has  been  set  aside  for 
the  exclusive  use  of  adults  who  wish  to  read  the  magazines  and 
newspapers. 

We  regret  that  there  are  still  many  books  borrowed  from  the  library 
during  1964  which  have  never  been  returned  and  between  $40  and  $50  in 
unpaid  fines.  It  has  been  suggested  that  those  who  do  not  return  books 
due,  and  fail  to  pay  fines  should  not  be  permitted  to  borrow  more  books 
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from  the  library  until  they  comply  with  library  regulations  which  are 
clearly  printed  on  book  plates  in  each  book  under  rules  and  regulations 
No.  2  and  No.  3. 

To  all  who  have  donated  books  and  flowers  to  the  library  during  1964 
we  extend  our  grateful  appreciation.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DEPARTMENT  OF  INSECT  PEST  CONTROL 
AND  THE  TREE  DEPARTMENT 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Insect  Pest  Con- 
trol and  the  Tree  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1964. 

Once  again  through  the  timely  and  proper  use  of  spray  materials  our 
roadside  trees  were  kept  reasonably  green  throughout  the  season.  In  the 
future  all  pesticides  must  be  applied  by  personnel  licensed  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts Pesticide  Board.  I  recommend  that  $1000.00  be  appropriated  for 
continuation  of  our  Insect  Pest  Control  program  for  1965. 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  in  Medfield  declined  again  in  1964  from  33 
trees  in  1963  to  28  infected  Elms  this  past  year.  All  diseased  Elms  have 
been  removed.  With  continuation  of  our  pruning  and  spraying  program, 
it  is  hoped  this  total  will  decrease  again  in  1965. 1  recommend  that  $3500.00 
be  appropriated  for  the  Dutch  Elm  Disease  program  for  1965. 

The  routine  spray  program  for  the  control  of  Poison  Ivy  revealed  that 
this  public  nuisance  has  become  scarce  along  our  roadsides.  With  my 
recommendation  that  $100.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Control  of  Poison 
Ivy  in  1965  we  will  endeavor  to  keep  it  at  a  minimum. 

Our  program  for  the  Care  of  Trees  other  than  Elms  along  our  road- 
sides progressed  favorably.  Although  many  of  our  larger  street  trees  are 
quite  old  we  have  tried  to  keep  them  in  a  safe  condition  and  when  this  is 
not  posible  they  are  removed  and  wherever  possible,  replaced  with  a  new 
tree.  Without  any  major  storms  this  past  year,  storm  damage  was  at  a 
minimum.  The  majority  or  our  work  was  routine  maintenance  such  as 
pruning  or  raising  of  low  limbs.  The  remainder  of  our  time  was  spent  re- 
moving dead  or  dangerous  trees  and  stumps.  I  recommend  the  sum  of 
$4300.00  be  appropriated  for  1965. 

During  the  1964  season  86  trees  of  various  varities  such  as  Norway 
Maple,  American  Linden,  Moraine  Locust,  Washington  Hawthorne, 
Crimson  King  Maple,  and  Sugar  Maple  to  name  some,  were  planted  at 
many  locations  throughout  the  town.  Most  of  these  trees  were  planted  be- 
hind the  sidewalk  or  well  off  the  roadway.  When  plantings  were  near 
utility  wires,  smaller  varieties  were  used  so  as  not  to  interfere  with  wires, 
r  recommend  the  sum  of  $700.00  be  appropriated  for  the  continuation  of 
this  program  in  1965.

REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen. 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1964. 

Having  been  appointed  as  your  Fire  Chief  on  November  1,  1964,  it  has 
been  necessary  for  me  to  enlist  the  aid  of  Retired  Chief  Kenneth  R.  Clark 
in  order  to  present  a  complete  report  of  Fire  Department  activities  for 
the  year. 

In  December,  the  members  of  the  Department  were  saddened  by  the 
death  of  Arnold  H.  Ripley  who  had  served  as  a  fire  fighter  for  fifteen 
years.  He  will  always  be  missed  by  those  who  knew  him  and  worked 
with  him. 
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Once  again,  you  will  note  that  the  number  of  calls  for  services  far 
out-numibers  the  calls  received  in  any  previous  year,  an  indication  that 
more  time  must  be  devoted  to  providing  these  services  if  the  townspeople 
are  to  receive  what  they  are  entitled  to  in  the  way  of  protection. 

With  new  laws  being  enacted  and  new  regulations  being  enforced  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Safety,  it  is  very  evident  that  no  Chief  can,  on 
a  part-time  basis,  make  the  necessary  inspections  of  Nursing  and  Rest 
Homes,  Hospitals,  Schools,  Churches,  business  establishments  and  dwell- 
ings called  for  in  these  regulations.  Every  new  dwelling  has  a  heating 
unit  which  should  be  thoroughly  inspected  before  the  issuance  of  a  permit. 
This  in  itself  is  a  time  consuming  job  to  which  more  time  should  be 
alloted  than  has  been  in  the  past. 

The  whereabouts  of  a  Fire  Chief  should  be  known  at  all  times  so 
that  'citizens  and  builders,  especially,  may  procure  permits  to  burn, 
permits  for  blasting  and  receive  information  on  all  matters  pertaining  to 
Fire  Safety. 

I  am,  therefore,  including  in  my  Budget  request,  a  sum  of  money  to 
be  used  as  a  salary  to  place  the  position  of  Chief  on  a  full-time  basis. 
With  our  town  expanding  so  rapidly,  the  need  for  this  request  is  vital,  and 
within  a  very  few  years,  the  need  for  a  full-time  force  will  be  just  as 
vital. 

I  am  also  requesting  a  replacement  for  the  combination  Pump  and 
Emergency  Squad  truck  which  has  been  in  service  since  1941.  On  Novem- 
ber 30,  1964,  money  was  provided  to  replace  a  1949  Tank  Truck.  This  new 
equipment  is  expected  to  be  delivered  during  the  summer.  The  rest  of 
the  equipment  is  in  satisfactory  condition  at  this  time. 


With  new  personnel  being  added  to  the  Department,  training  sessions 
in  the  near  future  are  being  anticipated  to  increase  efficiency.  These 
courses  are  made  available  by  the  Mass.  Department  of  Education. 


The  regular  safety  programs  are  being  carried  on  in  the  Public 
Schools  and  it  is  hoped  that  these  programs  may  become  more  extensive 
under  a  full-time  chief. 

The  Fire  Station  has  proven  to  be  invaluable  as  a  meeting  place  for 
several  Town  Committees  as  well  as  Girl  Scouts  and  various  other 
organizations. 
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During  the  year,  alarms  and  investigations  totaled  317  as  compared 
with  206  in  1963.

The  Conservation  Commission  has  been  well  rewarded  for  its  efforts 
this  year.  A  good  start  toward  its  ultimate  aim  has  been  made. 

Seven  gifts  of  land  have  been  received  and  it  appears  that  more  land 
will  be  under  the  supervision  of  your  Commission  shortly.  These  gifts, 
all  of  them  along  the  Charles  and  Stop  Rivers,  total  over  35  acres.  It  is 
our  hope  that  other  landowners  along  the  rivers  and  streams  of  Medfield 
will  be  encouraged  to  consider  this  low  land  for  conservation.  The  Com- 
mission, on  behalf  of  the  town,  is  able  to  make  legal  arrangements  to 
receive  as  a  gift  or  as  an  easement,  any  land  that  could  benefit  our 
town's  conservation  program.

The  Medfield  Garden  Club  has  also  contributed  by  giving  $100.00  to 
the  conservation  fund. 

Although  the  Commission  feels  that  it  lias  done  all  it  can  towards  ob- 
taining the  various  tax  title  properties  along  the  Charles  and  Stop  rivers, 
the  tax  deeds  have  yet  to  be  finalized.  We  believe  this  land  is  vital  to  the 
conservation  program.  Approximately  65  acres  are  involved  in  tax  title 
proceedings  and  when  the  Commission  receives  this  land,  the  total  set 
aside  for  conservation  will  then  be  over  100  acres. 

The  Commisislion  has  printed  a  brochure  spelling  out  its  aims  and  the 
need  for  a  good  conservation  program  for  Medfield.  There  are  not  enough 
copies  available  for  everyone  because  of  lack  of  funds,  but  any  interested 
person  may  receive  a  brochure  by  asking  a  member  of  the  Commission. 
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The  Master  Plan  is  in  complete  agreement  with  the  aims  l'aid  out  by 
your  Conservation  Commission.  We  feel  that  the  interest  of  the  town's 
people  in  conservation  has  greatly  helped  our  program.  We  want  to  thank 
all  who  helped  and  say  "Put  CONSERVATION  in  your  conversation."

Alcohol  or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called,  or  any  preparation  other  than  Shellac 
or  Varnish,  the  manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream,  and  a  license  to  Funeral 
Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining  of  a  Funeral  Home. 

The  Garbage  contract  was  renewed.  Collections  were  made  twice  a 
week  in  the  summer  and  once  a  week  in  the  winter. 

Rules  and  regulations  for  the  use  of  the  Town  Dump  have  been 
published. 

Stickers  for  the  use  of  the  Town  Dump  have  been  issued  to  1749  citi- 
zens of  Medfield. 

The  new  fence  and  gate  have  been  installed. 

Two  hundred  feet  of  hose  have  been  purchased  and  installed  for  the 
new  hydrant. 

Fill  has  been  put  in  at  intervals  during  the  year. 
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Since  the  Framingham  Pest  Exterminators  have  been  in  operation 
since  May  of  1963  the  control  of  rodents  has  been  most  effective. 

A  Custodian's  building  was  donated  by  an  interested  and  generous 
citizen.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  PARK  AND  RECREATION 
COMMISSION  FOR  1964 


To  tihe  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 


'During  1964  the  Park  Commiissdon,   more  aptly  described  as  the 
Park  and  Recreation  Commission,   pursued  the  following   activities: 

1.  The  operation  and  maintenance  of  a  bathing  belach  and  a  Red 
Cross  swimming  instruction  program  for  Medfield  residents. 

2.  The  operation  of  a  Youth  Center  for  the  young  people  of  the  town. 

3.  Tennis  instruction  for  the  town's  residents  in  conjunction  with  the 
New  England  Lawn  Tennis  Association. 
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4.   The  care  and  upkeep  of  Medfield's  parks  and  other  properties 
under  its  jurisdiction  as  follows: 

(a)  Baxter  Park 

(b)  Metacomet  Field 

(c)  Baker's  Pond  Areia 

(d)  Tennis  Court 

(e)  Green  Street  propertyi-Htlhe  location  of  the  swimming  pond. 

The  ten  week  swimming  program  saw  2,628  registrants  pay  $3,800 
in  registration  fees,  which  were  returned  to  the  Town  Treasurer,  mak- 
ing the  program  and  maintenance  of  the  area  55%  self-supporting.  The 
balance  of  45%  had  an  impact  upon  the  tax  rate  of  10c.  An  estimated 
75%  of  residents  from  the  ages  of  one  through  18  years  were  registered 
for  free  swimming. 

Mr.  Robert  Long,  Waterfront  Director,  and  Mrs.  Frank  MoWilliams, 
Chief  Swimming  Instructor,  combined  their  talents  for  the  third  straight 
year  to  make  our  beach  operation  successful.  Mr.  Long's  efforts  were 
directed  toward  efficient  life  guarding  and  the  bundling  of  a  competi- 
tive swimming  team.  Mrs.  McWilliams  strove  toward  the  advancement 
of  the  Red  Cross  Water  Safety  program  and  the  instruction  of  an  esti- 
mated 800  children  in  swimming  skills,  of  which  271  were  awarded 
certificates  in  various  ciategories.  A  waterfront  staff  of  five  assisted 
Mr.  Long  and  Mrs.  McWilliams  in  the  guarding  and  instruction .. 

It  can  be  siaid  that  the  Medifield  Youth  Center  came  into  its  own 
during  1964.  Operating  under  a  sub- committee  of  eight  adults  and  a 
committee  of  five  younig  people,  regular  Saturday  night  gatherings  were 
held,  either  at  the  Town  Hall  or  during  summer  months  at  the  location 
of  the  swimming  pond.  The  get-togethers  were  well-chaperoned  by 
adults,  but  the  motivation  of  any  particular  activity  or  event,  whether 
a  movie  or  a  record  hop,  or  a  dance  with  a  live  band,  came  directly 
from  the  young  people.  They  handled  all  of  their  own  arrangements 
with  only  a  modicum  of  help  and  advice  from  adults.  Mr.  Robert  Capers 
acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Adult  Advisory  Group  and  Mr.  Calvin  Fisher 
as  President  of  the  Youth  Committee.  These  offices  were  taken  over 
from  Mr.  Maynard  Child  and  Mists  Toni  Frank,  respectively,  in  April 
1964.  The  attendance  at  the  various  functions  during  the  year  averaged 
125.  The  group  has  the  continued  support  of  the  churches  and  service 
organizations  of  the  town. 

Tennis  lessons  were  once  again  given  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Harold  Soule,  working  with  the  New  England  Lawn  Tennis 
Association.  Close  to  100  adults  and  youngsters  were  instructed  on  Med- 
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field's  Tennis  Court  on  Adams  Street,  and  at  the  Charles  Woodard's 
court  on  North  Street. 

The  Town's  parks  and  other  properties  were  once  again  ably  taken 
care  of  by  Mr.  Merlon  Spender.  Many  compliments  were  heard  from 
citizens  regarding  the  excellent  appearance  of  our  various  properties. 

The  entrance-way  to  the  parking  field  at  the  Swimiminjg  Pond  on 
Green  Street  was  landscaped  and  fenced,  also  by  Mr.  Spender,  working 
outside  his  park-upkeep  contract,  directly  with  the  Hannah  Adams  Club 
and  the  Spade  and  Hoe,  who  jointly  sponsored  the  project.  The  Hannah 
Adams  Club  was  responsible  also  for  the  donation  and  installation  of 
the  new  swings  in  the  beach  area.  Two  trees  were  donlated,  a  red  maple 
by  the  Garden  Club  and  a  weeping  willow  by  Mr.  Spender. 

In  June  two  high  school  juniors  were  dhosen  to  serve  as  student 
associates  to  attend  the  Commission's  meetings.  A  great  portion  of  the 
Commission's  efforts  is  directed  toward  recreation  for  young  people  and 
it  was  felt  their  representation  would  be  a  welcome  influence.  The  Com- 
mission felt  also  that  this  step  was  desirable  in  order  to  create  a  greater 
interest  in  civic  affairs  on  the  part  of  the  youth,  so  that  they  would  be 
enabled  to  learn  about  some  of  the  inner  workings  of  the  Town  Govern- 
ment and  might  wish  as  a  result  to  participate  as  elected  officers  when 
they  become  of  legal  age.  For  the  1964-1965  school  year,  Mr.  James 
Blake  and  Miss  Cheryl  Supko  were  chosen  through  the  school  system 
to  serve  in  this  capacity.  Their  prime  accomplishment  Was  in  assisting 
the  Commission  in  planning  future  recreational  programs  and  facilities. 

The  Commission  is  indebted  also  to  the  Boston  Chapter  of  the  Ameri- 
can Red  Cross  for  its  help  in  running  its  swimming  program,  to  Mrs. 
Henry  Ricker  and  Mrs.  Walter  Frink  and  scores  of  other  volunteers 
who  helped  in  the  pond  registration,  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture 
Conservation  Corps,  Walpole,  Massachusetts,  for  special  consultation 
concerning  its  water  supply,  and  the  various  departments  of  the  Town, 
Service  Organizations,  and  other  individuals,  for  the  generous  assistance 
they  glave  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1964. 

In  November,  1964,  Mr.  Edwin  S.  Mitchell  passed  away.  This  Board 
of  Public  Welfare  and  the  townspeople  of  Medfield  express  their  thanks  to 
his  family  for  his  faithful,  untiring  service  as  a  valuable  member  of  this 
Board.  Mrs.  Marion  Henderson  was  appointed  December  15,  1964  to  this 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  to  fill  the  vacancy  until  the  next  annual  election. 

A  total  of  twenty-six  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  thirty-eight  Medical 
Assistance  for  the  Aged  cases,  twelve  Aid  To  Families  with  Dependent 
Children  cases,  five  Disability  Assistance  cases  and  five  General  Relief 
cases  were  administered.  Forty-four  applications  for  aid  were  received 
and  processed.  Ten  applications  were  denied;  five  applications  were 
withdrawn;  twenty-eight  applications  were  approved  and  one  application 
is  pending. 

Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $21,471.00 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  29,261.00 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  12,535.00 

Disability  Assistance  10,528.00 

General  Relief  4,000.00 

Through  service  to  all  recipients,  utilizing  the  Massachusetts  Reha- 
bilitation Commission;  The  Man-Power  Training  Act  and  facilities  avail- 
able under  the  Economic  Act  of  1964,  Public  Welfare  is  striving  for  self 
reliance  by  improving  economic  standards,  emphasizing  physical  fitness 
and  health  standards;  increasing  educational  opportunities  for  the  under- 
privileged; creating  an  adequate  social  standard,  and  protecting,  through 
service,  children  in  hazardous  situations.  Greater  emphasis  on  family 
life,  as  an  integral  part  of  society,  through  service,  planning  and  devel- 
opment, proper  interpretation,  adequate  knowledge  of  available  facilities 
and  cooperation  of  all  should  lead  to  a  stronger,  well  adjusted  family 
unit. 

It  is  the  aim  of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  to 
strive  for  elimination  of  poverty — through  education  and  job  opportunities. 
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Medical  needs  and  medical  expenses  continue  to  increase. 

That  adequate  services  be  rendered  to  our  recipients,  it  is  the  purpose 
of  those  directly  responsible  for  the  administration  of  Public  Welfare  that 
these  programs  be  administered  according  to  the  Standards  of  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  and  the  Department  of  Health,  Education 
and  Welfare  on  the  Federal  level,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  taxpayer, 
and  striving  toward  elimination  of  poverty. 

From  time  to  time,  the  State  Department  of  Public  Welfare  sponsors 
educational  training  courses  for  local,  district  and  state  personnel.  Such 
courses  are  advantageous  and  informative  and  prove  their  worth  in  the 
administration  of  these  programs. 

Increase  in  services  requires  increased  administration,  fiscal  report- 
ing, statistical  recording  and  case  activities. 

Doris  M.  Carr,  Director  of  Public  Assistance  and  Helen  E.  Kennedy, 
Senior  Clerk  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  com- 
mendably.  For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the  Board  wishes 
to  publicly  thank  them. 

In  conclusion,  for  the  excellent  cooperation  given  this  Board  of  Pub- 
lic Welfare  by  the  Town  Officials,  Physicians  and  private  business  men, 
this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation  and 
to  extend  publicly  their  thanks.

TRAFFIC: 

The  large  volume  of  traffic  on  Route  109  is  still  with  us  and  in  addi- 
tion we  now  have  several  other  problems  created  by  the  location  of  new 
businesses  in  town.  I  am  again  recommending  the  installation  of  Traffic 
Control  Lights  at  the  intersection  of  North,  Main  and  Pleasant  Streets. 
This  could  still  be  accomplished  before  that  section  of  Route  109  is  re- 
surfaced and  would  enable  us  to  more  effectively  use  the  Officer  assigned 
to  duty  in  the  Square  area  at  other  locations.  The  Selectmen  and  Chief 
of  Police  met  with  representatives  of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  and 
Department  of  Public  Works  regarding  the  zoning  of  several  ways  for 
Posted  Speeds.  A  traffic  count  and  the  survey  of  the  average  speeds 
driven  will  be  made  in  the  Spring  by  the  Police  Department. 
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RADAR-TIMER: 

I  am  again  requesting  the  purchase  of  a  Radar-Timer  for  use  by  the 
Police  Department  in  conjunction  with  Posted  Speed  Signs.  It  may  also 
be  used  in  Traffic  and  Speed  Surveys  and  will  assure  that  all  speed  is 
measured  by  the  same  yardstick. 

PERSONNEL: 

It  is  again  urged  that  due  to  the  constant  growth  of  the  Town,  the 
need  to  keep  adequate  records,  the  need  to  assign  one  Officer  to  an  in- 
vestigation until  it  is  completed  and  the  necessity  of  having  more  Officers 
attend  schools  and  seminars  to  keep  abreast  of  the  many  and  rapid 
changes  in  the  field  of  law  enforcement,  that  another  man  be  added  to 
each  shift  at  the  rate  of  one  per  year.  There  has  also  been  an  increase 
in  the  several  crimes  which  are  committed  by  Juveniles  and  which  also 
happen  to  be  the  trickiest  to  investigate,  especially  when  accompanied  by 
a  lack  of  cooperation  from  parents. 

POLICE  SCHOOLS: 

No  Officers  attended  the  State  Police  Academy  this  year  but  Officer 
William  Mann  attended  a  course  on  Juvenile  Delinquency  which  was  held 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Division  of  Youth  Service.  Chief  Kingsbury 
attended  a  two-week  FBI  course  on  Police  Administration  in  Boston,  as 
well  as  several  one-day  courses  on  Civil  Rights  Law,  Riot  Control  and  a 
seminar  on  Radioactive  materials  and  Nuclear  Incidents.

I  have  submitted  a  budget  for  1965  of  $1,800.00  of  which  $1,500.00  is 
for  Salaries  and  Administration.  In  1964  we  had  an  increase  of  38%  in 
our  total  trips  and  required  two  transfers  from  the  Reserve  Fund.  It 
should  be  noted  that  users  of  the  Ambulance  pay  into  the  Town  treasury 
enough  money  to  cover  the  yearly  cost  of  operation  and  it  is  only  costing 
the  Town  of  Medfield  to  purchase  the  vehicle. 

At  a  Special  Town  Meeting  in  December  of  1964  it  was  voted  to  pur- 
chase a  second-hand  1961  Cadillac  Ambulance  which  may  be  turned  in 
by  the  Town  of  Franklin.  If  we  acquire  this  vehicle  I  feel  that  it  will 
serve  the  Town  of  Medfield  well  for  several  years.  I  have  also  submitted 
an  Article  in  the  Annual  Warrant  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  pack  type 
resuscitator  to  be  used  in  the  Ambulance  and  to  adapt  the  resuscitator 
equipment  in  the  old  ambulance  for  use  in  the  second  police  cruiser.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

The  Cemetery  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  the  following  report 
for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1964. 

We  have  completed  to  our  satisfaction  the  first  of  3  steps  in  our  pro- 
gram to  hard  surface  the  roads  in  Vine  Lake  Cemetery.  Approximately 
2500  feet  have  been  completed  around  Sections  D,  E  and  F. 

In  the  original  analysis,  the  figure  was  too  conservative,  but  as  this 
type  of  planning  has  a  tendency  to  get  more  for  the  dollar,  we  are  again 
requesting  in  a  special  Article  for  the  appropriation  of  $500.00  to  carry  on 
this  work. 

The  costs  of  labor  has  been  between  $6,000.00  and  $6,500.00  per  year. 
In  the  next  phase  of  our  road  program,  it  will  be  necessary  to  grade 
several  corners  and  grades  by  hand  and  should  add  between  $150.00  and 
$200.00  to  the  overall  labor  costs. 

We  hope  to  finish  the  major  portion  of  the  banking  around  the  pond 
this  season. 

We  again  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  the  several  departments 
for  their  cooperation  and  assistance  during  1964,  particularly  to  Superin- 
tendent of  Highway,  William  McCarthy  and  his  men  during  our  road 
program.

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With  all  the  facts  and  figures  facing  us  today  we  can  easily  become 
confused,  and  the  relating  of  the  facts  .above  are  helpful  only  to  show  us 
how,  with  an  expanded  system,  educational  opportunities  can  be  enjoyed 
that  were  previously  out  of  reach. 

Since  Medfield  "came  of  age",  our  educational  system  has  been  able 
also  to  "come  of  age".  Consider  the  exciting  developments  in  our  system 
that  have  taken  place  in  the  last  two  or  three  years.  In  our  Elementary 
Schools  we  have  departmentalized  grades  4,  5,  and  6.  We  have  been 
able  to  introduce  Modern  Math  in  grades  4  and  5.  A  Laboratory  Course 
in  Science  has  been  initiated  in  grades  4,  5,  and  6,  and  those  same  grades 
are  now  functioning  on  a  non-graded  Reading  schedule. 

In  our  Secondary  School  we  have  been  able  to  offer  Advanced 
Math  and  Advanced  Biology  in  grade  12.  This  past  year  saw  the  intro- 
duction of  fourth  year  French.  Next  year  will  see  the  introduction  of 
one  of  the  most  exciting  courses  we  have  ever  been  able  to  offer — the 
so-called  Physical  Science  Study  Committee  approach  to  Physics.  Parents 
and  children   alike  will  be  hearing  much  about  this  in  the  Fall. 

With  an  estimated  school  population  of  some  3,000  in  another  short 
twelve  years,  the  developments  mentioned  above  are  only  the  beginning. 
As  our  town  grows,  expanding  study  opportunities  will  become  available 
to  our  children. 

Medfield  has  every  reason  to  be  proud  of  its  school  system  and, 
conversely,  the  school  system  has  every  right  to  be  proud  of  the  people 
of  Medfield  for  their  unfailing  support  and  understanding.

ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  1,  1964,  a  gain  of  158  pupils  was  noted  over  the  enroll- 
ment figure  of  October  1,  1963.  This  is  the  seventh  successive  year  that 
the  "150  figure"  has  been  the  net  increase.  It  is  fair  perhaps  to  conclude 
that  the  target  dates  of  the  long  range  construction  plans  established  by 
the  School  Planning  and  Building  Committee  and  the  Master  Plan  are 
reasonably  accurate. 

With  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  Grades  1,  2,  and  3  occupied 
the  20  available  rooms  in  Memorial  School.  At  present  there  are  544 
pupils  enrolled.  Dale  Street  School,  housing  Grades  4,  5,  and  6,  used  17  of 
the  21  available  rooms.  Its  present  enrollment  is  482.  The  Junior-Senior 
High  School,  with  a  capacity  of  700,  enrolled  638  students. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  the  Town  approved  the  construction  of  an 
Upper  Elementary  School  which  will  initially  house  Grades  6,  7,  and  8. 
Construction  began  on  December  15,  1964,  with  June  1,  1966  established 
as  the  date  for  completion. 

There  is  not  doubt  but  that  a  compacting  of  programs  will  be  felt 
with  the  opening  of  school  in  September  1965.  This  will  be  particularly 
noticed  in  the  Junior-Senior  High  School.  In  the  event  that  the  new  school 
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is  ■completed  ahead  of  schedule,  it  is  possible  that  such  pressure  might  be 
relieved  by  transferring  Grades  7  and  8  during  the  1965-1966  school  year.

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REPORT  OF   MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

I  hereby  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31, 1964. 

The  pattern  followed  at  the  Memorial  School  in  the  first  three  grades 
in  teaching,  guiding,  and  disciplining  the  beginning  of  the  school  lives  of 
the  youngsters  does  not  vary  in  any  great  degree  from  year  to  year. 

Training  in  our  elementary  school  takes  many  forms.  For  example,  a 
child  learns  to  study  and  work  alone  in  the  classroom  although  in  the 
company  of  others.  Participation  in  certain  subjects  with  others  allows 
the  child  to  develop  as  a  member  of  the  group.  Children  learn  to  know  the 
importance  of  rules  and  regulations  even  at  an  early  age.  All  this  can  be 
accomplished  only  if  the  child  learns  to  listen  and  follow  directions. 

It  is  possible  that  a  child  may  listen,  but  not  hear.  He  may  seem  to 
be  attentive,  but  his  real  attitude  may  be  so  passive  that  the  experience 
at  hand  has  little  value  for  him.  He  may  "tune  in"  at  will,  selecting 
what  is  familiar  or  agreeable,  and  rejecting  that  which  he  does  not  under- 
stand or  which  does  not  interest  him. 

How  can  parents  help?  By  having  the  child  listen  and  follow  directions 
at  home  and  elsewhere.  The  parent  who  roads  to  his  child,  who  takes 
him  to  a  zoo  or  museum,  who  teaches  him  to  say  "thank  you"  and 
"please"  and  to  take  turns,  is  the  parent  who  is  preparing  his  child  for 
the  beginning  school  experiences. 

A  child's  school  life  is  divided  into  three  terms  —  that  which  was, 
which  is,  and  which  will  be.  Therefore,  it  is  important  for  a  child  to 
learn  from  the  past  to  profit  by  the  present,  and  from  the  present  to  work 
for  the  future. 

Teachers  of  the  three  grades  meet  frequently  with  their  respective 
fellow  teachers  of  the  grade  level  at  which  they  are  instructing  to. discuss 
and  help  one  another  along  the  way,  so  that  they  may  arrive  at  the 
same  goal.  It  is  important  that  each  grade  level  should  reach  a  similar 
focal  point. 

The  methods  of  teaching  and  the  understanding  of  the  pupil's  progress 
have  changed  from  grandfather's  day.  Parents  want  more  than  report 
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cards.  Teachers  need  more  from  a  parent  than  his  signature  on  a  report 
card.  We  welcome  parent-teacher  conferences  at  the  Memorial  School. 

A  child  is  grouped  within  the  individual  classroom  according  to  his 
ability.  Changes  occur  during  the  school  year  within  the  classroom  by  a 
child  being  placed  in  a  higher  or  lower  learning  group.  Children  of  vary- 
ing abilities  and  interests  gain  imuch  froim  exploring  many  areas  of  en- 
richment together.  A  child  whose  abilities  are  limited  learns  from  his 
classmates  as  these  areas  are  investigated.  Children  need  different  teach- 
ing approaches,  and  this  helping  of  each  other  is  particularly  gainful. 

Testing  took  place  in  the  late  spring.  Grades  one  and  three  were 
given  achievement  tests,  grade  two  an  ability  test. 

Reading  always  has  been,  still  is,  and  always  will  be  basic  in  educa- 
tion. It  is  our  big  task  to  start  the  acquirement  of  this  fundamental 
skill.  Our  approach  is  a  combination  of  basal  and  phonics-first  tech- 
niques. Much  research  has  been  done  and  many  surveys  made  on  "What 
is  the  best  way  to  teach  reading?"  As  a  result  of  the  study  and  survey, 
the  phonics-first  proigram  combined  with  the  traditional  basal  textbook 

would  seem  the  right  road  to  take. 

A  lack  of  space  is  the  reason  for  our  not  having  a  central  library  in 
our  school,  but  every  year  books  are  added  to  our  'classrooim  libraries. 
Each  room  has  its  library  nook,  where  the  students  have  the  opportunity 
to  read  alone,  to  read  to  each  other,  and  to  listen  to  reading  by  their 
teacher. 

Physical  fitness  is  important  in  the  lives  of  our  youth.  We  thank  the 
P.T.A.  for  a  most  needed  and  useful  gift,  that  of  outside  basketball 
equipment  and  a  slide  for  the  primary  grades.  These  are  now  waiting  to 
be  installed.  This  new  equipment  will  be  used  under  the  supervision  of  the 
teachers. 

Our  spring  music  and  art  festival  was  well  attended  by  parents  and 
friends.  The  children  distinguished  themselves  in  their  various  programs. 
The  special  teachers  and  classroom  teachers  were  well  rewarded  for 
their  untiring  efforts  in  preparing  the  pupils  for  this  public  performance. 

Last  January  our  faculty  experienced  a  very  sad  and  tremendous  loss 
when  one  of  our  beloved  teachers  was  taken  from  us  by  an  untimely 
death.  Shirley  Gronberg,  a  first-grade  teacher  in  the  Memorial  School  for 
six  years,  was  loved  by  all  alike:  children,  teachers,  parents,  and  friends. 
Shirley  still  lives  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  us  at  the  Memorial  School. 
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In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  acknowledge  with  appreciation  the  ex- 
cellent cooperation  given  me  by  the  School  Committee,  Mr.  Blake, 
parents,  and  the  faculty.

REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  I  submit  imy  second  annual 
report. 

The  staff  of  Dale  Street,  after  many  hours  of  evaluation  and  study, 
has  brought  about  many  changes  in  the  instructional  program.  These 
changes  we  (believe  to  be  educationally  sound  and  of  vital  importance  in 
the  learning  experiences  of  the  students.  Evaluation  of  our  program  is  a 
continuous  process  and  changes  and  adjustments  are  being  made  as  the 
need  arises. 

Program 

During  this  year,  after-school  time  has  been  given  by  the  staff  for 
curriculum  study,  text  evaluations,  report  card  revision,  student  evalua- 
tion methods  and  budget  recommendations.  A  Dale  Street  Teachers' 
Handbook  was  prepared  and  published  for  all  teachers.  This  handbook, 
containing  information,  directions  and  instructions,  was  designed  as  a 
helpful  guide  for  teachers  new  to  the  Medfield  school  system  and  substi- 
tute teachers,  and  as  a  convenient  reference  for  experienced  teachers.

In  addition  to  the  above,  new  report  cards  were  adopted  for  grade

Library 

The  library  has  become  an  increasingly  important  area  of  the  school. 
Approximately  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  has  been  spent  on  books  for 
the  library.  As  the  number  of  volumes  available  has  increased  so  has 
the  circulation  of  books.  Circulation  is  expected  to  grow  in  proportion  to 
the  number  of  titles  available.  We  now  have  900  volumes  and  money  will 
be  available  to  increase  this  by  about  one-third  each  year.  I  wish  to  thank 
Mrs.  Saibbag  for  taking  on  the  additional  responsibility  of  supervising  the 
library  and  the  training  and  supervision  of  the  classroom  librarians.  Each 
class  has  a  regularly  scheduled  library  period  for  study  and/or  th? 
selection  of  reading  material. 


Cafeteria 

The  Dale  Street  School  Cafeteria  continues  to  serve  excellent  nutri- 
tious meals  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Todd,  School  Lunch  Supervisor, 
and  Mrs.  Horgan,  Cafeteria  Manager.  As  part  of  our  cafeteria  program 
a  number  of  sixth  grade  students  have  had  an  opportunity  to  learn  to 
operate  the  cash  registers  with  skill  and  efficiency. 
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Building 

Auditorium:  The  auditorium  was  painted  and  a  new  stage  curtain 
installed  during  the  year.  New  lighting  was  installed  in  December. 

Classrooms:  Four  rooms  that  were  vacant  in  September  have  been 
utilized  during  the  year  as  follows:

REPORT  OF  THE  AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  SCHOOL 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  tenth  annual  report  as  Principal  of  the  Junior- 
Senior-High  School  for  the  year  ending  December  31, 1964. 

The  appointment  of  Department  Heads  in  Mathematics,  Social  Studies 
and  Science  brought  the  number  of  Department  Heads  to  five.  These 
three  positions  along  with  the  head  of  the  English  Department  have  given 
Medfield  High  a  better  coordinated  and  supervised  curriculum.  Depart- 
ment meetings  are  held  twice  each  month  and  the  Department  Heads 
meet  with  the  Principal  and  Guidance  Director  once  each  week.  The  im- 
provement in  communications  and  coordination  between  departments  has 
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improved  tremendously.  Before  very  long,  Department  Heads  in  Foreign 
Language  and  business  subjects  will  be  needed.  The  Department  Heads, 
Mrs.  Elaine  Pederzini  (English),  Mrs.  Julia  War-burton  (Science),  Mr. 
John  Cuoco  (Mathematics)  and  ;Mr.  John  McGrath  (Social  Studies),  de- 
serve credit  for  the  outstanding  performance  of  their  duties. 

A  course  in  Advanced  Mathematics  was  initiated  this  year  for  those 
seniors  who,  because  they  elected  Algebra  I  in  the  eighth  grade,  had  com- 
pleted four  years  of  high  school  mathematics  at  the  end  of  their  Junior 
Year.  Also  offered  this  year  is  an  Advanced  Science  course  which  will 
take  the  seniors  further  into  Science  than  heretofore  possible.  We  are  hav- 
ing excellent  results  with  these  courses.  French  IV  was  offered  for  the 
first  time  this  year  and  much  enthusiasm  has  been  exhibited  in  rela- 
tion to  this  course. 

Miss  Victoria  Sauer  was  appointed  a  Presidential  Scholar  and  en- 
joyed three  days  in  Washington,  D.C.,  where  she  was  presented  a  medal- 
lion by  President  Lyndon  Johnson.  There  were  only  two  Presidential 
Scholars  selected  from  each  state,  from  both  private  and  public  schools. 

On  June  8,  1964,  sixty  seniors  graduated  from  Amos  Clark  Kingsbury 
High  School.  Of  the  sixty  graduates  70%  went  on  to  schools  of  further  ed- 
ucation, half  of  these  to  four  year  degree-granting  institutions. 

The  following  scholarships  were  awarded  at  graduation:  Medfield 
Parent-Teacher  Association  Scholarship  to  Victoria  Sauer  who  is  now 
attending  Mt.  Holyoke  College;  the  Medfield  Lions  Club  Scholarship  to 
Richard  Souza  who  is  attending  Columbia  University;  the  American 
Legion  Scholarship  to  Linda  Walker  who  is  attending  Acadia  College ;  the 
Hannah  Adams  Club  Scholarship  to  Elizabeth  Havens  who  is  attending 
Katherine  Gilbibs  Secretarial  School  and  the  Medfield  Teachers'  Club 
Scholarship  to  Anne  Scribner  -who  is  attending  Gordon  College. 

The  Student  Council  Scholastic  Award  was  presented  by  Jaimes 
Blake,  President  of  the  Student  Council  to  Victoria  Sauer  for  outstanding 
scholastic  achievement. 

The  Alton  H.  Hartford  Prizes,  for  outstanding  achievement  in  the 
business  subject  area,  were  awarded  to  Bernardine  Bravo  and  Leslie 
LaBaugh. 

iMiss  Victoria  Sauer  was  also  presented  the  D.A.R.  Good  Citizen 
Award,  the  Balfour  Honor  Key,  and  the  Bausch  and  Lomb  Science  Award. 
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The  Faculty  Award  of  Merit  for  a  senior  who  has  exhibited  outstand- 
ing leadership  and  (mature  judgment  and  has  been  a  contributing  influ- 
ence to  his  class,  underclassmen,  and  the  faculty,  was  presented  to  Jef- 
frey Cook,  who  is  a  Midshipman  at  the  United  States  Naval  Academy. 

The  American  Legion  Medals  presented  for  outstanding  scholastic 
achievement  were  awarded  to  Carolynn  Avery,  who  is  attending  Wheaton 
College,  and  to  Jeffrey  Cook. 

This  report  offers  the  chance  to  convey  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  the 
citizens  of  Medfield  for  helping  us  to  maintain  the  high  standards  of 
Medfield  Junior-Senior  High  School.  Without  this  assistance  success  would 
be  virtually  im$>ossible. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  the  Medfield  Boosters  Club  has  helped 
the  students  of  this  school  tremendously,  and  we  wish  to  express  our 
appreciation  to  this  organization.

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ANNUAL  GUIDANCE  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools : 

As  Guidance  Director  of  the  Medfield  Junior-Senior  High  School, 
I  submit  my  first  annual  report.  This  report  encompasses  the  period 
from  July  1964  to  December  1964.  In  keeping  with  the  increased  needs 
for  expanding  pupil  personnel  services,  certain  changes  have  been  effected 
and  are  proposed. 

1.  Mr.  James  McCarthy  who  recently  received  his  Masters  Degree, 
with  a  major  emphasis  in  Guidance,  has  assumed  a  full-time  guid- 
ance role.  Previously,  his  counseling  direction  on  a  part-time  basis 
focused  on  grades  7  and  8  only,  now  encompasses  upper  class-men 
as  well. 

2.  The  complete  battery  of  the  General  Aptitude  Test  and  the  at- 
tendant Interest  Check  List  were  administered  in  November  under 
the  auspices  of  the  United  States  Employment  Service.  Certain 
students  were  selected  for  this  evaluation  and  seemed  to  fall  within 
cretain  categories: 

a.  their  goals  suggested  placement  in  entry  occupation  immedi- 
ately after  graduation. 

b.  those  who  transferred  into  our  system,  and/or  whose  file  of 
identifying  information  was  meager. 

c.  those  whose  plans  were  very  indefinite  and  it  was  felt  that  such 
procedures  would  aid  the  individual  student  in  greater  self 

concepts  of  potential  vocational  skills. 

Mr.  Richard  Dill,  Senior  Employment  Counselor,  of  the  Norwood 
Office  of  the  USES  has  been  of  great  service  in  speaking  with  each  of 
the  students  and  interpreting  their  test  patterns  to  them.  It  is  of  inerest 
that  the  battery  has  been  standardized  on  some  40  different  job  areas 
and  some  36  patterns  have  been  obtained  which  are  related  to  function- 
ing in  these  skills.  The  students'  scores  are  then  matched  with  people 
actually  employed  in  industry. 
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Students  planning  on  post-secondary  education,  with  the  exception 
ol  (b)  above,  were  not  selected  because  of  their  differing  objectives  and 
involvement  in  various  tests  surrounding  college  admissions. 

3.  Through  the  helpful  cooperation  of  the  administration  and  the 
nursing  service,  the  Guidance  Office  has  been  expanded  to  insure 
greater  privacy  in  counseling  both  with  students  and  parents  and 
to  provide  a  larger  area  for  pupils  to  browse  in  the  educational 
and  occupational  files. 

4.  A  system  of  rotating  guidance  secretaries  has  been  initiated  rep- 
resenting the  interest  and  hard  work  of  a  number  of  senior  girls 
who  have  volunteered  their  services.  They  are  busy  setting  up 
appointments,  filing,  typing  and  duplicating  material  where  feas- 
ible. Certain  junior  students  are  active,  also,  in  serving  as  student 
hosts  for  the  Occupation  Conferences  continuing  through  the  aus- 
pices of  Northeastern  University. 

5.  Liason  has  been  re-established  with  the  Norwood  Mental  Health 
Association  and  our  own  State  Hospital  to  act  as  competent  refer- 
ral resource  areas  should  the  need  arise. 

We  are  continuing  the  philosophy  of  seeing  all  students,  Grades  7-12 
for  individual  conferences.  Generally  the  fall  and  winter  months  are 
oriented  toward  the  final  formulation  of  senior  plans,  juniors  are  seen 
for  further  exploration  and  a  discussion  of  their  college  admission  test 
scores  if  applicable.  The  continual  process  of  program  and  in  school 
adjustment  and  program  selection  under  Guidance  for  all  students  cuts 
across  the  complete  year.  Parent  conferences  dealing  with  any  facet  of 
their  children's  progress  are  welcomed. 


In  the  area  of  proposed  and  recomm ended  changes  to  date: 

1.  Recently  there  has  been  much  public  discussion  of  the  use  of 
tests  as  part  of  the  college  admission  procedure.  Such  interest  is 
natural  and  proper,  but  it  is  important  that  the  value  of  testing 
as  part  of  guidance  should  contribute  toward  the  maintenance  of  a

balanced  program  to  meet  the  needs  of  all  from  terminal  to  college 
bound.  Therefore,  it  is  proposed  to  initiate  survey  instruments  of 
general  ability,  reading,  aptitude  tests  and  interest  inventories  at 
various  levels  from  Grades  7-12.  Our  school  is  eligible  for  reim- 
bursement in  part  for  the  use  of  certain  of  these  tests  under  the 
National  Defense  Education  Act  of  1958. 

2.  To  correlate  such  plans  with  other  procedures  being  carried  out 
in  the  lower  grades  so  the  evaluation  of  each  student  will  not  be 
repetitive,  but  rather  a  continuing  process. 

3.  To  utilize  a  professionally  trained  person  from  the  Advanced 
Training  and  Guidance  Institute  of  Boston  University  during  the 
academic  year  1965-1966.  He  or  she  will  be  functioning  in  a  coun- 
seling role  part  of  two  days  per  week  and  at  no  cost  to  the  town 
of  Medfield. 


I  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  all  who  have  made  my  return  to  Med- 
field such  a  pleasurable  experience.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  —  ADULT  EDUCATION 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

January  7,  1964  was  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the  1963- 
1964  Adult  Education  Program.  A  total  of  eight  classes,  in  four  different 
courses  were  sponsored  by  the  Adult  Education  Program.  The  courses 
offered  were:  Typewriting  I,  Basic  Sewing,  Basic  Art,  and  Woodworking. 
These  courses  were  offered  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  from 
7:00  to  9:00  P.M.  for  a  period  of  twenty  (20)  weeks. 

Achievement  Night  was  held  on  Thursday,  April  2,  1964,  from  7:00  to 
9:00  P.M.  and  approximately  300  to  400  persons  visited  the  open  house. 

The  success  of  the  first  year  Adult  Education  Program  was  the  basis 
for  the  expansion  of  the  1964-1965  Adult  Education  Curriculum  to  a  total 
of  eleven  classes,  in  eight  different  courses.  The  courses  were:  Basic  Art, 
Basic  and  Advanced  Sewing,  Securities  and  Investments,  Rug  Braiding, 
Woodworking,  Typing  I,  and  Women's  Physical  Education. 

A  total  of  180  people  registered  for  the  above  courses,  which  were 
offered  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  between  7:00  and  10:00  P.M., 
for  20  weeks  beginning  the  week  of  Oct.  13  and  ending  the  week  of 
March  23,  1965. 

This  year  we  requested  and  were  granted  funds  by  the  state  to  sup- 
port our  Adult  Education  Program.  The  state  paid  in  full  for  the  sewing 
and  rug  braiding  classes  and  partial  payment  towards  the  upkeep  of  the 
entire  program.

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REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Supervisor  of  the  School  Lunch 
Program  of  Medfield.  I  am  pleased  to  report  an  increase  in  the  partici- 
pation of  both  the  hot  lunch  and  the  milk  consumption  over  last  year's 
figures.  Some  of  this  increase,  of  course,  is  due  to  the  added  enrollment. 

The  National  School  Lunch  Program  has  become  tremendous  since  it 
was  started  in  1947.  Few  parents  realize  how  large  it  really  is.  Figures  for 
1982-1963  show  that  during  those  years  foods  with  a  wholesale  value  of 
$929  million  dollars  moved  through  lunchrooms  in  about  66,000  public 
elementary  and  secondary  schools. 

In  buying  a  lunch  the  student  is  sure  of  one  balanced  imeal  a  day  as 
certain  requirements  have  to  be  met  in  our  menus  in  order  to  participate 
in  the  National  School  Lunch  Program.  They  are  as  follows: 

1.  Two  oz.  cooked  lean  meat,  poultry,  or  fish,  or  2  oz.  of  cheese.  One 
egg  or  Vi  cup  cooked  dry  beans  or  dry  peas,  or  4%  tablespoons  of 
peanut  butter  or  an  equivalent  quantity  of  a  combination  of  these 
two  items. 

2.  Three  fourths  cup  serving  of  two  or  more  vegetables  or  fruit  or 
both. 

3.  One  slice  of  enriched  bread  or  the  equivalent. 

4.  Two  teaspoonfull  butter  or  fortified  margerine. 

5.  Vi  pint  whole  unfavored  milk. 

Nutritional  needs  of  children  require  that  special  attention  be  given 
to  include  adequate  servings  of  Vitamin  C  rich  food  daily  and  Vitamin  A 
rich  food  twice  a  week. 

I  wish  to  thank  all  the  school  personnel  who  have  been  so  helpful  to 
me  and  especially  the  cafeteria  staff  who  are  so  cooperative  and  doing 
such  a  wonderful  job  to  make  the  School  Lunch  Program  a  success.

$1,450,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  (construction  of  an  addition  to  the 
Junior-Senior  High  School  and  that  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum 
of  $30,000.00  be  transferred  from  an  unexpended  balance  and  the  sum  of

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,810,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  originally  equipping  and  furnishing  an  Upper 
Elementary  School  on  land  presently  owned  by  the  Town  off  Pound  Street, 
and  for  the  purchase  of  final  plans  and  drawings  for  the  same,  and  tha* 
to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $20,000.00  be  transferred  from  the 
unexpended  balance  of  an  appropriation  made  under  Article  8  of  the 
Special  Town  Meeting  of  September  17,  1962  and  that  the  Treasurer  with 
the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  be  and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue 
$1,790,00000  in  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  under  the  provisions  of  Chapter 
645  of  the  Acts  of  1948  as  amended.

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Note:  Prior  to  action  on  this  article  the  School  Planning  and  Building 
Committee  showed  the  voters  present,  slides  of  the  prospective  building, 
giving  views  of  the  exterior,  plan  of  rooms  and  facilities  of  the  interior 
and  an  overall  picture  of  the  location  of  building,  access  roads  to  South 
and  Pound  Streets,  etc.,  following  which  general  discussion  was  held 
relative  to  same.

Committee  authorized  and  appointed  under  Article  29  of  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting  of  1962  shall  constitute  and  be  the  School  Building  Commit- 
tee and  hereby  are  authorized  in  the  name  of  the  Town  of  Medfield,  to 
construct,  furnish  and  originally  equip  an  Upper  Elementary  School  on 
land  presently  owned  by  the  Town  off  Pound  Street;  that  they  be  author- 
ized to  enter  into  contracts  for  the  same  including  final  plans  and  draw- 
ings therefore;  to  approve  bills  for  payment  in  connection  therewith;  to 
determine  the  location  of  such  school  on  said  land;  to  accept  the  building 
when  completed  and  to  transact  all  manner  of  business  with  the  Massa- 
chusetts School  Building  Assistance  Commission  and  any  other  appropri- 
ate governmental  agency  in  connection  with  the  project  and  to  do  or  act 
any  and  all  manner  of  business  necessary  or  incidental  to  the  foregoing 
purposes. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  possible  taking 
of  land  for  School  purposes  was  considered. 


Article  5.    Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed. 


Article  6.    Voted  unanimously  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  from 
available  funds  in  the  Treasury  for  Disability  Assistance. 


Article  7.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,944.26  from  available  funds 
in  the  Treasury  for  the  purpose  of  paying  land  damages  arising  from  the 
relocation  of  Hospital  Road. 


Article  8.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $11,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
purpose  of  extending  the  water  main  from  the  intersection  of  Dale  and 
Grove  Streets  down  Grove  Street  in  a  northerly  direction  a  distance  of 
1780  feet,  more  or  less,  to  the  site  of  the  Town  Dump,  and  that  to  meet 
said  appropriation  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  be 
and  hereby  is  authorized  to  issue  bonds  or  notes  of  the  Town  in  the 
sum  of  $11,000.00  payable  in  one  year  from  the  date  of  issue  under  the 
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provisions  of  Gen.  Laws  Chapter  44,  such  extension  of  the  water  main  to 
be  under  the  betterment  assessment  provisions  of  Gen.  Laws  Chapter  40, 
Sections  42G,  42H  and  421,  ,as  amended. 

A  standing  vote  was  counted  showing  264  in  favor  and  49  against 
passage.

Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  asked  for  the  purpose  of  replanting  and  repairing  the  Curve 
Street  Bridge. 

Article  14.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $406.00  from  the  unexpended 
balance  of  the  amount  voted  under  Article  29  olf  the  Annual  Town  Meeting 
of  1960,  said  sum  to  he  used  for  the  expenses  connected  with  the  layout 
of  Lowell  Mason  Road  and  Johns  Avenue. 

Article  15.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment sought  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Tank  Truck. 

Article  16.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  the  Town 
Clerk  asked  for  action  relative  to  having  the  streets  of  the  Town  com- 
pletely numbered.  (Co-operation  by  Selectmen  and  Building  Inspector 
was  promised). 

Article  17.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  from  available 
funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  for  aerial  sipraying  for  mosquitos. 

Article  18.  Voted  to  transfer  to  the  Medfield  Memorial  Library 
the  sum  of  $1,505.25  received  from  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts

Article  19.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  to  complete  an  engineering  survey  for  the  purpose  of 
drilling  test  wells  in  order  to  seek  new  water  supply. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $2,500.00  from  available 
funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  for  an  engineering  report  and  recommenda- 
tions for  temporary  improvements  to  the  sewer  beds.

The  proposed  measure  provides  that  henceforth  appointments  in  the 
executive  branch  of  the  government  shall  not  require  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Governor's  Council.  Exceptions  to  this  provision  include 
appointments  to  the  Youth  Service  Board,  Industrial  Accident  Board, 
Commission  of  the  Department  of  Public  Utilities,  Parole  Board  and 
Appellate  Tax  Board,  which  appointments  shall  continue  to  require  Coun- 
cil action.  However,  should  the  Council  fail  to  act  upon  such  appointments 
within  thirty  calendar  days,  then  the  person  involved  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  lawfully  appointed.  Any  appointment  in  the  executive  branch 
by  an  officer  other  than  the  Governor  which  heretofore  required  Council 
approval  shall  henceforth  require  approval  by  the  Governor. 

Removals  from  office  shall  no  longer  require  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Council,  except  in  the  case  of  the  Youth  Service  Board,  which 
removals  must  still  receive  Council  approval.  As  in  the  case  of  appoint- 
ments still  requiring  Council  approval,  such  recommended  removal  from 
the  Youth  Service  Board  must  be  acted  upon  by  the  Council  within  thirty 
calendar  days;  otherwise  the  proposed  removal  shall  become  effective 
as  if  approval  had  been  given.  In  the  case  of  any  appointment  which 
heretofore  required  Council  approval  the  Governor  may,  within  fifteen 
days  of  the  making  of  the  appointment,  remove  the  person  appointed 
without  cause. 

The  Council  shall  no  longer  be  required  to  approve  the  fixing  of  any 
compensation  for  services  rendered  in  the  executive  department.  And

Under  the  Act,  effective  as  of  January  1,  1964,  each  member  of  the 
General  Court  shall  receive  seventy-eight  hundred  dollars  for  each  regu- 
lar annual  session,  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  shall  each  receive  the  same  amount  as  additional 
compensation,  and  the  floor  leaders  of  each  of  the  major  political  parties 
in  the  Senate  and  House,  the  Chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  on  Ways 
and  Means  and  the  Chairman  and  Vice-Chairman  of  that  committee  in 
the  House,  shall  each  receive  thirty-nine  hundred  dollars  as  additional 
compensation,  to  be  paid  as  provided  in  the  Act.

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant  the  meeting  was  held  in  the  Memo- 
rial School  on  Tuesday,  the  3rd  day  of  November,  1864  at  6:00  A.M.  The 
following  persons  were  appointed  election  officers,  sworn  in  by  the 
Town  Clerk  and  assigned  to  their  duties  as  follows:  Thomas  Clancy, 
Warden;  John  Gattoni,  Deputy  Warden;  Charles  W.  Keirstead,  Clerk; 
Marie  Burke,  Deputy  Clerk;  Mary  Mair  Etienne,  Inspector;  Alice  Ripley, 
Deputy  Inspector;  Anne  Young,  Inspector;  Anne  Donlan,  Deputy  In- 
spector; Tellers,  Evelyn  Gronberg,  Marie  Burke,  Theresa  Hagman,  Mary 
Mair  Etienne,  Phyllis  Ganley,  Helen  Wills,  Mary  Timmerman,  Beatrice 
Bangs,  Joan  Griffin,  Hildegarde  Munson,  Lorraine  Ricci,  Elizabeth  Ek- 
strom,  Mildred  Rossi,  Alice  Hogan,  Eileen  McCarthy  and  Viola  Burr. 
Thomas  Clancy  and  John  Gattoni  were  in  charge  of  the  ballot  box. 

The  ballot  box  had  been  previously  checked  and  found  to  be  in  good 
working  order  and  cards  of  instructions  and  sample  ballots  posted  as 
required  by  law.  The  warrant  was  read  and  after  the  ballots  were  deliv- 
ered to  the  ballot  clerks,  the  polls  were  declared  open  at  6:00  A.M. 

The  polls  were  closed  at  8:00  P.M.  and  the  ballots  were  sorted  and 
counted  by  the  tellers.  The  final  tabulation  was  completed  about  9:00 
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A.iM.,  November  4,  1964  and  the  results  telephoned  immediately  to  the 
new  State  Election  Service  and  the  Nebwork  Election  Service  whose 
duty  is  to  collect  and  dispense  the  results  as  fast  as  possible. 

The  total  vote  cast  for  the  complete  iballot  was  2785  of  which  2699 
were  cast  in  person,  63  (civilian  absentee  ballots  and  23  Servicemen's 
Absentee  Ballots  received.  Also  for  the  first  time  46  residents  formerly 
from  out  of  State  were  qualified  to  receive  and  vote  by  Partial  Ballot 
for  Presidential  Electors  only.  This  largest  vote  ever  cast  in  Medfield 
represented  about  88.8  per  cent  of  the  registered  voters  (3133).

November  30,  1964 

Pursuant  to  the  foregoing  warrant,  the  meeting  was  called  to  order 
by  the  Moderator  at  7:30  P.M.  and  lafter  reading  the  warrant  notice 
and  Constables'  return,  the  following  action  was  taken  on  the  articles: 

Article  1.  Voted  unanimously  to  accept  as  public  ways  the  following 
named  streets,  or  parts  thereof,  viz: 

Heathers  tone  Drive  and  Arnold  Drive 

as  laid  out  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  November  10,  1964  and 
as  shown  on  plans  referred  to  in  several  Orders  of  Layout  and 
on  file  with  the  Town  Clerk's  Office  and  to  authorize  the  Board 
of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by  eminent  domain  or  otherwise  such 
rights,  titles  and  easements,  including  drainage  easements,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  such  purpose. 

Article  2.  Voted  to  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Town 
Treasury  the  sum  of  $244.27  for  the  purpose  of  paying  land  damages 
arising  from  the  relocation  of  Hospital  Road. 
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Article  3.  Voted  to  transfer  from  available  funds  in  the  Town 
Treasury  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  for  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent 
Children. 

Article  4.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the 
purchase  of  a  second  hand  Pickup  Truck  for  the  Highway  Department,

Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $278.00  from  available  funds 
in  the  Town  Treasury  to  the  "Town  Dump  Payroll  Account"  and  to 
transfer  the  sum  of  $675.60  from  available  funds  in  the  Town  Treasury, 
to  transfer  the  sum  of  $465.40  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  an  ap- 
propriation made  under  Article  10  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of 
December  2,  1963,  for  a  total  of  $1,141.00  to  the  "Town  Dump— Other 
Expenses  Account." 

Article  8.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $240.00  from  available  funds 
in  the  Town  Treasury  to  the  "Oare  of  Trees  Account"  to  defray  the 
cost  of  operations  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 

Article  9.  Voted  that  a  committee  of  eight  citizens  appointed  by

Voted  that  a  committee  of  nine  citizens  appointed  by  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  shall  be  and  constitute  a  "Committee  to  Study  the 
North  Street  School  for  Use  Other  Than  School  Purposes",  said  Com- 
mittee to  study  and  investigate  the  use  of  said  North  Street  School  for 
municipal  purposes  other  than  school  purposes,  and  to  report  and  make 
recommendations  to  the  Town  thereon  from  time  to  time. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $300.00  be  transferred  from  avail- 
able funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  to  the  North  Street  School  Study 
Committee  appointed  under  Article  11  for  expenses  incurred  by  said 
Committee  relative  <to  their  investigations. 

Article  13.  Voted  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  instructed  to 
petition  the  Boston  Edison  Company  to  install  street  lights  on  the  fol- 
lowing named  streets: 

Flint  Locke  Lane  and  Lanitern  Lane 

Article  14.  Voted  to  transfer  the  land  presently  owned  by  the  Town 
of  Medfield  and  located  Southerly  of  Pound  Street,  Easterly  of  South 
Street  and  Northerly  of  Philip  Street,  and  being  more  particularly 
described  in  three  deeds  recorded  with  Norfolk  County  Registry  of 
Deeds  in  Book  3550,  Page  277,  Book  3551,  Page  537  and  Book  3610,  Page 
556,  to  the  jurisdiction  and  control  of  the  School  Committee. 

Article  15.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $4,700.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
on  the  1965  Tax  Levy  for  the  purchase  of  a  1961  Superior  Cadillac  Ambu- 
lance and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  trade  in  the  present 
Town  Ambulance  in  connection  therewith. 

Article  16.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  the  Fire 
Department  sought  the  purchase  of  a  new  Emergency  Fire  Truck. 

Article  17.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $17,500.00  be  raised  and  appropriated 
on  the  1965  Tax  Levy  for  the  purchase  of  a  New  Tank  Truck  for  the  Fire 
Department  and  to  authorize  the  trade  in  of  the  present  1949  Tank  Truck 
—Engine  3  as  part  of  the  purchase  price. 

Article  18.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $12,500.00  be  raised  and  appropri- 
ated on  the  1965  Tax  Levy  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  water 
main  from  its  present  terminus  on  Adams  Street  for  a  distance  of 
approximately  five  hundred  (500)  feet  to  land  of  Varney  Bros.  Sand 
and  Gravel  Co.,  Inc.  on  West  Mill  Street,  said  water  extension  to  be 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Water  Betterment  Act. 
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Article  19.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $19,500.00  be  raised  and  appropri- 
ated on  the  1965  Tax  Levy  for  the  purpose  of  extending  the  water  main 
in  West  Mill  Street  from  Adams  Street  to  Harding  Street,  a  distance 
of  approximately  fifteen  hundred  (1,500)  feet,  said  water  extension  to 
be  under  the  provisions  of  the  Water  Betterment  Act.

Article  20.  Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  to  the  Water 
and  Sewerage  Board  for  the  Preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  to 
install  a  gravel-packed  well,  pumphouse,  transmission  maine,  make 
necessary  field  surveys,  etc.,  and  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum 
of  $2,000.00  be  transferred  from  available  funds  in  the  Town  Treasury 
and  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  transferred  from  the  New  Services  account 
of  the  Water  Department. 

Article  21.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  be  appropriated  to  the 
Water  and  Sewage  Board  for  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for 
improvement  to  the  present  sewage  disposal  facilities,  and  to  meet  said 
appropriation  the  sum  of  $1,600.00  be  transferred  from  the  unexpended 
balance  of  Article  27  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  9,  1964 
and  the  sum  of  $2,400.00  be  transferred  from  the  New  Services  Account 
of  the  Water  Department. 

Article  22.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of  money 
was  sought  for  the  installation  of  about  1,150  feet  of  drainage  in  and  off 
Spring  Street. 

Article  23.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $4,500.00  be  raised  and  appropri- 
ated on  the  1965  Tax  Levy  for  the  purchase  of  a  parcel  of  land  on  Spring 
Street  as  shown  on  the  Assessors'  Map,  Lot  No.  277  for  drainage  pur- 
poses and  the  Board  of  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  purchase  the  same 
or  to  take  by  eminent  domain.

said  amendment  hereafter  shown  under  Section  12— Vacations: 
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PERSONNEL  ADMINISTRATION  PLAN 
TOWN  OF  MEDFIELD 


TITLE 

1.  The  classification  of  Positions  and  the  Pay  Schedules  appended 
hereto,  and  'the  provisions  of  the  By-Law  shall  be  personnel  Administra- 
tion Plan  (hereto  after  referred  to  as  THE  PLAN)  for  the  Town  of 
Medfield. 


APPLICATION 

2.  The  Plan  shall  apply  to  -all  officers  and  employees  in  the  service 
of  the  Town  (whether  full  time,  or  part  time,  seasonal,  casual,  special, 
Civil  Service  or  other)  other  than  those  positions  filled  by  popular  elec- 
tion and  those  under  the  direction  and  control  of  the  School  Committee. 
Nothing  herein,  however,  shall  bar  using  the  Plan  or  its  provisions  or 
facilities  or  Committees  in  determining  the  compensation  of  such  other- 
wise exempted  employees  or  officials. 

TITLE  OF  POSITIONS 

3.  No  person  shall  be  employed  or  paid  as  an  employee  in  any 
position  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Plan  under  any  title  other  than 
those  in  the  Schedules  or  under  any  title  other  than  that  of  the  job,  the 
duties  of  which  are  actually  performed.  The  job  title  in  the  Plan  shall 
be  the  official  title  of  the  position  and  shall  be  used  in  all  administrative 
and  employment  records,  and  in  every  other  connection  involving  per- 
sonnel or  fiscal  processes. 

PERSONNEL  BOARD 

4.  Under  the  Plan,  there  shall  be  a  Personnel  Board  consisting  of 
three  members  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  acting  in  con- 
junction with  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  term  of  office  of  members  of  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  shall  be  three  years;  initial  appointments  to  the  Personnel 
Board  shall  be  for  the  periods  of  one  year,  two  years  and  three  years 
respectively.  No  elected  or  appointed  officer  of  the  Town  of  Medfield 
and  no  person  employed  by  the  Town  of  Medfield  shall  be  eligible  for 
service  upon  the  Personnel  Board. 


The  Personnel  Board  shall  serve  without  pay. 
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DUTIES  OF  THE  PERSONNEL  BOARD 

5. 

a.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  administer  the  Plan  and  establish 
such  policies,  procedures  and  regulations  consistent  with  the  Plan  as  it 
deems1  necessary. 

ib.  The  Board  shall  maintain  written  descriptions  of  the  job  titles 
in  the  Plan  describing  the  essential  characteristics,  requirements  and  the 
general  duties.  The  descriptions  shall  not  be  interpreted  as  complete  or 
limiting  definitions  and  employees  shall  continue  to  perform  any  duties 
assigned  by  their  superiors. 

c.  The  Town  Accountant  and  department  heads  shall  keep  such 
records  of  the  employees  of  the  Town  as  the  Board  may  require.  The 
Board  shall  keep  such  records  of  its  own  as  it  considers  appropriate. 
AH  records  of  the  Town  by  whomever  kept  pertaining  to  the  Town's 
employees  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  the  Board,  or  any  of  its  mem- 
bers, at  all  reasonable  times. 

d.  The  Personnel  Board,  from  time  to  time,  shall  review  the  work 
of  all  positions  subject  to  the  Plan.  Such  reviews  shall  be  so  scheduled 
as  to  'cover  all  such  positions  <at  intervals  of  not  more  than  three  years. 
In  case  of  urgent  necessity,  the  Personnel  Board  may  tentatively  add 
a  new  position  to  the  Plan  or  re-olassify  an  existing  position,  subject 
to  the  subsequent  ratification  of  its  action  by  a  formal  amendment  of 
the  Plan  at  the  next  town  meeting.  No  such  action  may  be  taken  in 
connection  with  positions  subject  to  Civil  Service  Laws. 

e.  The  Personnel  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  review  the  Pay 
Schedules.  It  shall  keep  informed  as  to  pay  rates  and  policies  outside 
the  services  of  the  Town  and  shall  recommend  to  the  Town  any  action 
deemed  desirable  to  maintain  a  fair  and  equitable  pay  level. 

f.  Upon  recommendation  of  a  Department  Head,  supported  toy 
evidence  in  writing  of  special  reasons  and  exceptional  icircumstances 
satisfactory  to  the  Personnel  Board,  said  Board  may  authorize  an 
entrance  rate  higher  than  the  minimum  rate  for  a  position,  and  such 
other  variances  in  the  Plan  as  it  may  deem  necessary  for  the  proper 
functioning  of  the  services  of  the  Town. 


EFFECTIVE  DATE 

6.    The  Plan  shall  become  effective  upon  adoption  by  the  Town. 
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INSTALLING  PLAN 


a.  All  present  employees  included  in  the  Plan  shall  be  eligible  to 
receive  pay  based  upon  their  job  classifications  as  provided  by  the 
schedules  adopted  herewith.  All  adjustments  shall  be  subjected  to  the 
approval  of  the  Department  Head  and  the  Personnel  Board. 

b.  No  pay  shall  be  reduced  as  a  result  of  the  installation  of  the 
Plan.  Any  existing  rates  above  the  maximum  shall  become  personal 
rates  and  apply  only  to  the  present  incumbent.  When  his  employment 
ends,  no  successor  shall  advance  beyond  the  maximum  for  the  job. 

STEP  INCREASES 

8.  Progression  through  the  rate  ranges  is  not  automatic  and  shall 
be  on  the  basis  of  step  increases  because  of  merit,  on  recommendation 
of  the  Department  Head  and  the  Personnel  Board. 


PROMOTIONS  AND  TRANSFERS 

9.  When  an  employee  is  promoted  to  a  higher  rated  job,  he  shall 
enter  at  the  minimum  of  the  job  range  or  at  his  own  rate,  whichever 
is  the  higher.  He  may  also  receive  a  step  increase  at  the  time,  if  the 
Department  Head  feels  that  qualifications  and  performance  warrant  it, 
and  the  Personnel  Board  recoimmends  it. 

If  an  employee  should  be  transfered  and  reclassified  to  a  lower  rated 
job  he  shall  enter  it  at  his  own  rate  or  at  the  maximum  of  the  job, 
whichever  is  lower. 

10.  When  rate  ranges  are  affected  by  a  iwage  increase  voted  by  the 
Town,  either  fixed  percentage  or  a  fixed  amount,  all  employees  covered 
by  the  Plian  and  in  the  classifications  specified,  except  those  holding 
personal  rates,  shall  benefit.  Those  holding  personal  rates  shall  not 
receive  increases  until  the  maximum  for  the  classification  exceeds  the 
personal  rate. 

No  pay  shall  be  reduced  as  a  result  of  rate  range  revision  of  the 
Plan.  When  an  employee  receives  a  pay  rate  above  the  maximum  for 
the  job,  this  rate  becomes  a  personal  rate  and  applies  only  to  the  present 
incumbent.  When  his  employment  ends  no  successor  shall  advance 
beyond  the  maximum  for  .the  job. 


13 
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NEW  PERSONNEL 

11.  The  hiring  rate  shall  be  the  minimum  of  the  rate  range  for  the 
job  unless  otherwise  authorized  iby  the  Department  Head  and  Personnel 
Board.  If  such  authorization  is  given,  it  shall  be  supported  by  the 
Department  Head's  written  statement  of  the  reasons.

VACATIONS 


12.  The  following  annual  vacations  with  pay  will  be  granted  to  all 
permanent  full  time  employees  and  to  regular  part  time  employees  who 
are  on  an  hourly  paid  basis,  after  the  following  periods  of  continuous 
employment. 

Time  Employed 

As  of  June  1st  Each  Year  Length  of  Vacations 

6  months  up  to  one  year 1  week 

1  year  to  9  years  2  weeks 

10  years  and  over  3  weeks 

For  the  purpose  of  this  by-law,  a  regular  part  time  employee  is  one 
who  is  regularly  scheduled  to  and  works  no  less  than  twenty  (20)_±dux.s 
weekly.  The  weekly  vacation  pay  of  suclr~r"egular  part  time  employee 
shall  be  the  average  of  his  weekly  pay  for  the  last  twenty-six  (26)  weeks 
worked  immediately  preceding  his  vacation. 

Vacations  with  pay  shall  not  be  granted  temporary  employees. 

Should  a  holiday  fall  during  the  vacation  period  on  a  regularly 
.  scheduled  work  day,  an  additional  clay  of  vacation  will  be  allowed  for 
(full  time  employees. 

Vacations  shall  not  be  cumulative  from  year  to  year. 

Employees  terminating  their  employment  with  the  Town  will  receive 
payment  in  lieu  of  any  earned  vacation  not  yet  taken  in  the  calendar 
year  of  their  employment  termination. 


LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE 

13.    Except  for  reasons  to  the  extent  herein  after  provided,  all  leaves 
of  absence  shall  be  without  compensation* 
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SICK  LEAVE 

14.  No  sick  leave  with  pay  shall  be  granted  during  the  first  three 
months  of  employment. 

Starting  with  the  fourth  month  of  'continuous  employment  a  per- 
manent full  time  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  sick  leave  with  pay  for 
personal  illness  and  exposure  to  iconitagious  diseases  at  the  rate  of  VA 
days  for  each  full  month  employed  subject  to  a  maximum  accumulation 
of  forty -five  (45)  days. 

Loss  of  time  directly  attributed  to  injury  incurred  while  performing 
duties  shall  not  be  charged  to  sick  leave. 

HOLIDAYS 

15.  Permanent  full  time  employees  shall  be  paid  for  each  of  the 
following  holidays  which  falls  on  or  is  observed  on  a  regularly  scheduled 
work  day: 

New  Year's  Day  Memorial  Day  Veteran's  Day 

Washington's  Birthday     Independence  Day  Thanksgiving  Day 

Patriot's  Day  Labor  Day  Christmas  Day  , 

Columbus  Day 

Permanent  fuH  time  employees  of  the  various  town  departments, 
other  than  Department  Heads,  required  to  work  on  any  of  the  above 
specified  holidays  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  straight  time  in  addition 
to  the  regular  holiday  pay  for  that  day,  or,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Department  Head  may  be  given  equivalent  time  oiff  at  regular  pay. 

Police  Department  employees  will  be  paid  at  straight  time  for  time 
worked  on  a  holiday  in  addition  to  holiday  pay.  Police  Department 
employees  working  on  a  scheduled  day  oiff  which  is-  a  holiday  may  be 
given  equivalent  time  off  at  straight  time. 


OVERTIME 

16. 

a.    No  overtime  shall  be  paid  to  the  following  in  the  normal  course 
of  their  duties,  even  though  the  positions  may  be  referred  to  below: 

Department  Heads 
Professional  Employees 
Fire  Department  Employees 
Others  by  agreement  when  hired. 
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b.  Hourly-paid  employees. 

Time  worked  prior  to  or  after  the  regularly  scheduled  eight  hour 
work  day,  Monday  through  Friday,  inclusive,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate 
of  straight  time.  Time  worked  Saturdays  and  Sundays  even  if  forty 
hours  have  been  worked  during  the  week,  shall  be  paid  at  the  rate 
of  straight  time. 

c.  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Straight  time  shall  be  paid  for  all  time  required  in  excess  of  eight 
hours  in  any  one  day.  Work  performed  on  a  scheduled  day  off  or  during 
vacation  shall  be  paid  on  the  basis  of  straight  time,  in  addition  to  any 
regular  pay  applicable  to  that  day,  or  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chief, 
the  employee  may  be  given  equivalent  time  off. 


JURY  DUTY 

17.  A  permanent  full  time  employee  called  for  jury  duty  shall  be 
paid  by  the  Town  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference  between  the  com- 
pensation paid  for  a  normal  working  period  and  the  amount  paid  by  the 
Court  excluding  allowance  for  travel. 


MILITARY  TRAINING 

18.  Permanent  full  time  employees  with  more  than  one  year  con- 
tinuous employment  by  the  Town  next  prior  to  the  time  of  performing 
the  service  herein  referred  to,  who  are  required  to  report  for  temporary 
summer  or  like  period  of  training  in  the  military  forces  of  the  Nation 
or  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  paid  an  amount  equal  to  the  difference 
between  compensation  for  normal  working  period  of  two  weeks  and 
the  amount  paid  for  military  training.  An  employee,  on  request,  may 
combine  his  military  leave  with  his  regular  vacation  period. 

19.  If  any  provision  of  this  By-Law  shall  conflict  with  any  civil  serv- 
ice law  or  regulation  applicable  to  any  position,  or  any  other  law,  it 
shall  be  deemed  modified  by  the  law  or  regulation  sufficiently  only 
to  end  the  conflict.  The  invalidity  of  any  provision  hereof  shall  not  be 
construde  to  invalidate   any  other  provision  hereof. 

CLASSIFICATION  AND  SCHEDULES 

20.  The  classification  and  schedules  of  pay  under  the  plan  shall 
be  as  shown  in  the  appended  "Classification  of  Positions  and  Pay  Sched- 
ules:   as   from   time   to   time   amended. 
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AMENDMENT 

21.  This  By-Law  may  be  amended  by  vote  of  the  Town  at  any  regular 
or  special  meeting  provided  that  at  least  thirty  (30)  days  prior  to  the 
town  meeting  at  which  such  amendment  is  to  be  considered,  the  Per- 
sonnel Board  shall  be  appraised  in  writing  of  the  proposed  amendment. 
The  Personnel  Board  shall  make  a  report  and  recommendation  to  the 
Town  prior  to  the  taking  of  any  action  by  the  Town  upon  the  proposed 
amendment. 

CONFLICTING  BY-LA WS 

22.  All  By-Laws  or  parts  of  By-Laws  in  conflict  with  this  By-Law 
are  hereby  repealed. 

Article  25.  Voted  to  rescind  the  action  taken  under  Article  S3  of  the 
Annual  Town  Meeting  of  March  11,  1963  which  was  namely: 

The  adoption  of  a  By-Law  known  as  "The  Personnel,  Wage  and 
Salary  Administration  Plan" 

Article  26.  A  motion  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Zoning  Map 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield  by  removing  a  certain  parcel  of  land  situated 
on  the  northerly  side  of  Harding  Street  from  Residence  District  Uses 
to  Business  District  Uses  was  defeated  as  shown  by  the  following  re- 
suits  of  a  written  secret  ballot: 

58  voted  in  favor  of  passage 

199  voted  against  passage

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


In  March  of  1964,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  organized  with  Austin 
C.  Buchanan,  Chairman;  Edward  R.  Perry,  Clerk,  and  Richard  G.  Con- 
nors, Third  Member. 


We  brought  the  sanitary  disposal  problems  of  the  Towns  to  the  floor 
of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Massachusetts  Selectmen's  Association  for 
discussion  of  economical  means  of  arriving  at  sanitary  land  fill  without 
imposing  a  sudden  financial  burden  in  any  given  tax  year.  The  Associ- 
ation agreed  to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  members,  one  of  which 
would  be  from  the  Medfield  Board  of  Selectmen,  to  study  this  matter  for 
possible  future  legislation. 

Representative  Wheeler  met  with  the  Board  and  the  Chairman  re- 
quested that  the  bill  be  re-introduced  requiring  spark  arrestors  on 
diesel  locomotives  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  forest  fire  hazard 
caused  by  locomotives. 

The  mix  in  place  treatments  on  Hartford  Street  and  North  Street 
have  resulted  in  restoring  the  surfaces  for  the  heavy  traffic.  The  gravel 
road  program  on  Granite  Street  has  resulted  in  1950  feet  of  additional 
surfacing  and  800  feet  on  Forest  Street.  We  have  also  added  two  miles 
of  roadway  in  1964. 


Funds  will  be  requested  this  year  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with 
County  and  State  funds  for  the  continuation  of  the  reconstruction  and 
surfacing  of  Route  109  toward  the  MiHis  line.  The  resurfacing  should 
be  engineered  land  completed  in  1965  from  Brook  Street  through  to 
Spring  Street. 

We  have  met  with  the  members  of  the  Planning  Board,  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  and  Library  Trustees  to  fill  vacancies  on  these  respective 
Boards. 

It  has  been  our  duty  to  sign  the  notes  for  the  school  bond  issue  for 
the  new  upper  elementary  school. 

We  wish  to  add  our  congratulations  to  the  football  team,  Coach 
Keyes,  and  his  staff  for  a  tremendously  successful  year,  and  wish  them 
continued  success  in  their  endeavors. 
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We  have  worked  on  the  standardization  of  rules  and  regulations 
governing  petitions  and  layout  plans  for  public  ways. 

We  have  petitioned  the  County  Comimisisioners  for  the  relocation  of 
Elm  Street,  and  a  hearing  was  held  at  the  County  Commissioners'  Office 
on  the  relocation  of  Orchard  Street. 


We  have  appointed  several  committees  to  assist  the  Board  in  solving 
particular  problems. 

We  have  had  several  meetings  with  the  Personnel  Board,  and  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  feel  once  plans  are  finalized,  this  By-law  will  be 
beneficial  to  the  Town  as  well  as  its  employees. 

The  ever  increasing  needs  of  the  Town  are  resulting  in  a  greater 
number  of  Special  Town  Meetings,  an  increased  workload  on  the  elected 
and  appointed  officials,  and  the  Selectmen  are  continually  reviewing  the 
mechanics  of  Town  Government  for  increased  efficiency  and  possible 
savings  to  the  Town. 

We  appreciate  the  continued  cooperation  of  the  various  Town  Depart- 
ments and  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  to  all  who  have  generously 
contributed  their  time  and  effort  to  the  general  welfare  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  Department  of  Insect  Pest 
Control  and  the  Tree  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1965. 

Most  insects  harmful  to  our  roadside  shade  trees  were  kept  under 
control  with  timely  sprays.  I  recommend  the  sum  of  $1000.00  be  appro- 
priated for  the  continuation  of  our  Insect  Pest  Control  program  for  1966. 

Elms  infected  with  Dutch  Elm  Disease  increased  slightly  this  past 
year  to  35.  Some  of  this  increase  may  be  attributed  to  the  severe  drought 
conditions  which  lower  the  resistance  of  trees  to  insect  and  disease  at- 
tacks. I  recommend  that  $3000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Dutch  Elm 
Disease  program  in  1966. 

Our  routine  spraying  of  Poison  Ivy  along  the  roadsides  is  still  keep- 
ing this  public  nuisance  well  under  control.  I  recommend  that  the  sum 
of  $100.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Control  of  Poison  Ivy  in  1966. 

The  drought  of  the  past  3  or  4  seasons  is  starting  to  take  its  toll  of 
the  older  and  less  healthy  trees.  While  they  are  not  dying  entirely  yet, 
they  have  an  increasing  number  of  dead  limbs  each  year  and  eventually 
they  may  succumb  entirely  if  conditions  do  not  improve.  I  recommend 
the  sum  of  $5300.00  be  appropriated  for  the  continuation  of  the  Care  of 
Trees  program  in  1966. 

During  the  1965  season  46  trees  of  various  varieties  such  as  White 
Birch,  Flowering  Dogwood,  Sugar  Maple,  and  Crimson  King  Maple  were 
planted  at  various  locations  throughout  the  town.  Most  of  these  trees 
were  planted  behind  the  sidewalks  or  well  off  the  roadway  so  as  not  to 
interfere  with  overhead  wires  and  traffic.  I  recommend  the  sum  of 
$800.00  be  appropriated  for  the  continuation  of  our  tree  planting  program 
in  1966.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1965. 

During  the  past  year  the  number  of  man  hours  spent  in  fire-fighting 
and  other  emergencies  far  exceeded  those  of  any  previous  year  and  may 
be  expected  to  increase  as  Medfield  grows. 

The  area  of  the  town  remains  the  same,  but  with  new  streets  being 
developed,  the  need  for  additional  protection  should  be  obvious.  Within 
the  past  few  weeks,  seven  new  area  numbers  have  been  added  to  the  Fire 
Alarm  card. 

Last  year  I  stressed  the  need  for  a  Full-time  Chief,  but  after  one 
year  of  experience,  I  feel  that  the  following  plan  is  more  necessary  in 
order  to  provide  efficient  service. 

I  am  recommending  strongly  that  twenty-four  hour  coverage  be 
established  at  the  Fire  Station  to  operate  the  Fire  Alarm  System  and  to 
handle  all  emergency  and  routine  calls,  of  which  there  were  more  than 
eight  hundred  during  1965.  The  present  system  is  not  satisfactory  and  is 
inadequate  for  a  town  the  size  of  Medfield. 

During  the  year,  Chester  Gilmore  with  thirty-nine  years  of  service 
and  Gildo  Pederzini,  with  twenty-eight  years  of  service,  retired.  Both 
men  were  expert  fire-fighters  and  their  assistance  is  missed  at  every  fire. 
Gary  Fraser,  a  member  for  five  years,  resigned  late  in  the  year. 

Six  new  men  have  been  appointed  to  bring  the  Department  to  full 
strength  with  five  Officers  and  twenty-three  Privates. 

A  sixty-five  foot  Aerial  Ladder  and  a  new  Combination  Truck  will  be 
in  service  within  the  next  few  weeks,  bringing  the  Fire-fighting  Equip- 
ment and  Man-power  to  the  point  of  efficiency  desired. 

Training  sessions  will  be  held  frequently  to  qualify  the  men  in  the 
operation  of  the  new  equipment. 

I  wish  to  commend  Allison  T.  Carr,  member  of  the  Board  of  Health, 
and  his  workers  for  the  excellent  manner  in  which  they  maintained  the 
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Public  Dump,  reducing  the  number  of  calls  to  ten  during  the  year  as 
compared  with  thirty  calls  in  1964. 

The  use  of  the  Fire  Station  by  Town  Groups  has  been  limited  to  day- 
time use  by  the  Girl  Scouts  who  hold  meetings  four  afternoons  a  week. 

The  Civil  Defense  Group,  under  Director  A.  C.  Buchanan,  have  estab- 
lished a  Control  Center  in  the  basement  for  use  in  all  future  emergencies.

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Mr.  Kingdon  R.  Watt,  Jr.  acted  as  Waterfront  Director  and  Mrs. 
Frank  McWilliams  as  Chief  Swimming  Instructor. 

The  Youth  Center  grew  in  stature  and  in  size  during  the  year  to  the 
extent  that  help  was  required  from  the  School  System  for  the  use  of  Dale 
Street  gymnasium.  Some  of  the  dances  held  on  Saturday  nights  drew  in 
excess  of  400  young  people,  making  the  Town  Hall  site  unsuitable.  The 
Young  People  are  planning  a  building  of  their  own  and  have  raised  a 
substantial  amount  of  money  toward  the  project.  Mr.  Robert  Capers 
acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Adult  Advisory  Group  and  Mr.  Daniel  Wright 
as  president  of  the  Young  Peoples'  organization,  which  is  doing  its  own 
planning  and  administers  the  affairs  of  the  Youth  Center.  The  total 
program  is  under  the  able  care  of  Mr.  0.  Scott  Fader,  member  of  the 
Commission. 

Mr.  Merlon  Spender  was  once  again  the  successful  bidder  for  the 
care  and  upkeep  of  the  parks,  and  as  usual  he  did  an  outstanding  job. 
In  addition  to  carrying  out  his  regular  duties  under  the  contract,  Mr. 
Spender  donated  materials  and  labor  sufficient  to  construct  a  100-foot 
fence  at  the  back  of  the  parking  field  at  the  Pond.  He  was  also  primarily 
responsible  for  our  first  attempt  at  Christmas  decorations  at  Baxter  Park. 
The  tree  itself  was  donated  by  Mr.  Ellis  Allan,  and  a  portion  of  the  ex- 
pense was  borne  by  various  service  organizations,  the  balance  being  paid 
for  by  unexpended  balances  in  our  budget. 

The  Commission  attempted  to  create  a  safe  skating  area  at  the  loca- 
tion of  the  parking  field  at  the  swimming  pond.  At  the  year  end  the 
weather  had  not  cooperated  sufficiently  to  enable  skating.  A  very  small 
amount  of  money  was  expended  and  the  outlook  for  success  existed,  al- 
though more  dependent  upon  the  weather  than  any  other  factor.  Vanda- 
lism and  carelessness  were  responsible  for  much  of  the  delay,  however, 
and  unless  there  is  better  cooperation  in  early  1966,  the  project  could 
fail  completely. 

Two  Juniors  from  Medfield  High  School  were  once  again  chosen  to 
act  as  youth  representatives  on  the  Park  and  Recreation  Commission. 
Miss  Paula  Mastropieri  and  Mr.  Joel  Adams  have  attended  our  meet- 
ings regularly  and  have  made  welcome  suggestions. 

The  Commission  was  pleased  to  grant  increased  use  of  the  properties 
under  its  control.  The  Lions  Club  once  again  made  use  of  Metacomet 
Field  for  its  annual  carnival,  and  new  this  year,  the  Girl  Scouts  enjoyed 
a  one  week  day  camp  and  the  Boy  Scouts  a  week-end  overnight,  at  the 
location  of  the  Swimming  Pond. 

The  Park  and  Recreation  Commission  is  much  indebted  to  many 
individuals    and   service   organizations   for   the    success    of   its    various 
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programs.  To  endeavor  to  mention  them  all  might  result  in  forgetting 
one,  which  would  be  unforgiveable.  They  all  have  our  thanks,  however, 
as  do  the  other  departments  of  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

1965  has  been  a  productive  year  for  your  Conservation  Commission. 
The  Commission,  after  many  delays,  received  for  the  town,  as  a  result  of 
the  tax  title  takings,  76.5  acres  of  land  in  various  locations  along  the 
Stop  and  Charles  Rivers.  To  date  we  have  received  in  the  form  of  gifts, 
9  parcels  of  land  along  the  same  area. 

We  purchased  for  the  town  a  "missing  link  piece  of  land",  along  the 
Charles  River,  which  now  makes  possible  the  building  of  a  trail  on  town 
owned  land  from  Route  109  along  the  Charles  to  the  Rhododendron 
Swamp.  Your  Commission  has  approximately  110  acres  of  land  presently 
reserved  for  Conservation. 

Our  Conservation  Fund  has  received  a  gift  of  $100  from  the  Medfield 
Garden  Club.  A  "Tour  of  Holiday  Houses"  sponsored  by  the  Hannah 
Adams  Club  and  the  Medfield  Garden  Club,  resulted  in  an  additional 
gift  of  $107.00. 

We  have  been  greatly  encourage  by  the  amount  of  land  acquired  to 
date  and  are  confident  more  will  be  obtained  by  gift  and  tax  title  takings 
in  1966.

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REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  the 
year  1965. 

As  of  October  15,  1965,  Mr.  Theodore  Pederson  resigned  from  the 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  because  his  business  took  him  out  of  State.  For 
his  many  years  of  untiring  service  as  a  valued  member,  this  Board  of 
Public  Welfare  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  Pederson  and  to  wish  him  success  in 
his  new  venture.  Mr.  John  Lantz  was  appointed  to  fill  this  vacancy  on 
November  16,  1965,  until  the  next  annual  election. 

A  total  of  twenty-eight  Old  Age  Assistance  cases,  forty-five  Medical 
Assistance  for  the  Aged  cases,  sixteen  Aid  To  Families  with  Dependent 
Children  cases,  nine  Disability  cases  and  seven  General  Relief  cases  were 
administered.  Fifty-eight  applications  were  received  and  processed. 
Forty-four  applications  were  approved  for  aid  and  fourteen  applications 
were  denied  or  withdrawn. 
Aid  rendered  in  all  categories  was  as  follows: 

Old  Age  Assistance  $19,465.00 

Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  41,285.00 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  17,639.00 

Disability  Assistance  7,182.00 

General  Relief  4,417.00 

Public  Welfare  is  emphasizing  total  need;  financial  need,  medical 
need,  educational  need,  employment  need,  social  need  and  emotional 
need.  Service  to  our  recipients  to  help  satisfy  the  needs  is  the  aim  of 
the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  the  State  Department 
of  Public  Welfare  and  the  local  administration.  By  service  in  these  fields, 
with  cooperation  for  our  recipients,  and  better  understanding  in  helping 
people  help  themselves,  we  aim  to  reduce  dependency. 

Outstanding  legislation  on  the  Federal  level  known  as  Medicare 
should  help  reduce  our  medical  costs  to  our  elderly.  There  will  be  in- 
creased Federal  participation  as  of  January  1,  1966  in  all  categories  of 
assistance. 

As  of  October  1,  1965  Social  Security  grants  were  increased  from  1% 
to  7%.  Leisure  Time  Activity  to  our  Old  Age  Assistance  recipients  was 
increased  on  October  1,  1965  to  $11.50  per  month.  Increased  activity 
means  increased   administrative   activities  in  reporting,   recording   and 
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service.  Those  directly  responsible  for  the  administration  of  Public 
Welfare  seek  to  give  adequate  service  to  recipients,  according  to  State 
Standards,  always  keeping  in  mind  the  cost  to  the  taxpayer. 

Doris  M.  Carr,  Director  of  Public  Assistance  and  Helen  E.  Kennedy, 
Senior  Clerk,  have  continued  to  serve  this  Board  of  Public  Welfare  com- 
mendably.  For  their  able  assistance  during  the  year  the  Board  wishes 
to  publicly  thank  them. 

In  conclusion,  for  the  excellent  cooperation  given  this  Board  of  Public 
Welfare  by  the  Town  Officials,  Physicians  and  private  business  men,  this 
Board  of  Public  Welfare  wishes  to  acknowledge  its  appreciation  and  to 
extend  publicly  their  thanks.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  HEALTH 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Licenses  have  been  issued  to  dealers  selling  or  transporting  Methyl 
or  Wood  Alcohol,  so-called  or  any  preparation  other  than  Shellac  or 
Varnish,  the  Manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream,  and  a  license  to  Funeral 
Directors  for  the  establishment  and  maintaining  of  a  Funeral  Home. 

The  Garbage  Contract  was  renewed,  Collections  were  made  twice  a 
week  in  summer  and  once  a  week  in  winter. 

The  face  of  the  dump  has  been  cut  down.  At  present  the  Board  is 
proceeding  on  a  semi  land  fill  procedure  and  have  had  no  complaints 
so  far. 

From  time  to  time  it  is  necessary  to  burn  brush  as  it  is  a  state  re- 
quirement to  burn  old  elm  trees. 

Plans  have  been  formulated  for  three  Immunization  Clinics  to  be  held 
in  February,  March  and  April,  sponsored  by  the  Visiting  Nurses  Associa- 
tion, the  State  Department  of  Health,  and  the  Medfield  Board  of  Health. 

The  Board  is  in  contact  with  a  professional  Sanitarian  who  is  quali- 
fied to  inspect,  and  issue  licenses  to  all  establishments  in  Medfield 
handling  or  dispensing  food.  This  service  is  required  by  Article  X  of  the 
State  Sanitary  Code.

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REPORT  OF  CIVIL  DEFENSE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Civil  Defense  Department  has  been  very  active  this  year  in  many 
areas.  We  have  not  been  able  to  accomplish  all  that  I  had  hoped,  but 
many  of  the  projects  will  be  completed  early  in  1966. 

The  Auxiliary  Police  have  contributed  a  total  of  twelve  hundred  and 
twenty-five  hours  to  the  Town  this  year.  This  time  has  been  volunteered 
and  worked  with  the  regular  police  department,  on  desk  duty,  checking 
closed  homes,  traffic  control  and  many  other  assignments.  Holiday  week- 
ends the  members  have  put  in  long  hours  patroling  in  their  own  vehicles, 
equipped  with  the  mobile  civil  defense  radios.  The  Auxiliary  members 
have  been  trained  and  are  receiving  refresher  courses  in  conjunction  with 
regular  monthly  meetings.  These  men  are  an  asset  to  the  Town  of  Med- 
field. 

Moving  the  ' 'Civil  Defense  Control  Center"  from  the  town  hall  to  the 
basement  of  the  Fire  Station  as  recommended  by  the  Corps  of  Engineers 
has  been  started.  Some  equipment  acquired  through  the  surplus  property 
program  has  been  installed.  The  necessary  sheilding  of  the  quarters  is 
still  pending  the  report  of  the  Corps  of  Engineers. 

Medfield  has  been  able  to  participate  in  the  Federal/State  Surplus 
Property  Program  again  this  year  on  the  merit  of  its  active  civil  defense 
program.  A  total  of  $5,994.98  in  property  has  been  received  for  a  total 
expenditure  of  $237.44.  Much  of  this  property  is  put  to  good  use  immedi- 
ately by  the  various  town  departments.  Many  items  created  for  military 
use  have  been  converted,  through  the  ingenuity  of  the  town  personnel, 
to  important  useful  equipment. 

This  Department  has  acquired  a  five  ton  truck  with  a  walk  in  van 
type  body  which  is  being  converted  into  an  emergency  wagon.  The  con- 
version is  being  done  by  businessmen  and  individuals  donating  their  time 
and  talents  to  this  project. 

With  the  appointment  of  a  new  Radio  Officer  and  assistant,  a  new 
plan  for  radio  communications  has  been  filed  with  the  State  and  Federal 
Civil  Defense  Departments.  This  action  will  reinstate  our  RACES  com- 
munications program.  Approval  should  be  completed  early  in  1966.  It 
will  be  necessary  to  invest  some  money  in  reliable  radio  equipment  to 
implement  this  program.  This  radio  network  will  tie  the  community  into 
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the  state  network  with  the  Sector  Headquarters  in  Stoughton.  We  will  also 
use  it  on  the  local  level  to  augment  our  citizens  band  equipment. 

This  year  is  the  first  in  many  that  we  have  not  had  a  mock  disaster 
drill.  The  great  blackout  gave  us  a  good  drill  with  reality.  The  members 
of  the  civil  defense  organization  mustered  quickly.  The  mechanical  fail- 
ure of  the  generator  at  the  town  hall  made  it  necessary  for  us  to  call  upon 
auxiliary  generating  equipment  in  inventory,  to  provide  power  for  the 
Police  communications  and  light  and  heat  for  the  town  hall.  A  first  aid 
station  was  established  at  the  Fire  Station  and  staffed  with  a  doctor.  The 
Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  the  Auxiliary  Police  responded  with 
lights,  batteries  and  personnel  to  rest  homes,  and  homes  of  the  elderly 
to  assist  them  if  necessary. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  the  town  de- 
partments and  the  citizens  who  have  supported  the  Civil  Defense  Organi- 
zation, especially  those  who  are  members.  It  is  through  their  contribu- 
tions of  time,  and  talents  that  Medfield  has  a  nucleus  ready  to  cope  with 
emergencies  created  by  man  or  nature.

This  continues  to  be  one  of  our  greatest  problems  and  is  worsening 
each  year  on  the  Route  roads  109  and  27.  I  am  again  recommending  the 
installation  of  Traffic  Control  Lights  at  the  intersection  of  Main,  North 
and  Pleasant  Streets  and  Main  and  Spring  Streets.  Also  that  the  Town 
accept  the  provisions  of  Chapter  409  of  the  Acts  of  1962  (Pedestrian  Con- 
trol Law).  This  may  be  accomplished  before  Main  Street  is  to  be  resur- 
faced this  year. 

RADAR-TIMER: 

I  am  again  requesting  the  purchase  of  a  Radar-Timer  for  use  by  the 
Police  Department.  I  feel  that  this  is  now  a  necessity  due  to  the  new 
"No  Fix"  law  where  all  complaints  are  either  marked  for  Court  or 
Warning.  I  do  not  feel  that  Estimated  speed  is  a  good  yardstick  to  use  in 
securing  a  Court  Complaint. 

PERSONNEL: 

It  is  again  recommended  that  another  Officer  be  added  to  each  shift 
and  that  the  Fire  Alarm  System  be  handled  by  the  Police  Department. 
This  would  enable  Police  to  keep  better  records,  put  the  time  into  their 
investigations  that  they  should  and  to  have  a  man  present  in  the  station 
at  all  times  when  prisoners  are  locked  up.  Due  to  Supreme  Court  De- 
cisions of  the  past  few  years  even  the  booking  or  questioning  of  a  prison- 
er is  becoming  more  technical  and  requires  that  an  Officer  not  be  dis- 
tracted while  doing  his  job,  by  having  to  answer  the  phones,  radio  or 
other  Police  work. 

POLICE  SCHOOLS: 

No  Officer  attended  the  State  Police  Academy  this  year  but  most  all 
the  Officers,  Sergeants  and  Chief  attended  other  Seminars  or  classes  on 
subjects  pertaining  to  Police  Work.  A  sum  of  money  will  be  requested 
this  year  to  cover  expenses  in  sending  the  Chief  of  Police  to  the  F.B.I. 
National  Academy  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  is  an  intensive  three  month 
course. 

AUXILIARY  POLICE: 

In  1965  Auxiliary  Police  Officers  under  Sergeant  Iafolla  contributed 
well  over  1,000  hours  of  time  in  assisting  the  Regular  Police  on  weekends, 
nights,  in  emergencies  and  in  covering  the  Football  Games  and  the  Little 
League  Ball  Games.  In  addition  they  participated  in  the  Mock  Disaster 
Drill  held  in  conjunction  with  the  Medfield  State  Hospital. 
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OTHER: 

The  Police  Department  also  cooperated  with  the  other  Town  Offices 
in  collecting  past  due  Excise  Taxes  by  working  with  the  Registry  of 
Motor  Vehicles  in  picking  up  registration  plates  of  delinquents.  They  also 
conducted  investigations  into  ownership  of  abandoned  motor  vehicles 
under  the  Town  By-Law  adopted  in  June  1965.  This  cooperation  will  be 
extended  into  1966. 

On  behalf  of  the  Police  Officers,  I  wish  to  thank  the  State  and  Local 
Officials,  Town  of  Medfield  Department  Heads  and  the  Citizens  of  the 
Town,  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  extended  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment during  the  past  year.

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In  August  of  1965  we  received  delivery  of  the  1961  Cadillac  Ambu- 
lance for  which  money  was  appropriated  in  December  of  1964.  A  new 
pack-type  resuscitator  was  purchased  and  installed  and  the  old  one  was 
adapted  for  use  in  the  Police  Cruiser.  I  feel  that  Medfield  now  has  an 
Ambulance  which  is  practical  and  will  be  of  service  to  us  for  several 
years. 

It  should  be  noted  that  persons  who  use  the  Ambulance  are  billed  for 
this  service  and  that  amounts  collected  in  a  year  cover  the  annual  budget. 

This  year  I  am  requesting  that  the  rates  paid  the  Ambulance  At- 
tendants and  the  Administrator  be  increased  as  there  has  been  no  in- 
crease in  the  rates  since  the  Service  was  started  in  1955.

A  permanent  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  (MPIC),  to 
be  composed  of  9  members  appointed  by  the  Moderator,  was  established 
by  vote  of  the  Town  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting,  June  28,  1965. 

The  purpose  of  MPIC  is  to  assume  responsibility  for  seeing  that  the 
Master  Plan  is  put  into  effect.  The  committee  is  to  work  in  conjunction 
with  Town  Officials,  and  is  required  to  report  to  the  Town  each  year  as 
to  what  aspects  pertaining  to  the  Master  Plan  have  been  implemented 
during  the  preceeding  year. 

Authorization  by  the  Town  was  carried  out  during  1965  for: 

1.  Acquisition  of  new  wetlands  along  the  Charles  River.  (Conserva- 
tion Commission) 

2.  Acquisition  of  property  off  Elm  St.  for  future  school  use.  (Future 
School  Land  Acquisition  Committee)

3.  Renovation  and  enlargement  of  the  Library.  (Library  Trustees) 

4.  Adoption  of  a  Building  Code  for  Medfield.  (Planning  Board) 

5.  Formation  of  a  committee  to  study  and  locate  a  suitable  site  for 
construction  of  a  town  garage.  (Selectmen) 

6.  Formation  of  a  committee  to  study  and  report  to  the  Town  at  a 
future  Town  Meeting  a  proposed  creation  of  a  Town  Common  and 
parking  area.  (Selectmen) 

7.  New  water  supply  off  Elm  St.  and  new  pipes,  and  a  new  sewage 
treatment  plant  of  the  "package  type."  (Water  and  Sewerage 
Board) 

In  addition  to  the  above: 

1.  The  League  of  Women  Voters  continue  their  work  with  the 
Charles  River  Plan. 

2.  The  North  St.  School  Study  Committee  concluded  their  work,  and 
found  the  North  St.  School  suitable  for  town  offices. 

3.  Study  continues  on  the  relocation  of  Route  109.  (Planning  Board 
and  Selectmen) 

4.  Mr.  Daniel  Hinkley  has  been  elected  to  the  newly  formed  Charles 
River  Valley  Watershed  Association,  comprised  of  towns  border- 
ing the  Charles,  to  conserve  the  water  supply,  wetlands  and  wild- 
life, and  to  combat  pollution.  (Conservation  Commission) 

MPIC  has,  in  addition  to  supporting  the  above,  a  request  from  the 
Planning  Board  to  undertake  an  apartment  zoning  study,  and  to  report 
back  to  the  Planning  Board  with  its  recommendations. 

MPIC  wishes  to  offer  all  Town  Departments  and  Town  Organizations 
its  cooperation  in  any  planned  or  proposed  project  which  falls  within  the 
confines  of  the  Medfield  Master  Plan,  and  hopes  that  all  Departments 
and  Organizations  will  feel  free  to  ask  for  any  help  that  MPIC  might  be 
able  to  offer,  whether  it  be  research,  publicity,  liason,  etc.

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REPORT  OF  THE  CEMETERY  COMMISSIONERS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Gentlemen: 

We  respectfully  submit  the  following  report  on  the  Vine  Lake 
Cemetery. 

Due  to  the  second  year  of  extremely  dry  weather,  the  grass  and  its 
make-up  has  deteriorated  to  such  a  degree  that,  unless  extensive  applica- 
tion of  fertilizer  and  lime  are  applied  in  the  1966  season,  crab  grass,  witch 
grass,  and  weeds  will  take  over  and  smother  out  the  Kentucky  and  Blue 
grasses  that  were  originally  planted. 

Section  A— the  Oldyard,  must  be  heavily  fertilized,  and  in  many 
areas,  grading  and  seeding  should  be  done  in  1966. 

Section  B  through  E  will  require  a  program  of  at  least  two  appli- 
cations of  fertilizer  and  one  of  lime  in  1966. 

Section  F,  the  newest  section,  was  built  during  another  dry  year  and 
has  never  had  enough  fertilizer  to  grow  properly.  Due  to  the  second  dry 
season  in  succession,  we  find  the  root  growth  extremely  shallow  and  full 
of  crab  and  witch  grass  and  weeds.  This  section  in  particular  will  require 
spectial  attention  in  1966. 

Our  mowing  equipment  is  getting  old.  We  have  two  rider-type 
mowers  of  4  and  5  years  old,  and  three  smaller  power  mowers  designed 
for  one  season  of  service,  plus  one  of  this  same  type,  two  years  old. 

We  will  need  this  year,  one  machine  of  the  heavy  duty  rider-type  and 
two  smaller  machines. 

We  were  fortunate  last  year  to  receive  as  a  gift,  a  heavy  duty 
"Gravely"  mowing  machine.  This  machine  is  second-hand  but  will  be  of 
service  to  us  in  1966. 

We  have  made  a  little  headway  in  the  area  around  the  pond  and 
can  forsee  the  completion  of  this  project  in  two  more  seasons. 

The  road  program,  started  so  successfully  in  1964,  came  to  an  abrupt 
halt  in  1965,  due  to  the  over-expenditures  of  1964. 
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We  hope  to  move  again  this  year  and  complete  another  section  of 
this  program.  We  are  asking  in  a  separate  article,  monies  for  this 
purpose. 

We  hope  to  move  ahead  in  1966  along  the  following  lines:  (1)  a  sec- 
tion of  our  roads  to  be  hard  surfaced,  (2)  another  section  of  the  pond 
completed  and  seeded,  (3)  preliminary  plans  for  the  next  section  G, 
(4)  start  a  three  year  program  for  revitilizing  the  grasses  in  Section 
A-E. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  the  feeling  of  this  commission  that  if  the  parents 
do  a  little  "Boom-lowering"  among  the  youngsters  who  delight  in  destroy- 
ing the  irreplaceable  property  of  others,  the  feeling  would  be  much 
better  when  we  see  the  children  enjoying  the  fishing  and  skating  that  they 
now  enjoy.  The  use  of  the  cemetery  as  a  short  cut  to  their  homes  or  to 
the  homes  of  their  pals  would  be  less  worrysome. 

Fire  damage  is  another  incident  of  destruction  and  we  feel,  regard- 
less of  age,  a  healthy  respect  for  the  property  of  others  should  be  taught 
by  the  parents  and  not  by  the  cemetery  commissioners. 

We  again  wish  to  thank  the  various  departments  of  the  town,  who 
have  assisted  this  department  to  accomplish  what  we  have  economically, 
and  especially  to  the  Highway  Department,  our  appreciation  for  the 
splendid  cooperation  we  have  received  throughout  the  years.

Gentlemen: 

I  hereby  submit  my  report  as  Inspector  of  Gasfitting  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,  1965. 

Number  of  permits  issued  95 

Number  of  inspections  by  Gas  Inspector  141 

Number  of  inspections  by  Acting  Gas  Inspector  15 

Number  of  miles  of  travel  468 

Permit  Fees  collected  $616.50 

During  1965,  we  completed  inspections  on  29  permits  which  were 
issued  in  previous  years,  many  of  which  jobs  were  in  service  with  the 
plumbing  contractor  failing  to  notify  us  of  completion  and  arrange  for  a 
finish  inspection.  Under  the  new  building  code  provision  for  an  occupancy 
permit,  there  should  be  less  trouble  in  getting  compliance  from  the 
plumbers  in  this  area. 

Since  our  minimum  permit  fee  is  now  less  than  our  minimum  inspec- 
tion cost,  I  recommend  that  the  minimum  fee  be  increased  from  $4.50  to 
$5.00.  I  also  believe  we  should  explore  the  possibility  of  establishing  re- 
inspection  fees  to  pay  the  cost  of  extra  inspections  beyond  the  number 
which  should  be  needed,  due  to  the  failure  of  the  plumber  to  properly 
prepare  for  the  inspection. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Town  Officials,  Marie  Burke,  Gwendolyn  Suereth, 
and  the  other  inspectors  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

Reason  for  withdrawal:  lack  of  shelf  space  in  main  room  to  accomo- 
date both  old  and  new  acquisitions.  Most  of  the  adult  books  were  given 
to  the  librarian  at  the  Medfield  State  Hospital.  The  books,  while  in  good 
condition,  have  to  be  withdrawn  from  the  collection  to  make  room  for 
new  books;  they  are  for  the  most  part  mystery  stories  and  light  novels 
which  have  been  widely  read  by  the  Medfield  public.  No  books  which  are 
listed  in  the  Standard  Catalogs  for  Public  Libraries  are  ever  withdrawn 
from  the  collection,  but  are  transferred  to  the  stack  shelves  in  the  base- 
ment where  they  are  at  least  available  if  called  for. 

Activities 

National  Library  Week  in  the  Spring:  An  exhibit  of  outstanding 
photography  by  Mr.  Charles  Luna  of  Medfield.  The  photographs  attracted 
so  much  interest  and  favorable  comment  that  the  loan  was  extended  be- 
yond National  Library  Week. 

The  most  popular  activity  in  the  children's  department  was  the  week- 
ly story  hour — Wednesdays,  3:30  to  4:30  for  tots  of  four  and  five  years. 
85  children  were  registered  for  the  series,  which  begins  the  year  in  Oc- 
tober and  extends  into  mid-April  with  time  out  for  regular  school  vacation 
periods.  At  the  end  of  the  year  a  party  is  usually  held  for  the  children  by 
one  of  the  troops  of  Girl  Scouts.  338  children  have  attended  so  far. 

The  League  of  Women  Voters  each  year  commemorate  United  Na- 
tions Week  by  a  display  of  materials  pertaining  to  United  Nations  activi- 
ties on  one  of  the  library  tables.  This  was  also  done  this  year. 

The  Trustees  and  staff  are  looking  forward,  hopefully,  towards  our 
library's  expansion  program  when  we  hope  we  will  be  able  to  have  more 
books  for  our  patrons,  more  space  in  which  to  house  them  and  better 
facilities  for  both  the  adult  public,  for  browsing  and  reading  in  a  quieter 
atmosphere,  and  for  the  students,  more  space  for  study  and  reference 
work  in  an  area  by  themselves,  along  with  other  facilities  beneficial  to 
the  townspeople  in  general,  such  as  a  central  meeting  place  for  the  vari- 
ous organizations  of  the  town. 
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For  a  town  the  size  of  Medfield  according  to  the  1960  census,  the 
library  should  have  a  minimum  of  15,000  volumes;  we  have  at  present 
only  11,000  to  12,000.  It  might  be  of  general  interest  here  to  note  that, 
based  on  an  average  of  34  towns  having  a  population  of  5,000  to  7,000 
people,  Medfield's  number  of  volumes  per  capita  is  only  70  per  cent  of  the 
average,  due  to  lack  of  shelf  space,  while  Medfield's  circulation  per 
capita  is  121  per  cent  of  the  average  and  circulation  volume  172  per  cent 
of  the  average,  second  highest  in  the  group.  This  shows  high  use  of 
present  facilities. 

This  year  for  the  first  time  the  library  has  been  open  on  two  mornings 
of  the  week  from  10:00  to  12:00  owing  to  a  demand  for  morning  hours 
voiced  to  the  Trustees  at  the  "Know  Your  Candidates"  meetings,  spon- 
sored by  the  League  of  Women  Voters,  but  response  to  date  has  not  been 
encouraging.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

January  19, 1966 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

Meetings 

The  Planning  Board  held  regular  meetings  on  the  second  and  fourth 
Wednesdays  of  each  month  until  this  past  fall  when  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  meet  every  week. 

The  Planning  Board  expects  to  meet  during  1966  on  each  Wednesday 
evening  in  the  Town  Hall  beginning  at  8:00  p.m. 

Subdivisions 

During  1965  the  Planning  Board  approved  the  preliminary  plan  of 
Mr.  Nicholas  LaVerghetta  located  off  Hartford  Street  and  reviewed  and 
disapproved  the  preliminary  plan  of  Heald  Homes  Trust  (Section  III). 

The  board  also  approved  the  definitive  plans  of  Hoover  Realty  Trust 
and  Pine  Needle  Park  (Section  III).  The  definitive  plan  of  Stop  River 
Oaks  was  resubmitted  and  approved. 

The  board  members  made  approximately  twenty  inspection  trips  to 
check  on  the  street  construction  throughout  the  subdivision  and  to  view 
the  sites  being  presented  under  preliminary  subdivision  plans. 

The  following  streets,  or  portions  thereof,  were  inspected,  approved, 
and  then  recommended  for  acceptance  by  the  town:

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Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain  was  again  appointed  by  the  board  as  its  author- 
ized agent  to  sign  plans  under  "Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required," 
and  under  this  category  twenty-seven  plans  were  approved. 

Building  Code 

The  Building  Code  Committee  appointed  by  the  Planning  Board  in 
1964  continued  their  study  and  on  July  8th  presented  its  final  draft  of 
the  proposed  code. 

On  October  13th,  the  Planning  Board  held  a  public  hearing  and  on 
November  22nd,  this  proposed  building  code  was  adopted  by  the  Town  of 
Medfield  through  Article  33  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting. 

The  final  copy  of  the  new  BUILDING  CODE  has  been  printed  and  is 
ready  for  distribution  as  soon  as  it  has  been  approved  by  the  Attorney 
General.  This  code  is  dedicated  to  the  late  Everett  J.  Wills,  the  first 
chairman  of  the  Building  Code  Committee.

The  board  also  wishes  to  thank  Mr.  William  F.  Rogers,  Jr.  for  all 
the  time  and  effort  he  spent  in  handling  the  printing  of  this  code  through- 
out its  many  phases. 

Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision  of  Land 

At  the  present  time  the  board  members  are  working  on  the  revision 
of  these  rules  and  regulations  and  it  is  their  plan  to  have  them  completed 
during  the  early  part  of  1966.  The  recommendations  in  the  Master  Plan 
Study  Report  have  proven  useful  in  this  revision. 

Route  109 

In  January  1965,  Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain  recommended  to  the  board  that 
it  initiate  action  to  have  a  petition  presented  to  the  Massachusetts  De- 
partment of  Public  Works  for  the  relocation  and  widening  of  Route  109. 
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The  board  followed  this  recommendation  and  the  first  meeting  was 
held  on  March  18,  1965,  with  representatives  present  from  the  following 
towns  and  organizations:

Those  present  at  this  meeting  concurred  on  the  necessity  for  the 
widening  and  relocation  of  Route  109  and  appointed  Mr.  Edward  R.  Perry 
of  the  Medfield  Board  of  Selectmen  and  Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain  of  the  Med- 
field Planning  Board  to  co-ordinate  further  action. 

The  petition  was  formulated,  reviewed  and  signed  by  the  following:

The  Norfolk  County  Commissioners  also  recorded  themselves  with  the 
Mass.  Department  of  Public  Works  as  being  in  favor  of  this  relocation 
of  Route  109. 

The  original  petitions  and  a  copy  of  the  letter  from  the  Norfolk 
County  Commissioners  were  filed  with  Joseph  T.  Cronin,  District  6,  State 
Highway  Engineer,  on  July  9,  1965. 

On  July  13th,  Mr.  Cronin  filed  the  petitions  with  Mr.  D.  S.  Horgan, 
Chief  Engineer,  Mass.  Department  of  Public  Works,  and  on  November 
5th,  a  meeting  was  held  with  Commissioner  Sargent  to  check  on  the 
progress  of  the  petitions.  Mr.  Sargent  stated  that  the  department  had 
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established  certain  areas  to  be  flown  during  this  past  fall  and  he  esti- 
mated that  within  a  two-year  period  they  should  get  into  the  hearing 
stage  for  the  relocation  of  Route  109.  In  the  opinion  of  Commissioner 
Sargent,  the  construction  should  start  within  the  next  five  years. 


Apartment  Zoning 

The  Planning  Board  met  with  the  Master  Plan  Implementation  Com- 
mittee early  in  December  and  discussed  the  need  for  an  apartment 
by-law.  The  members  of  this  committee  volunteered  to  study  and  pre- 
pare recommendations  for  this  by-law. 
In  General 

Zoning  Maps — These  maps  have  been  updated  and  reprinted. 

Apointment— Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain  was  apointed  by  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  serve  on  the  Southwest  Area  Transportation  Co-ordinating 
Committee. 

Forest  Lane — In  an  effort  to  avoid  confusion  with  similar  street 
names  during  a  fire  or  other  emergency  the  board  recommended  that 
Forest  Lane  be  changed  to  Rustic  Lane.  This  action  was  voted  upon 
favorably  at  the  Special  Town  Meeting  held  on  November  22,  1965. 

Town  Refuse  Area— The  Board  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
a  representative  of  the  Division  of  Sanitary  Engineering,  Mass.  Dept.  of 
Public  Health,  to  view  possible  sites  for  refuse  disposal  areas. 

The  Department  of  Public  Health  recommended  the  use  of  the 
present  refuse  area  as  a  sanitary  landfill  operation. 

Urban  Renewal— The  board  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
Mr.  James  R.  Woglom  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  to  discuss  Urban  Renewal. 

Conservation  Commission— Representatives  of  this  commission  met 
with  the  Planing  Board  to  discuss  Chapter  220,  Acts  of  1965. 

This  act  pertains  to  the  procedures  required  for  those  who  intend  to 
remove,  fill  or  dredge  any  bank,  flat,  marsh,  meadow  or  swamp  border- 
ing on  any  inland  waters. 

School  Planning  and  Building  Committee— The  Board  met  with  a 
representative  of  this  committee  to  discuss  the  extension  of  Hillcrest 
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Road  and  Cranmore  Road,  which  if  extended,  would  run  through  school 
property.  They  also  discussed  other  entrances,  exits  and  the  parking 
facilities  of  the  school  property  located  off  Pound  Street.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

The  year  1965  was  one  marked  with  many  signs  of  progress  in  our 
school  system.  There  is  no  need  to  go  into  the  growth  aspect,  as  that  is 
relentlessly  with  us  and  must  be  reckoned  with  in  any  event.  We  refer 
rather  to  those  developments  which  tended  to  improve  our  total  concept 
and  presentation  of  education. 

Early  in  the  year  a  subcommittee  was  formed  to  look  into  various 
ways  in  which  the  system's  reading  program  could  be  improved.  As 
of  a  late  date  tentative  plans  called  for  a  remedial  reading  teacher  for 
each  of  our  four  schools,  and  an  in-service  workshop  for  our  teachers. 
Under  this  plan  the  secondary  level  would  gradually  shift,  as  progress 
permitted,  from  a  remedial  concept  to  one  which  could  be  described 
more  accurately  as  developmental. 

A  salary  subcommittee  spent  several  months  revising  the  salary 
schedules  and  rules  and  regulations  pertaining  thereto,  in  order  to  make 
Medfield  better  able  to  retain  our  teachers  and  to  maintain  quality  in  the 
hiring  of  additional  personnel. 

A  complete  evaluation  of  the  school  system  was  requested  by  the 
School  Committee  prior  to  the  close  of  school  in  June,  and  the  entire 
administrative  staff  and  teaching  personnel  cooperated  most  enthusias- 
tically in  this  worthwhile  venture.  As  a  result,  our  basic  needs  for 
improvement  were  spelled  out  in  the  order  of  their  importance  —  our 
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reading  program,  curriculum  coordination,  and  guidance.  We  will  be 
able  to  pursue  these  areas  only  in  part  at  first,  but  updating  of  the 
original  evaluation  from  year  to  year  will  insure  its  successful  imple- 
mentation in  the  near  future.  In  addition,  plans  for  improvement  in 
practically  every  subject  area  at  every  grade  level  should  result  in  a 
matter  of  time. 

We  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  the  other  committees  assisting  on 
school  related  programs,  namely,  the  School  Planning  and  Building 
Committee  and  the  School  Land  Acquisition  Committee,  for  the  out- 
standing work  they  have  done.  We  thank,  also,  the  citizens  of  Medfield 
and  other  Town  Departments  for  the  high  degree  of  their  cooperation 
and  support. 

Our  School  Committee  and  our  administrators  and  teachers  have 
worked  well  together,  bearing  not  upon  past  accomplishments,  but  rather 
having  one  common  goal  in  mind  for  the  future  —  to  make  Medfield's 
school  system  one  which  would  rise  above  the  fold  to  become  among 
the  best  in  the  Commonwealth.

ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  1,  1965,  a  gain  of  164  pupils  was  noted  over  the  enroll- 
ment figure  of  October  1,  1964.  This  is  the  eighth  successive  year  that 
the  net  increase  has  been  in  excess  of  150  pupils. 

An  additional  first  grade  was  needed  for  the  opening  of  school  in 
September.  At  present  Memorial  School  houses  8  first  grades,  7  second 
grades  and  5  third  grades.    There  are  no  spare  rooms  available. 

Presently,  Dale  Street  School  accommodates  2  third  grades,  6  fourth 
grades,  6  fifth  grades,  6  sixth  grades  and  1  special  class.  There  are  no 
spare  rooms  available. 

In  September  the  Kingsbury  Junior-Senior  High  School  was  crowded 
to  an  extent  that  it  was  necessary  to  modify  the  ''groupings"  especially 
at  the  junior  high  level.  It  is  believed  that  this  pressure  will  be  relieved 
when  the  new  school  is  occupied  —  probably  in  February  1966.

REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  herewith  submit  my  eleventh  annual  report 
as  Principal  of  the  Memorial  School  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  Decem- 
ber 31,  1965. 

The  opening  of  school  in  September  found  the  twenty  classrooms  of 
the  Memorial  School  filled  to  capacity;  two  third  grades  have  been  housed 
at  Dale  Street  School,  working  in  conjunction  with  all  of  the  third  grades 
at  Memorial. 
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First,  I  should  like  you  to  share  with  me  an  appreciation  of  the 
important  role  of  the  elementary  school  teachers  in  our  educational  sys- 
tem. The  elementary  school  forms  the  base  of  the  entire  educational 
structure.  It  is  our  great  task  to  keep  this  foundation  level  sound  and 
efficient.  More  than  ever,  effective  work  in  elementary  education  is  a 
vital  necessity. 

Reading  and  phonics  still  have  the  number  one  position  in  the 
primary  grades.  The  teacher  finds  the  most  important  question  in 
setting  up  a  reading  program  is  that  of  the  child's  accepting  the  personal 
responsibility  of  wanting  to  learn.  No  matter  how  carefully  any  reading 
program  is  structured,  its  final  effectiveness  rests  largely  on  one  vital 
factor:  the  extent  to  which  the  pupil  is  led  to  involve  himself  in  it.  We 
provide  a  well-balanced  diet  of  challenging  and  enjoyable  reading  ma- 
terial for  our  primary  grades. 

Each  classroom  possesses  its  library  corner,  and  we  add  more  books 
each  year.  These  are  busy  little  corners  and  the  children  learn  much 
by  reading  these  books  and  helping  each  other. 

The  new  math  is  being  taught:  it  is  a  new  way  of  teaching  and 
learning  mathematics.  It  covers  the  same  topics  as  before,  but  stresses 
the  WHY  as  well  as  the  HOW,  relates  one  topic  to  another,  and  empha- 
sizes those  topics  which  are  most  important  today. 

The  educational  television  programs  on  Channel  2  are  very  good 
for  classoom  work  in  music,  language,  phonics,  and  science.  They  are 
made  interesting  and  challenging  for  the  pupils. 

We  have  been  happy  to  be  able  to  be  of  service  at  Memorial  School 
in  allowing  student  teachers  to  engage  in  their  practice  teaching  with 
members  of  our  excellent  and  experienced  faculty. 

The  cafeteria  is  in  operation  daily,  serving  nutritious  lunches  to 
the  children.  This  is  not  an  easy  task,  as  we  all  know  how  "finicky" 
children  can  be  when  it  comes  to  liking  all  foods. 

We  had  a  most  successful  spring  music  and  art  festival  last  May. 
An  overwhelming  and  enthusiastic  audience  witnessed  the  truly  delight- 
ful performances  of  the  first  three  grades. 

Open  House  during  National  Education  Week  was  another  pleasant 
occasion  and  we  at  Memorial  were  most  grateful  for  the  interest  of 
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the  parents  shown  by  their  "great  turnout".  The  wisest  guidance  of  the 
child's  growth  and  development  is  dependent  upon  close  home  and 
school  cooperation. 

Our  Christmas  program  in  song  and  verse  was  beautifully  done 
by  the  children  under  the  direction  of  Miss  Litchfield  assisted  by  the 
teachers.  The  appearance  of  Santa  Claus  at  the  conclusion  rounded 
off  an  hour  of  the  genuine  feeling  of  Christmas.  A  Christmas  movie, 
"Babes  in  Toyland,"  was  an  "extra*'  which  was  enjoyed  by  the  young- 
sters. A  Christmas  party  in  each  room,  with  our  homeroom  mothers 
bringing  in  the  goodies,  was  a  time  of  pleasure  for  the  little  ones.  I 
should  like  to  say  thank  you  in  behalf  of  the  teachers  to  all  homeroom 
mothers  for  their  good  work  in  helping  at  party  time. 

Report  cards  are  issued  four  times  during  the  school  year  to  indicate 
the  child's  growth  in  habits  and  attitudes  of  citizenship,  as  well  as  his 
growth  in  scholarship,  for  both  are  equally  important  to  his  success 
in  life. 

Children's  interests,  maturity,  and  abilities  vary  greatly  in  scholar- 
ship. If  a  pupil  is  working  up  to  his  ability,  he  is  doing  all  that  should 
be  expected  of  him.  Sincere  approval  of  satisfactory  effort,  sympathetic 
understanding  of  each  child's  problems,  and  parent-teacher  conferences 
will  all  help  to  give  him  a  sense  of  security  and  make  possible  his 
greatest  achievement. 

The  evaluation  of  the  school  program  is  a  continuing  process,  but 
a  more  intensive  study  has  been  underway  this  past  year  and  will  go 
forward  to  keep  pace  with  changing  needs  and  conditions. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  you,  the  School  Committee, 
the  faculty  of  Memorial  School,  and  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for  the 
assistance  and  support  they  have  given  me.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  I  submit  my  third  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1965. 


Program 

Emphasis  continues  to  be  placed  on  the  integration,  development, 
revision  and  evaluation  of  the  curriculum  of  grades  4,  5  and  6.  A  pre- 
liminary written  curriculum  containing  the  minimum  essentials  required 
in  each  subject  at  each  grade  level  was  completed  in  May. 

All  programs  initiated  during  the  1964  school  year  were  continued 
and  expanded. 

The  following  are  the  major  new  instructional  materials  purchased 
during  the  year. 

a.  History  text  grades  4  and  5 

b.  Reading  text  levels  15  and  16 

c.  Science  text  grade  5 

d.  English  text  grade  4  and  5 

A  minimum  standard  for  the  length  of  the  school  day  has  been 
recommended  by  the  State  Department  of  Education  for  elementary 
schools.  This  is  five  hours  exclusive  of  lunch  and/or  recess  periods. 
The  Dale  Street  time  allotment  for  the  school  day  is  as  follows: 

a.  8:30  a.m.  to  2:30  p.m.  Total  time  6  hours 

b.  Time  not  available  for  instruction 

1.  Opening  exercises  2Mj  mins. 

2.  Lunch  25  mins. 

3.  Passing  to  classes  22Mj  mins. 
4.    Period  to  allow  students  to  meet  early 

bus  schedule  5  mins. 

c.  Total  time  available  for  instruction,  5  hrs.,  5  mins.  equals 

305  mins. 

1.    Six  forty-minute   periods   for   academic   subjects,   i.e., 

Mathematics,  Reading,  Science,  History,  Geography  and 

English  240  mins. 
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2.  One  forty  minute  period  per  week  for  Art,  Music,  Physi- 
cal Education,  Study  and  one  Study  combining  boys  and 
girls  from  two  classes.  One  Study  is  used  as  a  library 
period. 

3.  One  twenty -five  minute  period  per  day  for  Homeroom 
to  include  Spelling  and  Penmanship. 

Total  —  305  mins. 


Library 

Our  library  has  been  used  to  the  fullest  extent  possible,  limited  only 
by  the  number  of  titles  available  and  the  time  needed  to  process  the 
books  for  circulation.  Additional  volumes  and  a  librarian  are  needed. 
I  wish  to  thank  Mrs.  Sabbag  and  Miss  O'Brien  for  assuming  the  addi- 
tional responsibility  of  making  the  use  of  the  library  by  the  students 
possible. 


Cafeteria 

Excellent  lunches  are  prepared  and  served  daily  by  our  competent 
cafeteria  personnel  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Todd,  School  Lunch 
Supervisor,  and  Mrs.  Horgan,  Cafeteria  Manager.  Lunches  may  not 
be  charged,  however,  no  student  should  go  without  lunch.  If  a  student 
forgets  to  bring  a  lunch  or  misplaces  his  or  her  money,  the  student  is 
to  report  to  the  Principal's  office  to  allow  suitable  arrangements  to 
be  made. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  School  Committee,  school  staff 
and  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for  their  assistance  and  cooperation  extended 
to  me  during  the  year.

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REPORT  OF  THE  AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

The  following  report  is  submitted  as  my  eleventh  annual  report  as 
Principal  of  the  Junior-Senior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  Decem- 
be  31,   1965. 

The  past  year  has  been  one  of  evaluation  and  planning.  In  April  of 
1960  the  New  England  Association  of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools 
sent  an  evaluation  committee  to  Medfield.  Their  report  consisted  of 
commendations  and  recommendations  to  the  school.  On  the  committees' 
recommendation,  Medfield  High  School  was  voted  a  member  of  the 
Association.  In  May  of  1965  the  principal  filed  a  five  year  report  stating 
that  all  recommendations  made  by  the  visiting  committee  had  been 
fulfilled.  A  letter  from  the  executive  board  of  the  Association  has  been 
received  accepting  the  report.  The  Association  will  evaluate  our  school 
again  within  the  next  five  years. 

At  the  request  of  the  School  Committee  a  thorough  evaluation  of 
the  school  was  conducted.  Recommendations  were  made  to  the  School 
Committee  when  the  evaluation  was  completed. 

Constant  study  of  new  trends  in  education  was  an  integral  part  of 
the  planning  for  the  future.  One  of  the  most  interesting  studies  made 
was  that  of  team  teaching.  The  Social  Studies  Department  has  organized 
to  present  a  unit  in  United  States  History  in  the  near  future.  It  is  hoped 
that  with  the  successful  completion  of  this  unit  we  will  be  able  to  expand 
this  method  of  teaching.  The  teachers  involved  in  this  project  deserve 
much  credit  for  organizing  and  planning  this  presentation. 

On  June  13,  1965  ninety-nine  students  graduated  from  the  Amos 
Clark  Kingsbury  High  School.  Sixty-eight  per  cent  of  the  class  went  on 
to  further  education.  A  total  of  forty-three  students  went  on  to  four 
year  colleges. 

The  following  scholarships  were  awarded  at  graduation :  The  Hannah 
Adams  Club  Scholarship  was  awarded  to  Beverly  Pederson  who  is 
attending  Beloit  University;  American  Legion  Scholarship  to  Jane  Lud- 
low who  is  attending  the  University  of  Massachusetts;  The  Medfield 
Lions  Club  Scholarship  to  William  Hedgebeth  who  is  attending  Pacific 
University;  the  Teachers'  Club  Scholarship  to  Barbara  Keirstead  who 
is  attending  the  University  of  Massachusetts;  the  Parent-Teacher  Asso- 
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ciation  Scholarship  to  Paul  Seidel  who  is  attending  the  University  of 
Massachusetts. 

The  American  Legion  Medals  presented  for  outstanding  scholastic 
achievement  were  awarded  to  Diane  and  Joanne  Wills  who  are  attend- 
ing the  University  of  Massachusetts. 

James  Rehkopf  was  awarded  a  four  year  scholarship  by  the  Naval 
Reserve  Officers  Training  Corps  to  the  University  of  Washington. 

The  Alton  H.  Hartford  Prizes  awarded  for  outstanding  achievement 
in  the  business  curriculum  were  awarded  to  Katherine  Manter,  now 
attending  Katherine  Gibbs,  and  Marlene  Santosuosso  who  is  attending 
Becker  Junior  College. 

The  Harvard  Prize  Book  was  awarded  to  George  Sauer  of  the  Class 
of  1966. 

The  staff  of  the  junior-senior  high  school  would  like  to  express  its 
thanks  to  all  of  the  people  who  have  made  contributions  of  money, 
time  and  effort.  Because  of  this  cooperation  we  feel  the  students  have 
had  their  education  made  more  meaningful.

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ANNUAL  GUIDANCE  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Guidance  Director  of  the  Medfield  Junior-Senior  High  School  I 
submit  my  second  Annual  Report.  This  encompasses  the  period  from 
January  1,  1965  to  December  31,  1965.  Several  of  the  proposals  dis- 
cussed in  last  year's  report  have  been  implemented  and  are  in  operation. 
We  are  anticipating  further  growth  in  keeping  with  the  philosophy  of 
initiating  pupil  personnel  services  for  the  entire  school  system,  not  only 
those  currently  functioning  at  the  secondary  level. 

The  placement  of  last  year's  graduating  class  has  been  gratifying 
in  terms  of  realizing  manifest  objectives  commensurate  with  the  courses 
of  study  pursued  during  high  school.  As  expanded  in  the  Principal's 
report,  roughly  69%  of  this  group  are  engaged  in  some  aspect  of  post 
secondary  education  ranging  from  four-year  degree  granting  institu- 
tions to  preparation  for  the  profession  of  chef.  Reports  from  thirty-four 
(34)  visiting  college  admission  people  to  the  high  school  and  the  students 
themselves  indicate  that  those  attending  our  regional  New  England 
colleges  are  doing  well  academically.  This  of  course  presents  the  true 
measure  of  any  admission  picture.  It  is  important  to  note  that  almost 
a  third  of  this  specific  class  are  gainfully  employed  at  the  moment  and 
the  preparation  received  primarily  in  entry  clerical  areas  has  been 
sufficient  in  enabling  them  to  procure  stable  jobs  with  the  primary 
movement  and  upgrading  process  within  individual  companies. 

As  an  accompanying  process  of  the  occupational  testing  battery 
administered  to  the  class  by  the  United  States  Employment  Service 
was  the  counseling  interview  held  at  the  high  school,  registration  for 
work,  and  the  follow-up  which  led  to  a  more  adequate  vocational  picture 
and  placement  of  these  individuals  than  would  otherwise  have  been 
possible.  This  year  the  current  seniors  have  already  been  tested  and 
are  being  seen  in  a  similar  fashion.  With  the  expansion  of  Federal 
monies  into  certain  critical  industries,  referrals  have  been  made  to 
take  advantage  under  the  Manpower  Training  and  Development  Act, 
Youth  Opportunity  Center,  the  Job  Corps  and  the  Massachusetts  Reha- 
bilitation Commission. 

The  United  States  Department  of  Labor  and  the  Bureau  of  Labor 
Statistics  have  been  helpful  in  disseminating  information  relative  to 
specific  problems  presented  in  the  area  of  employment,  work  study 
and  apprenticeship  training.  We  feel  in  Guidance  that  these  studies  will 
be  fully  as  important  as  the  seemingly  current  emphasis  on  college 
admissions.  It  has  been  found  that  the  occupational  groups  requiring 
the  least  educational  attainment  are  in  general  those  which  are  expected 
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to  show  the  smallest  employment  growth  and  thus  provide  the  fewest 
new  jobs  for  the  growing  labor  force.  Release  agreements  have  been 
obtained  from  the  above  agencies  and  the  Employment  Service  for  the 
use  and  purchase  of  the  complete  General  Aptitude  Test  Battery  to 
be  used  in  screening  all  sophomores  as  an  aid  in  more  effective  counsel- 
ing. A  different  form  will  be  used  with  the  seniors  to  run  comparison 
studies  and  to  enable  us  to  note  changes  in  various  aptitude  patterns. 
Other  instruments  dealing  with  interests  and  academic  promise  were 
administered  to  the  other  secondary  levels  such  as  the  High  School 
Placement  Test,  the  National  Merit  Scholarship  Qualifying  Test,  the 
Preliminary  Scholastic  Aptitude  Test  and  the  College  Boards.  All  8th 
grade  parents  were  invited  to  discuss  the  projected  program  of  studies 
for  their  youngsters  in  the  high  school.  A  college  orientation  night  was 
held  for  all  interested  parents  of  juniors  and  seniors  to  discuss  the 
changing  pictures  of  post  secondary  education  and  employment. 

Mr.  McCarthy  has  been  active  in  formulating  the  work  study  pro- 
gram currently  in  operation  at  the  high  school  and  has  acted  as  the 
coordinating  officer  with  the  industries  cooperating  in  this  venture. 
We  are  planning  a  follow-up  in  two  years  to  study  its  effectiveness  in 
meeting  the  needs  of  youngsters  seeking  this  experience.  In  addition 
to  this  and  the  regular  counseling  duties,  he  has  disseminated  a  news- 
letter for  distribution  to  the  student  body  concerning  those  vital  ques- 
tions  surrounding   school   and  post-schooling   planning   and   adjustment. 

The  day  to  day  counseling  of  students  has  proceeded.  With  the 
contemplated  addition  to  the  professional  staff  certainly  more  effective 
closer  relationships  will  be  maintained  on  a  continuing  basis.  Of  para- 
mount need  is  the  new  middle  school  where  it  is  essential  that  the 
student  be  personally  involved  in  exploration  and  inquiry  if  he  is  to 
become  aware  of  the  nature  of  his  educational  committments  and  voca- 
tional choices.  Through  the  counseling  process  at  this  level  he  will  be 
enabled  to  make  a  different  and  more  appropriate  choices  based  upon 
newly  internalized  information. 

We  realize  that  this  report  deals  with  only  certain  phases  of  our 
work.  In  succeeding  surveys  we  will  bring  in  other  facets  of  our  services 
which  we  feel  that  the  community  as  a  whole  should  be  aware  of.  New 
concepts  and  theories  in  interpersonal  relationships  are  constantly  forth- 
coming stressing  continuing   evaluation   and  innovation. 

Our  earnest  thanks  to  the  grass  roots  efforts  of  our  counselees,  the 
administration  and  instructional  staff  and  secretaries  who  have  con- 
tributed in  so  many  supportive  ways  to  the  operation  of  the  program.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  —  ADULT  EDUCATION 

To  the  wSuperintendent  of  Schools: 

January  4,  1965  was  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the 
1964-1965  Adult  Education  Program.  A  total  of  ten  classes,  in  eight 
different  courses  were  continued  by  the  director.  The  courses  offered 
were:  Typewriting  I,  Sewing  I,  Sewing  II,  Basic  Art,  Advanced  Art, 
Rug  Braiding,  Woodworking  and  Women's  Physical  Education.  These 
courses  were  offered  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  between  7:00 
P.M.  and  10:00  P.M.  for  a  period  of  twenty  weeks. 

Achievement  Night  was  held  on  Tuesday,  March  30,  1965  from  7:00 
P.M.  to  9:00  P.M.  and  approximately  300  to  400  persons  visited  the  open 
house. 

The  1965-1966  Adult  Education  Program  expanded  for  the  third  con- 
secutive year,  offering  eighteen  courses.  Of  the  eighteen  courses  offered 
fifteen  classes  were  established  and  operating.  New  courses  offered 
and  established  were:  Knitting,  Modern  Mathematics,  Men's  Physical 
Education,  Bridge  and  Driver's  Education. 

More  than  300  persons  registered  for  the  above  courses,  which  were 
offered  on  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Thursday  evenings  between  7:00  P.M. 
and  10:00  P.M.  for  twenty  weeks,  beginning  the  week  of  September  27, 
1965  and  ending  the  week  of  March  24,  1966. 

This  year  we  requested  and  were  granted  both  Federal  and  State 
funds  to  support  our  Adult  Education  Program.  The  funds  will  pay  for 
all  the  expenses  of  the  Sewing  Classes,  the  Rug  Braiding  Class  and  the 
Knitting  Class;  and  also  a  partial  payment  towards  the  up-keep  of  the 
entire  program.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  second  report  as  Director  of  the  School 
Lunch  Program. 

Each  year  we  strive  to  increase  the  participation  in  the  School  Lunch 
Program  and  to  increase  the  sales  of  milk;  especially,  to  those  students 
who  carry  their  lunches  from  home.  We  have  had  a  larger  percentage 
of  participation  in  the  "Type  A"  lunch  and  the  sales  of  milk  have  in- 
creased over  the  previous  year.  During  the  year  1965  one  hundred  eighty- 
nine  thousand,  nine  hundred  and  forty-one  "Type  A"  lunches  were  served 
and  three  hundred  twelve  thousand,  eight  hundred  one  half  pints  of  milk 
were  consumed.  These  figures  will  undoubtedly  grow  as  the  enrollment 
increases  each  year. 

In  anticipation  of  the  opening  of  the  new  Upper  Elementary  School 
ahead  of  schedule  a  new  cafeteria  staff  has  had  to  be  employed  and 
trained  to  be  ready  for  opening  day.  To  cover  the  position  of  one  person 
being  transferred  to  the  new  school  several  changes  are  being  made 
in  the  present  staff  at  the  Junior-Senior  High  School. 

I  am  very  proud  of  the  tremendous  job  the  cafeteria  staff  is  doing 
and  thank  them  for  their  hard  work  and  cooperation  to  make  our  School 
Lunch  Program  a  successful  one.

Article  6.  Voted  that  all  of  the  land  together  with  the  school  build- 
ing thereon  at  the  corner  of  Dale  and  North  Streets  which  lie  generally 
Easterly  of  the  boundary  line  hereinafter  described  be  transferred  from 
the  care,  custody,  management  and  control  of  the  School  Committee  and 
be  placed  under  the  care,  custody,  management  and  control  of  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  Said  boundary  line  begins  at  a  point  in  the  northerly  line  of 
land  of  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  thence  runs  Southerly  in  a  straight  line 
which  is  distant  50  feet  westerly  from  and  parallel  with  the  westerly  wall 
of  the  North  Street  School,  so-called,  a  distance  of  235  feet;  thence  the 
line  runs  Southeasterly  in  a  straight  line  about  85  feet  to  the  northerly 
line  of  Dale  Street  and  making  a  right  angle  therewith.

Voted  that  the  Moderator  be  authorized  to  appoint  a  per- 
manent Master  Plan  Implamentation  Committee  of  nine  persons,  each  of 
whom  shall  hold  office  for  three  years,  with  initial  appointments  to  be  so 
arranged  as  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  three  persons  in  each  year 
hereafter;  all  vacancies  in  said  committee  shall  be  filled  by  appointment 
by  the  Moderator.

"No  person,  other  than  one  holding  a  license  under  the  provisions  of

Voted  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,800.00  for  the  purpose 
of  furnishing  and  installing  flood  lights  in  the  parking  areas  of  the  Amos 
Clark  Kingsbury  High  School;  to  meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of 
$650.00  be  transferred  from  available  funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  and  the 
sum  of  $1,150.00  be  transferred  from  the  unexpended  balance  of  Article 
47  of  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  of  1964. 

Article  12.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  for  the  purchase  and  installation  of  water  pipe  in  the 
extension  of  Rolling  Lane. 

Article  13.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Zoning  By-Law  and  Zoning  Map  relative  to  land  on  Main 
Street  between  the  Super  Duper  Store  and  the  Cemetery  was  petitioned.

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Dale 
Street  School  and  action  was  resumed  on  Article  12.

Article  21.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $3,000.00  from  available 
funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  Aid  to 
Families  with  Dependent  Children. 

Article  22.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  from  available 
funds  in  the  Town  Treasury  to  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  for  Disability 
Assistance. 

Article  23.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $2,045.45  from  the  unex-

Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by 
purchase,  taking  by  eminent  domain  or  otherwise,  in  behalf  of  the  Town 
of  Medfield  for  School  purposes  99,129  square  feet  of  land  situated  on  the 
Southeasterly  side  of  Pound  Street  and  being  shown  as  the  lots  numbered 
1  and  2  on  a  certain  plan  recorded  with  Norfolk  Deeds  in  Plan  Book  217 
as  Plan  No.  600  of  1964,  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $13,600.00 
from  the  1966  Tax  Levy  to  defray  the  cost  of  acquisition  of  said  premises.

188  and  being  now  or  formerly  premises  of  Frank  G.  Webster;  that  to 
meet  said  appropriation  the  sum  of  $1,500.00  be  appropriated  from  the 
Excess  and  Deficiency  Account  and  that  the  Treasurer  with  the  approval 
of  the  Selectmen  be  authorized  to  borrow  the  sum  of  $35,000.00  under  the 
provisions  of  Chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  as  amended;  and  that  the 
Selectmen  be  authorized  to  take  all  action  necessary  to  carry  out  this 
vote. 

NOTE— Prior  to  action  under  the  foregoing  article  the  Land  Acquisi- 
tion Committee  for  School  Building  Needs  submitted  to  the  Meeting  plans,

After  a  negative  vote  of  46  in  favor  of  passage  and  123 
against  passage  it  was  voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum 
of  money  was  sought  for  the  acquisition  for  school  purposes  of  a  parcel  of 
land  situated  on  the  Southwesterly  side  of  Pleasant  Street  said  to  belong 
to  the  Beckwith  Post  No.  110,  American  Legion. 

Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  for  the  acquisition  for  school  purposes  of  a  parcel  of 
land  situated  at  or  about  School  and  North  Streets  said  to  belong  to 
Evelyn  Byng. 
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Article  30.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  sought  for  the  acquisition  for  school  purposes  of  a  parcel  of 
land  situated  off  North  Street  said  to  belong  to  Frances  M.  Cunning. 

Article  31.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $5,370.00  be  raised  and  appropri- 
ated from  the  1966  Tax  Levy  for  the  purpose  of  employing  and  equipping 
with  uniforms  of  female  school  traffic  supervisors,  such  persons  to  be 
employed  and  discharged  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and 
not  to  acquire  any  tenure  or  Civil  Service  status  under  the  provisions  of 
General  Laws,  Chapter  31. 

Article  32.  Voted  that  the  sum  of  $2,750.00  be  transferred  from  free 
cash  in  the  Town  Treasury  to  defray  the  cost  of  developing  a  street  num- 
bering system  for  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Article  33.  Voted  unanimously  to  adopt  a  Building  Code  for  the 
Town  of  Medfield,  all  as  is  set  forth  in  a  bound  volume  entitled  "Build- 
ing Code  for  the  Town  of  Medfield,  November  8,  1965"  and  official  copies 
of  which  are  on  file  in  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk,  Office  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen,  Office  of  the  Building  Inspector,  Office  of  the  Plan- 
ning Board  and  in  the  Medfield  Public  Library  and  available  to  the  pub- 
lic for  inspection. 

Article  34.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum  of 
money  was  asked  for  the  purchase  of  vacant  land  adjacent  to  the  land 
presently  owned  by  the  Town  of  Medfield  and  used  in  conjunction  with 
the  Swimming  Pond. 

NOTE— Prior  to  action  on  Article  35  a  motion  was  made  to  reconsider 
Article  12.  The  Moderator  noting  that  several  voters  were  leaving  called 
for  a  quorum  count  which  showed  that  only  147  voters  were  present.  As 
this  was  below  the  150  required  by  Town  By-Laws,  it  was  voted  to  adjourn 
until  7:30  p.m.  November  29,  1965  at  the  Dale  Street  School.

The  Moderator  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Dale 
Street  School  and  a  motion  was  made  and  seconded  to  recind  the  vote 
taken  at  the  previous  adjourned  session  of  this  Special  Town  Meeting, 
Tuesday,  November  23rd,  to  dismiss  Article  12  of  the  warrant  and  to 
reconsider   the    action   taken   under   this    article. 

A  motion  to  use  written  ballots  for  the  question  of  reconsidering

Voted  that  the  sum  of  $346.62  be  transferred  from  Free 
Cash  in  the  Town  Treasury  for  purpose  of  paying  land  damages  arising 
from  the  relocation  of  Hospital  Road. 

Article  38.  Voted  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $1,200.00  from  Free  Cash 
in  the  Treasury,  said  sum  to  be  used  for  repairs  to  the  Fire  Department 
Water  Tank  Engine  4.

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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  March  of  1965,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  organized  with  Austin 
C.  Buchanan,  Chairman;  Edward  R.  Perry,  Clerk;  and  Richard  G.  Con- 
nors, Third  Member. 

The  decennial  census  figure  showed  a  total  of  7,479  residents  in  the 
Town  of  Medfield  as  of  January  1,  1965  which  represents  an  increase  of 
41%  in  the  past  10  years. 

A  promotional  examination  was  held  for  the  Police  Department  and 
an  additional  Sergeant  was  appointed  to  assist  in  the  administration  and 
supervision  of  the  Police  Department  activities. 

We  met  with  the  various  departmental  inspectors  and  discussed  issu- 
ance of  permits  and  procedures  to  be  followed  so  that  the  town  by-laws 
and  rules  and  regulations  would  be  strictly  followed. 

The  abandoned  vehicle  by-law  proposed  by  the  Selectmen  and  enacted 
by  the  Town  this  year  has  been  instrumental  in  clearing  up  several 
neighborhood  nuisances. 

A  number  of  committees  have  been  appointed  to  study  the  needs  for 
facilities  and  make  recommendations  for  a  town  garage;  for  office  and 
meeting  space  for  the  various  town  boards;  and  to  enhance  the  central 
business  district  to  list  but  a  few.  It  was  suggested  and  so  voted  by  the 
Town  that  a  permanent  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  be 
established. 

The  Board  has  been  very  active  in  preparing  specifications  and  in- 
vestigating new  developments  in  order  to  acquire  new  equipment  for  the 
various  town  departments  which  is  specifically  suited  for  the  town's  oper- 
ation at  a  minimum  of  expense. 

It  was  our  pleasant  duty  as  the  oldest  town  in  the  area  to  arrange 
for  the  perambulation  of  the  town  bounds  with  representatives  of  the 
abutting  towns.  This  perambulation  takes  place  every  five  years.  We 
found  all  the  bounds  in  good  order  with  the  exception  of  two  which,  by 
mutual  agreement  with  the  Towns  of  Dover  and  Sherborn,  have  been 
replaced. 

During  the  year,  the  Traffic  Rules  and  Regulations  were  amended  to 
conform  to  the  Department  of  Public  Works'  recommendations.  The  paint- 
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ing  and  posting  of  the  changed  areas  have  been  delayed  due  to  the  lack 
of  additional  parking  space  to  take  care  of  the  cars  displaced  by  the 
revisions. 

We  initiated  an  investigation  of  machine  accounting  procedures.  It  is 
our  feeling  that  mechanized  accounting  may  well  represent  considerable 
savings  to  the  Town  in  the  years  to  come. 

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  the  Town  Clerk,  and  the 
vote  of  the  townspeople,  the  streets  of  the  town  will  be  numbered  early 
in  1966.  This  will  not  only  be  beneficial  in  establishing  a  legal  number  for 
each  structure,  but  will  represent  a  safety  factor  when  a  householder  calls 
upon  the  Fire  or  Police  Department. 

There  were  a  number  of  innovations  this  year  including  public  meet- 
ings to  inform  the  townspeople  of  various  propects  contemplated  by  the 
Selectmen,  auditor's  reports  to  the  various  departments  to  keep  them 
apprised  of  their  budget  balances,  and  where  particular  problems  have 
come  to  the  Board's  attention,  we  have  met  with  the  parties  involved  in 
an  effort  to  mediate  and  come  to  some  satisfactory  conclusion. 

We  met  with  the  members  of  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  and  the 
Board  of  Assessors  to  elect  members  to  fill  vacancies  until  the  next 
annual  election. 

We  met  with  the  County  Commissioners  and  the  Commissioner  of 
Public  Works  to  bring  to  their  attention  particular  highway  problems. 

"We  instituted  a  definite  pay  policy  for  elected  and  appointed  officials. 

The  Selectmen  have  negotiated  for  the  acquisition  of  land  for  the 
Town  for  well  field,  library  and  school  purposes. 

Our  appreciation  is  extended  to  all  who  have  contributed  their  time 
and  energies  for  the  well-being  of  the  Town  of  Medfield.

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REPORT  OF  PUBLIC  HEARING 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  held  a  public  hearing  on  June  22,  1965  under 
the  provisions  of  General  Laws,  Chapter  41,  Section  23B  concerning  the 
operation  of  the  Police  Department,  and  after  reviewing  the  facts,  issued 
a  letter  of  reprimand  which  is  reproduced  herein  in  its  entirety  as  re- 
quired under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,    (quote  letter  of  July  19,  1965)

Dear  Chief  Kingsbury: 

We  have  studied  the  transcript  of  the  testimony  taken  at  the  public 
hearing  held  by  us  at  the  Town  Office  in  Medfield,  on  Tuesday,  June  22, 
1965  and  relating  to  the  matter  of  the  breach  of  the  peace  which  occurred 
on  June  13,  1965  at  or  near  5  Miller  Street,  at  approximately  8:00  p.m. 

A  copy  of  the  transcript  was  provided  to  you  on  July  12,  1965  in  ac- 
cordance with  your  request.  The  transcript  clearly  shows  that  at  that 
time  and  place  a  disturbance  was  in  progress  and  consisted  of  a  group  of 
young  people  who  were  so  conducting  themselves  as  to  cause  annoyance 
and  harassment  to  the  residents  in  that  vicinity.  It  appears  that  in  re- 
sponse to  a  telephone  call  made  by  a  citizen  to  the  Police  Deparment,  a 
cruiser  was  dispatched  to  the  scene  with  two  officers.  It  further  appears 
that  there  was  present  at  the  scene  in  addition  to  others  one  young  man 
described  as  being  approximately  18  years  of  age,  and  that  he  was  clearly 
drunk. 

It  further  appears  that  this  young  man  was  requested  to  get  into  the 
cruiser  which  he  refused  to  do,  whereupon  it  became  necessary  to  force 
him  to  do  so,  and  in  the  ensuing  encounter  it  appears  that  he  struck  and 
hit  the  two  officers  then  present,  used  abusive  language,  and  struggled 
with  the  two  officers,  and  threw  them  to  the  ground.  At  or  about  this 
time,  the  citizen  who  had  first  requested  police  aid  then  called  the  Police 
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Station,  stating  in  substance  that  the  two  officers  were  having  difficulties 
in  placing  this  young  man  under  arrest,  and  suggested  that  reinforce- 
ments be  sent.  Another  officer  responded  to  this  call  in  the  second  cruiser 
and  arrived  at  the  scene.  By  this  time,  the  first  two  officers  had  suc- 
ceeded in  placing  the  prisoner  in  the  first  cruiser,  whereupon  he  broke  out 
of  the  cruiser,  and  in  the  process  of  doing  so,  he  kicked  one  of  the  officers, 
knocked  him  to  the  ground  and  engaged  in  a  general  melee  with  both 
officers. 

At  this  point,  the  third  officer  entered  the  fray  and  the  prisoner  was 
finally  subdued,  handcuffed,  and  placed  in  the  cruiser,  brought  to  the  Po- 
lice Station  and  placed  in  a  cell.  While  being  placed  in  the  cell,  the 
prisoner  lunged  out  into  the  Police  Station  in  an  attempt  to  escape  and  in 
so  doing,  made  physical  contact  with  more  than  one  of  the  officers,  in- 
cluding yourself.  Again  the  prisoner  was  forceably  placed  back  in  the 
cell  and  the  door  locked. 

It  further  appears  that  a  close  relative  of  the  prisoner  brought  to  the 
station  some  form  of  medication  which  you  allowed  the  prisoner  to  take 
without  any  knowledge  of  its  nature  or  possible  harmful  effect. 

At  about  midnight,  the  prisoner  was  released  upon  the  execution  by 
him  of  the  "drunk  release,"  so-called. 

On  the  following  Monday  morning,  you  made  a  complaint  at  the  Dis- 
trict Court  in  Dedham  only  for  "drunkenness"  against  this  young  man. 

Subsequently  on  the  following  Tuesday  morning,  you  were  informed 
personally  by  two  of  the  Selectmen  that  it  was  their  opinion  that  in  view 
of  the  facts  surrounding  this  arrest,  that  the  proper  procedure  for  you  to 
follow  would  be  to  submit  evidence  to  the  Court  itself  as  to  what  tran- 
spired in  order  that  the  Court  might  determine  wheher  or  not  this  young 
man  was  guilty  of  assault  and  battery  upon  one  or  more  of  the  arresting 
police  officers.  The  same  Selectmen  also  advised  you  that  in  their  opinion 
a  failure  on  your  part  to  bring  the  whole  of  the  evidence  before  the  Court 
for  determination  would  constitute  an  abuse  of  your  discretionary  author- 
ity in  the  matter. 

On  Thursday,  June  17,  1965,  you  went  to  the  office  of  the  District  At- 
torney in  Dedham,  at  approximately  2:00  p.m.,  and  discussed  the  case 
with  him,  and  you  were  advised  that  you  should  seek  at  least  a  hearing 
upon  the  question  of  whether  or  not  assault  and  battery  complaints  should 
be  sought.  On  the  following  day,  you  sent  the  Sergeant  to  the  District 
Court  office  —  he  having  no  personal,  first-hand  knowledge  of  the  facts 
surrounding  the  arrest,  with  instructions  to  seek  a  hearing  on  the  question 
of  assault  and  battery  complaints. 
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The  instructions  to  the  Sergeant  were  to  seek  a  hearing  upon  the  is- 
suance of  a  complaint  for  assault  and  battery.  Upon  discussing  the  matter 
with  an  assistant,  the  Sergeant  informed  her  that  none  of  the  officers  im- 
mediately involved  would  ask  for  such  a  complaint.  No  hearing  was  held 
and  no  complaint  was  sought  or  issued,  and  at  this  point  the  entire  case 
appears  to  have  been  closed  by  the  Police  Department. 

It  does  not  appear  to  us  from  an  inspection  of  the  transcript  of  the 
testimony  or  the  police  log  or  from  conversation  with  you  that  any  serious 
investigation  whatsoever  was  made  by  you  as  to  where  this  18  year  old 
man  obtained  the  liquor. 

In  at  least  three  other  serious  cases,  one  of  which  could  constitute  a 
felony,  you  took  no  steps  whatsoever  to  make  complaints  in  Court  and  to 
submit  the  evidence  for  determination  by  the  Court. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  our  considered  opinion  that  your  continued  failure 
to  promptly  and  fully  present  to  the  Courts  having  jurisdiction  the  evi- 
dence available  to  you;  by  reason  of  your  continued  failure  to  abide  by 
the  established  rules  of  procedure  for  Police  Chiefs  as  demonstrated  by 
the  "Blue  Book,"  so-called;  by  your  continued  failure  to  provide  manage- 
ment of  and  leadership  to  the  Police  Department  now  under  your  juris- 
diction, we  hereby  advise  you  as  follows: 

Effective  immediately,  you  are  hereby  placed  on  a  positive  final 
warning  to  the  effect  that  any  future  dereliction  of  duty  as  outlined  in  the 
preceding  paragraph  will  result  in  prompt  disciplinary  action  by  the  ap- 
pointing authority,  this  action  to  be  construed  as  up  to  and  including  dis- 
missal from  the  Force.

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Treasurer 
with  the  approval  of  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time 
in  anticipation  of  the  revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1, 
1866,  and  to  issue  a  note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year  and 
to  renew  any  note  or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one 
year  in  accordance  with  Chapter  44,  Section  17,  General  Laws. 

ARTICLE  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Collector  to  use 
all  means  in  the  collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might  if  elected  to 
that  office. 

ARTICLE  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Personnel 
Administration  Plan— Town  of  Medfield  By-law  adopted  November  30, 
1964,  as  amended,  by  deleting  therefrom  in  its  entirety  the  paragraph 
captioned  SICK  LEAVE  14.  and  by  substituting  therefor  a  new  para- 
graph as  follows: 

SICK  LEAVE     14. 

(a)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  who  has  completed 
thirty  weeks  of  service  following  original  employment  shall  be 
allowed  fifteen  sick  days  leave  with  pay  each  calendar  year  or  one 
and  one-quarter  days  for  each  month  thereof  if  in  any  year  his  em- 
ployment is  less  than  thirty  weeks,  provided  such  leave  is  caused  by 
sickness  or  injury  or  by  exposure  to  contagious  disease,  but  not 
injury  sustained  in  other  employment  or  injury  recoverable  by 
insurance. 

(b)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  shall  be  credited  with 
the  unused  portion  of  sick  leave  granted  under  subsection  (a)  up  to 
a  maximum  of  60  days. 

(c)  If  the  amount  of  sick  leave  credit  provided  for  under  subsec- 
tion (b)  has  been  or  is  about  to  be  exhausted,  an  employee  may  make 
application  for  additional  allowance  to  that  provided  under  subsec- 
tion (a).  Such  application  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  which  is 
authorized  to  grant  such  additional  allowance  as  it  may  determine 
to  be  equitable  after  reviewing  all  circumstances  including  the 
employee's  attendance  and  performance  record  prior  to  conditions 
supporting  his  request  for  additional  allowance. 

(d)  Sick  leave  must  be  authorized  by  the  department  head  and  must 
be  reported,  on  blanks  provided  for  same,  to  the  Board. 

(e)  A  physician's  certificate  of  illness  may  be  requested  by  the 
department   head    after  three   days    absence   or    after    a    series   of 
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repeated  absences  during  the  year.  This  certificate  shall  be  for- 
warded by  the  department  head  to  the  Board. 

(f)  The  Board  may  of  its  own  motion,  require  a  medical  examina- 
tion of  any  employee  who  reports  his  inability  to  report  for  duty 
because  of  illness.  This  examination  would  be  at  the  expense  of  the 
Town  by  a  physician  appointed  by  the  Board. 

(g)  Injury,  illness  or  disability  self-imposed,  or  resulting  from  the 
use  of  alcohol  or  drugs  shall  not  be  considered  a  proper  claim  for 
sick  leave  under  this  Section. 

(h)  An  employee  who  is  incapacitated  by  reason  of  an  injury  sus- 
tained in  the  course  of  and  arising  out  of  his  employment  by  the 
town  may  elect  to  receive  from  his  accumulated  sick  leave  the  differ- 
ence between  his  normal  work  week  compensation  and  the  weekly 
indemnity  of  the  Workman's  Compensation  Act,  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  incapacity. 

(i)  Notification  of  absence  due  to  illness  must  be  made  as  early  as 
possible  on  the  first  day  of  absence,  either  to  the  employee's  immedi- 
ate superior  or  to  the  department  head. 

(j)  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with  Sec- 
tion 100  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  and  in  the  event  of  such 
conflict  the  provisions  of  said  Section  100  of  Chapter  41  shall  prevail 
as  to  employees  covered  by  said  Section  100  of  Chapter  41. 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.

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(b)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  shall  be  credited  with 
the  unused  portion  of  sick  leave  granted  under  subsection  (a)  up  to  a 
maximum  of  60  days. 

(c)  If  the  amount  of  sick  leave  credit  provided  under  subsection 
(b)  has  been  or  is  about  to  be  exhausted,  an  employee  may  make  appli- 
cation for  additional  allowance  to  that  provided  under  subsection  (a). 
Such  application  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  which  is  authorized  to 
grant  such  additional  allowance  as  it  may  determine  to  be  equitable 
after  reviewing  all  circumstances  including  the  employee's  attendance 
and  performance  record  prior  to  conditions  supporting  his  request  for 
the  additional  allowance. 

(d)  Sick  leave  must  be  authorized  by  the  department  head  and 
must  be  reported,  on  blanks  provided  for  same  to  the  Board. 

(e)  A  physician's  certificate  of  illness  may  be  requested  by  the 
department  head  after  three  days  absence  or  after  a  series  of  repeated 
absences  during  the  year.  This  certificate  shall  be  forwarded  by  the 
department  head  to  the  Board.

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By  changing  the  caption  SECTION  VII.  AREA  REGULATIONS  TO 
SECTION  VIII.  AREA  REGULATIONS  (Not  applicable  to  Apartment 
house  lots). 

By  changing  the  caption  SECTION  VIII.  ADMINISTRATION  to 
SECTION  IX.  ADMINISTRATION. 

By  deleting  in  their  entirety  the  paragraphs  numbered  1.  and  2.  of 
SECTION  IV.  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  USES  and  by  substituting  for  said 
numbered  paragraphs  the  following: 

1.  Any  use  permitted  under  Paragraphs  1.  and  2.  of  SECTION  III. 
"B"  RESIDENCE  DISTRICT  USES. 

2.  


By  adding  the  following  new  Section: 

SECTION  VI.    APARTMENTS 

An  apartment  or  apartment  house  is  herewith  defined  as  a  building 
intended  and  designed  to  be  occupied  by  more  than  two  families  living 
independently  in  separate  dwelling  units.  Each  dwelling  unit  shall  be 
separated  by  sound  proof  party  walls  and/or  floors  from  each  other, 
with  each  apartment  having  individual  living,  sleeping,  kitchen  and  toilet 
facilities.  Each  apartment  building  shall  occupy  one  lot  in  single  owner- 
ship throughout.  Professional  offices  and  home  occupations  are  speci- 
fically excluded  from  apartment  house  units. 

Apartments  or  apartment  houses  may  be  constructed  in  "B"  Resi- 
dence District  only,  subject  to  the  following  rules  and  regulations: 

1.    Height  and  Bulk  Regulations 

(a)  Maximum  height  shall  be  limited  to  thirty-five  (35)  feet  above 
the  average  elevation  of  the  finished  grades  of  the  building  lot. 
Height  shall  be  measured  to  the  highest  point  on  the  roof  of  the 
building. 

(b)  Maximum  number  of  stories  shall  be  limited  to  three,  including 
the  basement  level.  A  story  is  defined  as  that  part  of  a  building 
between  any  floor  and  the  floor  or  roof  next  above.  For  the  pur- 
pose of  this  Zoning  By-law,  where  a  building  is  not  divided  into 
stories,  a  story  shall  be  considered  fifteen  (15)  feet  in  height. 

Steeples,  cupolas,  stage  lofts,  and  the  like  shall  not  be  consid- 
ered as  additional  stories.  A  basement,  or  cellar,  the  ceiling  of 
which  extends  more  than  five  (5)  feet  above  the  average  finished 
grade  of  the  lot,  shall  be  considered  a  story  within  the  meaning 
of  this  By-law. 
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(c)  Floor-area  ratio  shall  not  exceed  0.40.  The  floor-area  ratio  is 
defined  as  the  ratio  of  the  net  floor  area  of  the  apartment  build- 
ing to  the  total  lot  area.  Net  floor  area  is  the  sum  of  the  areas 
used  for  living,  sleeping,  kitchen  and  toilet  use  only,  of  the 
several  floors  of  a  building,  measured  from  the  exterior  faces 
of  the  walls  but  shall  not  include  areas  used  for  hallways,  clos- 
ets and  the  like. 

(d)  The  minimum  usable  green  space  shall  not  be  less  than  25%  of 
the  area  of  the  lot.  Green  space  is  defined  as  space  in  a  yard  or 
within  a  setback  area  on  a  lot  that  is  unoccupied  by  buildings, 
unobstructed  to  the  sky,  not  devoted  to  service  driveways  or 
off-street  loading  or  parking  spaces  and  available  to  all  occu- 
pants of  the  building  on  the  lot. 

(e)  The  minimum  residential  floor  area  shall  be  five  hundred  (500) 
square  feet  of  living  space  per  dwelling  unit.  Living  space  shall 
mean  the  total  of  the  floor  area  of  rooms  used  or  intended  to  be 
used  as  living,  sleeping,  and  kitchen  purposes  only. 

2.  Area  and  Width  Regulations 

(a)  The  minimum  lot  size  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve  thou- 
sand (12,000)  square  feet  for  the  first  two  (2)  family  units, 
plus  an  additional  three  thousand  (3,000)  square  feet  for  each 
additional  family  unit,  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  (100)  feet 
wide.  (See  SECTION  VIII.  Par.  5.  for  lot  width  requirements). 

3.  Yards 

(a)  Rear  Yard— minimum  depth  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  (50)  feet. 
Rear  yard  shall  mean  a  space,  unoccupied,  extending  for  the 
full  width  of  the  lot  between  the  rear  line  of  the  building  wall 
and  the  rear  lot  line. 

(b)  Side  Yard — minimum  width  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty  (20) 
feet. 

Side  yard  shall  mean  an  unoccupied  space  extending  for  the 
full  length  of  a  building  between  the  nearest  building  wall  and 
the  side  lot  line. 

(c)  Front  Yard— minimum  depth  shall  not  be  less  than  forty  (40) 
feet. 

Front  yard  shall  mean  a  space  extending  for  the  full  width  of 
the  lot  between  the  front  line  of  the  nearest  building  wall  and 
the  front  lot  line. 
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(d)  Corner  Lots 

Yard  requirements  for  lots  located  on  the  corners  of  two  streets 
shall  be  considered  as  two  (2)  front  yards,  one  (1)  side  yard, 
and  one  (1)  rear  yard. 

(e)  Projections  into  the  required  yards  or  other  required  open 
spaces  shall  not  exceed  four  (4)  feet. 

4.  Offstreet  Parking 

(a)  Two  (2)  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  for  each 
family  unit. 

(b)  The  minimum  size  for  each  parking  space  shall  be  ten  (10)  feet 
wide  by  twenty  (20)  feet  long— two  hundred  (200)  square  feet. 
Access  areas  and  maneuvering  space  shall  be  in  addition  to  the 
required  parking  space  area. 

(c)  No  off-street  parking  space  or  accessory  off-street  parking  shall 
be  permitted  within  the  front  yard  area. 

(d)  All  parking  areas  containing  more  than  five  (5)  parking  spaces 
shall  be  effectively  screened  on  the  side  that  faces  the  side 
and/or  rear  lot  line.  The  screening  shall  consist  of  a  solid  fence 
or  wall  not  less  than  four  (4)  feet  nor  more  than  six  (6)  feet  in 
height,  or  by  use  of  shrubbery,  or  by  both. 

(e)  Parking  spaces  shall  be  arranged  so  that  no  motor  vehicle  will 
be  parked  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  any  side  lot  line,  or  within 
ten  (10)  feet  of  any  rear  lot  line. 

5.  Waste  Water  Disposal 

(a)    All  waste  water  shall  be  disposed  of  by  means  of  adequate  con- 
nection to  the  sewerage  system  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

6.  Site  Plans 

(a)  A  Site  Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Building  Inspector  and 
shall  show  the  following: 

(1)  Dimentions  of  the  lot. 

(2)  All  proposed  buildings. 

(3)  Structures. 

(4)  Parking  facilities. 

(5)  Service  areas. 

(6)  Open  space. 

(7)  Front,  side  and  rear  yard  areas. 

(8)  Any  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  determine 
that  the  requirements  of  the  preceeding  sections  (Section 
VI.  Sub-sections  1  through  5)  shall  be  met. 
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(b)  Upon  approval  of  the  Site  Plan,  the  builder  of  the  apartment  or 
apartment  house  may  apply  for  a  Building  Permit  under  the 
appropriate  section  of  the  Building  Code,  Town  of  Medfield, 
Massachusetts. 

By  adding  the  following  new  paragraph  to  SECTION  VIII.   AREA 

REGULATIONS. 

9.  Corner  Lots  in  All  Districts.  A  corner  lot  is  defined  as  a  lot 
which  has  an  interior  angle  of  less  than  135  degrees  at  the  intersection 
of  the  two  street  lines.  On  corner  lots,  the  building  lot  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  having  two  (2)  front  yards,  (one  facing  each  street),  one 
(1)  side  yard  ,and  one  (1)  rear  yard. 

or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto. 

(Planning  Board) 

ARTICLE  58.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Modera- 
tor to  appoint  a  committee  of  five  (5)  members  and  authorize  it  to  make 
arrangements  and  to  spend  money  appropriated  under  Article  3  for  the 
observance  of  Memorial  Day.

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31,  1966 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 

In  March  of  1966,  the  Board  of  Selectmen  was  organized  as 
follows:  Richard  G.  Connors,  Chairman;  Austin  C.  Buchanan,  Clerk; 
and  John  J.  O'Keefe,  third  member. 

The  overall  insurance  program  for  the  town  has  been  insti- 
tuted this  year,  completing  the  first  assignment  for  the  Insurance 
Advisory  Committee.  We  trust  that  this  new  approach  to  the 
insurance  needs  for  the  Town  will  result  in  greater  coverage  at 
less  cost  with  better  supervision. 

A  Machine  Accounting  Committee  was  formed  and  conducted 
an  investigation  as  directed  by  the  vote  of  the  Annual  Town  Meet- 
ing and  their  findings  were  that  the  present  methods  employed 
for  town  accounting  are  sufficient  for  the  present.  Some  changes  in 
accounting  procedure  have  been  effected  to  spread  the  work  and 
make  the  operation  more  efficient. 

As  the  Town  grows,  many  of  the  problems  become  more  press- 
ing and  there  is  an  increasing  need  for  facilities  and  personnel. 
At  the  next  Annual  Town  Meeting,  consideration  will  be  given  to 
a  new  Town  Garage,  traffic  control  signals,  a  full  time  Fire  Chief 
and  additional  office  space. 

Our  present  vehicular  equipment  situation  as  far  as  the  Fire, 
Police  and  Highway  Departments  are  concerned  seems  good.  Articles 
have  been  included  to  replace  one  highway  truck  and  for  the  addi- 
tion of  a  two-ton  roller  and  the  annual  replacement  of  one  of  the 
police  cruisers.  As  long  as  we  maintain  a  consistent  replacement 
program,  we  should  not  find  ourselves  with  emergency  replacement 
requirements. 

The  Board  has  participated  in  several  meetings^  and  a  seminar 
concerning  local  government  in  order  to  keep  abreast  of  the  many 
changes  now  taking  place,  in  particular  the  effect  of  the  Home 
Rule  Amendment. 

Listed  in  this  report  are  all  of  the  appointed  officers  and 
elected  officers  of  the  Town,  and  as  a  member  of  the  Town  com- 
munity, it  is  the  wish  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  that  you  would  take 
an  active  interest  and  either  contact  the  Board  and  offer  yourself 
for  appointment,  or  run  for  an  elective  office. 

We  would  like  to  publicly  express  our  appreciation  to  our 
former  Town  Counsel,  Joseph  S.  Kennedy,  who  served  the  Town 
well  for  many  years.  We  also  wish  to  commend  his  successor, 
Charles  Fuller,  Jr.,  who  was  appointed  Town  Counsel  in  April  of 
1966. 

We  would  like  to  thank  our  secretaries  who  have  been  in- 
valuable help  to  the  Board  during  the  past  year  and  also  the  many 
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volunteers  who  have  served  on  committees  and  commissions, 
carrying  out  the  many  important  duties  of  their  office  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Town.

REPORT  OF  THE  MASTER  PLAN  IMPLEMENTATION  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Gentlemen : 

The  permanent  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  (MPIC), 
now  in  its  second  year  of  operation,  has  continued  its  assigned  duties  of 
working  with  Town  Officials  to  see  that  the  Master  Plan  is  put  into  effect, 
and  has  prepared  the  following  report  pertaining  to  those  aspects  of  the 
Master  Plan  which  were  put  into  effect  during  the  year  1966. 
(Note:   The  order  in  which  the  following  items  appear  conforms  to  that 

of  the  "Recommended  Six- Year  Capital  Improvements  Program" 

on  page  46  of  the  Master  Plan  Summary.) 

1.  Reconstruction  of  Main  Street  (Route  109)  was  completed  in  the 
center  of  ToWn  and  west  to  Spring  Street.  Funds  exist  for  the  comple- 
tion of  this  project  to  the  Millis  line,  planned  for  the  spring  of  1967. 
Conduits  for  future  traffic  signals  in  the  town  center  were  laid  during 
the  work  now  complete.     (Selectmen  and  Highway  Department) 

2.  A  temporary  committee  on  sidewalks  and  pedestrian  safety  was 
formed,  with  plans  to  propose  to  the  Town  the  establishment  of  such  a 
committee  on  a  permanent  basis.     (School  Committee  and  others) 

3.  The  new  Junior  High  School  building  was  completed  and  opened. 
(School  Committee) 

4.  Additional  land  was  acquired  for  conservation  purposes.  Three 
wetlands  parcels  were  donated,  amounting  to  approximately  ten  acres, 
and  other  land  is  in  process  of  acquisition  for  back  taxes.  In  addition, 
110  acres  was  donated  to  the  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  by  the  Jewell 
Estate.     (Conservation  Commission) 

5.  Baker's  Pond  was  cleaned  and  the  associated  green  area  was  filled 
and  graded  to  improve  its  appearance  and  usefulness.  (Park  and  Recrea- 
tion Commission) 

6.  New  basketball/tennis  courts  were  constructed  at  the  Junior  High 
School  site,  thus  increasing  recreational  facilities.     (School  Committee) 
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7.  The  new  water  supply  well  off  Elm  Street  was  dug  and  com- 
pleted. Pump  and  pipes  are  still  to  be  installed,  pending  completion  of 
legal  work.    (Water  and  Sewer  Board) 

8.  The  new  "package  sewage  treatment  plant"  was  put  into  opera- 
tion, and  is  adequate  for  the  present  sewer  system.  (Water  and  Sewer 
Board) 

9.  The  new  Building  Code,  adopted  in  1965,  was  approved  by  the 
Attorney  General's  office,  printed  and  distributed.     (Planning  Board) 

10.  Zoning  By-Laws  were  amended  to  improve  regulatory  powers 
with  respect  to  apartment  buildings,  and  to  clarify  set-back  requirements 
on  corner  lots.     (Planning  Board) 

11.  The  street  numbering  project,  which  includes  all  existing  and 
proposed  streets  in  the  Town,  was  completed. 

Other  work  of  a  study  or  proposal  nature  which  was  accomplished 
during  1966  includes  the  following: 

1.  Continued  contact  between  the  Town  and  State  Department  of 
Public  Works  regarding  the  proposed  relocation  of  Route  109.  It  was 
reported  that  aerial  surveys  have  been  made  and  maps  drawn,  but  work 
on  the  proposed  locations  for  a  new  highway  has  not  been  completed. 
(Selectmen  and  Planning  Board) 

2.  Work  on  revision  of  subdivision  rules  and  regulations,  including 
the  feasibility  of  underground  wiring.     (Planning  Board) 

3.  Consideration  of  a  proposal  for  additional  Master  Plan  studies 
for  Medfield,  consisting  of:  Town-wide  base  map;  Operational  Soils 
Survey;  Neighborhood  Analyses  and  Urban  Renewal  Study;  recom- 
mended Master  Plan  and  Zoning  By-Law  Revisions.    (Planning  Board) 

The  following  aspects  of  the  Master  Plan  were  proposed  to  the  Town 
during  1966,  but  were  defeated  at  Town  Meetings : 

1.  Installation  of  traffic  control  signals  in  the  center  of  Town. 

2.  Additional  road  reconstruction  under  the  Street  Improvement 
Program,  a  portion  of  which  is  planned  for  each  year. 

3.  Acquisition  of  land  adjacent  to  the  Town  Hall  for  a  Town  Com- 
mon and  parking  purposes. 

4.  Renovation  of  the  North  Street  School  for  Town  offices. 

5.  Renovation  and  enlargement  of  the  Library. 

The  Master  Plan  Implementation  Committee  recognizes  that  the 
Master  Plan  is  of  itself  only  a  guide  or  "blueprint"  for  the  fuutre.  How- 
ever, the  importance  of  the  Plan  to  long-range  planning  cannot  be  mini- 
mized, and  the  benefits  available  to  the  Town  from  such  planning  are 
derived  only  when  various  aspects  of  the  Master  Plan  are  put  into  effect. 
MPIC,  responsible  for  such  action,  believes  that  understanding  of  the

Plan  by  Medfield  residents  is  important  to  continued  orderly  growth  of 
the  Town.  To  assist  in  this  area,  MPIC  is  preparing  a  supplement  up- 
dating the  Master  Plan  Summary  for  Town-wide  distribution,  and  is 
making  additional  copies  of  the  Summary  available  to  new  residents. 

MPIC  is  most  grateful  to  all  Town  Officials,  Departments,  Commit- 
tees and  Boards  for  their  reference  to  the  Master  Plan  as  a  guide  for 
future  plans  and  proposals,  and  for  their  cooperation  with  MPIC.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  INDUSTRIAL  COMMISSION 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

During  1966  the  Medfield  Industrial  Commission  made  an  all  out 
effort  to  meet  with  the  owner  of  the  land  adjoining  Medfield  Junction 
that  is  zoned  for  Industrial  use.  Exclusive  rights  to  develop  the  area 
have  now  been  given  to  a  real  estate  agent  who  has  met  with  the  Com- 
mission, the  Planning  Board  and  the  Selectmen.  Progress  is  now  being 
made. 

The  Commission  is  reviewing  the  Zoning  By-Laws  and  is  writing  a 
proposed  set  of  By-Laws  governing  all  land  zoned  for  industrial  use  to 
protect  the  natural  beauty  of  the  town,  to  protect  land  owners  and  to 
protect  the  town's  interests  while  providing  desired  revenue.

REPORT  OF  THE  TREE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

Due  to  the  snow  storm  of  January  23  and  24,  1966  inflicting  ex- 
tensive damage  to  trees  along  the  roadsides,  it  was  necessary  to  increase 
the  appropriation  by  $2,000.00  to  cope  with  the  added  work.     All  of  the 
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obvious  storm  damage  has  been  taken  care  of  but  periodically  with  high 
winds  weakened  branches  occasionally  fall.  Many  trees  are  becoming 
weakened  by  the  drought,  most  notably  the  Maples.  Although  most  of 
the  major  pruning  of  our  roadside  trees  has  been  completed,  it  will  be 
necessary  to  appropriate  $6,400.00  for  the  care  of  trees  for  the  year  1967. 
Gur  tree  planting  program  progressed  well  this  fall  with  the  planting 
of  such  species  as  Maple,  Linden,  Dogwood,  Oak  and  Locust.  The  ma- 
jority of  these  trees  were  planted  behind  the  sidewalks  and  in  some  cases 
behind  the  property  lines  so  as  not  to  interfer  with  traffic,  utilities,  or 
snow  removal.  Some  planting  was  carried  out  with  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment in  conjunction  with  their  widening  project  in  the  center  of  Medfield. 
It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  some  more  planting  in  the  center  area  this 
coming  year.  I  recommend  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  be  appropriated  for  Tree 
Planting  for  1967.

REPORT  OF  THE 
DEPARTMENT  OF  INSECT  PEST  CONTROL 

The  Dutch  Elm  Disease  problem  this  past  year  was  not  as  serious 
as  in  the  past  with  only  twenty-one  Elms  infected,  as  compared  to  thirty- 
nine  Elms  the  previous  year.  Witn  continued  sanitation,  pruning,  and 
spraying  programs  it  is  hoped  that  the  disease  will  continue  on  the  de- 
crease. I  recommend  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  be  appropriated  for  the  Control 
of  Dutch  Elm  Disease  in  1967. 

Our  Insect  Pest  Control  program  again  was  satisfactory  with  a 
minimum  of  feeding  on  the  Elms  by  the  Elm  Leaf  Beetles;  however  other 
insects,  namely  the  Eastern  Tent  Caterpillar  and  the  Gypsy  Moth  may 
again  be  on  the  increase  in  this  area.  I  recommend  the  sum  of  $1,000.00 
be  appropriated  for  Insect  Pest  Control  for  1967.  The  spray  materials 
used  by  this  department  are  of  the  least  toxic  types  recommended  by  the 
University  of  Massachusetts  and  by  the  State  Pesticide  Board. 

Poison  Ivy  continues  at  a  minimum  along  our  roadsides  and  with 
the  appropriation  of  $100.00  I  am  sure  it  will  be  kept  at  a  minimum.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
PARK  AND  RECREATION  COMMISSION  FOR  1966 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

In  addition  to  the  regular  care  of  properties  under  the  Commission's 
jurisdiction,  namely,  Baxter  Park,  Metocomet  Field,  the  tennis  court  on 
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Adams  Street,  the  Bakers  Pond  area,  and  the  Swimming  Pond  area  off 
Green  Street  —  substantial  improvements  were  made  at  Bakers  Pond. 
The  Pond  was  thoroughly  cleaned  out,  land  fill  at  no  cost  was  obtained 
from  the  Highway  Department  and  the  new  Fernandez  Market  area,  and 
as  a  result,  an  additional  section  adjacent  to  the  Pond  was  filled,  graded 
and  seeded.  This  small  but  strategically  located  parcel  of  land  has  long 
been  below  par  in  appearance  and  the  Commission  is  gratified  at  having 
made  substantial  inroads  toward  giving  this  property  the  beauty  it  should 
have.  The  Highway  Department  and  Boy  Scout  Troop  89  were  extremely 
helpful  to  the  Commission  in  this  project,  as  was  Mr.  Merlon  Spender 
who,  as  usual,  did  an  outstanding  job  in  maintaining  and  beautifying  all 
of  the  Town  properties  under  the  Commission's  care. 

The  swimming  program  under  the  direction  of  Chairman  Walter 
Frank  completed  its  fifth  successful  season  with  2,572  registrants  con- 
tributing $3,603  to  defray  the  cost  of  operation,  making  it  48%  self- 
supporting.  Mr.  James  V.  Calio,  Jr.  served  in  the  capacity  of  Waterfront 
Director,  and  Mrs.  Frank  McWilliams  served  for  her  fifth  year  as  Chief 
Swimming  Instructor.  Both  did  outstanding  work  and  cooperated  to 
make  our  program  one  of  which  the  townspeople  can  be  duly  proud.  210 
youngsters  received  standard  Red  Cross  certificates  in  the  various  cate- 
gories. An  interesting  event  was  noted  when  Gretchen  Schultz  —  a  non- 
swimmer  in  1962,  the  year  Medfield's  Swimming  Pond  was  completed, 
took  her  place  in  a  lifeguard  chair  in  1966,  as  a  regular  member  of  the 
Staff,  a  tribute  not  only  to  the  young  lady,  but  also  to  the  progress  made 
by  the  program.     Miss  Schultz  received  all  her  Red  Cross  training  at 

Medfield  Swim  Pond. 

The  Medfield  Youth  Center,  operating  under  the  supervision  of  a 
subcommittee  of  the  Commission,  made  further  progress  this  year.  The 
Center,  administered  almost  exclusively  by  a  group  of  young  people,  work- 
ing with  adult  advisors,  has  saved  up  a  treasury,  which  it  hopes  will 
be  matched  with  town  funds,  the  sum  total  to  be  used  to  renovate  the 
North  Street  School  sufficiently  to  convert  it  into  a  community  house, 
and  youth  center.  The  group  has  been  running  Saturday  night  dances 
with  live  bands  at  the  Dale  Street  School,  but  it  is  the  hope  of  the  young- 
people  to  expand  their  activities  over  a  period  of  time.  Mr.  Robert  Luke 
became  Chairman  of  the  adult  advisory  group  and  Miss  Gail  LaBaugh, 
President  of  the  Youth  Center  itself.  Mr.  0.  Scott  Fader,  Vice  Chairman 
of  the  Commission,  is  liaison,  and  as  always  the  guiding  light  of  the  opera- 
tion. 

After  an  abortive  attempt  to  create  a  safe  skating  rink  at  the  Swim- 
ming Pond  parking  area  during  the  winter  1965-1966,  the  Commission 
decided  this  year  to  develop  the  surface  of  the  Pond  itself  for  skating. 
This  was  not  done  in  the  past  because  no  assurance  could  be  given  to  the 
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Townspeople  of  proper  supervision.  This  year  a  subcommittee  is  being 
formed  to  operate  a  safe  skating  program.  It  will  be  known  as  the  "Win- 
ter Recreation  Subcommittee"  and  will  function,  as  does  the  Youth  Cen- 
ter, as  an  independent  and  autonomous  organization  with  its  own  officers 
and  treasury.  It  is  hoped  that  this  organization  will  prove  that  skating 
can  be  successfully  pursued  on  the  surface  of  the  pond,  in  which  case  the 
Commission  plans  to  operate  a  more  formal  program  in  the  years  to 
come.  Mr.  Louis  Lee  DeSorgher,  liaison  member  of  the  Commission,  is 
in  charge  of  developing  the  program. 

Diane  Little  and  Raymond  Florest  acted  as  Youth  Representatives 
to  the  Commission  for  the  year.  They  were  chosen  by  the  principal  and 
teachers  of  the  High  School  at  the  close  of  their  Junior  year.  This  young 
lady  and  young  man  bring  to  the  Commission  the  views  and  fresh  ideas 
of  their  schoolmates  while  at  the  same  time  learning  at  firsthand  about 
the  workings  of  Town  Government. 

The  Commission  is  grateful  to  all  the  Town  Departments,  service 
organizations,  and  individuals  who  gave  so  generously  of  their  time.

Somebody's  little  "darling"  spoils  it  for  the  rest  and  we  still  feel  it  is  a 
problem  of  the  parent  as  well  as  the  child. 

As  usual,  we  cannot  thank  the  other  departments  of  the  town  enough 
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for  the  assistance  in  our  behalf,  and  in  our  road  program  we  will  welcome 

their  help  again.

ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  GARAGE  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

This  committee  was  formed  by  the  Medfield  Board  of  Selectmen  on 
December  22,  1965.  Since  then,  we  have  met  at  two-week  intervals,  with 
few  exceptions,  and  have  invested  an  approximate  total  of  200  man-hours' 
effort. 

Working  with  the  Highway  Department,  Tree  Department,  Water 
Department  and  Cemetery  Department,  our  interim  accomplishments  in- 
clude the  determination  and  evaluation  of  space  requirements  for  con- 
solidation of  present  and  future : 

1.  Vehicle  storage 

2.  Supporting  services 

3.  Office  and  personnel  areas 

In  addition,  members  have  viewed  similar  buildings  in  other  towns 
and  have  considered  site  possibilities  in  Medfield.  A  contract  for  a  topo- 
graphical survey  was  let  to  study  one  specific  site  in  greater  detail. 

We  have  obtained  the  following  results : 

1.  Preliminary  building  plans,  specifications  and  costs  have  been 
furnished  by  an  architectural  firm  under  contract  to  this  com- 
mittee. These  plans  include  the  concept  of  a  minimum-cost  ex- 
pandable structure  in  accordance  with  the  "interim"  studies 
noted  above. 

2.  A  proposed  site  for  this  structure  has  been  selected.  This  pro- 
posal is  based  on  the  use  of  land  reasonably  remote  from  popu- 
lated areas,  while  maintaining  personnel  availability  in  case  of 
town  emergencies,  storms,  etc. 

Without  the  degree  of  assistance  given  us  by  the  Selectmen  and 
Messrs.  McCarthy,  Allen,  Leighton  and  Roberts,  our  study  would  have 
been  much  more  difficult.  We  are  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
acknowledge  their  contributions.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  for  1966. 

We  in  the  Fire  Departent  honestly  feel  that  during  the  past  year 
many  improvements  have  been  made  and  we  hope  to  see  many  more  in 
the  future.  Department  Personnel  and  Equipment  are  operating  very 
efficiently  with  two  new  pieces  of  apparatus  having  been  added.  In  May, 
a  750  G.P.M.  Pumping  Engine  was  placed  in  service  and  in  October,  Med- 
field's  first  Aerial  Ladder  Truck  was  delivered.  Although  this  truck  had 
been  used  for  many  years  by  the  City  of  Revere,  it  is  now  in  excellent 
condition.  Training  sessions  are  now  being  conducted  in  the  use  of  these 
vehicles. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Transmitter  at  the  State  Hospital  which  is  inade- 
quate for  our  present  needs  is  once  again  undergoing  repairs. 

Looking  ahead,  I  am  strongly  recommending  placing  the  position  of 
Chief  on  a  full-time  basis.  This  has  been  under  consideration  for  many 
years  and  should  not  be  postponed  any  longer. 

The  acceptance  of  many  new  streets  will  be  acted  upon  at  this  Town 
Meeting.  Many  more  businesses  and  industries  are  moving  in  each  year 
which  will  cause  a  steady  population  growth  and  naturally  increase  the 
over-all  valuation  of  property  to  be  protected  by  the  Fire  Department. 

Latest  figures  show  that  (1)  our  residential  areas  contain  buildings 
valued  at  $27,306,820,  (2)  our  business  and  industrial  buildings  are  valued 
at  $1,581,490  excluding  land  and  equipment  and  (3)  Town  owned  build- 
ings and  churches  represent  $7,646,975.  These  figures  will  definitely 
increase  each  year.  Forest  and  woodlands  comprise  41.6%  of  the  town 
land  area  and  always  present  a  fire  hazard. 

Under  the  present  system,  it  is  impossible  to  make  routine  inspec- 
tions of  homes  and  business  places,  many  of  which  are  required  by  Sta- 
tute. The  town  has  recently  adopted  a  Building  Code  which  can  be 
enforced  and  kept  up  to  date  only  by  inspection.  In  short,  the  Chief's 
duties  are  presently  being  carried  out  too  hurriedly  because  a  part-time 
Chief  cannot  do  a  full-time  job.  Therefore,  my  request  is  that  you  have 
a  man  devoting  a  full  work  week,  fifty-two  weeks  a  year,  available  at 
all  times  to  Fire  Department  services,  with  some  provision  being  made 
for  transportation.  For  two  years  I  have  used  my  car  on  a  mileage 
allowance,  but  this  has  not  proved  satisfactory. 

We  must  all  realize  that  eventually,  the  Fire  Alarm  Box  system  must 
be  extended,  so  as  a  beginning,  I  am  asking  for  the  installation  of  four 
boxes  this  year  with  the  idea  in  mind  of  adding  more  each  year  until  the 
job  is  completed.  This  to  me,  is  far  better  than  having  it  all  to  do  at  once 
within  a  few  years. 
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Recently,  a  two  day  Seminar  was  conducted  in  Walpole,  sponsored 
by  the  Norfolk  County  Fire  Fighters  Association  and  the  Norfolk  County 
Chiefs  Club  assisted  by  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Education.  Ten 
local  Fire  Fighters  including  three  Officers  attended  and  the  Town  was 
well  rewarded  with  the  knowledge  that  was  gained  in  all  phases  of  Fire 
Control.  Considering  the  ambition,  enthusiasm  and  capabilities  of  the 
men,  I  am  asking  that  an  increase  in  wages  be  granted. 

I  am  deeply  grateful  to  the  townspeople  for  their  response  during 
Fire  Prevention  Week  when  numerous  parents  and  children  attended 
open  house  at  our  station  and  also  my  sincere  thanks  to  those  businessmen 
who,  through  their  generosity,  made  it  possible  for  the  Fire  and  Police 
Departments  to  be  eligible  for  benefits  derived  from  the  One  Hundred 
Club  of  Massachusetts,  an  organization  which  provides  for  families  of 
men  who  lose  their  lives  in  the  line  of  duty. 

To  Lieutenant  Roy  Owen  who  retired  in  October  after  thirty-eight 
years  of  service,  I  express  my  thanks  and  appreciation  for  his  efforts. 

To  you  who  are  not  familiar  with  Fire  Department  and  Civil  Defense 
operations,  I  extend  an  invitation  to  visit  the  Station  and  become 
acquainted.

REPORT  OF  BOARD  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen : 

During;  1966  Assistance  and  Service  has  been  rendered  to  ninety-nine 
cases  under  categories  of  Old  Age  Assistance,  Medical  Assistance  for  the 
Aged,  Medical  Assistance,  Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children, 
Disability  Assistance  and  General  Relief.  Aid  rendered  in  all  categories 
was  as  follows : 

Old  Age  Assistance  $19,057.66 
Medical  Assistance  for  the  Aged  and 

Medical  Assistance  52,300.93 

Aid  to  Families  with  Dependent  Children  18,418.27 

Disability  Assistance  12,647.21 

General  Relief  1,190.10 

The  year  1966  has  seen  many  changes  in  public  welfare.  Under  the 
Social  Security  Act  Medicare,  a  medical  care  program  for  those  over  65 
years,  became  a  reality  on  July  1,  1966.  The  full  impact  of  this  legisla- 
tion has  not  been  felt  in  Public  Welfare  to  date. 

As  of  September  1,  1966  a  new  program,  Medical  Assistance,  (some- 
times referred  to  as  Medicaide)  was  created.  This  program  is  a  total 
care  medical  program  under  Title  19  of  the  Social  Security  Act  for  all 
who  meet  the  eligibility  requirements,  with  special  emphasis  on  total 
medical  care  for  children.  A  total  medical  care  program  for  all  is  the 
aim  of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  to  the  benefit 
of  all  our  peoples. 

Continued  emphasis  is  being  placed  on  Rehabilitation  through  physi- 
cal restoration  and  job  training.  Under  the  Division  of  Employment 
Security  and  Manpower  Development  and  Training  Act  job  training 
courses  are  being  offered.  To  take  advantage  of  this  training  program 
one  must  qualify. 

From  time  to  time  in-service  training  is  offered  through  the  State 
Department  of  Public  Welfare  on  district  and  local  levels.  Adequate 
service  to  our  recipients,  according  to  State  Standards  is  the  aim  of  those 
directly  responsible  for  the  administration  of  Public  Welfare,  always 
keeping  in  mind  the  cost  to  the  taxpayer.

TRAFFIC: 

During-  1966  Route  109  (Main  Street)  was  reconstructed  through  the 
business  area  of  the  Town  and  conduit  installed  for  the  anticipated  in- 
stallation of  Traffic  Control  Signals.  The  Chief  of  Police,  Highway 
Sunperintendent  and  Board  of  Selectmen  entered  into  many  discussions 
of  Traffic  Control  and  in  methods  of  achieving  safer  highways  within  the 
community.  It  is  planned  to  post  Routes  27  and  109  with  speed  limit 
signs.  The  Police,  Highway  Superintendent  and  the  Planning  Board  will 
work  together  on  sections  of  our  roads  where  problems  exist  in  order  to 
check  on  the  design  of  the  roadway,  number  and  effectiveness  of  signs  and 
whether  the  lighting  is  efficient.  In  1966  white  edge  lines  were  painted 
on  the  edge  of  some  of  our  roads  in  conjunction  with  other  pavement 
markings.  I  feel  that  this  is  not  only  an  excellent  guide  for  motorists 
but  may  be  a  constant  reminder  to  pedestrians  that  it  would  be  dangerous 
to  walk  on  the  paved  side  of  the  line.  I  am  requesting  additional  funds 
for  pavement  markings  in  1967  that  this  sideline  might  be  painted  on  our 
route  roads  and  in  other  dangerous  locations.  In  conjunction  with  the 
installation  of  Traffic  Control  Signals  the  Town  must  accept  the  provi- 
sions of  Chapter  409  of  the  Acts  of  1962  (Pedestrian  Control  Law).  I 
would  like  to  note  also  that  Traffic  Accidents  decreased  by  7%  in  1966 
over  1965. 

RADAR  -  TIMER: 

The  purchase  of  a  Radar  -  Timer  for  use  by  the  Police  Department  is 
being  requested  again  this  year  as  I  feel  that  under  the  "No-Fix"  law 
that  this  is  a  necessity.  I  believe  that  the  Officers  on  the  Medfield  Police 
Department  wish  to  be  fair  to  all  motorists  and  do  not  feel  that  estimated 
speed  is  a  good  yardstick  for  Court  Action  or  possible  loss  of  a  person's 
license  when  a  violation  is  written.  This  accounts  for  the  decrease  in  the 
number  of  citations  written  in  1966  and  is  consistent  with  other  depart- 
ments in  the  Commonwealth.  It  will  also  be  of  great  assistance  in  de- 
termining the  speeds  to  be  posted  along  the  main  routes  and  in  determin- 
ing other  methods  of  control  in  some  of  our  more  hazardous  sections  of 
roadway. 

POLICE  SCHOOLS  AND  TRAINING: 

During  1966  we  subscribed  to  a  "Key  Training  Program"  sponsored 
by  the  International  Chiefs  of  Police  which  covers  a  wide  variety  of  sub- 
jects and  which  I  feel  will  be  of  benefit  to  all  the  Officers.  This  program 
is  a  continuing  one  with  new  subjects  being  added  each  month.  Recent 
Supreme  Court  Decisions  have  so  changed  the  methods  of_  law  enforce- 
ment that  much  more  training  and  education  is  required  in  order  that  we 
may  operate  within  the  framework  of  these  decisions.  Under  State  law 
any  new  Officer  that  is  appointed  to  the  department  must  attend  an  ap- 
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proved  training  school  within  one  year  of  his  being  appointed;  a  sum  of 
money  has  been  requested  in  the  budget  for  this  should  new  personnel 
be  hired.  I  attended  a  one  week  F.B.I.  Command  &  Staff  School  held  in 
Boston  during  1966,  the  Mass.  Safety  Conference,  a  Seminar  on  Narcotic 
and  Harmful  Drugs  and  the  use  of  L.S.D.  I  have  an  application  in  for 
the  F.B.I.  National  Academy  in  Washington,  D.  C.  and  hope  to  be  selected 
to  attend  in  1967.    Money  for  this  has  already  been  appropriated  in  1966. 

PERSONNEL: 

I  am  again  recommending  the  appointment  of  five  additional  officers 
to  the  Police  Department,  and  that  the  Fire  Alarm  System  be  handled  by 
the  Police  Department.  This  would  enable  us  to  have  a  man  on  the  desk 
at  all  times  and  afford  better  communications  between  Police  and  Fire 
Departments  as  we  operate  on  different  radio  frequencies.  Again  we 
have  been  handed  down  decisions  from  the  Supreme  Court  which  requires 
a  more  detailed  method  of  booking  and  interrogation.  An  Officer  cannot 
do  this  properly  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Court  if  he  is  constantly 
being  interrupted  by  phone  calls,  having  to  answer  the  radio  or  do  other 
police  work ;  it  requires  a  continuous  action  and  concentration  of  thought. 
Good  records  and  good  investigations  are  of  great  importance  today  due 
the  mobility  of  our  citizens  and  these  are  difficult  to  keep  and  do  with  our 
shortage  of  men. 

FEMALE  TRAFFIC  SUPERVISORS: 

These  girls  were  appointed  in  February  1966  and  have  served  for 
eight  months,  during  which  time  they  have  been  extremely  dependable 
and  have  performed  their  work  in  an  excellent  manner. 

COMMUNICATIONS: 

With  our  present  set-up  of  having  one  Officer  on  patrol  in  the  cruiser 
and  one  Officer  on  traffic  in  the  square  area  or  on  desk  duty  much  of  the 
time  the  two  officers  are  out  of  radio  contact  with  each  other.  Many 
times  accidents  or  other  things  are  reported  to  the  Officer  on  traffic  and 
he  must  then  return  to  the  station  and  relay  it  to  the  cruiser.  I  am  re- 
questing the  purchase  of  two  portable  radios  (complete  with  battery  re- 
chargers)  that  may  be  carried  on  the  belt  while  the  Officer  is  on  duty 
without  the  station.  They  will  also  be  valuable  on  special  details  involv- 
ing "Stake-outs".  This  thought  of  all  Officers  being  in  constant  contact 
with  each  other  is  also  in  line  with  modern  Police  Procedures.  I  am  also 
requesting  the  replacement  of  the  G.E.  Mobile  radio  in  one  of  our  cruisers. 
This  radio  is  twelve  years  old. 

POLICE  STATION: 

It  is  expected  that  in  1967  there  will  be  some  repairs  and  refurbish- 
ing of  the  present  station  in  order  that  our  work  might  be  carried  on  a 
little  more  efficiently.     We  will  still  be  cramped  for  space  however  and 
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will  still  not  be  able  to  give  the  citizens  some  of  the  privacy  they  might 
expect. 

AUXILIARY  POLICE: 

In  1966  Auxiliary  Police  Officers  contributed  over  1,000  hours  of  time 
in  assisting  the  Regular  Police  on  weekends,  nights,  over  holidays  and  in 
emergencies.  They  also  assisted  at  some  of  the  school  functions.  Two 
members  of  the  Auxiliary  Police  attended  a  four  day  training  program  at 
Topsfield,  Mass.  covering  a  variety  of  subjects. 

OTHER: 

The  Department  continued  their  cooperation  with  other  departments 
in  collecting  overdue  Excise  Taxes  by  picking  up  registration  plates  for 
the  Registry;  working  with  the  Board  of  Public  Welfare  in  Non-Suppport 
cases;  working  with  Selectmen  and  Board  of  Health  on  abandoned  cars 
and  with  the  Commonwealth  in  assisting  persons  on  filling  out  Sales  Tax 
Forms  on  motor  vehicles. 

On  behalf  of  the  Police  Officers  I  wish  to  thank  the  State  and  Local 
Officials,  Town  of  Medfield  Department  Heads  and  the  Citizens  of  the 
Town,  for  the  cooperation  and  assistance  extended  to  the  Police  Depart- 
ment during  the  past  year.

REPORT  OF  THE  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

Your  Conservation  Commission  has  enjoyed  another  year  of  progress. 
It  is  hoped  that  by  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  on  March  1  three  more 
parcels  of  land  will  be  added  to  its  mounting  number  of  acres  reserved 
for  Conservation. 

In  early  spring  your  Commission  should  be  in  a  position  to  add  con- 
siderably to  its  holdings  when  approximately  70  acres  should  be  processed 
for  tax  title  taking.  All  the  land  under  consideration  at  this  time  is 
along  the  Charles  River. 

In  May  1966  the  Conservation  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  on 
the  "Hatch  Act"  and  invited  builders,  real  estate  people  and  interested 
citizens  so  that  this  vital  legislation  could  be  thoroughly  understood  by  all. 

Conservation  in  Medfeld  received  an  additional  boost  when  110  acres 
of  land  was  donated  to  the  Trustees  of  Reservations,  a  private  organiza- 
tion which  has  many  of  the  same  aims  and  purposes  as  your  Conservation 
Commission.  The  land  is  located  in  the  headwaters  of  Mill  Brook  and 
includes  the  old  Fork  Factory  site. 

Your  Conservation  Commission  Fund  has  received,  again  this  year, 
$100  from  the  Medfield  Garden  Club  and  wishes  to  thank  these  interested 
conservationists  for  their  active  concern  and  endorsement.     Boy  Scout 
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Troop  89  has  showed  their  interest  in  Conservation  by  helping  us  in  our 

program. 

Daniel  Hinkley  has  been  selected  as  a  member  of  your  Conservation 

Commission  to  represent  our  town  as  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Directors 

of  the  Charles  River  Watershed  Association,  and  as  a  charter  member 

has  attended  regular  monthly  meetings. 

We   are  constantly  encouraged  by  the   interest  and  understanding 

of  Conservation  by  the  residents  of  Medfield.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

To  the  Citizens  of  Medfield: 

The  objectives  and  accomplishments  of  our  total  educational  pro- 
gram are  summarized  in  the  reports  that  follow.  May  we  urge  you  to 
examine  the  facts  carefully.  Our  community's  effort  to  provide  public 
education  is  everybody's  responsibility.  To  the  tax  payer  it  accounts 
for  the  greater  share  of  his  tax  dollar.  Of  concern  is  the  perspec- 
tive of  our  educational  effort  as  it  pertains  to  our  student  population. 
In  our  society,  public  education  has  to  keep  pace  with  the  technological 
revolution.  This  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  for  the  smaller  com- 
munities where  the  cost  is  largely  borne  by  the  home  owner.  To  insure 
continued  improvement  in  education  and  recognizing  the  need  for  new 
sources  of  revenue,  the  Commonwealth  in  1966  enacted  a  limited  sales 
tax  earmarked  for  education.  Obviously  the  necessary  emphasis  on  edu- 
cation will  not  reduce  but  increase  the  total  cost  of  education.  It  is  too 
early  to  judge  the  effectiveness  of  these  new  monies  and  for  a  while,  at 
least,  there  may  be  no  direct  effects  due  to  increased  competition  for  the 
limited  pool  of  professional  educators.  Also  of  importance  in  this  re- 
spect is  legislation  providing  collective  bargaining  for  teachers. 

We  were  fortunate  in  being  able  to  occupy  the  new  Junior  High 
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School  in  February  which  relieved  the  crowded  conditions  in  the  High 
School.  Full  utilization  of  the  facilities  became  a  reality  with  the  com- 
pletion of  the  language  laboratory  this  fall.  Adequate  space  is,  of  course, 
only  very  temporary  and  plans  are  already  under  way  for  the  construc- 
tion of  an  elementary  school  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  in  1969. 

The  educational  program  itself  is  now  being  reported  in  a  new 
publication,  the  "Medfield  School  News."  The  purpose  being  to  inform 
the  interested  citizenry  of  the  constant  evolution  of  a  curriculum  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  students.  It  is  our  hope  that  over  a  period  of 
time  all  aspects  of  public  education  in  Medfield  will  be  reported 
in  this  medium. 

Course  innovations  for  1966  include  the  earlier  introduction  of 
French  in  grade  7,  supplemented  by  the  new  language  laboratory.  The 
chemistry  course  has  also  been  updated  and  was  introduced  to  grades 
10,  11  and  12  under  the  title  of  "Chem  Study."  To  further  coordinate  the 
total  area  of  physical  sciences,  Introductory  Physical  Science  was  start- 
ed on  a  limited  basis  for  grades  7  through  12.  These  changes  are  being 
made  in  our  continued  effort  to  provide  a  thorough  and  well  balanced 
curriculum  without  unnecessary  duplication  or  deletion  of  essential 
basic  concepts. 

With  the  addition  of  a  teacher  in.  each  school  trained  in  remedial 
reading,  we  are  finally  attacking  the  problem  long  recognized  within  our 
system.  Total  academic  achievement  has  too  frequently  been  attributable 
to  lack  of  facility  in  this  essential  tool  to  learning. 

We  are  pleased  to  report  the  effective  cooperation  we  have  received 
from  all  school  personnel  and  it  is  gratifying  to  see  the  dedicated  en- 
thusiasm of  our  administrators  and  our  teachers  in  providing  educational 
opportunities  for  all.  May  we  also  thank  all  the  other  town  officials  for 
their  continued  help  and  the  citizens  of  Medfield  for  whom  and  by 
whom  this  educational  system  is  provided.

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ENROLLMENT  EFFECTS 

As  of  October  1,  1966,  a  gain  of  176  pupils  was  noted  over  the 
enrollment  figure  of  October  1,  1965.  This  is  the  largest  increase  in 
the  past  nine  years. 

An  additional  first  grade  was  needed  for  the  opening  of  school  in 
September.  Memorial  School  now  houses  9  first  grades,  8  second  grades 
and  1  special  class  (Trainable  Group).  There  are  two  spare  rooms. 

Presently  Dale  Street  School  contains  7  third  grades,  7  fourth  grades 
and  7  fifth  grades.  In  order  to  accommodate  the  rooms  needed  for  Sep- 
tember 1967,  it  will  be  necessary  to  renovate  the  existing  science 
laboratory. 

The  new  Junior  High  School  opened  on  February  28,  1966,  and 
immediate  relief  was  noted  at  the  High  School  which  transferred  grades 
7  and  8  and  at  Dale  Street  which  transferred  grade  6.  As  of  September, 
the  special  class  (Educable  Group)  is  housed  in  this  building. 

Enrollment  projections  show  a  definite  need  for  a  new  elementary 
school  to  be  ready  for  occupancy  no  later  than  September  1969. 

THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

Medfield  must  be  proud  of  its  new  schools  as  evidenced  by  the  com- 
ments made  during  Open  House,  held  on  Sunday,  May  22,  1966.  There 
also  have  been  many  requests  from  building  committees  in  other  com- 
munities to  visit  and  inspect  this  school.  The  reactions  have  been  all 
the  same  in  that  the  expression  was  that  "Medfield  received  a  great  deal 
of  building  for  its  money." 

The  opening  on  February  28  was  accomplished  without  incident. 
The  smoothness  of  initial  operation  and  programming  was  directly  at- 
tributable to  the  efforts  in  planning  by  the  newly  appointed  principal, 
James  H.  Morris,  assisted  by  the  new  secretary,  Ruth  McCarthy. 

The  Program  of  Studies  which  had  been  modified  due  to  the  crowd- 
ed conditions  in  the  Kingsbury  Junior-Senior  High  School  was  expanded 
to  its  previous  level  with  the  addition  of  two  new  teachers  in  February 
and  six  new  teachers  in  September.  A  full  and  complete  program 
is  now  in  effect. 

Building  Committee  Chairman,  Harry  A.  Kelleher,  and  members 
deserve  the  thanks  and  plaudits  of  the  Town  for  the  many  hours  spent 
in  planning  and  supervising  the  construction  of  this  very  func- 
tional school. 
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IN-SERVICE  COURSES 

A  Reading  Workshop  for  all  teachers  in  grades  one  through  six 
was  conducted  by  Richard  Wile}',  a  reading  specialist,  during  the  second 
semester.  The  course  ran  for  two  hours  per  session  during  a  fifteen 
week  period. 

A  Science  Workshop  for  all  Science  teachers  in  the  Junior  and 
Senior  High  School  was  held  the  last  week  of  August.  It  continued  dur- 
ing the  Fall  and  will  be  completed  in  the  Spring  of  1967.  The  work  and 
study  revolved  around  the  new  Science  course,  Introductory  Physical 
Science,  which  was  introduced  at  both  the  Junior  High  and  High 
School  in  September.  Thomas  Dillon,  a  science  specialist,  trained  by 
Educational  Services  Incorporated,  was  the  instructor. 

SURPLUS  PROPERTY 

The  State  Agency  for  Surplus  Property,  a  division  of  the  State 
Department  of  Education,  regularly  advises  public  schools  of  govern- 
ment property  which  is  available  to  use  in  the  schools. 

During  the  year  we  spent  $46.00  to  obtain  materials  valued  at  $661.

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REPORT  OF  MEMORIAL  ELEMENTARY  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Herewith,  I  have  the  pleasure  of  submitting  my  twelfth  annual 
report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,   1966. 

The  past  year  has  seen  many  changes  as  a  result  of  the  fast  growth 
of  the  town.  Memorial  School  now  houses  grades  one  and  two  and  the 
trainable  class. 

Because  of  the  lack  of  space  the  third  grade  is  not  with  us;  there- 
fore we  have  for  the  first  time  one  available  room  for  use  as  a  library. 
The  teachers  take  their  classes  to  this  room,  where  the  children  are 
taught  "library  techniques."  Books  are  read  during  the  library  period 
and  may  be  taken  to  the  home  room,  but  are  not  to  be  taken  home.  This 
restriction  is  important  at  this  age  level  in  order  to  preserve  the  life 
of  the  book.  Each  classroom  still  has  its  own  library  corner  used 
daily  by  the  children. 

The  teaching  of  phonics,  reading,  and  the  fundamentals  in  arith- 
metic and  science  is  still  our  important  task.  The  teachers  are  very 
pleased  with  the  results  obtained  in  the  teaching  of  reading  readiness 
by  the  Phonetic  Keys  to  Reading  Program.  In  September  we  added  to 
our  staff  a  special  reading  teacher  who  works  with  the  boys  and  girls 
who  have  reading  difficulties. 

A  student  teacher  worked  in  grade  one;  this  was  an  enriching  ex- 
perience for  the  young  lady  and  the  teachers  with  whom  she  worked. 

During  the  year  all  ^holidays  were  observed  in  the  classrooms  and 
assembly  hall.  These  programs,  as  well  as  the  regular  lessons,  have  been 
made  more  colorful  by  employing  film  strips,  television,  and  movies. 

Our  Testing  program  consisted  of  an  ability  test  in  the  fall  and  an 
achievement  test  in  the  spring.  In  administering  these  tests  we  worked 
closely  with  the  guidance  department. 

The  challenge  in  teaching  and  handling  these  young  pupils  in  the 
first  and  second  grades  is  a  large  and  enviable  one. 

At  this  time  I  should  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  expressing  my 
personal  appreciation  and  gratitude  to  the  school  committee,  to  the 
superintendent  of  schools,  to  all  of  the  school  personnel,  and  to  the 
parents  and  citizens  of  Medfield.

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REPORT  OF  THE  DALE  STREET  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Principal  of  the  Dale  Street  School,  I  submit  my  fourth  an- 
nual report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1966. 

Educational  flexibility,  change,  and  evaluation  were  the  outstanding 
characteristics  of  this  year.  The  sixth  grade  (six  rooms)  was  transferred 
in  February  to  the  new  Junior  High  School.  The  planning,  execution, 
and  logistics  were  accomplished  with  a  minimum  of  confusion  and  no 
interruption  of  the  school  program.  In  September,  all  third  graders  re- 
ported to  Dale  Street.  With  the  addition  of  a  teacher  in  grades  3,  4,  and 
5,  we  have  a  total  of  twenty-one  classes  and  are  using  all  available 
classrooms.  The  laboratory  is  being  used  for  art  classes  and  the  activity 
room  for  music  classes. 

PROGRAM 

The  instructional  program  remains  unchanged  in  the  following  areas: 

1.  Departmentalization  —  grades  4  and  5 

2.  Self-contained  —  grade  3 

3.  Reading  program  —  grades  4  and  5 

4.  Continuation  of  the  Science  Fair,  Spring  Art  and  Music  Festival 

The  following  were  new  this  year: 

1.  Testing  program  under  the  Director  of  Guidance 

2.  Addition  of  a  special  reading  teacher 

3.  A  thirty-hour  in-service  reading  workshop 

4.  Participation  in  a  system  wide  Social  Studies  Curriculum  Study 

5.  Coordination  of  Physical  Education  Program  under  system  di- 
rector 

6.  Open  House  during  National  Education  Week 

7.  Mathematics  Study  Committee  for  grades  3,  4,  and  5  for  evalua- 
tion and  improvement  of  curriculum  and  teaching 

8.  Addition  of  audio-visual  materials  and  equipment. 

LIBRARY 

The  library  continues  to  be  an  important  aspect  of  the  total  pro- 
gram. Students  have  evidenced  an  avid  interest  in  books.  Until  trained 
personnel  and  additional  books  are  available,  however,  it  will  be  impos- 
sible to  utilize  the  library  to  the  best  advantage.  The  new  ESEA  law 
was  used  to  purchase  additional  reference  materials,  as  was  our  regular 
library  budget.

REPORT  OF  THE  JUNIOR  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To:  The  Superintendent  of  Schools 

It  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  first  report  as 
Principal  of  the  new  Junior  High  School  for  the  year  ending  December 
31,  1966. 

The  past  year  has  been  a  busy  one.  With  the  complete  cooperation 
of  your  office,  the  School  Committee,  and  the  interest  and  support  of 
the  Junior  High  Building  Committee,  our  new  school  was  opened  for 
grades  seven  and  eight  on  February  28,  1966.  At  that  time  296  children 
entered.  One  week  later  on  March  7,  grade  six  arrived  from  the  Dale 
Street  School  with  162  additional  youngsters.  As  all  students  had 
previously  been  given  an  orientation  to  the  school  the  opening  went 
smoothly. 

Because  of  the  concept  of  the  "middle  school"  and  the  inclusion 
of  grade  six,  certain  revisions  were  necessary  in  our  curriculum.  The 
following  advances  have  been  made  in  the  Junior  High  School. 

English:  All  classes  in  grades  7  and  8  now  have  six  periods  of 

English  per  week.  In  grade  six  spelling  as  a  separate 
subject  has  been  included  in  the  English  curriculum. 
This  was  necessary  for  two  reasons.  First  because  we 
believe  the  best  approach  to  spelling  is  through  our 
English  curriculum  and  secondly  to  bring  the  sixth 
grade  8  period  day  into  line  with  the  7  period  day  of 
grades  seven  and  eight.

In  grade  six  all  youngsters  have  five  periods  of  Reading 
per  week,  first  period  every  morning.  A  Reading  pro- 
gram has  been  initiated  in  grades  seven  and  eight  for  all 
students.  This  is  built  around  our  English  curriculum 
and  incorporates  the  literature  and  grammar  normally 
taught  in  our  English  program.  We  believe  most  of  the 
skills  so  necessary  in  reading  can  be  expanded  through 
the  English  classes.  A  reading  specialist  has  been  em- 
ployed and  is  working  very  closely  with  the  faculty  in 
developing  the  Reading  program.  Youngsters  with  read- 
ing difficulties  are  seen  on  a  continuing  basis  in  groups 
no  larger  than  ten.  We  have  worked  very  closely  with 
the  Reading  Supervisor  from  the  State  Department  of 
Education  in  developing  our  program  and  believe  it  is 
progressing  in  a   satisfactory  manner. 

The  new  Introductory  Physical  Science  Program  is 
being  taught  in  grade  eight.  This  student  activity-experi- 
mentation program  is  quite  successful  and  apparently 
well  received  by  the  majority  of  students.  One  section  in 
grade  seven  is  also  taking  this  course.  Upon  successful 
completion  these  students  will  take  a  new  Earth  Science 
program  presently  being  designed  for  implementation 
into  the  1967-1968  curriculum.  In  grade  six  the  new 
Elementary  Science  Study  will  be  implemented  in  the 
second  semester.  We  intend  introducing  four  units  this 
year.  This  program  is  similar  to  the  IPS  Program  in  its 
approach  to  learning  except  it  is  designed  for  the  ele- 
mentary level. 

All  of  our  programs  are  taught  with  the  Modern  Math 
approach. 

The  French  Language  was  introduced  on  an  elective 
basis  to  all  students  in  grade  seven.  The  program  is 
designed  so  that  successful  completion  of  grade  seven 
and  grade  eight  will  enable  a  youngster  to  elect  second 
year  French  when  entering  grade  nine.  Our  new  thirty- 
station  language  laboratory  is  in  operation  and  receives 
much  praise  and  use.  Presently  115  youngsters  are 
electing  French. 

Our  new  wood  shop  has  been  equipped  with  the  finest 
machinery  available.  All  boys  in  grades  seven  and  eight 
receive  wood  shop  two  periods  per  week.  We  also  have

thirty-six  girls  who  have  elected  wood  shop  under  our 
extra-curricular  activity  program.  These  girls  meet  in 
two  groups  on  alternate  weeks. 

All  youngsters  in  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight  have  one 
period  per  week  of  general  music.  In  addition  a  chorus 
has  been  formed  with  142  students  in  it.  A  glee  club  of 
forty  select  voices  meets  weekly  and  our  band  number 
57.  These  groups  in  conjunction  with  our  drama 
club  performed  at  our  Christmas  assembly  and  were 
excellent. 

A  formal  guidance  program  is  under  way  with  the  addi- 
tion of  a  full  time  counsellor.  All  youngsters  in  grades 
seven  and  eight  are  being  seen  regularly  and  youngsters 
in  grade  six  when  necessary.  Our  testing  program  has 
been  increased  so  that  we  may  obtain  a  more  complete 
picture  of  our  students. 

We  are  in  the  process  of  reviewing  and  evaluating  our 
offerings   in   this   area.    During   the   year   coordination 
meetings  with  the  entire  school  system  were  held  on  a 
monthly  basis.  Supervisors  from  the  State  Department 
of  Education  have  worked  with  us  in  our  evaluations. 


We  have  full-time  boys  and  girls  physical  education  in- 
structors, and  each  youngster  has  two  full  periods  of 
gym  per  week.  In  compliance  with  the  state  law  a  ten 
minute  period  of  calisthenics  in  which  all  youngsters 
participate  is  given  each  morning. 

A  student  leaders  club  for  both  boys  and  girls  has  been 
formed  and  these  youngsters  demonstrate,  lead,  super- 
vise and  assist  the  physical  education  department. 
Seventy-two  youngsters  are  presently  student  leaders. 

We  have  adopted  for  the  library  two  concepts.  One  con- 
cept utilizes  this  area  as  a  materials  resource  center, 
a  place  where  all  the  resources  necessary  to  the  teacher 
and  student  in  the  pursuit  of  their  goals  are  to  be  found. 
The  other  concept  is  that  of  a  learning  laboratory.  With 
the  vast  store  of  knowledge  and  the  immense  amount  of 
material  being  made  available,  more  and  more  emphasis 
is  being  placed  upon  individual  learning.  This  learning 
laboratory  concept  enables  a  youngster  to  not  only  carry 
out  his  own  assignments  but  to  follow  or  pursue  his 
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own  interests  and  learnings  further  than  they  are  taken 
in  the  classroom.  In  its  initial  stages  is  a  program  in 
which  every  section  of  grade  six  is  scheduled  into  the 
library  once  every  week  rotating  among  four  subjects, 
History,  Geography,  English  and  Science.  Our  over-all 
aim  in  this  program  is  the  greater  use  by  teachers  and 
pupils  of  the  added  resources  in  every  subject  area. 


The  special  education  class  with  seven  educable  pupils 
is  now  housed  at  the  Junior  High  School.  In  an  attempt 
to  expand  their  program  we  have  scheduled  the  young- 
sters into  classes  with  our  junior  high  teachers  in  the 
areas  of  Reading,  Music,  Home  Economics;  for  the 
girls.  Woodshop  for  the  boys,  Physical  Education  and 
Art.  The  youngsters  have  adjusted  well  to  the  school 
and  to  their  new  program. 


In  an  attempt  to  increase  our  offerings  we  have  built 
into  the  school  day  an  extra-curricular  program.  Pres- 
ently we  have  fourteen  clubs  or  activities  meeting  on  a 
weekly  basis.  The  total  student  body  is  involved  in  the 
offerings.  An  intramural  program  of  flag  football  was 
conducted  during  the  fall  months,  115  boys  participated. 
Present  plans  involve  extending  this  to  include  basket- 
ball for  boys  and  girls  on  an  after-school  basis  during 
the  winter  and  softball  in  the  spring.  An  interscholastic 
basketball  program  is  in  progress  for  boys  in  grades 
seven  and  eight.  A  twelve  game  schedule  is  now  under 
way.  This  program  will  be  expanded  this  spring  to 
include   interscholastic  baseball. 


Many  of  our  classes  are  making  use  of  the  excellent  programs  be- 
ing made  available  on  the  21"  Classroom,  Educational  Television  on 
Channel  2. 

Our  programming  has  been  devised  so  that  all  classes  at  the  same 
level  are  in  juxtaposition.  This  enables  a  youngster  to  move  horizontally 
into  individual  classes  without  the  necessity  of  changing  his  entire  pro- 
gram. It  has  proved  quite  successful. 

A  new  report  card  has  been  devised  by  the  faculty  and  this  is  now 
given  to  all  students. 

The  Open  House  for  the  new  school  was  held  on  May  22nd,  and

was  well  attended  by  the  townspeople. 

An  Open  House  during  National  Education  Week  was  attended  by 
over  500  parents.  A  format  was  devised  so  that  all  parents  followed  the 
program  of  their  youngster  during  a  typical  school  day.  We  were  very 
pleased  with  the  interest  and  enthusiasm  of  the  parents. 

The  evaluation  of  our  school  program  is  a  continuing  process  and 
we  are  looking  forward  to  1967  and  the  opportunity  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenges which  will  certainly  be  forthcoming. 

The  faculty  and  staff  of  the  Junior  High  School  wishes  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  express  its  appreciation  to  all  the  people  who  have  con- 
tributed so  much  to  our  school.  Especially  to  you,  the  School  Committee, 
the  Building  Committee,  and  the  parents  for  the  assistance  that  has 
been  given  to  us.

REPORT  OF  THE 
AMOS  CLARK  KINGSBURY  HIGH  SCHOOL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  twelfth  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  high 
school  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1966. 

In  January  of  1966  the  present  high  school  building  housed  grades 
seven  through  twelve.  On  February  28,  1966  grades  seven  and  eight  were 
moved  to  the  present  junior  high  school  building  relieving  the  crowded 
conditions  at  the  high  school.  It  is  felt  that  with  the  present  enrollment 
plus  the  transfer-in  of  new  students  that  the  high  school  will  again  be 
at  capacity  in  September  of  1968. 

During  the  month  of  March,  1966,  the  Social  Studies  Department 
of  the  high  school  taught  a  unit  of  United  States  History  using  a  team 
teaching  method. 

The  period  of  history  covered  in  the  unit  was  the  era  from  1898  to 
1921.  The  title  given  to  the  unit  was  "The  Emergence  of  the  United 
States  as  a  World  Power." 

The  historical,  social  and  economic  development  was  the  responsi- 
bility of  the  history  teachers. 

The  English,  Music  and  Art  Department  contributed  background 
materials  that  enriched  and  enlarged  the  understanding  of  this  period. 
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The  unit  was  scheduled  for  four  weeks  with  the  students  meeting  as 
a  large  group  on  Monday  for  lecture  purposes.  The  large  group  consisted 
of  sixty-nine  students  and  one  teacher  who  presented  the  lecture.  On 
the  remaining  four  days  of  each  week  the  students  were  grouped  into 
small  sections  of  approximately  seventeen  students  each.  As  a  small 
group,  they  would  meet  with  the  teachers  of  the  various  disciplines  as 
described  above. 

Brief  quizzes  were  administered  during  the  month,  and,  when  the 
unit  was  completed,  an  examination  covering  ail  phases  was  given.  One 
very  obvious  result  was  better  achievement  by  the  so  called  "average 
student."  On  the  whole,  the  test  results  showed  a  definite  improvement 
for  many  of  the  students  while  those  students  who  do  well  consistently 
maintained  their  high  caliber  of  work. 

The  teachers  involved  worked  very  cooperatively  on  this  project. 
It  required  considerable  extra  preparation,  research,  coordination 
and  time.  It  can  be  reported  that  the  teachers  were  enthusiastic  and 
are  willing  to  try  it  again  with  some  minor  changes. 

The  students  were  asked  to  assist  in  the  evaluation  and  did  so  very 
willingly.  They  were  asked  eighteen  questions  with  "yes"  or  "no"  answers 
and  then  three  questions  which  they  could  answer  in  their  own  way. 
The  results  of  the  student  questionnaire  were  gratifying.  In  answer  to 
the  question:  "Did  you  enjoy  team  teaching?"  94.07%  replied  in  the 
affirmative.  Other  questions  and  answers:  "Would  you  like  to  see  Team 
Teaching  continued  in  U.S.  History?"  91.52%  answered,  "Yes":  "Did 
you  enjoy  seeing  a  different  teacher  each  day?"  89.82%  said,  "Yes"; 
"Do  you  feel  team  teaching  establishes  a  better  learning  situation?" 
86.44%  answered,  "Yes";  "Did  you  enjoy  the  small  group  instruction?" 
87.87%  replied,  "Yes." 

As  of  this  writing,  plans  are  being  made  to  offer  two  units  through 
the  team  teaching  method.  Several  changes  are  being  incorporated  from 
last  year.  By  June  of  1967  we  will  have  sufficient  evidence  to  deter- 
mine the  future  of  team  teaching  in  Medfield  High  School. 

In  September  of  1966  we  started  our  second  year  of  the  Work-Study 
Program.  This  program  offers  the  business  and  general  course  student 
the  opportunity  to  attend  school  and  work  at  the  same  time.  The  benefits 
for  the  student  are  at  least  threefold.  First,  he  has  the  chance  of  learn- 
ing a  skill  which  the  school  cannot  provide.  Secondly,  he  receives  five 
credits  and  a  grade  toward  graduation  in  return  for  satisfactory  work. 
Thirdly,  he  has  the  opportunity  to  earn  money  while  gaining  experience 
in  the  business  field.  We  feel  this  program  has  been  most  worthwhile 
and  look  forward  to  continuing  it  in  the  future. 
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Two  new  science  courses  were  initiated  at  the  high  school  in  Septem- 
ber of  1966.  In  grade  nine  the  course  Introductory  to  Physical  Science 
was  offered  to  all  students.  The  course  is  designed  to  give  a  beginning 
knowledge  of  physical  science  and  an  insight  into  the  means  by  which 
scientific  knowledge  is  acquired.  The  CHEM  STUDY  approach  to 
chemistry  was  also  incorporated  in  September.  This  is  a  new  approach 
to  the  teaching  of  chemistry  which  places  the  responsibility  of  experi- 
mentation and  the  findings  more  on  the  student  than  before.  It  is  felt 
that  a  better  understanding  to  the  why  of  chemistry  is  reached  by  the 
students. 

Spanish  III  was  offered  for  the  first  time  in  September.  This  brings 
the  offerings  in  Languages  to  three  years  of  Latin,  four  years  of  French 
and  three  years  of  Spanish.

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ANNUAL  GUIDANCE  REPORT 

To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

As  Guidance  Director  of  the  Medfield  Public  Schools  I  am  pleased 
to  submit  my  third  Annual  Report.  This  encompasses  the  period  from 
January  1,  .1966  to  December  31,  1966. 

In  keeping  with  directives  from  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
current  and  impending  Federal  legislation  and  research  surveys  of  the 
town  relative  to  strengthening  of  Guidance  services,  certain  changes 
have  been  instituted  and  are  contemplated. 

Two  additional  full  time  counselors  were  added  to  the  staff  in  the 
Fall  of  1966,  both  at  the  secondary  level.  Mrs.  Florence  Cranshaw 
Grades  9-12,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Collins  Grades  7-8.  Both  of  these  people 
are  professionally  trained  in  the  field,  fully  certified  in  Guidance  and 
bring  broad  experience  in  pupil  personnel  services  from  active  participa- 
tion in  other  systems.  The  responsibility  of  the  Director  can  now  be 
focused  on  the  need  for  coordinating  para  Guidance  services  now  ten- 
tatively existent  in  the  lower  grades  with  the  active  formalized  program 
at  the  secondary  level. 

The  emphasis  in  Guidance  has  changed  recently  from  assisting  the 
individual  at  decision-making  points  to  encompassing  a  long  range  coun- 
seling process  and  we  feel  the  townspeople  should  be  cognizant  of  the 
need  in  the  immediate  future  of  placing  counselors  in  each  of  the  ele- 
mentary and  middle  schools.  We  hope  at  these  levels  to  focus  counseling 
on  the  exploration  of  self-identity  and  roles,  to  provide  motivating  ex- 
periences for  learning  and  building  psychological  strengths  that  would 
aid  students  to  achieve  their  maximum  potential  by  the  high  school 
years. 

Certain  operational  facets  of  the  total  program  should  be  of  general 
interest: 

1.  The  continual  placement  of  Medfield  graduates  in  some  phase  of 
post-secondary  education  attests  to  the  soundness  of  their  academic 
preparation.  Some  74%  of  the  graduating  class  are  now  actively  en- 
gaged in  this  process  with  47%  in  4-year  degree  granting  institutions. 
Of  the  remainder,  26%  are  working  full  time  or  have  entered  the 
Armed  Services.  Admittedly  this  was  an  unusual  class  in  view  of  their 
academic  orientation  and  talents  and  such  figures  tend  to  fluctuate  in 
terms  of  pupil  grades  and  the  shifts  in  entry  occupational  needs. 

2.  Some  degree  of  correlation  and  standardization  of  the  testing  pro- 
gram was  possible  last  year  with  Grades  1-12  sitting  for  some  phase 
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of  tests  in  areas  of  achievement,  reading,  aptitude,  general  ability 
and  interests.  The  administrators  and  the  instructional  staff  found  the 
results  useful  in  proposing  changes  in  grouping  of  sudents,  recom- 
mendation in  curriculum  modification,  and  re-intensifying  remedial 
efforts  where  noted.  In  interpretation  of  scores  with  parents  and  stu- 
dents the  focus  is  an  ongoing  process  of  providing  clearer  insights 
into  personal  strengths  and  limitations,  to  identify  interests  and  to 
aid  in  planning  for  and  attaining  realistic  goals. 

3.  Dr.  Theodore  Lindberg,  Superintendent  of  Medfleld  State  Hospital, 
has  extended  us  the  courtesy  of  meeting  with  several  members  of 
their  professional  staff  in  the  disciplines  of  psychiatry,  social  work 
and  clinical  psychology  on  a  weekly  basis  throughout  the  year.  The 
hope  is  to  meet  the  special  needs  of  individual  students  within  the 
school  setting.  When  further  evaluation  or  active  treatment  is  pro- 
posed the  Leslie  B.  Cutler  Clinic  in  Norwood  is  acting  as  an  effective 
liason  agency. 

4.  This  Fall,  largely  through  the  fine  efforts  of  Mrs.  Cranshaw,  a  School 
Admissions  Night  encompassing  the  towns  of  Dover,  Sherborn  and 
Millis  and  Medfleld  was  held  at  our  High  School.  Admission  person- 
nel from  approximately  34  post  secondary  schools  and  colleges  were 
on  hand  to  explain  their  admission  policies  and  course  offerings.  Ap- 
proximately 300  persons  were  in  attendance  and  it  is  planned  to 
rotate  this  annually  amongst  the  participating  communities. 

In  the  areas  of  research  and  evaluation  we  are  currently  conducting 
follow-up  of  our  graduates  on  a  one-three-five-year  basis  with  particular 
emphasis  on  the  specialty  oriented  student.  The  term  "specialty  oriented 
student"  was  devised  to  represent  those  persons  whose  prime  educational 
motivation  are  oriented  around  a  desire  to  acquire  an  occupational  skill 
which  could  be  used  to  enter  the  labor  market.  Because  these  students 
choose  not  to  go  to  college  does  not  mean  they  have  no  motivation  for 
learning.  With  this  data  we  would  hope  to  be  in  a  position  to  make 
specific  recommendations  on  the  need  for  Medfield's  entrance  into  some 
phases  of  vocational  and  distributive  education. 

We  appreciate  the  constructive  help  and  criticisms  of  those  who 
have  facilitated  the  expansion  of  Guidance  Services  in  Medfleld.

I  herewith  submit  my  first  Annual  Report  as  the  Director  of  Physical 
Education  and  Athletics  for  the  Public  Schools  of  Medfield  for  the  year 
ending  December  31,   1966. 

Physical  Education  in  our  school  s)  stem  starts  in  Grade  1  and  con- 
tinues through  Grade  12.  It  is  a  required  subject  for  all  boys  and  girls 
unless  they  are  excused  for  medical  reasons. 

At  the  elementary  school  level  classes  are  of  short  duration  and 
geared  to  group  activities.  Basic  skills  using  the  large  muscle  groups  of 
the  body  are  taught  such  activities  as  simple  rhythms,  quiet  and  active 
games.  These  are  aimed  at  developing  coordination  in  the  youngsters. 

In  Grades  3-4-5,  simple  games  and  stunts  are  introduced,  with  par- 
ticular emphasis  being  placed  upon  the  coordination  of  the  mind  with 
physical  ability.  Basic  skills  of  running,  throwing,  jumping  and  catching, 
along  with  lead-up  games  which  teach  the  essentials  of  team  sports  are 
incorporated  into  this  program.  These  are  conducive  to  the  further  de- 
velopment of  coordination  and  to  the  learning  of  essential  techniques  of 
team  sports.  Tumbling,  balancing  and  other  types  of  mat  work  are  begun 
at  this  level. 

At  the  Junior  High  School  the  emphasis  is  on  basic  techniques  for 
team  games  and  for  individual  sports.  The  fundamentals  of  football, 
basketball  and  baseball  are  introduced.  Also  included  are  activities  such 
as  badminton,  volleyball,  tumbling  and  gymnastics.  Gymnastic  apparatus 
such  as  the  parallel  bars,  side  horse,  uneven  bar,  horizontal  bar,  ropes 
and  mats  are  brought  into  play. 

At  the  High  School  level,  team  games  are  also  taught  but  now  the 
emphasis  is  on  the  teamwork  that  is  needed  for  the  successful  fulfillment 
of  the  skills  that  have  been  learned.  More  attention  is  now  given  to  the 
individual  sports  for  their  carry-over  values  in  later  life.  More  difficult 
skills  on  the  apparatus  and  mats  are  taught. 

This  year  in  cooperation  with  the  President's  Council  on  Youth 
Fitness  and  the  National  Association  of  Health,  Physical  Education  and 
Recreation,  a  physical  fitness  test  was  administered  to  all  students  in 
Grades  5  through  12.  It  is  my  pleasure  to  report  that  our  students  com- 
pared favorably  with  the  national  norms  that  have  been  established  for 
this  test. 

At  present,  as  part  of  our  co-curricula  program,  we  have  intramural 
activities  in  flag  football,  basketball,  volleyball,  golf  and  body  building 
and  winter  track.  We  also  have  field  varsity  and  junior  varsity  teams  in 
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the  following  sports:  cheerleading,  cross  country,  football,  boys'  and 
girls'  basketball,  boys'  and  girls'  tennis,  baseball  and  softball.  We  also 
have  an  informal  outdoor  track  team  that  finished  third  in  the  Tri-Valley 
Conference  Meet  and  produced  the  State  880-yard  Champion  in  John 
Kellar,  a  member  of  the  class  of  1967.  Our  varsity  football  team  is 
presently  the   champion   of  the  Tri-Valley  Conference. 

The  Athletic  Department  would  like  to  thank  the  Medfield  School 
Booster  Club  for  the  support  they  have  given  to  all  of  our  athletic  teams 
this  year.  We  are  most  happy  to  have  awarded  at  the  Annual  All-Sports 
Banquet  the  Booster  Club  Award  which  this  year  went  to  Miss  Michelle 
Walker  the  generous  amount  of  $200  was  presented  for  her  use  in  furth- 
ering her  education.  The  School  Department  and  Town  of  Medfield  are 
very  fortunate  to  have  such  dedicated  people  to  help  support  our  school 
activities. 

Although  physical  education  and  athletics  are  primarily  concerned 
with  the  physical  well-being  of  the  students,  such  as  posture,  health, 
ability  to  perform  in  specific  games  and  stunts,  they  also  concern  them- 
selves with  the  social  side  of  life;  that  is,  to  help  our  young  men  and 
women  to  work  and  play  successfully  and  live  harmoniously  with 
their  neighbors.  They  also  attempt  to  develop  the  qualities  of  courage, 
initiative,  cooperation  and  self-confidence.

REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  LUNCH  PROGRAM 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  director  of  the 
School  Lunch  Program. 

In  planning  the  school  lunch,  our  menus  must  meet  certain  require- 
ments in  order  to  share  in  the  distribution  of  government  commodities 
and  the  government  reimbursement  program;  both  of  which  enable  us 
to  serve  a  student  lunch  at  low  cost.  For  many  years  the  price  of  a  lunch 
to  students  remained  at  twenty  five  cents. 

Early  in  1966  a  decided  drop  in  the  surplus  foods  available  for  the 
School  Lunch  Program  was  noticed.  By  the  end  of  December  very  few 
of  the  protein  items  so  necessary  to  meet  the  requirements  set  up  for 
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lo  increase  the  price  of  the  student  lunches  from  twenty  five  cents  to 
the  type  A  meal  remained  available.  With  rising  food  costs  in  the  mar- 
ket and  the  shortage  of  these  surplus  commodities,  it  became  necessary 
thirty  cents  and  the  adult  cost  from  forty  five  cents  to  fifty  cents. 

I  have  compared  our  program  with  the  supervisors  of  several  other 
programs  of  surrounding  communities  and  have  found  many  of  their 
programs  are  operating  in  the  red.  Several  of  them  have  been  obliged  to 
seek  an  appropriation  from  town  funds  in  order  to  carry  on  their  pro- 
grams. With  the  increased  cost  to  students  and  adults  in  the  Medfield 
program,  I  hope  the  added  revenue  will  aid  in  continuing  to  balance 
the  budget. 

On  February  28th,  the  new  Junior  High  School  opened.  The  parti- 
cipation was  very  good  and  the  sixth  graders  soon  became  adjusted  to 
their  new  surroundings.  It  became  necessary  to  add  three  new  workers  to 
to  the  cafeteria  staff  for  that  school,  and  transfer  two  others  from  an- 
other school,  who  were  trained  with  the  new  school  in  mind.  The  cafe- 
teria staff  now  has  a  complement  of  nineteen  workers,  divided  among  the 
four  schools.  There  is  a  decided  increase  in  the  cost  of  the  payroll. 

Participation  in  the  program  has  increased  over  last  year's  figures 
and  the  milk  sales  have  also  increased. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  express  my  grati- 
tude to  all  the  school  personnel  who  have  been  so  helpful  to  me  this 
past  year;  and  to  thank  the  cafeteria  staff  for  their  cooperation  and 
for  the  tremendous  job  they  are  doing  to  make  the  School  Lunch 
Program  a  success.

ANNUAL  REPORT  ADULT  EDUCATION 

To  The  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

January  10,  1966  was  the  beginning  of  the  second  semester  of  the 
1965-1966  Adult  Education  Program.  A  total  of  fifteen  classes,  in  eleven 
different  courses  were  continued  by  the  director.  The  courses  offered 
were  in  Rug  Braiding,  Knitting,  Sewing,  Typing,  Art,  Modern  Math, 
Woodworking.  Physical  Education  for  Women  and  for  Men,  Bridge,  and 
Drivers  Education.  These  courses  were  offered  every  Monday,  Tuesday 
and  Thursday  evenings  between  7:00  P.M.  and  10:00  P.M.  for  ten  addi- 
tional weeks. 
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The  1966-1967  Adult  Education  Program  expanded  for  the  fourth 
consecutive  year,  offering  nineteen  different  courses.  Of  the  nineteen 
courses  offered,  classes  were  established  and  operating.  New  courses  of- 
fered were:  Flower  Arrangement,  Conversational  French  and  Square 
Dancing.  A  special  course  consisting  of  ten  lectures  were  offered  to  the 
school  secretaries  from  Medfield  and  several  surrounding  towns. 

Four  hundred  twenty-seven  persons  registered  for  the  above  courses 
which  were  offered  on  Monday,  Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  between 
7:00  P.M.  and  10:00  P.M.  for  twenty  weeks  beginning  the  week  of 
October  3,  1966  and  ending  the  week  of  March  27,  1967. 

This  year  we  requested  and  were  granted  both  Federal  and  State 
Funds  to  support  the  Adult  Education  Program.  The  funds  will  pay  for 
the  expenses  of  the  sewing  classes,  the  rug  braiding,  knitting  and  flower 
arrangement  class. 

The  Achievement  Night  for  the  1966-1967  Adult  Education  Pro- 
gram will  be    held  on  Thursday,  April  6,  1967.

In  February  the  Tuberculin  Tine  Test  was  offered  to  grade  one,  as 
recommended  by  the  Division  and  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service. 

The  Tuberculin  Tine  Test  is  an  intraderal  Test  for  the  detection  of 
Tuberculosis  sensitivity,  and  is  only  a  screening.  However,  the  most  im- 
portant phase  of  a  screening  program  is  that  of  "follow-ups"  of  reactions. 

The  Tine  Test  unit  is  disposable  thereby  eliminating  the  need  for 
special  syringes,  needles  and  equipment  for  tuberculin  testing.  It  is  an  ac- 
curate, safe,   rapid  method  of  conducting  mass  tuberculosis   screening. 
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Through  the  Medfield  Board  of  Health  and  Division  of  Public  Health 
the  Tine  Test  Units  were  granted  to  the  School  Health  Department  with- 
out any  cost  to  the  Town  or  school.

MEDFIELD,  MASSACHUSETTS 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

The  Board  of  Health  meets  the  second  Friday  of  each  month  at 
11:00  A.M.  in  the  Town  House.  This  year  "Special  Meetings"  outnum- 
bered the  regular  meetings  to  deal  with  various  new  problems. 

Licenses  have  been  issued  to  dealers  selling  or  transporting  Methyl 
or  Wood  Alcohol,  the  Manufacturing  of  Ice  Cream,  and  to  the  Directors 
of  the  Roberts  Funeral  Home.  In  addition  licenses  were  issued  to  all 
establishments  handling  food  after  said  establishments  were  inspected 
and  approved  by  a  registered  Sanitarian. 

The  Garbage  Contract  was  renewed.  Collections  were  made  once 
a  week  in  winter  and  twice  weekly  during  the  summer. 

A  member  of  the  Board  of  Health  attends  the  monthly  meetings  of 
the   Visiting   Nurses  Association. 

A  Measles  Clinic  was  held  in  November  sponsored  by  the  Visiting 
Nurses  Association,  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  the  Medfield 
Board  of  Health.  Another  series  of  Clinics  will  be  held  in  March  1967. 

At  the  Town  Dump  a  program  of  partial  land  fill  has  been  main- 
tained throughout  the   year. 
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A  new  system  of  disposing  and  burning  of  brush  has  been  used  and 
this  has  cut  down  the  number  of  brush  fires. 

An  eighty  foot  extension  of  the  chain  link  fence  has  been  installed.

The  Civil  Defense  Department  has  had  a  reasonably  successful  year 
with  the  installation  of  its  radio  communications  equipment,  linking  us 
to  the  State  Sector  Civil  Defense  Office,  the  addition  of  two  radio  opera- 
tors and  the  certification  of  an  instructor  in  the  Medical  Self-Help  Pro- 
gram, and  having  two  of  our  auxiliary  police  officers  attend  a  formal 
course  at  the  Topsfield  Training  Academy. 

The  auxiliary  police  have  put  in  1,055  hours  of  uniformed  service 
to  augment  the  regular  department  and  to  provide  additional  coverage 
over  the  several  special  holidays  and  weekends. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  Highway  Department,  the  Police  Depart- 
ment, the  Fire  Department  and  other  town  officials  for  their  cooperation 
and  especially  thank  those  who  have  contributed  so  freely  of  their  time 
and  energy  and  talents  to  the  Civil  Defense  Department.

1966 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Selectmen: 

MEETINGS 

The  Planning  Board  found  it  necessary  to  meet  once  each  week 
during  1966  and  plan  to  continue  on  this  schedule  during  1967. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  Wednesday  night  meetings,  the  board 
members  have  met  Thursday  evenings  in  work  sessions  to  complete  the 
revision  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Governing  the  Subdivision  of 
Land.  They  have  also  met  either  on  Saturday  or  Sunday  mornings  near- 
ly every  week  to  make  inspections  of  street  construction  in  the  various 
subdivisions  and  of  the  proposed  sites  for  new  subdivision  areas. 

The  Planning  Board's  regular  meetings  are  held  each  Wednesday 
evening,  beginning  at  8:00  P.M.,  in  the  Selectmen's  Office  at  the  Town 
Hall.

ZONING  BY-LAW 

During  the  early  part  of  1966,  the  Master  Plan  Implementation 
Committee  and  the  Board  worked  on  a  revision  to  the  Zoning  By-law. 
At  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  held  on  March  14,  16,  and  21,  1966,  the 
town  voted  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-law  under  Article  57.  This  amend- 
ment gave  the  town  more  regulatory  powers  with  respect  to  apartment 
buildings  and  also  clarified  the  set-back  requirements  on  corner  lots. 

The  amendment  was  approved  by  the  Attorney  General  on  April 
20,  1966. 

An  article  is  being  prepared  for  the  March  1967  Annual  Town 
Meeting  to  provide  for  a  technical  change  in  the  numbering  of  the  refer- 
ences in  the  Zoning  By-law. 

BUILDING  CODE 

The  revision  of  the  Building  Code  which  was  passed  at  the  Special 
Town  Meeting  on  Monday,  November  22,  1965,  was  approved  by  the 
Attorney  General  on  April  20,  1966.  Copies  have  been  printed  and 
turned  over  to  the  Building  Inspector. 
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The  Board  has  requested  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  establish  a 
permanent  Building  Code  Committee  as  recommended  by  the  committee 
that  compiled  the  code.  The  purpose  of  this  committee  wuold  be  to 
assist  the  Building  Inspector  in  interpreting  the  new  code,  to  keep  a 
record  of  future  revisions  and  to  make  proposals  for  changes.

TOTAL  LOTS  RELEASED  IN  1966  68 

In  connection  with  the  subdivisions,  the  Planning  Board  is  respon- 
sible for  obtaining  sufficient  surety  to  cover  the  construction  of  all 
streets  in  subdivisions  before  lots  are  released  for  building  purposes.  Dur- 
ing this  past  year  the  Board  received  $77,220.00,  released  $73,530.00, 
and  has  on  hand  with  the  Town  Treasurer  the  sum  of  $69,225.00. 
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The  following  subdivision  streets  or  portions  thereof  were  recom- 
mended to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  for  acceptance  by  the  Town:

The  completion  of  these  streets  involved  much  detailed  clerical 
work  and  any  on-site  inspections  by  the  board  members. 

Mr.  Charles  C.  Cain  was  appointed  to  continue  serving  the  Board 
as  its  authorized  agent  to  sign  plans  that  come  under  the  category  of 
"Subdivision  Control  Law  Not  Required".  Twenty-eight  of  these  Nplans 
were  approved  this  year. 

MASTER  PLAN  IMPLEMENTATION  COMMITTEE: 

The  Planning  Board  continued  co-ordinating  their  activities  with 
this  committee  and  turned  over  approximately  two  hundred  copies  of 
the  Master  Plan  Summary  Report  to  them  for  their  use  and  distribution 
to  new  residents. 

ROUTE  109 

The  Board  of  Selectman  and  the  Planning  Board  have  closely 
followed  the  action  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works  on  the  petition 
for  the  relocation  of  Route  109.  The  last  communications,  dated  June 
22nd  and  October  28th,  with  Mr.  Joseph  T.  Cronin,  District  Highway 
Engineer,  Dept.  of  Public  Works,  stated  that  the  area  had  been  flown 
and  the  maps  of  the  general  area  had  been  made. 

SOILS  SURVEY 

The  Board  met  with  Mr.  James  R.  Woglom  of  Metcalf  &  Eddy  to 
discuss  a  possible  "Soils  Survey"  for  the  Medfield.  This  study  would  be 
a  preliminary  step  prior  to  extending  the  public  utilities  in  the  town. 
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On  August  12,  1966,  Mr.  Woglom  presented  Metcalf  &  Eddy's  pre- 
liminary proposal  for  additional  master  plan  studies  for  Medfield.  These 
consisted  of  the  following: 

(1)  Town-wide   base   map 

(2)  Operational  Soils  Survey 

(3)  Neighborhood  Analyses  and  Urban  Renewal  Study 

(4)  Recommended  Master  Plan  and  Zoning  By-law  Revisions 

LOW  INCOME  HOUSING  FOR  THE  ELDERLY 

The  Board  met  with  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  other  interested 
town  departments  to  discuss  and  investigate  the  possibility  and  desira- 
bility of  developing  this  type  of  bousing  for  Medfield.  A  committee  has 
been  set  up  to  study  this  further  and  an  article  has  been  placed  in  the 
warrant  to  establish  a  Housing  Authority  in  Medfield. 

STREET  NUMBERING 

The  Board  assisted  Mr.  Charles  E.  Downe  with  his  preparation  of 
the  street  numbering  system,  especially  as  it  pertained  to  the  houses  in 
the  subdivisions.  Mr.  Standley  has  attended  meetings  since  the  ac- 
ceptance of  this  numbering  system  to  help  co-ordinate  the  Planning 
Board's  part  of  its  implementation. 

STREET  IMPROVEMENT 

The  reconstruction  of  a  portion  of  Green  St.  and  Summer  St.  and 
the  reconstruction  of  Green  St.  over  its  unimproved  length  was  suggested 
to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  by  the  Planning  Board.  The  Selectmen  have 
placed  an  article  in  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  Warrant  for  the  town's 
consideration. 

CONSERVATION 

Members  of  the  Board  attended  meetings  to  discuss  in  detail  the 
provisions  of  the  Hatch  Act  and  the  preservation  of  wetland  areas  in 
the  town. 

TOWN  BEAUTIFICATION 

A  new  venture  was  undertaken  this  year  and  the  results  were  re- 
warding. The  Board  met  with  representatives  of  three  companies,  Gulf 
Oil  Corp.,  Mobil  Oil  Corp.,  and  Fernandes  Realty  Corp.,  to  urge  that 
every  consideration  be  given  to  careful  landscaping  of  the  land  around 
their  new  facilities.  The  two  oil  companies  worked  with  Ellis  Allen,  Tree 
Warden,  and  their  stations  have  been  improved  by  the  addition  of 
several  planting  areas  and  landscape  work.  Fernandes  Realty  Corp.  has 
agreed  to  set  up  four  planting  areas  in  the  customer  parking  lot  at  their 
new  store  on  Route  109. 
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UNDERGROUND  WIRING 

The  Board  is  very  interested  in  the  installation  of  underground 
utilities.  It  has  met  with  representatives  of  the  Boston  Edison  Company 
and  the  New  England  Telephone  Company  to  discuss  this  in  detail,  and  it 
is  now  considering  adding  this  requirement  in  the  land  subdivision  rules 
and  regulations.  Some  underground  wiring  has  already  been  installed 
in  subdivisions  this  year. 

IN  GENERAL 

The  Planning  Board  urges  citizens  and  town  groups  who  have  sug- 
gestions for  the  improvement  of  our  town  to  meet  with  the  Board.  Much 
needs  to  be  done.

insurance. 

(b)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  shall  be  credited  with 
the  unused  portion  of  sick  leave  granted  under  subsection  (a)  up 
to  a  maximum  of  60  days. 

(c)  If  the  amount  of  sick  leave  credit  provided  or  under  subsection 
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(b)  has  been  or  is  about  to  be  exhausted,  an  employee  may  make 
application  for  additional  allowance  to  that  provided  under  sub- 
section (a).  Such  application  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  which  is 
authorized  to  grant  such  additional  allowance  as  it  may  determine 
to  be  equitable  after  reviewing  all  circumstances  including  the 
employee's  attendance  and  performance  record  prior  to  conditions 
supporting  his  request  for  additional  allowance. 

(d)  Sick  leave  must  be  authorized  by  the  department  head  and 
must  be  reported,  on  blanks  provided  for  same,  to  the  Board. 

(e)  A  physician's  certificate  of  illness  may  be  requested  by  the* 
department  head  after  three  days  absence  or  after  a  series  of  re- 
peated absences  during  the  year.  This  certificate  shall  be  forwarded 
by  the  department  head  to  the  Board. 

(f )  The  Board  may  of  its  own  motion,  require  a  medical  examina- 
tion of  any  employee  who  reports  his  inability  to  report  for  duty 
because  of  illness.  This  examination  would  be  at  the  expense  of  the 
Town  by  a  physician  appointed  by  the  Board. 

(g)  Injury,  illness  or  disability  self-imposed,  or  resulting  from  the 
use  of  alcohol  or  drugs  shall  not  be  considered  a  proper  claim  for 
sick  leave  under  this  Section. 

(h)  An  employee  who  is  incapacitated  by  reason  of  an  injury 
sustained  in  the  course  of  and  arising  out  of  his  employment  by  the 
town  may  elect  to  receive  from  his  accumulated  sick  leave  the  dif- 
ference between  his  normal  work  week  compensation  and  the  weekly 
indemnity  of  the  Workman's  Compensation  Act,  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  incapacity. 

(i)  Notification  of  absence  due  to  illness  must  be  made  as  early 
as  possible  on  the  first  day  of  absence,  either  to  the  employee's  im- 
mediate superior  or  to  the  department  head. 

(j)  Nothing  in  this  seection  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with 
Section  100  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  and  in  the  event  of 

such  conflict  the  provisions  of  said  (Section  100  of  Chapter  41  shall 
prevail  as  to  employees  covered  by  said  Section  100  of  Chatper  41. 
or  do  or  act  anything  in  relation  thereto.

AREA  REGULATIONS  (Not  applicable  to  Apart- 
ment house  lots) 

By  changing  the  caption  SECTION  VIII.  ADMINISTRATION  to 
SECTION  IX.  ADMINISTRATION. 

By  deleting  in  their  entirety  the  paragraphs  numbered  1.  and  2.  of 
SECION  IV.  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  USES  and  by  substituting  for 
said  numbered  paragraphs  the  following : 

1.  Any  use  permitted  under  Paragraph  1.  and  2.  of  SECTION  III. 
"B"  RESIDENCE  DISTRICT  USES. 

2 

By  adding  the  following  new  Section : 

SECTION  VI.     APARTMENTS 

An  apartment  or  apartment  house  is  herewith  defined  as  a  building 
intended  and  designed  to  be  occupied  by  more  than  two  families  living 
independently  in  separate  dwelling  units.  Each  dwelling  unit  shall  be 
separated  by  sound  proof  party  walls  and/or  floors  from  each  other, 
with  each  apartment  having  individual  living,  sleeping,  kitchen  and  toilet 
facilities.  Each  apartment  building  shall  occupy  one  lot  in  single  owner- 
ship throughout.  Professional  offices  and  home  occupations  are  specific- 
ally excluded  from  apartment  house  units. 

Apartments  or  apartment  houses  may  be  constructed  in  "B"  Resi- 
dence Districts  only,  subject  to  the  following  rules  and  regulations: 

1.      Height  and  Bulk  Regulations 

(a)  Maxium  height  shall  be  limited  to  thirty-five  (35)  feet  above 
the  average  elevation  of  the  finished  grades  of  the  building  lot. 
Height  shall  be  measured  to  the  highest  point  on  the  roof  of 
the  building. 

(b)  Maximum  number  of  stories  shall  be  limited  to  three,  includ- 
ing the  basement  level.  A  story  is  defined  as  that  part  of  a 
building  between  any  floor  and  the  floor  or  roof  next  above. 
For  the  purpose  of  this  Zoning  By-Law,  where  a  building  is 
not  divided  into  stories,  a  story  shall  be  considered  fifteen  (15) 
feet  in  height.  Steeples,  cupolas,  stage  lofts,  and  the  like  shall 
not  be  considered  as  additional  stories.  A  basement,  or  cellar, 
the  ceiling  of  which  extends  more  than  five  (5)  feet  above 
the  average  finished  grade  of  the  lot,  shall  be  considered  a 
story  within  the  meaning  of  this  By-law. 
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(c)  Floor-area  ratio  shall  not  exceed  0.40.  The  floor-area  ratio  is 
defined  as  the  ratio  of  the  net  floor  area  of  the  apartment 
building  to  the  total  lot  area.  Net  floor  area  is  the  sum  of  the 
areas  used  for  living,  sleeping,  kitchen  and  toilet  use  only,  of 
the  several  floors  of  a  building,  measured  from  the  exterior 
faces  of  the  walls  but  shall  not  include  areas  used  for  hallways, 
closets  and  the  like. 

(d)  The  minimum  usable  green  space  shall  not  be  less  than  25% 
of  the  area  of  the  lot.  Green  space  is  defined  as  space  in  a  yard 
or  within  a  setback  area  on  a  lot  that  is  unoccupied  by  build- 
ings, unobstructed  to  the  sky,  not  devoted  to  service  driveways 
or  off-street  loading  or  parking  spaces  and  available  to  all 
occupants  of  the  building  on  the  lot. 

(e)  The  minimum  residential  floor  area  shall  be  five  hundred  (500) 
square  feet  of  living  space  per  dwelling  unit.  Living  space 
shall  mean  the  total  of  the  floor  area  of  rooms  used  or  intended 
to  be  used  as  living,  sleeping,  and  kitchen  purposes  only. 

2.  Area  and  Width  Regulations 

(a)  The  minimum  lot  size  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve 
thousand  (12,000)  square  feet  for  the  first  two  (2)  family 
units,  plus  an  additional  three  thousand  (3,000)  square  feet 
for  each  additional  family  unit,  and  not  less  than  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  wide.  (See  SECTION  VIII.  Par.  5  for  lot  width  re- 
quirements) 

3.  Yards 

(a)  Rear  Yard  —  minimum  depth  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  (50) 
ft. 

Rear  yard  shall  mean  a  space,  unoccupied,  extending  for  the 
full  width  of  the  lot  between  the  rear  line  of  the  building  wall 
and  the  rear  lot  line. 

(b)  Side  Yard  —  minimum  width  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty 
(20)  ft. 

Side  yard  shall  mean  an  unoccupied  space  extending  for  the 
full  length  of  a  building  between  the  nearest  building  wall  and 
the  side  lot  line. 

(c)  Front  Yard  —  minimum  depth  shall  not  be  less  than  forty 
(40)  ft. 

Front  Yard  small  mean  a  space  extending  for  the  full  width 
of  the  lot  between  the  front  line  of  the  nearest  building  wall 
and  the  front  lot  line. 
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(d)  Corner  Lots 

Yard  requirements  for  lots  located  on  the  corners  of  two 
streets  shall  be  considered  as  two  (2)  front  yards,  one  (1) 
side  yard,  and  one  ( 1 )  rear  yard. 

(e)  Projections  into  the  required  yards  or  other  required  open 
spaces  shall  not  exceed  four  (4)  feet. 

4.  Off-street  Parking 

(a)  Two  (2)  off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  for  each 
family  unit. 

(b)  The  minimum  size  for  each  parking  space  shall  be  ten  (10) 
feet  wide  by  twenty  (20)  feet  long  —  two  hundred  (200) 
square  feet.  Access  areas  and  maneuvering  space  shall  be 
in  addition  to  the  required  parking  space  area. 

(c)  No  off-street  parking  space  or  accessory  off-street  parking 
shall  be  permitted  within  the  front  yard  area. 

(d)  All  parking  areas  containing  more  than  five  (5)  parking 
spaces  shall  be  effectively  screened  on  the  side  that  faces  the 
side  and/or  rear  lot  line.  The  screening  shall  consist  of  a  solid 
fence  or  wall  not  less  than  four  (4)  feet  nor  more  than  six 
(6)  feeet  in  height,  or  by  use  of  shrubbery,  or  by  both. 

(e)  Parking  spaces  shall  be  arranged  so  that  no  motor  vehicle  will 
be  parked  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  any  side  lot  line,  or  within 
ten  (10)  feet  of  any  rear  lot  line. 

5.  Waste  Water  Disposal 

(a)  All  waste  water  shall  be  disposed  of  by  means  of  adequate 
connection  to  the  sewerage  system  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

6.  Site  Plans 

(a)  A  Site  Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Building  Inspector  and 
shall  show  the  following : 

(1)  Dimension  of  the  lot. 

(2)  All  proposed  buildings. 

(3)  Structures. 

(4)  Parking  facilities. 

(5)  Service  areas. 

(6)  Open  space. 

(7)  Front,  side  and  rear  yard  areas. 

(8)  Any  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  determine 
that  the  requirements  of  the  preceding  sections  (Section 
VI.  Sub-sections  1  through  5)  shall  be  met. 
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(b)  Upon  approval  of  the  Site  Plan,  the  builder  of  the  apartment 
or  apartment  house  may  apply  for  a  Building  Permit  under 
the  appropriate  section  of  the  Building  Code,  Town  of  Med- 
field,  Massachusetts. 

By  adding  the  following  new  paragraph  to  SECTION  VIII. 
AREA  REGULATIONS. 

9.  CORNER  LOTS  IN  ALL  DISTRICTS.  A  corner  lot  is  de- 
fined as  a  lot  which  has  an  interior  angle  of  less  than  135  degrees 
at  the  intersection  of  the  two  street  lines.  On  corner  lots,  the  build- 
ing lot  shall  be  considered  as  having  two  (2)  front  yards,  (one 
facing  each  street),  one  (1)  side  yard,  and  one  (1)  rear  yard.

Article  4.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Tresurer  with  the  approval  of 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  from  time  to  time  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  the  financial  year  beginning  January  1,  1966,  and  to  issue  a 
note  or  notes  therefor  payable  within  one  year  and  to  renew  any  note 
or  notes  as  may  be  given  for  a  period  of  less  than  one  year  in  accord- 
ance with  Chapter  44,  Section  17,  General  Laws. 

Article  5.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Collector  to  use  all  means  in  the 
collection  of  taxes  as  the  Treasurer  might  if  elected  to  that  office. 

Article  6.  Voted  to  amend  the  Personnel  Administration  Plan  — 
Town  of  Medfield  By-Law  adopted  November  30,  1964,  as  amended,  by 
deleting  therefrom  in  its  entirety  the  paragraph  captioned  SICK  LEAVE 
14.  and  by  substituting  therefor  a  new  paragraph  as  follows: 

SICK  LEAVE  14. 

(a)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  who  has  completed 
thirty  weeks  of  service  following  original  employment  shall  be  al- 
lowed fifteen  sick  days  leave  with  pay  each  calendar  year  or  one 
and  one-quarter  days  for  each  month  thereof  if  in  any  year  his 
employment  is  less  than  thirty  weeks,  provided  such  leave  is  caused 
by  sickness  or  injury  or  by  exposure  to  contagious  disease,  but  not 
injury  sustained  in  other  employment  or  injury  recoverable  by 
insurance. 
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(b)  An  employee  in  continuous  employment  shall  be  credited  with 
the  unused  portion  of  sick  leave  granted  under  subsection  (a)  up 
to  a  maximum  of  60  days. 

(c)  If  the  amount  of  sick  leave  credit  provided  for  under  subsec- 
tion (b)  has  been  or  is  about  to  be  exhausted,  an  employee  may 
make  application  for  additional  allowance  to  that  provided  under 
subsection  (a).  Such  application  shall  be  made  to  the  Board  which 
is  authorized  to  grant  such  additional  allowance  as  it  may  deter- 
mine to  be  equitable  after  reviewing  all  circumstances  including 
the  employee's  attendance  and  performance  record  prior  to  condi- 
tion supporting  his  request  for  additional  allowance. 

(d)  Sick  leave  must  be  authorized  by  the  department  head  and 
must  be  reported,  on  blanks  provided  for  same,  to  the  Board. 

(e)  A  physician's  certificate  of  illness  may  be  requested  by  the 
department  head  after  three  days  absence  or  after  a  series  of  re- 
peated absences  during  the  year.  This  certificate  shall  be  forwarded 
by  the  department  head  to  the  Board. 

(f )  The  Board  may  of  its  own  motion,  require  a  medical  examina- 
tion of  any  employee  who  reports  his  inability  to  report  for  duty 
because  of  illness.  This  examination  would  be  at  the  expense  of  the 
Town  by  a  physician  appointed  by  the  Board. 

(g)  Injury,  illness  or  disability  self-imposed,  or  resulting  from 
the  use  of  alcohol  or  drugs  shall  not  be  considered  a  proper  claim 
for  sick  leave  under  this  Section. 

(h)  An  employee  who  is  incapacitated  by  reason  of  an  injury 
sustained  in  the  course  of  an  arising  out  of  his  employment  by  the 
Town  may  elect  to  receive  from  his  accumulated  sick  leave  the  dif- 
ference between  his  normal  work  week  compensation  and  the  weekly 
indemnity  of  the  Workman's  Compensation  Act,  beginning  with  the 
first  day  of  incapacity. 

(i)  Notification  of  absence  due  to  illness  must  be  made  as  early 
as  possible  on  the  first  day  of  absence,  either  to  the  employee's  im- 
mediate superior  or  to  the  department  head. 

(j)  Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  be  construed  to  conflict  with 
Section  100  of  Chapter  41  of  the  General  Laws,  and  in  the  event 
of  such  conflict  the  provisions  of  said  Section  100  of  Chapter  41  shall 
prevail  as  to  employees  covered  by  said  Section  100  of  Chapter  41.

March  16,  1966 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Amos  C. 
Kingsbury  School  at  7:30  P.M. 

Prior  to  action  on  Article  20  it  was  voted  to  reconsider  Item  6, 
Selectmen's  Other  Expenses  as  Vandalism  in  the  amount  of  $500.00  was 
caused  at  the  North  Street  School  necessitating  immediate  repairs. 
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Under  Article  3.  —  Selectmen's  Other  Expenses  it  was  voted  to 
increase  Item  6  from  the  original  appropriation  of  $1,216.00  to  $1,716.00. 

Article  20.  Voted  to  raise  and  approriate  the  sum  of  $12,000.00 
for  the  purpose  of  making  extraordinary  repairs  and  alterations  to  the 
existing  Public  Library  Building  at  Main  and  Pleasant  Streets. 

Article  21.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  after  a  vote  of  211 
in  the  affirmative  and  186  in  the  negative  failed  to  meet  the  required 
two  thirds  majority  needed  to  negotiate  a  Bond  Issue. 

NOTE :  Prior  to  action  on  this  article  the  Board  of  Trustees  sub- 
mitted to  the  meeting  plans,  specifications  and  estimates 
of  the  probable  cost  or  expense  of  the  project  in  accord- 
ance with  Article  1,  Section  6  of  the  Town  By-Laws 
adopted  on  March  8,  1926. 

The  Library  Trustees  had  sought  the  sum  of  $183,000.00  for  the 
Library  Expansion  Project;  $123,000.00  to  be  raised  by  Bond  Issue  and 
$60,000.00  transferred  from  the  Stabilization  Fund,  said  latter  amount 
to  be  replaced  when  received  from  the  Federal  Aid  Grant. 

Prior  to  action  on  Article  22  it  was  voted  to  reconsider  Article  20 
in  view  of  the  failure  of  Article  21  to  pass. 

Voted  to  rescind  the  original  appropriation  of  $12,000.00  voted  for 
Article  20  and  that  this  article  be  dismissed. 

Article  22.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  as  the  failure  to 
appropriate  funds  for  the  new  Library  Expansion  Project  eliminated 
the  need  for  the  appointment  of  a  Public  Library  Building  Committee. 
(A  motion  to  reconsider  Item  8  of  Article  3  failed  to  pass). 

Article  23.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $6,700.00  for 
the  reconstruction  and  resurfacing  of  Main  Street  (Route  109)  and  to 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  enter  into  any  and  all  contracts 
necessary  or  incidental  thereto;  said  money  to  be  used  with  funds  al- 
lotted by  the  County  and  State. 

Article  24.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $850.00  to 
install  a  guard  fence  on  the  easterly  side  of  Spring  Street  and  extend- 
ing from  Kingsbury's  Pond  southerly  for  a  distance  of  two  hundred 
(200)  feet. 

Article  25.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of  $10,- 
000.00  was  sought  for  reconstructing  a  section  of  Granite  Street. 
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Article  26.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $10,400.00 
for  the  purpose  of  resurfacing  a  section  of  Spring  Street  under  the 
Street  Resurfacing  Program. 

Article  27.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $11,700.00 
for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Dump  Truck  for  the  Street  Department  and 
authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  or  trade  the  Walter  Snowfighter 
as  part  of  the  purchase  price. 

Article  28.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  the  sum 
of  $7,500.00  was  sought  for  the  purchase  of  a  dump  truck  for  the  Street 
Department. 

Article  29.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00 
for  the  purchase  of  a  four-wheel  drive  pickup  truck  and  plow  for  the 
Street  Department  and  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  sell  or  trade 
a  1959  Dodge  pickup  truck  as  part  of  the  purchase  price. 

Article  30.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,975.00 
for  the  purchase  of  a  new  equipped  Police  Cruiser  and  to  authorize  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  trade  or  sell  as  part  of  the  purchase  price  the 
present  1964  Chevrolet  sedan. 

Article  31.  Voted  that  this  article  be  dismissed  wherein  a  sum 
of  money  was  sought  for  the  purchase  of  a  Radar-Timer  for  the  use  of 
the  Police  Department. 

Article  32.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,500.00 
to  defray  the  expense  and  cost  of  having  the  Chief  of  Police  attend  the 
National  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation  Academy  for  three  months. 

Article  33.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3,000.00 
for  the  painting  of  Pavement  Markings  on  Public  Ways. 

Article  34.  (Voted  to  defer  action  on  Article  34  until  the  outcome 
of  Article  35  is  determined.) 

Finally,  voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  adoption  of  Gen- 
eral Laws  relative  to  Traffic  Lights  was  suggested. 

Article  35.  Voted  against  appropriating  the  sum  of  $11,160.94  for 
the  installation  of  traffic  lights  at  the  inersection  of  Main,  North  and 
Pleasant  Streets  and  the  intersection  of  Main  and  Spring  Streets. 

Voted  for  passage  of  Article  129. 

Voted  against  passage  of  Article  182. 

Voted  that  the  article  be  dismissed. 
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Article  36.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of  money- 
was  sought  for  the  purchase  of  mechanized  machine  accounting  equip- 
ment for  the  use  of  all  Town  Departments.  The  Selectmen  were  in- 
structed to  appoint  an  advisory  committee  to  look  into  the  advisability 
of  said  equipment  and  report  at  a  future  Town  Meeting. 

Article  37.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Treasurer  and  the  Board  of 
Selectmen  to  execute  and  deliver  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars  (25,- 
000.00)  School  Project  Loan  Act  of  1948  bonds  dated  December  1,  1964 
and  payable  December  1,  1984,  with  coupons  attached  beginning  with 
those  payable  June  1,  1965,  to  replace  bonds  which  have  been  lost  by  the 
owner  thereof,  with  such  security  as  they  may  deem  satisfactory  to  in- 
demnify the  Town  and  its  officers  against  any  additional  expense  or  lia- 
bility on  account  of  the  issue  of  the  replacement  bonds.

laid  out  by  the  Board  of   Selectmen  on  February  15,   1966  and   shown 
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on  plans  referred  to  in  the  Orders  of  Layout  and  on  file  with  the  Town 
Clerk's  Office  and  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  acquire  by- 
eminent  domain  or  otherwise  such  rights,  titles  and  easements,  includ- 
ing drainage  easement,  as  may  be  necessary  to  accomplish  such  purpose.

A  resolution  was  unanimously  made  to  give  the  School  Land  Acqui- 
sition Committee  a  sincere  vote  of  thanks  for  their  extensive  work.

Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  authorization  to 
purchase  a  lot  of  land  for  school  purposes  from  Mrs.  Frances  M.  Cun- 
ning was  sought. 

Article  46.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  authorization  to 
purchase  a  lot  of  land  for  school  purposes  from  the  Beckwith  Post  No. 
110,  Inc.,  American  Legion  was  sought. 

Article  47.  Voted  to  dimiss  this  article  wherein  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Commission  sought  a  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase  of  land 
adjacent  to  the  Swimming  Pond  land. 

Article  48.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of  money 
for  surfacing  the  Swimming  Pond  Parking  Area  was  sought. 

Article  49.  Voted  to  dismiss  this  article  wherein  a  sum  of  money 
was  sought  for  capital  improvements  to  the  Town  Swimming  Facility  off 
Green  Street. 

Article  50.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $500.00 
for  the  purpose  of  improving  the  Baker's  Pond  area. 

Article  51.  Voted  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Park  Commissioners 
to  disburse  from  its  annual  appropriation  miscellaneous  sums  of  money 
for  entry  fees,  the  purchase  of  prizes  and  awards,  and  the  like  in  con- 
nection with  the  participation  of  groups  sponsored  by  the  Commission 
in  meets,  contests,  and  competitions  both  within  and  without  the  confines 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

Article  52.  Voted  to  amend  the  Town  By-Law  of  1926,  as  amended 
by  the  vote  taken  under  Article  8  of  the  Special  Town  Meeting  of  April 
4,  1955  and  as  amended  by  the  action  taken  under  Article  1  of  the  Spe- 
cial Town  Meeting  of  November  26,  1956  by  revoking  the  amendments 
thereby  enacted  and  by  substituting  therefor  the  following  Article  1. 
After  Section  3,  a  new  section  which  shall  read  as  follows : 

"(4)  In  the  event  that  the  Annual  Adjourned  Town  Meeting  or 
any  Special  Town  Meeting  shall  not  have  been  completed  by  10:45 
P.M.  it  shall  be  adjourned  to  a  place  and  time  determined  by  a 
majority  of  the  voters  then  present;  however,  the  Moderator  shall  be 
authorized  to  keep  any  such  Annual  or  Special  Town  Meeting  in 
session  for  an  additional  half  hour  period,  if,  in  his  opinion,  the 
meeting  will  thereby  be  enabled  to  complete  the  remaining  business."

Voted  to  raise  and  appropr.ate  the  sum  of  $900.00  for 
the  purpose  of  providing  recreation  for  the  physically  and  mentally 
handicapped. 

Article  57.  Voted  to  amend  the  Zoning  By-Law  of  the  Town  of 
Medfield  adopted  April  21,  1938,  as  amended  by  making  the  following 
alterations  and  additions  thereto,  viz :

SECTION  VIII.  AREA  REGULATIONS   (Not  applicable  to  Apartment 
house  lots). 

By  changing  the  caption  SECTION  VIII.  ADMINISTRATION  to 
SECTION  IX.  ADMINISTRATION. 

By  deleting  in  their  entirety  the  paragraphs  numbered  1.  and  2. 
of  SECTION  IV.  BUSINESS  DISTRICT  USES  and  by  substituting 
for  said  numbered  paragraphs  the  following: 

1.     Any  use  permitted  under  Paragraphs  1.  and  2.  of  SECTION  III. 
"B"  RESIDENCE  DISTRICT  USES. 
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By  adding  the  following  new  Section : 

SECTION  VI.     APARTMENTS 

An  apartment  or  apartment  house  is  herewith  denned  as  a  building 
intended  and  designed  to  be  occupied  by  more  than  two  families  living 
independently  in  separate  dwelling  units.  Each  dwelling  unit  shall  be 
separated  by  sound  proof  partition  walls  and/or  floors  from  each  other, 
with  each  apartment  having  individual  living,  sleeping,  kitchen  and  toilet 
facilities.  Each  apartment  building  shall  occupy  one  lot  in  single  owner- 
ship throughout.  Professional  offices  and  home  occupations  are  specific- 
ally excluded  from  apartment  house  units. 

Apartments  or  apartment  houses  may  be  constructed  in  "B"  Resi- 
dence District  only,  subject  to  the  following  rules  and  regulations: 
1.      Height  and  Bulk  Regulations 

(a)  Maximum  height  shall  be  limited  to  thirty-five  (35)  feet 
above  the  average  elevation  of  the  finished  grades  of  the  building 
lot.  Height  shall  be  measured  to  the  highest  point  on  the  roof  of 
the  building. 

(b)  Maximum  number  of  stories  shall  be  limited  to  three,  includ- 
ing the  basement  level.  A  story  is  defined  as  that  part  of  a  building 
between  any  floor  and  the  floor  or  roof  next  above.  For  the  purpose 
of  this  Zoning  By-Law,  where  a  building  is  not  divided  into  stories, 
a  story  shall  be  considered  fifteen  (15)  feet  in  height.  Steeples,  cup- 
olas, stage  lofts,  and  the  like  shall  not  be  considered  as  additional 
stories.  A  basement,  or  cellar,  to  be  inhabited,  must  have  the  ceiling 
not  less  than  five  (5)  feet  above  the  average  elevation  of  the  land 
immediately  surrounding  the  building  foundation  wall. 

(c)  Floor-area  ratio  shall  not  exceed  0.40.  The  floor-area  ratio  is 
defined  as  the  ratio  of  the  net  floor  area  of  the  apartment  building 
to  the  total  lot  area.  Net  floor  area  is  the  sum  of  the  areas  used  for 
living,  sleeping,  kitchen  and  toilet  use  only,  of  the  several  floors  of 
a  building,  measured  from  the  exterior  faces  of  the  walls  but  shall 
not  include  areas  used  for  hallways,  closets  and  the  like. 

(d)  The  minimum  usable  green  space  shall  not  be  less  than  25% 
of  the  area  of  the  lot.  Green  space  is  defined  as  space  in  a  yard  or 
within  a  setback  area  on  a  lot  that  is  unoccupied  by  buildings,  un- 
obstructed to  the  sky,  not  devoted  to  service  driveways  or  off-street 
loading  or  parking  spaces  and  available  to  all  occupants  of  the 
building  on  the  lot. 
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(e)  The  minimum  residential  floor  area  shall  be  five  hundred  (500) 
square  feet  of  living  space  per  dwelling  unit.  Living  space  shall 
mean  the  total  of  the  floor  area  of  rooms  used  or  intended  to  be 
used  as  living,  sleeping,  and  kitchen  purposes  only. 

2.  Area  and  Width  Regulations 

(a)  The  minimum  lot  size  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  twelve 
thousand  (12,000)  square  feet  for  the  first  two  (2)  family  units, 
plus  an  additional  three  thousand  (3,000)  square  feet  for  each 
additional  family  unit,  and  not  less  than  one  hundred  100)  feet 
wide.   (SECTION  VII.  Par.  5.  for  lot  width  requirements). 

3.  Yards 

(a)  Rear  Yard  —  minimum  depth  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  (50) 
feet. 

Rear  yard  shall  mean  a  space,  unoccupied,  extending  for  the 
full  width  of  the  lot  between  the  rear  line  of  the  building  wall 
and  the  rear  lot  line. 

(b)  Side  Yard  —  minimum  width  shall  not  be  less  than  twenty 
(20)  feet. 

Side  yard  shall  mean  an  unoccupied  space  extending  for  the 
full  length  of  a  building  between  the  nearest  building  wall  and 
the  side  lot  line. 

(c)  Front  Yard  —  minimum  depth  shall  not  be  less  than  forty 
(40)  feet. 

Front  yard  shall  mean  a  space  extending  for  the  full  width 
of  the  lot  between  the  front  line  of  the  nearest  building  wall 
and  the  front  lot  line. 

(d)  Corner  Lots 

Yard  requirements  for  lots  located  on  the  corners  of  two 
streets  shall  be  considered  as  two  (2)  front  yards,  one  (1) 
side  yard,  and  one  (1)  rear  yard. 

(e)  Projections  into   the  required  yards   or  other   required  open 
spaces  shall  not  exceed  four  (4)  feet. 

4.  Off  street  Parking 

(a)     Two  (2)   off-street  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  for  each 
family  unit. 
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(b)  The  minimum  size  for  each  parking  space  shall  be  ten  (10) 
feet  wide  by  twenty  (20)  feet  long  —  two  hundred  (200) 
square  feet.  Access  areas  and  maneuvering  space  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  required  parking  space  area. 

(c)  No  off -street  parking  space  or  accessory  off-street  parking 
shall  be  permitted  within  the  front  yard  area. 

(d)  All  parking  areas  containing  more  than  five  (5)  parking 
spaces  shall  be  effectively  screened  on  the  side  that  faces  the 
side  and/or  rear  lot  line.  The  screening  shall  consist  of  a  solid 
fence  or  wall  not  less  than  four  (4)  feet  nor  more  than  six 
(6)  feet  in  height,  or  by  use  of  shrubbery,  or  by  both. 

(e)  Parking  spaces  shall  be  arranged  so  that  no  motor  vehicle  will 
be  parked  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  any  side  lot  line,  or  within 
ten  (10)  feet  of  any  rear  lot  line. 

5.  Waste  Water  Disposal 

(a)  All  waste  water  shall  be  disposed  of  by  means  of  adequate 
connection  to  the  sewerage  system  of  the  Town  of  Medfield. 

6.  Site  Plans 

(a)  A  Site  Plan  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Building  Inspector  and 
shall  show  the  following : 

(1)  Dimensions  of  the  lot. 

(2)  All  proposed  buildings. 

(3)  Structures. 

(4)  Parking  facilities. 

(5)  Service  areas. 

(6)  Open  space 

(7)  Front,  side  and  rear  yard  areas. 

(8)  Any  other  information  as  may  be  necessary  to  deter- 
mine that  the  requirements  of  the  proceeding  sections 
(Section  VI.  Sub  (sections  1  through  5)   shall  be  met. 

(b)  Upon  approval  of  the  Site  Plan,  the  builder  of  the  apartment 
or  apartment  house  may  apply  for  a  Building  Permit  under 
the  apropriate  section  of  the  Building  Code,  Town  of  Medfield, 
Massachusetts.

The  Act  imposes  a  temporary  tax  upon  all  retail  sales  of  tangible 
personal  property  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  selling  price. 
Sales  of  certain  items  are  exempted  from  the  tax,  including  but  not 
limited  to  sales  of  food  products  for  human  use,  articles  of  clothing, 
prescription  medicines,  agricultural  machinery  and  certain  publica- 
tions. The  statute  contains  specific  provisions  relating  to  the  registra- 
tion of  vendors,  the  filing  of  returns  and  the  payment  of  the  amounts 
collected  by  such  vendors.  Vendors  may  apply  to  the  State  Tax  Com- 
mission for  abatements  of  the  amounts  owed  where  they  believe  such 
amounts  to  be  excessive,  and  decisions  of  the  Commission  on  such 
application  may  be  reviewed  by  the  Apellate  Tax  Board.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Corporations  and  Taxation  shall  have  the  usual  powers 
and  remedies  provided  for  tax  collection  for  the  collection  of  the  taxes 
imposed  by  this  section.  The  State  Tax  Commission  shall  issue  regu- 
lations necessary  for  proper  administration  and  enforcement  of  the 
section. 

The  Act  further  imposes  a  temporary  excise  upon  the  storage,  use 
or  other  consumption  in  Massachusetts  of  tangible  personal  property 
at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent  of  the  sales  price  of  such  property.  Sales 
upon  which  the  retail  sales  tax  described  above  has  been  imposed,  or 
which  are  exempt  from  the  retail  sales  tax,  shall  be  exempt  from  the 
use  tax,  Sales  upon  which  a  tax  has  been  paid  in  another  jurisdiction 
shall  also  be  exempt.  Assessment,  abatement  and  collection  of  the  use 
tax  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  which  relate  to  the  tax  upon 
retail  sales.  The  tax  upon  retail  sales  and  the  excise  upon  storage,  use 
or  other  consumption  shall  be  effective  during  the  period  from  April  1, 
1966  to  December  31, 1967. 

Each  qualified  taxpayer  shall  be  entitled  to  a  credit  of  four  dollars 
for  himself,  four  dollars  for  his   spouse  and  eight  dollars  for  each 
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qualified  dependent,  but  such  credit  shall  not  be  allowed  if  the  tax- 
able income  of  such  individual  and  his  spouse  exceeds  five  thousand 
dollars  for  the  year.  In  addition  to  the  taxes  described  above,  the  Act 
provides  for  new  excises  upon  certain  banks;  new  taxes  upon  the  in- 
come of  certain  corporations ;  new  taxes  upon  cigarettes ;  a  room  occu- 
pancy excise  upon  rent  paid  for  the  use  of  hotel  rooms  and  other  lodg- 
ing places;  and  excises  upon  sales  of  certain  alcoholic  beverages. 

The  Act  creates  the  Local  Aid  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
educational  assistance,  and  authorizes  the  periodic  distribution  of 
amounts  from  such  Fund  to  the  cities  and  towns.  In  addition,  the  Act 
contains  a  variety  of  provisions  relating  to  the  program  of  State  aid 
to  public  schools,  and  to  its  administration.

The  polls  were  closed  at  8:00  P.M. 

New  absentee  voter  provisions  under  Chapter  54,  Sections  92,  94 
and  95  saved  time  formerly  taken  after  the  polls  were  closed.  Section 
92  as  amended,  allowed  a  voter  who  couldn't  give  a  definite  address  for 
forwarding  his  absentee  ballot,  to  vote  in  the  presence  of  the  Town  Clerk 
or  his  assistant  only.  Section  94  allowed  the  Town  Clerk  in  the  presence 
of  an  observer  appointed  by  each  of  the  Town  Political  Committees  to 
open  the  outer  envelope  of  any  absentee  ballots  received  and  compare 
the  signature  on  the  inner  envelope  with  the  signature  on  the  applica- 
tion. Section  95  allowed  the  Warden  to  open  all  inner  envelopes  ap- 
proved under  Section  94  and  without  opening  them  deposit  said  ballots 
in  the  ballot  box. 

Total  vote  cast  was  2648  of  which  2577  were  cast  in  person  and  71 
were  by  absentee  ballots.  This  record  vote  for  a  State  Election  was  over 
85  per  cent  of  the  3111  registered  voters.

and  by  changing  Section  V  Industrial  District  Uses  to  read 
as  follows:  Section  V,  Industrial  Classes  of  Districts:  Industrial 
Intensive  (I-I)  and  Industrial  Extensive  (I-E).

1.  Except  for  planned  developments,  community  facilities 
and  public  utilities  (see  Section  9)  only  one  principal  structure 
shall  be  permitted  on  one  lot.  Principal  structures,  so  limited  shall 
be  completed  unobstructed  in  view  from  the  street,  except  for 
vegetation  and  permitted  accessory  signs. 

2.  A  corner  lot  shall  have  minimum  street  yards  with  depths 
which  shall  be  the  same  as  the  required  front  yard  depths  for 
the  adjoining  lots. 

3.  At  each  end  of  a  through  lot,  there  shall  be  a  setback 
depth  required  which  is  equal  to  the  front  yard  depth  required 
for  the  district  in  which  each  street  frontage  is  located.

(a)  Balcony  or  bay  window  limited  in  total  length  to 
one-half  the  length  of  the  building,  not  more  than  two  feet. 

(b)  Open  terrace  or  steps  or  stoop  under  4  feet  in  height 
up  to  one-half  the  required  yard  setback. 

(c)  Steps  or  stoop  over  4  feet  in  height,  window  sill,  belt 
course,  chimney,  roof  eave,  fire  escape,  fire  tower,  storm  enclo- 
sure or  similar  architectural  features,  not  more  than  2  feet. 

6.  Screening  and  buffers  shall  be  required  in  any  Industrial 
District  as  follows:  In  an  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  District, 
there  shall  be  a  landscaped  buffer  strip  along  each  boundary 
which  adjoins  a  residential  district.  This  strip  shall  be  at  least 
10  feet  in  width  and  shall  contain  a  screen  of  plantings  in  the 
center  of  the  strip  not  less  than  5  feet  in  width  and  6  feet  in 
height  at  the  time  of  occupancy  of  any  lot.  Individual  bushes  or 
trees  shall  be  planted  not  more  than  3  feet  on  centers,  and  shall 
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thereafter  be  maintained  by  the  owner  or  occupants  so  as  to 
maintain  a  dense  screen  year-round.  One  hundred  percent  of  the 
plantings  shall  consist  of  evergreens.  No  building  shall  be  placed 
within  this  buffer  strip. 

In  an  Industrial-Extensive  (I-E)  District,  there  shall  be 
a  landscaped  buffer  strip  along  each  boundary  which  adjoins  a 
residential  district.  This  strip  shall  be  at  least  150  feet  in  width, 
and  shall  be  portioned  as  follows : 

(a)  The  portion  of  such  buffer  strip  within  one  hundred 
(100)  feet  of  the  district  boundary  line  shall  be  used  only  for, 
and  maintained  as,  a  planting  area  for  lawns,  trees,  shrubs,  or 
other  landscape  materials  to  provide  a  park-like  area  of  separa- 
tion between  the  districts. 

(b)  The  remaining  fifty  (50)  feet  of  space  may  be  used 
for  off-street  parking  or  other  permitted  open  uses,  but  shall  not 
contain  any  permanent  structure.

1.  Maximum  height  permitted  in  this  By-Law  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  restrictions  of  the  Medfield  Building  Code  and  shall 
not  apply  to: 

(a)  Necessary  appurtenant  structures  such  as:  church 
spire,  belfry,  cupola,  dome,  smokestack,  monument,  derrick,  con- 
veyer, flagpole,  radio  or  television  tower,  mast,  antenna,  aerial, 
airplane  hangar,  roof  tank,  building  service  equipment,  roof 
structures  other  than  a  penthouse,  chimney  or  parapet  wall,  or 
any  similar  appurtenance  provided:  any  such  structure  shall  set 
back  from  the  vertical  plane  of  the  required  set-back  building 
line  1  foot  horizontally  for  each  2  feet  of  extra  height. 
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(b)  Special  industrial  structures  such  as :  a  cooling  tower, 
grain  elevator,  sugar  refinery,  gas  holder  or  other  similar  struc- 
ture where  the  industrial  process  requires  a  greater  height,  pro- 
vided: any  such  structure  shall  not  occupy  more  than  15  percent 
of  the  lot  area;  and  shall  be  not  less  than  50  feet  from  any  lot 
line. 

2.  A  fence,  hedge,  wall,  or  other  enclosure  may  be  main- 
tained on  a  corner  lot  provided :  it  shall  not  obstruct  visual  clear- 
ance at  intersecting  streets  by  being  between  3  1/2  feet  and  10 
feet  above  the  grade  within  the  triangular  area  formed  by  the 
intersection  of  the  curb  lines  and  a  straight  line  joining  said  curb 
lines  at  points  which  are  25  feet  distance  from  the  point  of  inter- 
section of  said  curb  lines.  Where  curbs  do  not  exist  the  lines 
shall  be  where  such  curb  would  be  required  if  built. 

4.    Signs 

(a)  In  an  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  district,  the  follow- 
ing exterior  signs  and  no  others  are  permitted: 

(1)  One  sign  for  each  fifty  (50)  feet,  or  fraction  there- 
of, of  lot  frontage  on  the  principal  street,  or  for  each  separate 
and  distinct  establishment  on  the  premises,  provided  that  the 
aggregate  area  of  all  such  signs  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred 
(100)  square  feet  for  each  said  unit  of  frontage.  In  an  Industrial 
Intensive  (I-I)  district  no  such  signs  shall  be  located  nearer 
to  the  street  line  than  the  permitted  setback  distance  for  a 
building  on  the  same  lot. 

(b)  In  an  Industrial-Extensive  (I-E)  district  the  follow- 
ing exterior  signs  and  no  other  are  permitted: 

(1)  One  sign  for  each  one  hundred  (100)  feet,  or  frac- 
tion thereof,  of  lot  frontage  on  the  principal  street,  provided 
that  the  aggregate  area  of  all  such  signs  shall  not  exceed  one 
hundred  square  feet  for  each  unit  of  frontage.  No  such  sign 
shall  be  located  nearer  to  the  street  line  than  the  permitted 
setback  distance  for  a  building  on  the  same  lot. 

(c)  In  both  the  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  In- 
dustrial Extensive  (I-E),  no  exterior  sign  shall  have  a  height 
greater  than  the  highest  point  on  the  roof  of  the  main  building 
to  which  it  pertains,  or  greater  than  twenty-five  (25)  feet  above 
the  mean  grade  of  the  curb  of  the  principal  frontage  street, 
whichever  is  highest. 
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(d)  In  both  the  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  In- 
dustrial Extensive  (I-E),  no  exterior  sign,  and  no  interior  sign 
readily  visible  from  the  exterior  of  a  building,  shall  be  illu- 
minated by  other  than  a  steady  light  (with  no  flashing  or  other 
interruption).  No  exterior  sign  shall  be  rotated,  oscillated,  or 
otherwise  regularly  moved,  or  shall  be  designed  to  turn  or  flutter 
in  the  wind,  or  shall  in  any  way  be  other  than  stationary. 

(e)  For  the  purpose  of  this  Section,  an  exterior  sign  is 
any  structure  or  part  thereof  located  outside  of  a  building,  or 
any  device  attached  to  or  printed  or  represented  on  the  exterior 
of  a  building  or  structure  (including,  but  not' limited  to  display 
signs)  which  shall  display  or  include  any  letter,  word,  model, 
banner,  flag,  pennant,  insignia,  device  or  other  representation 
used  as,  or  which  is  in  the  nature  of,  an  announcement,  direction 
or  advertisement.  Where  a  sign  consists  of  individual  letters, 
insignia  or  other  individual  representations,  the  area  of  the  sign 
shall  be  considered  to  be  that  of  the  smallest  rectangle  which 
encompasses  all  of  said  letters,  insignia  or  other  representations. 

(f )  Notwithstanding  any  of  the  foregoing,  exterior  signs 
which  indicate  necessary  directions  only  (such  as  "entrance," 
"exit,"  or  "parking")  or  are  required  for  safety  purposes,  shall 
be  exempt  from  the  provisions  of  this  Section,  provided  that 
each  such  sign  has  an  area  of  not  over  two  (2)  square  feet  and 
is  unlighted,  or  illuminated  only  by  steady  white  light.  Posters 
(including  price  tags)  which  are  attached  to  merchandise  law- 
fully displayed  shall  also  be  exempt,  provided  that  each  such 
poster  has  an  area  of  not  over  one  (1)  square  foot. 

5.  Shielding  of  Lights 

(a)  In  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  and  Industrial-Exten- 
sive (I-E)  Districts,  all  lights  and  other  sources  of  illumination 
(whether  interior  or  exterior)  and  all  intense  light  emanating 
from  operation  or  equipment  (such  as  from  an  acetylene  torch) 
shall  be  shielded  from  direct  view  at  normal  eye  level  from  streets 
and  Residential  Districts.  Any  existing  light  sources  not  con- 
forming to  the  provision  of  this  Section  shall  be  properly  shielded 
(or  otherwise  removed)  within  one  (1)  year  of  the  effective  date 
hereof. 

6.  Off-Street  Parking 

In  the  Industrial-Intensive  (I-I)  and  the  Industrial- 
Extensive  (I-E)  Districts,  there  shall  be  provided  and  maintained

improved  off-street  automobile  parking  spaces  in  connection  with 
the  erection,  establishment  or  increase  by  units  or  dimensions 
of  buildings,  structures  and  use,  in  at  least  the  following  mini- 
mum amounts: 

(a)  One  parking  space  for  each  one  thousand  (1,000) 
square  feet  of  gross  floor  area  on  all  floors. 

(b)  An  off-street  parking  space  shall  be  defined  as  an 
area  of  not  less  than  200  square  feet,  plus  access  and  maneuver- 
ing space;  for  the  exclusive  use  as  a  parking  stall  for  one  motor 
vehicle.  For  this  By-Law  a  parking  space  shall  be  10  feet  wide 
by  20  feet  long. 

(c)  Off-street  parking  spaces  required  hereunder  shall 
be  provided  either  on  the  same  premises  with  the  parking  gen- 
erator, or  on  any  premises,  associated  therewith;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  walking  distance  between  the  farthest  point  of  the 
parking  area  and  the  main  pedestrian  entrance  to  the  building 
or  use  in  question  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred  (500)  feet, 
except  that  in  the  case  of  parking  space  for  employees  only,  the 
distance  may  be  increased  to  eight  hundred  (800)  feet. 

(d)  No  off-street  parking  shall  be  allowed  within  the 
setback  requirements  for  the  front,  side  and  rear  yards  of  either 
industrial  district. 

(e)  Where  required  parking  spaces  are  provided  away 
from  the  lot  on  which  the  use,  other  structure,  or  lot  they  are 
intended  to  serve  is  located,  such  space  shall  be  in  the  same  pos- 
session, either  by  deed,  or  long-term  lease,  as  the  property  occu- 
pied by  the  use,  structure  or  lot  to  which  the  parking  spaces  are 
accessory. 

(f )  No  off-street  parking  accessory  to  an  industrial  area 
shall  be  permitted  within  a  residential  district. 


7.    Streets,  Curbings  and  Sidewalks 

In  areas  defined  as  industrial,  construction  and  layout 
of  all  new  streets,  curbings  and  sidewalks  shall  conform  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  governing  the  subdivision  of  land  in  the 
Town  of  Medfield,  Mass.,  as  amended  to  date. 
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8.  Non-Conforming  Uses 

(a)  Except  as  expressly  provided  herein,  any  lawful 
building,  structure  ,or  use  of  a  building,  structure  or  land  exist- 
ing on  the  effective  date  of  this  By-Law  or  any  amendment  there- 
to which  does  not  conform  to  the  provisions  thereof  may  be  con- 
tinued unless  and  until  abandoned.  However,  a  non-conforming 
use  shall  not  be  changed  (except  to  a  conforming  use)  nor  ex- 
tended, and  a  non-conforming  building  or  structure  shall  not  be 
structurally  altered,  enlarged  or  reconstructed  except  as  herein- 
after set  forth.  For  the  purposes  of  this  Section,  a  non-conform- 
ing use  which  has  been  discontinued  for  more  than  twelve  con- 
secutive months  shall  be  deemed  to  have  been  abandoned. 

(b)  The  Board  of  Appeals  may  authorize  by  special  per- 
mit a  non-conforming  use  of  a  building,  structure  or  land  to  be 
changed  to  a  specified  use  not  substantially  different  in  character 
or  in  its  effect  on  the  vicinity.  Said  Board  may  also  authorize 
by  special  permit  a  non-conforming  use  of  a  building,  structure, 
or  land  to  be  extended,  or  a  building  devoted  to  a  non-conforming 
use  to  be  structurally  altered  or  enlarged,  providing  that  such 
extension,  alteration  or  enlargement  (i)  will  not  have  a  materially 
adverse  effect  on  the  value  of  land  and  building  in  the  neighbor- 
hood or  on  the  amenities  thereof,  or  be  detrimental  to  the  normal 
use  of  adjacent  property,  and  (ii)  will  not  be  injurious  or  dan- 
gerous to  the  public  health,  or  hazardous  because  of  traffic  con- 
gestion or  other  reasons. 

9.  Special  Permit  —  Industrial  District 

(a)  Certain  uses  are  designated  in  Section  V  Industrial 
Classes  of  Districts;  Industrial  Intensive  (I-I)  and  Industrial 
Extensive  (I-E)  sub-section  2  (b)  by  special  permit  and  desig- 
nated by  the  letters  (SP)  in  the  Table  of  Use  Regulations.  Those 
uses  that  require  a  special  permit  shall  come  under  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Board  of  Appeals  and  shall  be  approved  by  them. 

(b)  Upon  application  duly  made  to  the  Appeal  Board, 
the  Appeal  Board  may,  in  appropriate  cases  and  subject  to 
appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards,  grant  a  special  permit 
for  such  uses  and  no  others. 

(c)  In  acting  upon  an  application  for  a  special  permit, 
the  Appeal  Board  shall  take  into  consideration  whether:  the 
specific  site  is  an  appropriate  location  for  the  use  or  structure; 
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the  adequacy  of  public  sewerage  and  water  facilities,  or  the  suit- 
ability of  soils  for  on-lot  sewerage  and  water  systems;  the  use 
developed  will  adversely  affect  the  neighborhood;  there  will  be 
undue  nuisance  or  serious  hazard  to  vehicles  or  pedestrians ;  and 
adequate  and  appropriate  facilities  will  be  provided  to  ensure 
the  proper  operation  of  the  proposed  use,  structure  or  condition. 
The  Board  of  Appeals  shall  authorize  such  special  permit  only 
when  it  finds  that,  in  view  of  these  considerations,  such  excep- 
tion is  consistent  with  the  spirit  of  this  By-Law. 


10.  For  the  industrial  use  of  any  lot  in  any  Industrial  Dis- 
trict, the  proposed  use  shall  not  emit  any  smoke  of  a  shade 
darker  than  No.  2  on  the  Ringelman  Smoke  Chart,  as  published  by 
the  U.S.  Bureau  of  Mines ;  no  air  pollution  particle  concentrations 
shall  exceed  0.3  grains  per  cubic  foot;  all  inflammable  or  radio- 
active liquids  shall  be  stored  underground ;  the  discharge  of  water 
shall  be  into  a  public  sewer  or  the  system  subject  to  the  written 
approval  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Public  Health; 
vibration  shall  not  exceed  the  safe  range  of  Table  7,  U.S.  Bureau 
of  Mines,  Bulletin  No.  442;  no  sky  reflected  glare  shall  be  per- 
mitted; and  further  provided  that  all  materials  shall  be  stored 
within  a  completely  enclosed  building.

ARTICLE  71     To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  following 
By-law: 

STREET  NUMBERING  BY-LAW 

Street  numbers  shall  be  provided  for  each  dwelling  and  each 
business,  industrial,  and  other  building  in  the  Town  of  Med- 
field  by  the  owner  of  such  structures  by  ninety  (90)  days 
after  approval  by  the  Attorney  General  in  accordance  with 
the  following: 

1.  The  numbers  shall  be  made  of  permanent,  weatherproof 
material,  shall  be  at  least  three  (3)  inches  in  height  and 
shall  be  clearly  visible  from  the  the  street  or  roadway  upon 
which  the  dwelling  or  building  fronts. 
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2.  The  numbers  shall  be  placed  on  each  structure  or  on  a 
suitable  support  near  the  main  entrance  to  the  structure  so 
as  to  be  visible  from  the  street. 

3.  The  numbers  shall  be  those  assigned  to  each  structure  in 
accordance  with  the  street  numbering  survey  completed  by 
the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Town 
Clerk. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  responsibility  of  each  property  owner  in 
the  town  to  obtain  a  number  assigned  to  his  affected  struc- 
ture or  structures  within  three  (3)  months  of  the  effective 
date  of  this  By-law. 

5.  This  By-law  shall  be  enforced  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
of  the  Town  of  Medfield  either  directly  or  through  an  inspec- 
tor to  be  appointed  by  them.  Failure  to  comply  with  this 
By-law  shall  subject  the  offending  property  owner  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  ten  (10)  dollars.
